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SGA  POSTPONES  ELECTIONS 


MUSICAL  "CHAIRS" 
TO  BLAME

An  oversight  of  a  student  govern¬ 
ment  by-law  forced  the  SGA  to  post¬ 
pone  its  upcoming  senate  elections. 

When  The  Courier  alerted  the  elec¬ 
tion  commissioner  to  the  oversight, 
the  SGA  called  two  special  sessions 
together  on  Wednesday,  one  to 
appoint  the  board  of  elections  and  the 
other  to  discuss  setting  a  new  election 
date. 

At  press  time,  the  election  board 
was  approved  but  the  election  dates

TWO  SGA 
SENATORS  RESIGN

Senate  Chair  Wendy  Scarpa  and 
Senator  Mary  Carol  Suchsland 
resigned  during  last  week's  SGA 
meeting,  leaving  the  senate  without 
any  elected  representatives. 

Scarpa  was  elected  last  spring  but 
was  inactive  for  most  of  the  summer 
and  is  not  taking  any  classes  this  year. 
Student  senators  must  be  enrolled  in 
at  least  six  hours  each  quarter. 

Suchsland,  a  write-in  candidate 
elected  last  fall,  resigned  due  to  con¬ 
flicts  with  her  class  schedule. 

Suchsland,  who  had  been  wrong¬ 
fully  ousted  for  truancy,  resigned 
immediately  after  winning  an  appeal 
over  her  removal.  Senators  are 
removed  from  office  after  three  unex¬ 
cused  absences  in  any  quarter. 

The  senate  reinstated  Suchsland 
after  deliberating  whether  Scarpa 
incorrectly  removed  her  from  office. 
Suchsland  said  her  third  meeting 
absence  occurred  in  the  summer 
quarter  and  should  not  have  been 
counted  with  her  Jun.  2  and  Jun.  23 
spring  quarter  absences. 

The  senate  agreed  and  returned 
Suchsland  to  good  standing  status. 
The  move  allows  her  to  run  for  office 
in  the  future  and  collect  her  stipend, 
minus  reductions  for  her  absences. 

Senators  receive  a  quarterly 
stipend  of  up  to  $750  and  may  receive 
additional  compensation  of  up  to 
$100  each  quarter  for  "productivity." 

The  departures  of  Scarpa  and 
Suchsland  leave  the  senate  with  three 
appointees  who  will  have  to  go 
through  the  election  process  this  fall 
in  order  to  keep  their  seat. 

Senators  who  are  elected  into 
office  serve  a  one  year  term,  while

BOOKSTORE  DIRECTOR  REPLACED

Amid  continuing  inventory  prob¬ 
lems,  Wallace's  Bookstore  -  known  by 
students  as  the  COD  bookstore  - 
announced  Monday  it  hired  a  new 
director  of  stores. 

Kelly  Stiener,  29,  took  over  the 
position  Sept.  25,  replacing  Jim 
Sexton.  She  joined  the  company  Aug. 
31.  Regional  Manager  Mark  Renfro, 
had  been  working  at  the  store  over 
the  last  three  weeks  to  "help  with  the 
rush  period." 

Renfro  would  not  discuss  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  surrounding  Sexton's 
departure,  saying  it  was  "a  private 
personnel  matter."  According  to  Scott 
Engel,  director  of  business  affairs  and 
bookstore  advisory  committee  chair, 
said  Sexton  left  the  post  through  a 
"mutual  termination." 

Improving  the  store's  in-store  stock 
availability  and  customer  service  are 
among  Stiener's  challenges.  "My  goal 
is  to  get  the  books  on  the  shelf  and 
people  on  the  floor  served,"  said  the 
new  manager. 

Although  the  store's  goal  is  to  have 
all  books  in  stock  two  weeks  before 
the  quarter  starts,  1,200  of  the  164,000 
textbooks  that  Wallace's  sells-  about 
three-quarters  of  one  percent  -  were 
out  of  stock  the  first  week  of  class, 
according  to  Renfro. 

He  said  this  represents  an 
improvement  over  the  spring  quarter 
when  slightly  under  two  percent  of 
all  titles  were  out  of  stock. 

As  of  Sept.  28,  the  company  esti¬ 
mated  that  three  of  the  titles  missing 
during  the  first  week  were  still 
unavailable. 

In  response  to  student  complaints 
over  the  store's  inventory  shortfall  last 
spring,  Wallace's  instituted  a  textbook 
guarantee  program  this  quarter. 

The  company  promised  a  five-dol- 
lar  voucher  to  students  for  any 
required  item  unavailable  during  the 


first  week  of  the  quarter.  To  date,  the 
company  has  issued  at  least  50  of  the 
vouchers. 

While  the  voucher  program  will 
continue  through  Oct.  1999,  some  con¬ 
sider  the  guarantee  a  band-aid  solu¬ 
tion  for  a  long-term  problem.  The 
topic  drew  numerous  complaints  at 
last  week's  faculty  senate  meeting. 

Susan  Shih,  a  chemistry  professor 
said,  "We  have  this  problem  with  at 
least  one  chemistry  textbook  every 
quarter  every  year."  She  said  even 
with  the  current  enrollment  being 
lower  than  usual  there  were  still  not 
enough  books  for  13  sections  of 
Chemistry  151.

She  also  said  the  store  ran  out  of 
safety  glasses,  which  are  required  to 
participate  in  labs.  Shih  sent  students 
to  other  bookstores  as  a  last  resort. 

Renfro  conceded  that  the  chemistry 
text  was  a  problem  but  was  unaware 
of  the  lack  of  safety  glasses. 

Sherwood  Edwards,  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  sociology,  said  there  were  no 
books  in  supply  for  four  courses  he 
taught  during  the  spring  and  summer 
quarters. 

The  shortfall  left  nearly  165  stu¬ 
dents  scrambling  to  find  texts  and 
forced  Edwards  to  modify  his  classes 
and  exams.  "Only  about  five  students 
in  each  of  my  classes  were  able  to  buy

Participating  establishments 
include  Emilio's  La  Perla  del 
Mediterraneo  in  Hillside, 
Maggiano's  Little  Italy  in  Oak  Brook 
and  Courtright's  in  Willow  Springs. 

Hospitality  Administration  and 
Culinary  coordinator  George  Macht, 
said  this  was  the  first  time  COD  will 
participate  in  the  auction.  "This  is  a 


good  opportunity  for  students  to 
participate  in  a  quality  fundraising 
event  and  to  network  with  chefs  and 
restauranteurs,"  he  said. 

More  than  40  students  have  vol¬ 
unteered  to  participate  and  all  food 
products  have  been  donated  by  sup¬ 
pliers.

appointees  must  be  elected  by  stu¬ 
dents  during  the  next  senate  race. 
Elections  are  held  twice  per  year. 

Newly  named  as  senate  chair, 
senate  appointee  Jeff  Sheehan  con¬ 
firmed  he  will  run  in  the  fall  election. 
If  elected,  he  will  remain  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  for  a  year. 

Senator  Mike  Dostalek  was 
doubtful  about  whether  he  would  be 
a  candidate  and  said  he  "probably 
wouldn't  run." 

The  other  remaining  senate 
appointee  Nicole  Malek  has  been 
absent  for  the  last  three  senate  meet¬ 
ings  and  unavailable  for  comment. 


Student  Trustee  Rebecca  Fyffe 
expressed  concern  over  the  number 
of  seats  left  open  and  plans  to  take  a 
more  active  role  in  the  SGA.  She 
now  has  a  desk  in  the  SGA  office  and 
has  made  building  the  candidate 
pool  for  senators  a  top  priority. 

Fyffe,  who  is  married  to  SGA 
Vice  President  Vito  Brancato,  praised 
the  current  SGA  executives'  efforts 
to  change  the  image  of  student  gov¬ 
ernment,  saying,  "They  have  gone  to 
great  lengths  to  develop  a  larger 
presence  on  campus."

books.  Many  students  bought  books 
directly  from  other  students  and 
some  used  previous  editions,"  he 
said. 

How  big  the  inventory  problem  is 
depends  on  who  you  ask.  "Any  time 
a  student  can't  get  books—  whether 
its  one  or  several  students  -  its  a 
problem,"  said  Engel. 

Wallace' s  has  been  ordering  extra 
inventory  and  buying  books  from 
other  retailers  as  a  stop-gap  measure. 
"We  can't  anticipate  things  like  ship¬ 
ping  problems  or  students  dropping 
classes  and  then  keeping  the  text¬ 
books,  but  we  don't  want  to  nega¬ 
tively  impact  the  education  process," 
Renfro  said. 

Renfro  wasn't  sure  how  the  com¬ 
pany's  out-of-stock  record  compared 
with  other  area  campus  book  stores 


but  said  COD  is  unique  considering 
it's  high  book  volume,  large  number 
of  part-time  instructors  and  quarter 
system. 

According  to  Renfro,  Wallace's 
yearly  rent  is  $650,000  or  11.5  percent 
of  annual  sales,  whichever  is  greater. 

Since  the  company  is  privately 
held,  it  doesn't  release  sales  figures. 
The  Courier  estimates  Wallace's  annu¬ 
al  sales  to  be  between  $6.5  million 
and  $9  million.  This  range  was 
derived  using  the  company's  rent 
contribution  and  by  multiplying 
average  student  book  expenditures 
with  the  number  of  students. 

The  Courier  estimates  that  the 
average  student  spends  $300  per  year 
on  books.  COD  claims  an  enrollment 
of  more  than  30,000  students. 

The  company's  retailing  con¬ 
tract  with  the  college  continues 
through  June  2000.

had  not  been  set.  Board  members 
include  Renee  Fish,  Trisha  Brockman 
and  Melissa  Harrison. 

The  by-laws  state  that  the  "Board 
of  Elections  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Elections  Commissioner, 
subject  to  approval  of  a  majority  of 
the  total  Senate  Memberships,  no  later 
than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  election." 

The  elections  were  originally 
planned  for  Oct.  27-29.  To  comply 
with  the  by-laws,  the  senate  would 
have  had  to  approve  a  board  by  Sept. 
15,  two  days  before  the  fall  quarter 
began. 

Acknowledging  the  error,  SGA 
advisor  Robb  Frank  said,  "It's  stupid 
to  have  rules  if  they're  not  going  to  be 
followed,  but  we  can  pull  off  an  elec¬ 
tion  in  less  than  six  weeks.  The  by¬ 
laws  were  written  with  a  lot  of  time 


padded  in  them." 

SGA  Vice  President  Vito  Brancato 
echoed  the  sentiment,  saying  the  sen¬ 
ate  will  discuss  amending  the  election 
by-laws  in  an  upcoming  senate  meet¬ 
ing. 

When  asked  how  the  mistake  was 
made,  Brancato  said  it  "slipped 
through  the  cracks"  with  the  transi¬ 
tion  of  the  senate  chair  (see  Senator 
page  one  story). 

According  to  the  SGA  by-laws, 
the  senate  chair  serves  as  election 
commissioner. 

Jeff  Sheehan  automatically  became 
election  commissioner  when  he  was 
voted  in  as  the  new  senate  chair  last 
week,  but  gave  up  the  role  since  he 
will  run  in  the  fall  elections. 

SGA  Secretary  Angela  Milburn 
was  appointed  to  the  post  in 
Sheehan's  place  and  had  already  been 
working  on  the  elections  for  several 
weeks.

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Spirit  of  Service  Quilt  Unveiled

Nearly  200  attendees  watched  as 
the  Spirit  of  Service  (S.O.S.) 

Committee  unfurled  the  Spirit  of 
Service  Quilt  at  8  a.m.  Sept.  15,  in  the 
Arts  Center  during  the  All  College 
Workshop  breakfast. 

The  quilt  was  the  brain  child  of  the 
(S.O.S.)  Committee,  headed  by  Helen 
Shullaw.  Their  main  objective  is  to 
promote  quality  service  between  the 
students,  staff  and  the  faculty. 

According  to  Shullaw,  the  finished 
product  was  what  the  committee  had 
hoped  for.  She  said,  "The  amount  of 
work  and  creativity  that  was  put  into 
the  quilt  was  amazing." 

Shullaw  further  stated  that  it  went 
along  perfectly  with  one  of  the  S.O.S. 
mission  statements,  "Foster  a  spirit  of 
service  within  the  College  of  DuPage 
family." 

Committee  member  Maren 
McKellin  said,  "The  big  picture  is 
teamwork.  The  quilt  is  directed  not 
just  toward  students  but  towards  the 
faculty  and  staff  as  well." 

The  quilt  is  comprised  of  thirty  12- 
by-12  inch  hand-sewn  squares.  It  was 
up  to  the  administrators  in  each  office 
to  decide  how  their  particular  quilt 
piece  was  designed  and  constructed 
to  represent  how  their  particular 
office  serves  the  community  at  the 


College  of  DuPage. 

From  the  time  the  quilt  pieces 
were  handed  out  to  the  time  they 
were  returned  and  the  quilt  finished 
took  eight  months.  The  final  piece  is  a 
beautiful  example  of  what  teamwork 
can  accomplish. 

Laura  Jakubowski,  who  construct¬ 
ed  the  Liberal  Arts  quilt  piece  said, 

"It  takes  a  lot  of  different  people  and 
departments  to  make  the  college  run. 
You  can't  run  a  school  without  all  of 
the  pieces  working  together.  The 
quilt  is  a  perfect  example  of  that." 

All  of  the  departments  had  unique 
ways  of  getting  their  particular  quilt 
pieces  made.  The  Human  Resource 
department  had  their  student 
employees  Corinne  Parks,  Rebecca 
Scrivener,  and  Maria  Magno,  design 
and  construct  their  square. 

"We  decided  on  a  smiley  face 
because  we  represent  customer  ser¬ 
vice,  service  with  a  smile."  said  Parks. 
When  asked  what  the  quilt  meant  to 
her.  Parks  said,  "It's  a  symbol  of  how 
all  of  us  come  together  and  represent 
the  college." 

Most  offices  worked  on  their  own 
square,  but  a  few  combined  efforts  to 
come  up  with  a  group  square. 

The  office  of  Counseling,  Transfer 
and  Advising  square  depicts  a  group 
of  people  holding  hands  while  stand¬ 
ing  under  a  rainbow,  designed  and 


created  by  Lynnette 
Arendt  and  Joyce 
Fletcher. 

"The  message  of 
the  design  was  to  be 
connected  through 
counseling.  The 
rainbow  signifies 
diversity  and  the 
holding  hands  sym¬ 
bolizes  togetherness 
with  everyone,"  said 
Fletcher. 

The  committee  also 
offers  awards  for  fac¬ 
ulty,  staff  and  stu¬ 
dents  who  provide 
good  service  to  any¬ 
one  at  COD.

"I  got  mail  to  check,"  said  19  year- 
old  Student  Abdul-Mannan  from  Villa 
Park.  Abdul-Mannan  usually  spends 
10  a  hours  week  doing  his  homework 
and  checking  his  E-mail  at  the 
Academic  Computing  Center  (ACC), 
located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Student  Resource  Building  (SRC). 

Many  students  take  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  use  the  computers  in  the  ACC, 
where  printing  is  free.  The  lab  has 
over  150  computers  with  various 
operating  systems  and  software  appli¬ 
cations,  of  which  the  Internet  is  the 
most  popular. 

Although  the  priority  to  use  com¬ 
puters  is  given  to  academic  pursuits, 
it  is  not  unusual  to  find  the  lab  filled 
with  Internet  surfers,  most  checking 
their  E-mail.

the  ACC  also  acts  as  a  place  to  meet 
friends.  Computer  Science  major 
Dinesh  Relwani,  usually  hangs  out  at 
the  ACC  doing  his  homework  and- 
checking  his  E-mail. 

IP s  not  hard  to  believe  that  free  E- 
mail  providers,  like  Microsoft 
Hotmail  (www.hotmail.com)  usually 
gets  thousands  of  "hits"  a  day  from 
C.O.D.  students  using  computers  in 
the  ACC  and  the  library. 

According  to  ACC  supervisor 
Damin  Keenan,  due  to  heavy  use  of 
the  computers  in  the  ACC  last  year, 
more  than  half  of  the  computers  are 
reserved  for  academic  users  only.

Internal  Mail 
Envelope  Plea: 
Return  to  Sender

COD  is  home  to  a  surprising 
endangered  species  -  the  interdepart¬ 
mental  mail  envelope.  Concerned 
about  the  dwindling  number  of  these 
supplies,  Staff  Services  has  put  a  pre¬ 
mium  on  the  tan  envelopes,  demand¬ 
ing  a  written  requisition  for  quanti¬ 
ties  over  100. 

Faculty  senate  President  Brenda 
Alberico  alerted  attendees  about  the 
new  policy  during  last  week's  senate 
meeting,  saying  she  was  told  she 
would  be  charged  a  fee  for  quantities 
over  50. 

"We're  trying  to  get  people  to 
think  about  how  they're  using  the 
envelopes,"  said  Laura  Galto,  staff 
services  manager.  "One  department 
threw  out  several  hundred  partially 
used  envelopes  that  we  had  to 
retrieve  from  the  recycling  bin." 

Galto  also  discovered  one  faculty 
member  was  using  the  envelopes  as 
file  folders. 

As  trivial  as  the  issue  may  seem. 


the  procedure  is  rooted  in  serious 
environmental  concerns. 

According  to  Galto,  COD  is  man¬ 
dated  by  the  state  to  trim  waste  as 
part  of  a  five-year  reduction  plan. 
"We  are  required  to  cut  waste  by  40 
percent  and  want  the  envelopes  to  be 
used  for  their  intended  purpose.  We 
even  made  the  envelopes  two-sided 
to  be  more  efficient,"  she  said. 

Envelopes  are  printed  25,000  per 
lot  and  Galto  couldn't  say  for  sure 
how  many  envelopes  are  actually  in 
circulation. 

Her  office  gets  requests  ranging 
from  50  envelopes  for  stock  to  950  for 
mailings. 

In  the  past,  the  COD  post  office 
tried  polite  memos  and  requests  ask¬ 
ing  people  return  envelopes  to  the 
mailroom.  Apparently  the  honor 
system  isn't  working.  For  three 
years  in  a  row,  envelopes  have  been 
increasingly  disappearing. 

As  a  result,  the  group  has  started 
to  track  the  number  of  envelopes 
people  use  and  will  be  comparing 
the  total  circulation  against 
envelopes  returning  into  the  mail 
stream. 

As  Galto  lamented,  "If  s  the  only 
way  to  make  people  accountable  on 
their  end."

Walk  on 
Water 

Lorian  Hemingway 

Simon  &  Schuster  (250  pages) 

I  tend  to  think  of  art  as  the  breath 
of  the  soul  and  in  Walk  on 
Water,  Lorian  Hemingway's  soul 
breathes  deeply. 

Nominated  for  both  a  Pulitzer 
and  a  National  Book  Award,  this 
memoir  by  Ernest  Hemingway’s 
granddaughter,  is  a  must  for  those 
wishing  to  be  held  captive  by  a  mar¬ 
vellous  storyteller.  In  it,  Ms. 
Hemingway  recounts  her  exploits  as 
an  angler  while  simultaneously 
revealing  the  details  of  her  life. 

What  separates  Walk  on  Water 
from  so  many  other  "confessional" 
books  is  its  confluence  of  artistry 
and  hard  won  wisdom.  Indeed,  like 
her  famous  grandfather,  Ms.

"Ronin",  starring  Robert  DeNiro 

John  Frankenheimer's  "Ronin" 
hearkens  back  to  the  spy  thrillers  of  a 
simpler  time.  Bereft  of  the  high-tech 
gadgetry  and  '90s  flavored  espionage 
that  has  been  so  evident  of  recent  spy 
movies,  it  instead  weaves  a  complex 
(and  convoluted)  tapestry  of  danger, 
betrayal,  and  a  seemingly  unending 
stream  of  car  chases. 

Director  Frankenheimer,  pedi¬ 
greed  with  political  thrillers  like  "The 
Manchurian  Candidate"  teaming 
with  star  Robert  DeNiro  should  have 
produced  sensational  results,  but 
"Ronin"  fails  to  overcome  an  incom¬ 
prehensible  plot,  making  it,  much  like 
spy-sibling  "Mission:  Impossible",  a 
flashy  exercise  in  incoherence. 

The  story,  by  J.D.  Zeik  and 
Richard  Weisz  (with  an  uncredited 
polish  by  the  master  of  dialogue, 
David  Mamet)  details  the  hiring  of  a 
band  of  international  spies,  mercenar¬ 
ies,  by  the  IRA  to  acquire  a  suitcase. 
DeNiro  is  backed  up  by  anensemble 
consisting  of  Stellan  Skarsgard, 
Natascha  McElhone,  and  Jean  Reno, 
among  others. 

Although  a  visual  feast,  the 
plot  is  far  too  contrived.  The  film's 
lack  of  exposition  is  neatly  side¬ 
stepped  by  the  makers  with  Reno's 
character  saying  of  the  spy  game, 
"There  are  never  any  questions,  there 
are  never  any  answers."  Well,  that's 
terrific  if  you're  a  spy,  but  for  those  of 
us  in  the  audience,  we're  left  in  the 
dark  and  out  in  the  cold.  C

Director:  Fred  Zinnemann

Redgrave,  Jason  Robards 


Based  on  the  autobiographical 
story,  Pentimento  by  Lillian  Heilman. 
Jane  Fonda  plays  the  part  of  the 
author  and  slowly  unravels  to  us  the 
tale  of  her  exciting  and  dangerous 
involvement  in  the  resistance  move¬ 
ment  against  the  Nazis  in  war-torn 
Europe  during  the  1930's. 

Vanessa  Redgrave  is  Heilman's 
best  friend,  Julia,  a  wealthy  High 
Society  dame  who  disappoints  her 
hoity-toity  family  by  becoming  a 
doctor  and  joining  the  underground. 
Julia  all  but  disappears  and  remains 
an  anonymous  but  crucial  member  of 
the  resistance  and  is  ostracized  by 
her  family  and  misunderstood  by  her 
friends. 

Heilman  searches  and  finally 
finds  her  suddenly  mysterious  friend 
in  Berlin,  and  aids  her  in  smuggling 
her  inheritance  money  across  the 
boarder,  in  order  to  buy  freedom  to 
political  prisoners. 

What  can  I  say?  This  film  has 
everything  I  love:  '30's  props,  tres 
authentica,  the  French  Underground, 
rich,  altruistic,  empowered  women 
who  are  true  heroes  and  one  of  my 
fave  authors,  Dashiell  Hammet  ( The 
Maltese  Falcon)  —  played  exceptional¬ 
ly  well  by  the  dashing  Jason 
Robards. 

This  is  CIoak-and-Dagger  at  it's 
finest.  Chicks  will  like  this  vid  as 
well  as  any  guy  who's  into  espi¬ 
onage,  intrigue  and  German  spy 


films.  The  cool  thing  about  this  flick 
is  that  the  hero  is  a  chick,  a  real 
savvy,  slick,  smart  chick,  who  doesn't 
have  to  show  any  skin  to  be  beauti¬ 
ful.

This  is  a  delightfully  dark- 
humored  plot  about  Julian  Po, 
nobody. 

Christian  Slater  plays  the 
(non)Hero,  who  walks  into  a  dusty, 
rather  grey  little  town  with  dusty, 
rather  grey  little  people.  What's  he 
doing  there?  Who  is  this  mysterious 
stranger? 

Drug  Smuggler?  F.B.I.  agent?  A 
fugitive  from  justice?  A  Bookie?  A 
terrorist?  Just  why  is  he  here,  in  this 
indescript,  nameless  little  nothing  of 
a  town?  The  townsfolk,  all  busy¬ 
body  snoops  with  nothing  better  to 
do  in  their  mundane  lives,  stalk 
Julian  to  find  out  just  what  the  hell  is 
going  on.  What's  he  running  from? 
Running  to? 

" —  I'm  not  running!"  he  denies 
emphatically. 

In  a  small  town  the  size  of 
Mayberry,  it's  impossible  to  be 
anonymous.  Finally  he  reveals  his 
mission.  He's  come  here  to  kill 
someone:  himself. 

The  town  people  take  a  bizzare 
pity  on  him.  He  begins  to  explore 
the  possibilities  of  not  ending  it, 
much  to  the  townspeople's  dismay: 
they're  doing  a  raffle  on  his  D-day. 
"Guess  the  Day  he  kills  himself  and 
win!"  They  all  encourage  him  to  do 


the  evil  deed,  some  of  them  even 
offering  suggestions  —  borrowing  a 
gun,  or  a  hanging  rope,  whatever. 

When  he  finally  announces  that 
he  no  longer  wants  to  end  it,  the 
town  becomes  enraged  and  forces 
him  to  his  own  end. 

Definitely  bizzare,  and  funny  and 
weird  all  at  the  same  time,  while  giv¬ 
ing  us  a  hard,  cold  look  at  true 
Human  Nature.

What  IS  IT  about  Eileen  Brandt 
that  is  so  intriguing?  Is  it  her  petite 
demeanor,  her  seemingly  delicate 
fragility?  —  The  woman  is  anything 
but  fragile.  Like  her  art  pieces,  she 
speaks  in  tongues,  phrases  that  ini¬ 
tially  seem  unimbelished  —  at  first  • 
glance.  It's  the  simplicity  that 
throws  me  off,  and  then  it  comes  to 
me:  deep,  complex,  a  story  within  a 
story  within  a  story. 

Eileen  Brandt,  College  Student, 
pushing  50  (looking  40),  with  the 
spirit  and  zest  of  a  20-year  old;  a 
victor  of  Lupus,  the  disease  that 
threatened  her  magic  gift  of  creator: 
making  works  of  art  with  her  bare 
hands,  beautiful  and  at  first  puzzling 
works  of  art  which  must  be  seen  to 
be  embraced  by  the  heart. 

In  her  solo  exhibition  at  the  Wings 
Gallery,  her  works  speak  to  us  of 
things  seemingly  uncomplicated  yet 
complex.  The  woman,  like  her  art, 
is  a  dichotomy,  woven  in  symbolism: 

We  observe  an  open  book,  with 
twigs  sprouting  out  of  it.  "Paper 
comes  from  trees,  and  I  wanted  to 
put  the  trees  back  in  the  paper," she 
smiles  at  me  bemusedly,  gesturing 
with  her  delicate  artist's  hands. 

The  book,  appropriately  enough, 
is  on  flora  and  woodland  plants.  It  is 
entitled  Growth  &  Reproduction  —  Life 
&  Patterns  of  Order.  There  are  no 
coincidences  with  Eileen  Brandt. 

Another  piece,  and  one  of  my 
faves  is  a  philosophy  book,  painstak¬ 


ingly 
nailed 
shut,  bal¬ 
anced  pre¬ 
cariously 
on  a  car¬ 
penter's 
nail. 

"People 
don't  seem 
to  form 
their  own 
philoso¬ 
phies  in 
life,"  she 
gestures. 

Eileen 
Brandt  has 
a  voice  like 
a  bell;  a 
tiny  but 
ever  so 
important, 

silver  bell.  Her  words,  like  her  art, 
become  necessary,  and  bespeak  so 
much  more  than  their  face  value. 

"Develope  your  own  ideas  and  put 
them  into  action.  Do  things  that 
express  your  thoughts,"  she  nods, 
smiling,  sharing  some  ancient  univer¬ 
sal  secret  that  we've  all  but  forgotten. 

"All  life  is  art,  and  art  is  just  anoth¬ 
er  expression  of  life  —  you  can  learn 
about  life  and  art  from  a  variety  of 
things:  taking  a  philosophy  course,  or 
a  dance  or  writing  c  lass.  It  doesn't 
have  to  be  a  sculpting  class,  though 
any  art  course  will  help  you  bring  it 
all  together." 

Her  giant  wall  sculpture,  entitled 
Ex  Libris  depicts  a  plethora  of  book 
bindings  so  artfully  merged  together, 
they  seem  to  be  written  in  their  own 
strange  language.  Upon  closer

glance,  we  notice  that  iti s  actually  the 
ink  from  the  bindings  themselves  -- 
no  language  at  all,  but  an  exotic  and 
beautiful  pattern.  Beside  the  piece 
hangs  her  poem,  which  I  love: 

Ex  Libris  —  I  feel  my  pages,  bent  &  torn. 
I'm  falling  off  the  shelf.  My  story  wasn't 
understood.  Or  wasn't  even  read.  I  had 
a  lot  to  say.  I  FELT  the  World  around 
me.  But  my  spine  was  broken.

When  faculty  vote  on  new  degree 
requirements  the  last  week  of  Oct., 
they  will  decide  how  easily  students 
can  transfer  credits  from  COD  to  a 
four-year  college. 

In  pre-vote  forums  held  this  week. 


several  faculty  tried  to  win  support  to 
reject  the  plan  that  would  change 
courses  to  aid  student  transfers  under 
Illinois  Articulation  Initiative  (IAI) 
requirements. 

Of  the  six  changes  backed  by  the 
degree  requirements  committee, 
removing  the  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  category  from  the  General 
Education  required  courses  sparked 


robust  debate. 

"While  serving  transfer  students  is 
one  of  our  institutional  goals,  it  is  just 
part  of  what  we  are  as  an  institution," 
said  Counselor  Nancy  Svoboda,  read¬ 
ing  a  prepared  statement  on  behalf  of 
the  counseling  faculty.  "We  are  not

SGA  Adds  Senators,  Sets  Elections

The  SGA  made  strides  in  filling  10 
open  senate  seats  when  it  appointed 
two  student  senators  and  announced 
new  fall  election  dates  during  its  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  on  Wednesday. 

After  responding  to  questions  by 
SGA  members,  the  senate  accepted 
Jesse  DeLa Torre  and  Amanda  Saenz 
as  appointees. 

Both  students  said  they  were  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  SGA  because  of  its  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  leadership  and  to  help 
people. 

Saenz  said  she  would  work  hard 
at  getting  students'  opinions  and 
encouraging  them  to  get  more 
involved.  "A  lot  of  students  don't 
know  we're  here,"  she  said. 

The  SGA  board  of  elections 
rescheduled  the  student  senate  race 
for  Nov.  17-19.  The  original  election 
dates  were  postponed  to  comply  with 
an  SGA  by-law  that  had  been  over¬ 
looked. 

Election  Commissioner  Angela 


Estes  said  13  potential  candidates 
have  picked  up  election  packets  and 
one  packet  had  already  been  returned 
by  DeLaTorre. 

The  senate  postponed  voting  on 
the  senate  appointment  of  Bryan 
Grube  until  the  next  meeting  so  mem¬ 
bers  could  further  consider  his  quali¬ 
fications. 

Senator  Mike  Dostalek  said  he  had 
not  been  notified  about  Grube  until 
five  minutes  before  the  meeting  and 


was  not  ready  to  consider  him  for 
appointment. 

The  SGA  began  an  aggressive  can¬ 
didate  recruitment  campaign  at  the 
beginning  of  the  quarter  that  appears 
to  be  paying  off. 

SGA  Advisor  Meri  Phillips  said 
this  year's  senate  candidate  recruit¬ 
ment  efforts  were  excellent.  "There's 
been  nothing  like  it  in  the  eight  years 
I've  been  here,"  she  said.

solely  a  feeder  school  for  the  univer¬ 
sities  even  in  our  transfer  curricu¬ 
lum." 

The  committee's  other  recom¬ 
mendations  included: 

•  Expanding  the  international  cate¬ 
gory  to  include  multi-cultural  stud¬ 
ies  courses. 

•  Cut  credits  maximums  for  188 
and  288-level  special  topics  and  field 
studies  courses. 

•  Limit  pass/ fail  option  to  elective 
courses  and  decrease  pass /fail  cred¬ 
it  hours  from  20  to  15. 

•  Reduce  maximum  credit  hours 
for  demonstrated  competence  from 
65  to  45. 

•  Limit  credit  hours  earned  from 
198a,  198b,  298a  and  298  b  indepen¬ 
dent  study  courses. 

The  committee  said  the  changes 
would  make  courses  more  transfer¬ 
able  into  four-year  degrees  under 
the  IAI.  Under  LAJ,  some  changes  to 
core  general  education  and  transfer 
courses  were  already  put  in  place 
state-wide  this  past  summer. 

If  faculty  vote  to  approve  the  rec¬ 
ommendations,  students  entering 
the  college  in  fall  1999  would  be  the 
first  to  fall  under  the  new  require¬ 
ments. 

While  the  faculty  reviews  courses 
and  makes  changes  on  a  regular 
basis,  in  fall  1996,  the  faculty  senate 
requested  the  committee  to  review 
the  college's  requirements  as  a 
whole.  The  last  review  was  in  1985. 

Thomas  Lindblade,  coordinator, 
field  and  experiential  learning 


expressed  concern  that  the  change 
would  cause  students  to  limit  their 
exploration  of  other  areas  of  study 
in  favor  of  taking  major  courses  for 
electives.  "Students  will  play  it 
safe.  I  don't  want  to  encourage  stu¬ 
dents  to  play  it  safe." 

Dr.  Mario  Reda,  liberal  arts  pro¬ 
fessor,  said  that  approving  the  plan 
would  eliminate  jobs.  "I  don't  want 
them  to  wag  me.  We're  gonna  let 
our  selves  be  wagged  by  another 
dog,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Barb  Lemme,  a  committee 
member,  said  that  the  group  was 
sensitive  to  the  fact  that  faculty 
thought  their  classes  would  be 
endangered  by  the  move,  but  enroll¬ 
ments  didn't  show  a  high  demand 
for  these  courses  by  transfer  stu¬ 
dents. 

Other  faculty  see  this  as  a  status 
rather  than  a  turf  issue. 

"It  is  our  feeling  that  the  proposed 
changes  have  the  potential  to  essen¬ 
tially  return  us  to  'junior'  rather 
than  'community'  college  status," 
the  counseling  faculty  said. 

We're  not  worried  about  enroll¬ 
ment,"  said  Mary  Ann  Zlotow,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  computer  information  sys¬ 
tems.  "The  irony  is  that  the  college 
is  doing  everything  it  can  to  put 
technology  in  the  classroom,  but  the 
degree  requirements  committee  fails 
to  recognize  the  importance  of  stu¬ 
dents'  understanding  technology," 
said  Zlotow. 

The  degree  requirements  com¬ 
mittee  is  a  sub-committee  of  the 
instructional  services  committee  of 
the  faculty  senate. 


The  proposed  changes  in  the 
degree  requirements  will  mostly 
affect  students  who  are  working 
toward  an  associates  degree  and  will 
pursue  a  bachelor's  degree  at  a  four- 
year  school. 

According  to  the  college  catalogue, 
COD  has  compact  agreements  with 
several  transfer  schools,  mostly  in 
Illinois,  that  accept  the  Associate  in 
Art  (A.A.)  or  the  Associate  in  Science 
(A.S.)  degree  as  meeting  all  the  gener¬ 
al  education  requirements. 

At  these  programs,  students  with 
A.A.  and  A.S.  degrees  receive  auto- 
matic  junior  standing  at  the  school. 


but  may  still  have  to  take  additional 

courses  to  meet  graduation  require¬ 
ments. 

When  students  transfer  without 
an  associate's  degree,  their  courses 
are  reviewed  individually  and  may 
be  rejected. 

The  college  also  has  special  agree¬ 
ments  with  a  number  of  public  and 
private  colleges  and  universities. 

Students  are  ultimately  responsible 
for  managing  their  course  plans.  Any 
student  who  plans  to  transfer  should 
coordinate  their  courses  according  to

Board  Committee  to  Test  Project  Software

The  Board  of  Trustees 
Policy  Review  Committee 
will  begin  testing  a  computer 
software  package  to  help 
track  hundreds  of  college  ini¬ 
tiatives. 

President  Michael 
Murphy  said  the  college  has 
no  system-wide  tool  in  place 
and  the  software,  called 
Milestone,  would  help  pre¬ 
vent  department  overlap. 
"Our  goal  is  to  get  our  arms 
around  multiple  initiatives," 
he  said  in  a  committee  meet¬ 
ing  earlier  this  week. 

If  adopted  by  the  commit¬ 
tee,  the  software  would  be 
used  for  policy  review 


schedules  and  educational 
plans. 

Committee  member  Mary 
Ann  Millush  will  use  the 
software  on  a  trial  basis  to 
track  campus  events  to  iden¬ 
tify  test  issues. 

Testing  will  take  several 
months  and  will  be  expand¬ 
ed  to  include  other  groups 
over  time. 

Millush  said  the  informa¬ 
tion  technology  department 
looked  at  several  software 
packages  and  recommended 
Milestone  for  being  the  most 
user-friendly. 

Millush  said  the  commit¬ 
tee  will  decide  if  a  bid 
process  would  be  needed 
once  the  pricing  is  set.

Have  you  ever  had  the  feeling 
like  you're  being  watched?  Do  you 
ever  feel  someone  is  filming  your 
every  steps?  If  you  are  a  student  at 


College  of  DuPage  you  probably  are. 

Over  the  last  ten  years  College  of 
DuPage  has  installed  over  50  video 
cameras  outside  as  well  as  inside  the 
school  premises,  according  to 
Leiutenant  Mike  Alsup  of  the  Public 
Saftey  Office. 

The  cameras  are  used  as  addition¬ 


al  eyes  about  the  campus  to  help 
supplement  the  routine  patrols  pub¬ 
lic  safety  officers  make.  They  also 
act  as  an  overt  deterrent  to  anyone 
who  is  trying  to  commit  an  illegal 
act  on  college  grounds. 

All  of  the  camera  leads  are  trans¬ 
mitted  to  three  video  monitors  in 
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Watched? 

the  public  safety  office  which  are 
monitored  by  the  dispatcher.  Even 
though  it  is  hard  for  one  person  to 
constantly  monitor  all  screens,  the 
images  from  the  cameras  are  record¬ 
ed  for  viewing  at  any  time. 

Don't  worry  about  someone 
watching  while  you  are  in  the  bath¬ 
rooms  or  locker  rooms.  Cameras 
have  only  been  installed  in  areas 
where  "one  does  not  expect  to  have 
privacy,"  according  to  Alsup. 

Already  this  year  the  cameras 
have  helped  public  safety  officers 
nab  one  offender  who  was  defacing 
a  wall  outside  the  bookstore  in  the 
SRC  building. 

Alsup  also  points  out  that  during 
the  first  ten  days  of  the  fall  quarter 
the  cameras  were  used  to  alleviate 
some  of  the  traffic  and  parking  situa¬ 
tions  on  COD  grounds. 

"The  closed  circuit  television  sys¬ 
tem  is  a  another  piece  in  the  jigsaw 
puzzle  the  college  uses  to  maintain 
the  security  of  the  students,"  also 
Alsup  stated,  "The  good  thing  about 
cameras  are  they  don't  require  sick 
days,  vacation  days,  and  they  are 
always  working." 


To  Drink  or  not  to  Drink— That  is  the  Question

Drunk  driving  claims  an  average 
of  22,000  lives  a  year  and  50%  of  all 
fatal  driving  accidents  are  con¬ 
tributed  to  alcohol  according  to  a 
pamphlet  entitled  " Prevent  Drunk 
Driving"  from  Krames 
Communications. 

From  drunk  driving  accidents  to 
interpersonal  problems,  alcohol  can 
destroy  the  most  successful  lives. 

One  myth  students  believe  is 
beer  won't  affect  their  driving  as 
much  as  wine  and  hard  liquor  does. 
Fact,  one  glass  of  beer  has  the  same 
alcohol  content  as  a  glass  of  wine  or 
a  mixed  drink. 

Another  myth  that  students 
believe  is  a  little  coffee  will  sober 
them  up.  Fact,  only  time  can  sober 
someone  up. 

Most  people  like  to  imagine  they 
can  hold  their  liquor.  They  think  a 
few  drinks  won't  debilitate  their  dri¬ 
ving  performance.  They  are  wrong. 

In  1994  The  Alcohol  and  Other 


Drug  (A.O.D.)  Prevention  Education 
Program  conducted  a  drug  and 
alcohol  survey  of  1000  students  at 
COD. 

The  survey  showed  that  32%  of 
the  students  were  "binge  drinking", 
defined  as  five  or  more  drinks  for 
men  in  one  sitting,  and  four  or  more 
drinks  for  women  in  one  sitting. 

We  can  conclude  anyone  who  is  a 
binge  drinker  will  be  legally  drunk, 
if  going  by  the  state  of  Illinois  .08% 
blood  alcohol  concentration  (B.A.C.) 
level. 

This  new  law  went  into  effect 
Jan.  1, 1998.  That  means  that  anyone 
caught  driving  with  a  B.A.C.  level  of 
more  the  .08%  will  be  arrested  and 
charged  with  DUI. 

A  persons  B.A.C.  level  is  depen¬ 
dent  on  two  factors.  What  the  per¬ 
son  weighs  and  how  many  drinks 
the  person  consumed. 

A  male  150  pounds  or  less,  and 
free  of  drugs  and  other  medication, 
may  take  3  drinks  to  become  legally 
drunk. 

A  250  pound  male  might  need 
five  drinks  to  become  legally  intoxi¬ 


cated. 

Women  have  lower  metabolism 
rates  than  men  and  the  speed  of 
one's  metabolism  affects  their  B.A.C. 
level. 

A  women  who  weighs  100 
pounds  and  drinks  two  drinks  can 
have  a  B.A.C.  of  .101,  which  is  clear¬ 
ly  over  the  legal  limit. 

A  250  pound  Women  could  need 
a  total  of  4  drinks  to  reach  an  illegal 
B.A.C.  level. 

We  can  see  from  these  results, 
any  "binge  drinking"  will  cause  a 
drinker  to  become  legally  drunk. 

In  order  to  avoid  tragic  alcohol 
related  problems  students  must 
learn  how  to  be  responsible 
drinkers. 

A  few  of  the  steps  someone  can 
follow  in  order  to  drink  responsibly 
are: 

•  Drink  at  a  slow  pace.  If  a  person 
drinks  one  drink  an  hour  their 
metabolism  will  be  able  to  break  the 
liquor  down. 

•Eat  before  and  while  you  drink. 
Food  will  slow  the  bodies  ability  to 
absorb  the  alcohol. 


•Limit  the  amount  you  drink  in  a 
night.  If  a  person  can  hold  them 
selves  to  one  or  two  drinks  a  night 
they  can  save  lives. 

College  of  DuPage  is  a  drug  and 
alcohol  free  workplace.  The  zero- 
tolerance  policy  is  maintained. 

Rob  Bollendorf,  a  professor  of 
Human  Services  at  COD,  is  one  per¬ 
son  who  is  trying  to  make  a  differ¬ 
ence.  Bollendorf  lost  his  brother-in- 
law,  Fred  Klein,  to  an  alcohol  related 
incident. 

Since  then  Bollendorf  has  set  up 
a  money  raising  fund  in  his  brother- 
in-law's  name.  With  the  money 
raised  Bollendorf  is  able  to  supply 
students  with  free  pamphlets  on 
drug  and  alcohol  related  topics 
located  on  a  rack  outside  of  room 
115  in  the  M  building. 

He  has  also  written  two  books 
entitled  "Sober  Spring"  and  "The 
Flight".  The  books  are  both  about 
families  learning  to  help  a  loved  one 
suppress  an  addiction.  The  money 
from  the  sales  of  his  books  go  into 
the  fund.

Robert  Hellenga 

The  Fall  of  a  Sparow 

Scribner  (460  pages) 

Set  in  both  Italy  and 
Illinois,  Robert  Hellenga's  novel. 
The  Fall  of  a  Sparrow,  tells  of 
Alan  "Woody"  Woodhull,  Chair 
of  the  Classics  Department  at  St. 
Clair  College.  Easily  able  to  dis¬ 
cuss  philosophy  with  his 
students.  Woody  finds  it  much 
harder  to  rationalize  the  con¬ 
fusion  and  anger  that  trail  him 
and  his  family  long  after  his 
eldest  daughter  is  killed  in  the 
1980  bombing  of  a  Bologna 
train  station. 

More  trenchant  than  senti¬ 
mental,  Fall  reminds  us  that  the 
barriers  we  erect  against  chaos 
and  misfortune  are  easily 
breeched.  Still,  it  posits  that 
redemption  is  possible  even  in 
our  darkest  hours,  and  its  plan¬ 
gent  insights  reaffirm  our  capac¬ 
ity  to  endure. 

In  sum,  to  commit  to  the 
book  is  to  enter  a  novel  replete 
with  characters  and  ideas  that 
reside  in  memory  long  after  the 
final  page.

I  CAN'T  HELP  IT: 

When  I  think  of  'film',  I 
think  of  Hitchcock! 

Hitchcock  --  the  original  maestro 
of  the  big  screen.  Let  us  all  take  a 
moment  now  to  bow  down  to  the 
King  of  Suspense,  the  Monarch  of 
Moviedom,  the  Alpha  of  Irony  and 
excellent  camera  angles,  fast-moving 
scenes  and  superior  screen-writing. 

If  you're  gonna  do  Hitchcock,  ya 
gotta  do  it  in  style  —  watch  it  with 
the  lights  off,  and  preferably  clutch¬ 
ing  a  pillow  (that  way,  your  friends 
can't  see  you  actually  clutching,  per 
se,  and  you  can  still  maintain  your 
pseudo-cool  facade). 


Vid  #1: 

North  by  Northwest 

Director:  Alfred  Hitchcock 
Starred:  Cary  Grant .  Era  Marie 
Saint,  lame^  Mason 


Originally  entitled  The  Man  in 
Lincoln's  Nose  (no  joke).  North  by 
North-West  got  it's  official  title  from 
Shakespeare's  Hamlet,  "l  am  but  mad 
north  north-west." 

Cary  Grant  is  Roger  Thornhill, 
mild-mannered  Advertising  man. 
Thornhill,  poor  sod,  gets  a  severe 
case  of  mistaken  identity  by  a  couple 
of  thugs  who' re  sure  he's  actually  an 
F.B.I.  agent.  This  suits  the  real  F.B.I. 
just  fine  and  they  decide  to  use  him 
as  a  decoy  to  throw  the  bad  guys 
(namely,  James  Mason)  off  the  scent 
of  the  real  F.B.I.  agent,  the  stunning 
Eva  Marie  Saint. 

Watch  for  Hitch's  brilliant  mas¬ 
tery  of  colour  scheme.  The  red  of  the 
cars  in  the  opening  clip  is  the  exact 
same  colour  red  as  the  bus,  cabs, 
Eva's  dress,  etc. 

This  is  partly  due  to  the  'brand 
new'  (back  then)  technology  of 
amazing  new  Technicolor.  It  is  also 
greatly  due  to  something  the  classic 
restoration  artists  call  "Vista  Vision". 

What  this  hi-tech  stuff  does,  in  a 
nutshell,  is  offer  a  technique  that 
allows  the  colours  to  psychologically 
appeal  to  our  mind's  eye,  without  us 
even  being  aware  of  it. 

This  is  such  a  subliminal  and 
masterful  technique  that  we  don't 
even  know  why  we  like  it,  we  just 
DO. 

Who  cares  about  technicalities, 
though  --  this  stuff  is  pure  genius 
from  any  and  all  angles. 

Trivial  Note  ttl:  Gregory  Peck  was 
MGM's  first  choice  for  leading  man,  but 
Hitch  insisted  on  Cary  Grant,  for  whom 


the  role  was  originally  written. 

Trivial  Note  # 2 :  Rather  than  go  to 
the  expense  of  filming  certain  scenes  in 
South  Dakota  (ie:  in  Lincoln's  Nose,  at 
Mount  Rushmore  -  hence,  the  original 
title,  remember?),  Hitch  had  a  special  set 
built  on  an  MGM  soundstage,  complete 
with  one-hundred  ponderosa  pines,  sup¬ 
posedly  helped  planted  by  none  other 
than  Hitch  himself. 


Vid  #2:  Vertigo 

Director:  Alfred  Hitchcock 

Starred:  lames  Stewart, 

Kim  Novak 


Based  on  the  novel  D'Entre  Les 
Morts  by  Pierre  Boileau  and  Thomas 
Narcejac,  Vertigo  runs  neck  and  neck 
with  Norht  by  North-West  in  the 
Masterpiece  Department. 

Jimmy  Stewart  is  our  man 
"Scotty",  an  acrophoebic  San 
Francisco  detective  forced  into  self- 
induced  early  retirement  after  a  trag¬ 
ic  accident  on  the  job. 

He  gets  back  into  the  swing  of 
things  when  he  decides  to  take  on  a 
rather  easy  case:  follow  the  beautiful 
wife  (Kim  Novak)  of  a  one-time 
friend.  Unfortunately,  things  don't 
come  so  easy... 

Novak  appears  suicidal,  mentally 
ill  with  multi-personality  disorder. 

Despite,  or  because  of  this,  Scotty 
falls  for  her  —  hook,  line  n  sinker  — 
and  a  bizzare  game  of  cat-and- 
mouse  begin. 

Hitch's  avant  garde  techniques  of 
colour  scheme  and  extraordinary  use 
of  camera  angle  are  in  full  throttle, 
all  the  stops  pulled  out. 

His  unique  style  of  zooming  for¬ 
ward  and  tracking  backward  with 
the  camera  simultaneously  is  used  to 
produce  the  full  vertigo  effect. 

Through  Hitch's  brilliant  style 
of  special  effects,  what  we  end  up 
with  is  a  myriad  of  tricks  on  the 
mind's  eye.  We  become  the  leading 
character.  We  see  things  as  he  sees 
them. 

I  don't  want  to  give  any  bit  of  the 
plot  away,  but  know  this:  Vertigo 
will  make  your  head  spin,  will  enter¬ 
tain  your  brain  to  the  tune  of  a  very 
fast  metaphor. 

It  is  Expressionistic,  the  perfect 
thriller,  the  original  Masterpiece  in 
Suspense. 

Trivial  Note  #1:  Vera  Miles, 
Hollywood  beauty,  was  originally  cast  in 
the  part  played  by  Kim  Novak. 

Tragically  Vera  announced  that  she  was 
pregnant  and  Hitch  was  forced  to  start 


filming  all  over  again,  this  time  with 
Novak  in  the  leading  female  role.  Talk 
about  Fate! 

Trivial  Note  #2:  Over  1000  pieces 
of  film  negative  were  destroyed, 
through  time  and  corrosion  —  and 
painstakingly  restored.  Without  the 
miraculous  and  meticulous  dedication 
of  James  C.  Katz  and  Robert  A.  Harris, 
restoration  film  producers,  this  film 
would've  been  lost  to  us  forever. 


The  Food: 
Salisbury  Steak 
&  a  tall  Martini 


Since  I'm  into  theme  "til  I  scream, 
I  picked  up  Swanson's  Salisbury 
Steak  T.V.dinner  (Hitch  is  English, 
after  all),  with  vegie,  mashed  potato, 
and  some  sort  of  apple  crisp  thingy. 

Hell,  go  all  out:  roll  up  the  cuffs 
on  your  Levi's  a  couple  of  inches 
and  don  a  pair  of  white  socks.  Hair 
gel  for  the  Rebel-without-a-clause 
D.A.  look  is  a  bonus  for  snogging 
that  date. 

Also,  let's  face  it:  folks  did  alot  of 
unhealthy  things  back  then.  So, 
being  the  dedicated  reporter  that  I 
am,  I  highly  recommend  an  after- 
dinner  cig  (or  two)  and  of  course,  the 
infamous  Martini. 

For  those  of  you  who  don't  drink 
(or  smoke)  --  my  sympathies,  and, 
er...grab  a  Pepsi. 

Here's  what  Mark  Helfand,  The

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'A  Night  at  the  Roxbury",  starring 
Will  Ferrell,  Chris  Kattan 

To  be  fair,  "A  Night  at  the 
Roxbury"  isn't  horrible  on  the  level 
of,  say,  "It's  Pat!".  But  then  again, 
very  few  films  have  managed  to 
match  that  movie's  level  of  jaw-drop¬ 
ping  mediocrity  (although  this  past 
summer's  "The  Avengers"  came 
pretty  close.) 

On  the  gradient  of  movies 
spun-off  of  Saturday  Night  Live, 
"Roxbury"  falls  somewhere  above 
"Pat",  but  far,  far  below  the  heights 
of  hilarity  achieved  by  "The  Blues 
Brothers"  and  the  two  "Wayne's 
World"  films. 

The  movie  attempts  to  weave 
a  feature-length  yarn  around  the  two 
dancing  guys  who've  been  a  main¬ 
stay  on  the  series  for  the  past  few 
seasons. 

For  those  few  among  you  not 
in  the  know,  the  sketches  follow  two 
club-hopping,  head-bopping  losers 
(Will  Ferrell  and  Chris  Kattan),  usu¬ 
ally  aided  by  guest  hosts  like  Jim 
Carrey,  Tom  Hanks,  and  Sylvester 
Stallone,  bouncing  from  night  spot  to 
night  spot  in  hopes  of  gaining  the 
all-important  "Score!". 

Is  this  premise  entertaining 
on  the  small  screen?  Well,  I'll  admit 
that  it  does  have  a  goofy  appeal  all 
its  own.  Is  it  strong  enough  to  sup¬ 
port  a  film  of  its  own?  No  more  so 
than  "The  Coneheads"  or  "Stuart 
Saves  His  Family"  were. 

Ferrell  and  Kattan,  as  the  the 
brothers  Steve  &  Doug  Butabi,  are 
likable  performers,  but  they're  just 
given  too  little  to  work  with. 

Despite  cameos  from  present 
and  former  SNL  players  like  Molly 
Shannon,  Colin  Quinn,  and  Mark 
McKinney,  and  some  comedic  turns 
by  such  former  celebs  as  Lord 
Anderson  and  Richard  Grieco,  there 
just  isn't  very  much  going  on  that's 
terribly  funny.  D+ 


"What  Dreams  May  Come",  starring 
Robin  Williams,  Cuba  Gooding  Jr. 

Robin  Williams  is  a  human 
contradiction.  On  the  one  hand  he  is 
the  manic  comedic  presence  that  has 
been  crowned  "The  Funniest  Man 
Alive"  by  no  less  prestigious  a  publi¬ 
cation  than  Entertainment  Weekly. 

On  the  other,  he  gives  the  kind  of 
dramatic  performances  that  have 
powered  films  like  "Dead  Poets 
Society",  "Awakenings",  and  "Good 
Will  Hunting"  (for  which  he  took 
home  a  much-deserved  Oscar). 

It  is  this  latter  Williams  that 
stars  in  director  Vincent  Ward's 
Hollywood  debut,  "What  Dreams 
May  Come".  Indeed,  it  is  Williams 
who  carries  much  of  the  audience 
through  a  film  that  is,  although  a 
feast  for  the  eyes,  a  forced  exercise  in 
New  Age,  feel-good  sentimentality. 

Williams  stars  as  Chris 
Nielsen,  a  crusading  doctor  who  is 
killed  in  the  line  of  duty.  Upon  his 
death,  a  guardian  angel  played  by 
Cuba  Gooding  Jr.  shows  Chris  his 
own  personal  heaven-full  of  strident 
Technicolor  vistas  and  wide  open 
expanses  of  greenery,  visions 
unimaginable  before  the  age  of  com¬ 
puter  graphics. 

Robin  Williams'  performance 
is  a  virtual  kaleidoscope  of  emotion, 
genuflecting  from  joy  to  anger  to 
sadness  and  back  again.  Gooding 
too  is  in  fine  form.  Indeed,  strong 
performances  are  turned  in  across 
the  board,  ranging  from  Annabella 
Sciorra,  as  Nielsen's  traumatized 
wife,  to  the  always  reliable  Max  Von 
Sydow,  as  a  heavenly  denizen  known 
only  as  Tracker. 

Sadly,  the  screenplay  by  Ron 
Bass  ("Rain  Man")  is  burdened  with 
such  overly  soppy  melodrama  that 
the  stunning  achievements  in  visual 
effects  ultimately  ring  hollow.  C- 

Roddy  McDowall,  1928-1998

an  actor  Roddy  McDowall  passed 
away.  The  multiple  award-win¬ 
ning  actor  appeared  in  one  of  this 
critic's  all-time  faves,  "Planet  of  the 
Apes"  as  well  as  most  of  its 
sequels.

More  than  5,000  area  residents 
will  preview  hundreds  of  colleges 
Oct.  22,  when  College  Fair  and 
Transfer  Day  return  to  campus. 

In  addition  to  the  40  Illinois  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  that  will  be  on 
campus  from  9:30  a.m.  to  12:30  p.m. 
for  Transfer  Day,  245  national  col¬ 
leges,  universities  and  military  acad¬ 
emies  will  exhibit  at  the  College  Fair 
from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

Advising  and  Transfer  Services 
Coordinator  Judy  Morris  says  the 
day  is  "just  one  of  many  services  that 
gives  students  students  a  chance  to 
gather  information  about  transfer 
institutions." 

While  the  college  fair  will  again 
be  held  in  the  PE  building.  Transfer 
Day  will  have  a  new  location  and 
feature  more  schools  than  last  year. 

Event  organizers  moved  Transfer

dent  because  it  recognizes  not  only 
his  legacy  in  the  physical  growth  of 
the  college,  but  its  overall  impact  on 
the  community. 

"The  center  is  an  outgrowth  of 
what  we  do,"  McAninch  said. 

"Most  other  community  colleges 
don't  have  the  symbiotic  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  community  that  we 
have." 

"The  center  reflects  the  total 
breadth  of  the  college's  programs 
and  services  as  much  as  or  even 
more  than  any  other  building,"  said 
Murphy.  "It  embodies  everything 
that  exists  at  the  college,  from  chil¬ 
dren  to  older  adults  and  traditional 
student  to  performing  arts." 

McAninch  served  as  President 
from  1979  to  1994.  According  to 
Murphy,  under  McAninch' s  leader¬ 


ship,  campus  enrollment  doubled 
from  about  17,000  to  more  than 
34,000. 

Murphy  and  Arts  Center  Director 
Jack  Weiseman  presented  McAninch 
with  a  rendering  of  the  building  as  it 
will  look  with  his  name  on  it. 

Described  as  a  humble  man  by 
many  of  the  well-wishers  at 
Wednesday7 s  celebration,  the  one¬ 
time  speech  teacher  tried  to  share 
the  credit  for  his  accomplishments. 

"Without  Jack's  guidance  and 
wisdom,  this  would  be  just  another 
building,"  said  McAninch. 

Weiseman  described  how  the 
center  was  virtually  willed  into  exis¬ 
tence  by  McAninch. 

In  1981,  he  called  together  faculty 
and  staff  to  discuss  plans  for  the 
center.  After  setting  a  budget,  he 
asked  various  departments  to  work 
out  a  master  plan. 

The  project  was  met  with  skepti¬ 
cism  since  it  was  not  the  first  time 
plans  for  an  arts  center  were  dis¬ 
cussed. 

Determined  to  realize  his  dream, 
McAninch  initiated  a  fundraising 
campaign  to  gain  the  support  of  the 
community. 

He  personally  lobbied  in 
Springfield  to  get  a  bond  issued  to 
help  fund  the  building's  $14.4  mil¬ 
lion  price  tag. 

Three  years  later,  the  college 
broke  ground  and  the  center  staged 
its  first  performance  on  Oct.  10, 

1986. 

Once  built,  the  center  needed 
additional  funding  to  keep  it  operat¬ 
ing.  The  Board  of  Trustees  created 
an  endowment  in  1988  to  help  pri¬ 
vately  supplement  the  Endowment 
of  the  Arts  established  through  the 
college  Foundation. 

Today  the  center  hosts  about 
1,500  separate  scheduled  events. 


Former  Volunteer  Honored 


The  college  will  posthumously 
honor  People  Educating  People  (PEP) 
volunteer  Laurie  Bacik  today  during  a 
ceremony  from  1  to  1:30  p.m.  in 
Building  K,  Room  133. 

Bacik,  who  died  on  Aug.  10,  was 
among  the  first  10  volunteers  in 
Illinois  to  receive  the  coveted 
"Spotlight  on  Service"  award  last 
April. 

The  college's  Center  for  English  as 
a  Second  Language,  Center  for  Adult 
Literacy  and  GED  Preparation  pro¬ 
grams  will  unveil  a  plaque  commem¬ 
orating  Bacik's  "Spotlight  on  Service" 
award. 

The  state  tutor  honor  is  based  on 
outstanding  service  and  dedication  to 
helping  students  and  is  sponsored  by 


the  Metropolitan  Bank  Group,  the 
Illinois  Literacy  Foundation  and  the 
Secretary  of  State's  Office. 

Bacik  began  her  volunteer  work  in 
1989.  She  spent  most  of  her  time  as  a 
one-on-one  and  small-group  tutor 
after  starting  as  a  classroom  volun¬ 
teer.  She  had  devoted  more  than 
1,000  hours  of  PEP  instructional  and 
preparation  time  and  was  72  when 
she  died. 

A  Laurie  Bacik  Memorial  Fund  for 
the  PEP  program  has  been  established 
with  contributions  already  arriving 
from  several  states.  Proceeds  will  be 
used  for  training  volunteers  who  will 
carry  on  Bacik's  work  with  the  ESL, 
Adult  Literacy  and  Adult  Basic 
Education  students. 
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Applications  for  the  1999  All  USA 
Academic  Team  are  available  in  IC 
2115. 

Nominees  receive  $100  and  state 
recognition.  Finalists  can  receive  a 
$2,500  scholarship  and  recognition  in 
USA  Today.

Accreditation  is  the  certification 
a  school  or  program  meets  in  a  set 
of  quality  standards.  In  the  United 
States  schools  of  higher  education 
are  accredited  by  one  of  six  regional 
accreditation  associations.  Programs 
are  accredited  by  professional  orga¬ 
nizations. 

Articulation  is  the  process  of 
equating  courses  of  one  institution 
to  another  and  the  way  the  classes 
will  be  used  at  the  receiving  institu¬ 
tion. 


Associate  degree  is  an  under¬ 
graduate  degree  that  requires  a  min¬ 
imum  of  60  semester  credit  hours.

Baccalaureate  or  Bachelor's 
Degree  is  a  type  of  undergraduate 
degree  that  requires  a  minimum  of 
120  semester  credit  hours.

General  education  courses 
acquaint  students  with  various  aca¬ 
demic  study  areas  including  the 
physical  and  life  sciences,  the 
humanities  and  fine  arts,  the  social 
and  behavioral  sciences,  and  inter¬ 
disciplinary  combinations  of  these 
as  well  as  communication  and 
mathematics. 

To  develop  expressive  skills,  the 
general  education  curriculum 
requires  courses  that  enhance  writ¬ 
ten  and  oral  communication  and 
quantitative  reasoning  skills. 

Lower  division  describes  a  cur¬ 
riculum  of  courses  designed  for  or 
generally  taken  by  freshmen  and 
sophomores. 

Native  student  is  a  degree-seek¬ 
ing  student  who  enters  a  college  or 
university  as  a  first-time  freshman. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

are  a  set  of  tasks  that  must  be 
accomplished  before  a  degree  is 
awarded. 

They  may  be  specific  to  a  degree 
program  (such  as  a  certain  number 
of  credits  in  particular  courses)  or 
specific  to  the  institution. 

Also  include  stipulations  regard¬ 
ing  grades,  residency  or  competen¬ 
cy.

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Health  Department  Educates

Sex,  sex,  and  more  sex.  From 
advertising  agencies  using  scantily 
clad  models  to  sell  their  products,  to 
X  rated  movies  at  the  box-office,  sex 
consumes  every  aspect  of  our  society. 

Since  we  are  all  animals  we  have 
instincts  and  passions  that  drive  us  to 
reproduce.  The  one  advantage  we 
have  over  animals  is  the  fact  that  we 
can  think  before  we  act. 

The  problem  is  when  it  comes  to 
sexual  intercourse,  most  of  us  let  our 
natural  instincts  take  over  instead  of 
thinking  responsibly  with  our  brains.

County  Health  Department  was 
recently  here  on  Oct.  13,  in  the  lobby 
of  the  SRC  cafeteria.  She  was  hand¬ 
ing  out  free  condoms  and  pamphlets 
which  contain  information  on  sexual¬ 
ly  related  topics. 


"Students  are  lacking  in  knowl¬ 
edge  about  sex.  Our  goal  when  we 
visit  COD  is  to  give  students  knowl¬ 
edge  that  will  decrease  their  chance 
of  contracting  Aids  and  other  sexual¬ 
ly  transmitted  diseases,"  said  Most. 

The  condoms  that  were  handed  out 
were  not  completely  free.  Students 
had  to  participate  in  one  of  two  activ¬ 
ities  that  helped  boost  their  knowl¬ 
edge  about  sex  in  order  to  receive  the 
contraceptives. 

One  of  the  activities  had  to  do 
with  students  writing  down  an  alter¬ 
native  to  sex  on  a  dry  erase  board. 

There  were  over  twenty  entries  on 
the  board  when  the  day  was  done. 
Five  of  the  alternatives  to  sex  that 
students  offered  were: 

-masturbation 
-cold  showers 
-read  the  bible 
-eat  chocolate  . 

-go  out  in  big  groups 
The  other  activity  required  students 
to  answer  a  question  from  one  of  the 
following  eight  categories,  biology, 
pregnancy,  contraceptive,  abstinence, 
myths,  rape.  Aids,  and  wild. 

Maureensaid  that  many  students 
have  preconceived  notions  about  sex 
which  could  prove  to  be  harmful. 
"Many  students  believe  that  oral  sex 
is  safe,  it  is  not.  Anything  you  get 
below  the  belt  you  can  get  in  your 
mouth."

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Brightest  Leonid  Meteor 
Storm  in  33  Years

Between  the  14th  and  20th  of 
November  it  is  a  good  chance  that  if 
you  look  into  the  night  sky  you  will 
see  a  natural  firework  display  thanks 
to  the  Leonid  Comet. 

The  Leonid  Comet  was  the  first 
comet  discovered  in  1866.  The  comet 
was  named  for  the  Leo  Constellation 
because  when  you  look  at  the  night 
sky  and  see  the  meteors  they  seem  to 


be  originating  from  the  Leo  the 
"Lion".  The  suffix  "id"  comes  from 
an  ancient  word  which  means  bom 
of. 

Since  that  first  sighting  scientists 


have  been  tracking  its  motion 
around  the  sun. 

The  Leonid  Comet  itself  will 
not  be  making  an  appearance, 
what  we  will  see  is  the  Leonid 
Stream. 

Comets  in  reality  are  big 
"dirty  Icebergs,"  according  to 
Bill  Hussong  a  professor  of 
Astronomy  and  Geology  at 
COD. 

They  travel  in  an  orbit 
around  the  sun  such  as  planet. 
Because  comets  are  ice,  they 
begin  to  melt  when 
nearing  the  sun. 

Once  the  ice  melts 
pieces  of  the  comet 
break  off.  Those 
pieces  that  break  off 
are  called  meteors. 

The  meteors  get  caught 
in  the  parenting  comets 
orbit  and  follow  the  same 
.  trajectory  around  the  sun. 

\  Usually  the  meteors  fol- 

J  low  close  to  the  comet,  but 

sometimes  pieces  lag 
behind.  You  could  have  a 
comet  on  one  side  of  the 
Solar  System  while  it's 
meteors  are  trailing  thou¬ 
sands  of  miles  a  way.  The 
trail  following  the  comet  is 
called  it's  "stream." 

Around  November 
every  year  the  orbit  which  our  plan¬ 
et  follows  takes  us  directly  into  the 
Leonid  Stream.  Resulting  in  a  mete¬ 
or  shower.

There  are  about  10-20  meteors 
per  hour  that  can  be  seen  from 
Earth.  "Unfortunately  we  are  only 
able  to  see  between  3  and4  per  hour 
around  the  Chicago  land  area  due  to 
the  light  pollution,"  said  Hussong. 

This  is  a  special  year  because  a 
large  concentration  of  meteors  in  the 
Leonid  Stream  travel  pass  Earth 
roughly  every  33  years.  In  1998  and 
1999  a  projected  number  of  200  mete¬ 
ors  are  to  pass  by  Earth  an  hour. 

When  a  large  amount  of  meteors 
are  present  meteor  showers  are 
upgraded  to  a  meteor  storm. 

Even  though  the  storms  last  for 
around  six  days,  the  peak  of  the 
storm  will  be  on  the  l6th.  Take  the 
time  to  watch  the  sky  and  appreciate 
just  one  of  the  many  wonderful 
aspects  of  our  Solar  System.

night. 

The  Celts  did  not  believe  in 
demons,  but  considered  fairies  to  be 
dangerous.  They  celebrated  this 
occasion  by  dressing  up  as  fairies 
and  going  house  to  house  asking  for 
treats.  Practical  jokes  were  played 
on  the  people  who  did  not  partici¬ 
pate. 

It  is  believed  that  they  carried 
carved  turnips  with  them,  which  are 
now  known  as  Jack-O-Lanterns. 

This  festival  came  to  America 
when  Celts  of  Ireland  migrated  here 
with  the  hope  of  a  good  fortune. 
Pagan  religions  such  as  Druids  and 
Wiccans  still  observe  “Samhein."  The 
festival  became  widely  accepted  and 
celebrated  by  Americans. 

According  to  religious  studies 
instructor  Fred  Hombach,  Halloween 
has  also  greatly  changed  in  America 
in  the  past  hundred  years. 

People  used  to  celebrate  this  joy¬ 
ous  occasion  for  children  by  baking 
goodies  for  them.  Today,  the  fear  of 
drugs  and  poison  mixing  in  the  food 
has  threatened  this  celebrations  so 
much  that  less  and  less  children 
appear  each  year  to  mark  this  day. 

Today  Halloween  is  a  worldwide 
celebration.  Brace  Tiangco,  a  COD 
student  of  Philippino  background 
said  "the  celebration  of  the  dead"  is 
very  popular  in  the  Philippines. 

Although  it  is  not  as  colorful  as 
the  celebration  here,  it  is  highly  spir¬ 
itual  and  tradition. 

The  remembrance  of  the  dead  is  a 
vital  aspect  of  many  cultures  but  to 
some,  thinking  about  them  is  consid¬ 
ered  disrespect. 

Whatever  the  purpose  for 
Halloween,  it  is  a  time  of  joy  and 
excitement.

2)  Frankenstein's 
Monster:  All  too  often 
this  bastard  creature  is  referred  to  as 
simply  'Frankenstein'.  This  is,  in 
actuality,  the  name  of  his  creator,  as 
detailed  in  Mary  Shelley's  novel. 
Second  only  to  Dracula  in  popularity, 
the  definitive  image  of  the  Monster 
remains  that  of  Boris  Karloff  in 
Universal's  1931  film.

When  Dr.  Jekyll  drinks  his 
mysterious  potion,  he 
.unleashes  his  own 
unfettered  id.  Hyde 
is  a  blackhearted  vil¬ 
lain  who  is  reprehen¬ 
sible  in  every  way, 
yet  he  also  holds  a 
magnetic  allure,  for 
he  embodies  all  that 
we  secretly  long  for. 
That's  why  the 
Jekyll/Hyde  scenario  has

Visceral  Videos

Halloween  time  inevitably  leads  to 
the  usual  rentals  of  tried-and-true  sea¬ 
sonal  fare  like  the  "Scream"s  or, 
appropriately,  "Halloween".  Still,  a 
psychotic  serial  killer  does  not  a  hor¬ 
ror  film  make.  Here  are  some  over¬ 
looked  thrillers  to  capture  the 
macabre  mood  of  the  moment. 
•"Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers" 
(1978),  starring  Donald  Sutherland, 
Brooke  Adams:  Director  Philip 
Kaufman's  remake  manages  to 
improve  on  Don  Siegel's  already-ter- 
rific  1956  original.  The  story,  detailing 
an  alien  invasion  that  has  human 
beings  replaced  by  "pod  people" 
seems  more  contemporary  now  than 
ever,  and  is  tempered  with  just 
enough  reality  to  make  you  shift  in 
your  seat.  Especially  memorable  is 
the  film's  eerie  and  arresting  final 
scene.  The  "Body  Snatchers"  concept 
was  recycled  yet  again  for  a  lackluster 
1994  effort,  but  the  1978  film  is  the 
best  of  the  three. 

•"The  Fly"  (1986),  starring  Jeff 
Goldblum,  Geena  Davis:  Part  spe¬ 
cial-effects  heavy  gore-a-thon,  and 
part  misbegotten  romance,  David 
Cronenberg  directs  this  remake  that  is 
leaps  and  bounds  ahead  of  its  1958 
forebear.  Goldblum,  Mr.  Weird  him¬ 
self,  plays  a  scientist  who  invents  a 
matter  transmitter  device.  In  the  best 
horror  tradition,  he  gets  more  than  he 
bargained  for  when  he  finds  his  DNA 
crossed  with  that  of  a  fly.  It  is  singu¬ 
larly  riveting  and  revolting  to  watch 
his  gradual  transformation  into  a 
creature  more  insect  than  man. 
•"Event  Horizon"  (1997),  Laurence 
Fishbume,  Sam  Neill:  Taking  a  cue 
from  the  "Alien"  mantra  "In  space,  no 
one  can  hear  you  scream",  "Event 
Horizon"  takes  terror  back  to  the  final 
frontier.  This  film,  the  sophomore 
effort  from  director  Paul  Anderson 
("Mortal  Kombat")  was  largely 
passed  over  during  its  short  theatrical 
run.  Still,  the  stark  production 
design,  combined  with  an  all-around 
aura  of  unease,  makes  for  one  of  the 
more  delicious  spine-tinglers  to  come 
down  the  pike  in  recent  years. 

•"The  Shining"  (1980),  starring  Jack 
Nicholson,  Shelley  Duvall:  Who  can 
forget  Nicholson's  immortal 
"Heeeere's  Johnny!"?  As  evidenced 
by  1997's  competent  but  incompara¬ 
ble  attempt  at  a  remake  (a  TV  minis¬ 
eries  starring  Steven  Weber  and 
Rebecca  DeMornay),  the  1980  version 
was  a  unique  merger  of  Nicholson  at 
his  psychotic  best  and  virtuoso  direc¬ 
tor  Stanley  Kubrick.  Throw  in  a  story 
based  on  a  novel  by  the  master  of  ter¬ 
ror,  Steven  King,  and  you've  got  guar¬ 
anteed  chills  galore. 

•"Night  of  the  Living  Dead"  (1968), 
starring  Duane  Jones,  Judith  O'Dea: 
Best  when  viewed  with  a  group, 
"Night  of  the  Living  Dead"  has 


become  the  standard  to  which  all 
other  zombie  movies  are  held. 

Though  it  has  been  eclipsed  over  time 
by  the  three  "Evil  Dead"  efforts,  not 
to  mention  its  own  1990  remake,  the 
George  Romero  original,  in  its  glori¬ 
ous  black  &  white,  remains  a  true 
masterpiece  of  the  macabre. 

•"Alien"  (1979),  starring  Tom 
Skerrit,  Sigourney  Weaver.  Before 
Ridley  Scott  revolutionized  the  future 
in  "Blade  Runner",  he  reinvented  the 
stereotypical  space  alien.  Gone  is  the 
campy  "man  in  a  suit"  creature  seen 
in  "It!  The  Terror  from  Beyond 
Space"  and  its  alien-ilk,  instead 
replaced  by  a  sleek,  nightmarish  cre¬ 
ation  from  the  mind  of  horror  design¬ 
er  H.R.  Giger.  For  all-out  action  and 
adrenaline,  check  out  James 
Cameron's  high-octane  follow-up, 
"Aliens"  (1986).  But  for  slow-boil, 
pressure  cooker  intensity,  punctuated 
by  frights  on  a  scale  previously 
unimagined,  go  to  the  film  that  start¬ 
ed  it  all. 

•"Psycho  (1960),  starring  Anthony 
Perkins,  Janet  Leigh:  Notice  how 
they  always  try  to  remake  the  clas¬ 
sics?  The  results  very  rarely  match 
the  original.  Although  the  remake, 
directed  by  "Good  Will  Hunting"'s 
Gus  Van  Sant  and  starring  Vince  • 
Vaughn  and  Anne  Heche,  hasn't  even 
come  out  yet,  it  has  its  work  cut  out 
for  it.  To  many,  the  original  "Psycho", 
the  twisted  tale  of  a  boy  and  his 
mother,  directed  by  Alfred  Hitchcock, 
is  cinematic  pefection.  The  precursor 
to  the  slasher  genre  currently  popu¬ 
larized  by  "Scream"  and  its  brethren, 
"Psycho"  is  top-of-the-line  terror. 
•"The  Thing"  (1951),  starring 
Kenneth  Tobey,  Margaret  Sheridan: 
This  disconcerting  alien-invasion 
movie  works  not  because  of  heaping 
helpings  of  gore  (present  aplently  in 
John  Carpenter's  unsuccessful  1982 
remake),  but  because  of  the  paranoia 
and  confined  atmosphere  so  brilliant¬ 
ly  conveyed  by  director  Christian 
Nyby.  "The  Thing"  represents  some 
of  the  best  visceral  horror  ever  to  be 
conveyed  to  celluloid.  If  you  look 
real  hard  under  all  that  makeup,  you 
can  see  a  pre-"Gunsmoke"  James 
Arness  as  the  titular  Thing 
•"Village  of  the  Damned"  (1960), 
starring  George  Sanders,  Barbara 
Shelley:  John  Carpenter  tried  his 
hand  at  the  remake  game  yet  again 
with  a  1995  version  of  this  classic, 
based  on  John  Wyndham's  novel, 

"The  Midwich  Cuckoos".  You'd  think 
he'd  have  learned  his  lesson  with 
"The  Thing".  At  any  rate,  it's  pretty 
hard  to  top  the  frightening  original, 
about  a  group  of  all-powerful  chil¬ 
dren.  In  addition  to  the  remake, 
"Village"  was  sequelized  in  1963's 
"Children  of  the  Damned".  It  too 
failed  to  match  the  eerie  intensity  of 
the  first  film.

Vaporetto  13 

Robert  Girardi 

Delta  Books  (197  pgs) 

As  a  reader,  one  of  my  greatest 
joys  is  discovering  a  young  author 
with  a  fresh  and  compelling  voice. 
High  atop  that  list  is  Robert  Girardi. 

His  latest  effort  is  a  chilling 
tale  called  Vaporetto  13. 

Told  through  the  eyes  of  Jack 
Squire,  an  American  currency  trader 
whose  malaise  spurs  him  to  accept  a 
European  post,  the  novel  takes  us  to 
Venice. 

There,  Jack  is  overcome  by  the 
city's  beauty  and  antiquity  and 
attempts  to  cure  his  persistent 
insomnia  by  roaming  the  tight  and 
twisting  streets.  One  of  these  late 
night  rambles  ends  in  an  encounter 
with  Caterina  Vandermin,  the 
descendant  of  an  ancient  Venetian 
family.  Struck  by  her  eerie  exoti¬ 
cism,  Jack  soon  enters  a  romance 
that  forces  him  to  confront  both  the 
burden  of  his  past  and  the  empti¬ 
ness  of  his  present. 

Awash  in  Gothicism,  Vaporetto  13 
echoes  a  venerable  bit  of  wisdom: 
even  as  we  live  we  die,  and  if  our 
energies  are  directed  solely  to  the 
accumulation  of  wealth,  we  dimin¬ 
ish  ourselves  more  than  we  know. 

Though  not  Girardi's  best  novel 
(that  vote  goes  to  The  Pirate's 
Daughter),  Vaporetto  13  quells  one's 
hunger  for  a  ghost  story  with  liter¬ 
ary  bite.

This  is  the  original  1925  version, 
folks;  the  one  that  inspired  all  that 
hype  and  box-office  mayhem  of 
modern  times. 

Starred  Lon  Chaney  as  the 
Phantom,  who  makes  the  movie 
memorable  —  (his  makeup  was 
meant  to  take  on  the  appearance  of 
a  skull,  using  hairpin-like  devices  to 
distend  his  nostrils  and  lift  the  tip  of 
his  nose.  Protruding,  rotted  and 
jagged  false  teeth  and  small  prongs 
drew  back  his  lips.)  --  complete  with 
cotton  wadding  and  cellulid  discs  in 
his  mouth  to  distort  his  cheek  bones, 
Chaney  is  as  scary  to  the  modern 
audience  as  he  was  to  the  folks  who 
packed  the  movie-houses  back  in 
the  late  '20's. 

Absolutely  no  publicity  stills  of 
the  Phantom  were  released  until 
after  the  film  was  already  out,  and 
Chaney  further  built  up  suspense  by 
not  having  the  unmasking  until  well 


into  the  fifth  reel.  This  was  the  first 
(and  perhaps  the  last)  time  in  film 
that  the  revelation  of  the  creature 
was  equal  to  or  greater  than  the 
imagination  of  the  audience. 


Lon  Chaney,  the  Original  Phantom 


Chosen  as  one  of  the  best  films  of 
1925,  "The  Phantom  of  the  Opera" 
has  been  remembered  for  it's  strik¬ 
ing  visual  appeal,  and  is  a  monu¬ 
ment  to  the  brilliant  era  of  the  silent 
film.

Based  on  the  stories  written  by 
Bill  Gaines  and  Johnny  Craig,  and 
originally  published  in  the  Comic 
magazines  as  "Tales  from  the  Crypt 
and  The  Vault  of  Horror",  this  stuff  is 
pure  camp,  spoof,  wonderful  fun. 

Basicly,  we  have  five  tales  within 
a  tale  --  A  weird  "monk"  (Sir  Ralph 
Richardson)  is  the  M.C.  of  the  crypt. 
He  reveals  to  us  what  is  in  the  minds 
of  the  five  'guests'  who've  stumbled 
into  his  cavern.  They've  seemingly 
taken  a  wrong  turn  on  a  guided  tour 
and  pivot  in  pure  bad-acting  '70's 
style  (complete  with  gasps),  as  the 
Vault  door  closes  behind  them,  lock¬ 
ing  them  in. 

Joan  Collins,  the  'perfect  wife'  is 
shown  to  actually  be  harboring  a  plot 
to  kill  her  hubby  on  Christmas  eve. 

Peter  Cushing  is  a  man  who  aban¬ 
dons  his  wife  and  child,  and  keeps 
living  a  nightmarish  car  crash  over 
and  over  again. 

This  original  show  is  quite 
English,  so  of  course,  I  loved  it 
instantly,  even  tho'  I've  seen  most  of 
these  skits,  in  revised  American  ver¬ 
sion,  on  the  regular  weekly  televised 
show.

"Tales  From  the  Crypt,  Part  3" 
(sorry,  they  didn't  have  "Part  2")  is 
the  Warner  Brothers  Hollywood- 
schmaltz  Americanized  updated  ver¬ 
sion  most  of  us  are  familiar  with,  via 
the  telly:  familiar  soundtrack  and  set, 
animated  corpse/host  the 
Cryptkeeper,  etc. 

In  spite  of,  or  perhaps  because  of 
these  quirks,  I  really  like  this  one.  I 
think  I  may  even  secretly  like  it  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  original,  but  that's  just 
the  kind  of  nut  I  am.

Two  Board  Positions  To  Open

A  new  law  changing  college 
board  election  dates  will  delay 
trustee-elects  from  taking  office  by 
seven  months,  raising  questions 
about  incumbent  effectiveness. 

The  Amendatory  Act  of  1997  (PA- 
90-358)  merged  the  November  race 
to  elect  school  officials  with  the  April 
Consolidated  Elections  for  local  and 
municipal  offices. 

The  law  was  passed  to  reduce  the 
number  of  elections  from  five  to  four 
and  to  increase  voter  turnout, 
according  to  Rick  Fulle,  assistant 
director  of  voting  systems  of  the 
Illinois  State  Board  of  Elections. 

"We  were  seeing  only  a  20%  voter 
turnout  for  the  non-partisan  election, 
which  is  the  most  expensive  race  to 
run  on  a  per-vote  basis,"  he  said. 

Terms  for  Board  Chairman 
William  Bunge  and  Trustee  Mary  Sue 
Brown  will  end  in  Nov.  1999.  The 
Apr.  13, 1999  election  to  fill  their 
posts  will  be  the  first  to  take  place 
under  the  new  law  which  took  effect 
Jan.  1, 1998. 


Although  the  elections  will  be 
held  earlier  in  the  year,  trustees 
already  seated  must  be  allowed  to 
finish  their  six-year  terms. 

As  a  result,  trustee-elects  will 
have  to  wait  to  take  office  which  will 
reduce  their  terms  to  five  years  and 
five  months. 

Why  is  this  a  problem?  Some 
believe  the  delay  will  create  a  lame 
duck  system,  where  an  incumbent 
may  become  ineffective  during  the 
end  of  their  term. 

"Outgoing  trustees  may  consider 
new  trustees  to  be  looking  over  their 
shoulders  as  they  vote"  Fulle  said. 

"It  will  depend  on  the  local  political 
make-up  of  the  board  and  the  per¬ 
sonalities  involved." 

Concerned  about  the  effect  out¬ 
bound  trustees  will  have  on  board 
decisions,  The  IEA/NEA  Faculty 
Association  is  looking  for  candidates 
to  endorse. 

"We're  very  concerned  that  the 
board  have  a  united  voice  and  that 
hasn't  been  the  case  recently/'  said 
Field  and  Experiential  Learning 
Coordinator  Tom  Lindblade.  He  said 
many  decisions  have  been  deter¬ 


mined  by  one  vote  that  could  have 
gone  either  way. 

Bunge,  who  will  retire  when  his 
term  ends  next  year,  disagrees  he 
will  be  a  lame  duck  member. 

"I  will  execute  the  office  with  the 
same  degree  of  usefulness,  the  same 
degree  of  integrity  and  the  same 
degree  of  enthusiasm  I  always  had 
before,"  he  said. 

Bunge  also  said  he  would  not  tol¬ 
erate  trustee-elects  trying  to  influ¬ 
ence  incumbent  votes. 

While  Brown  plans  to  run  again, 
she  said  her  objectivity  would  be 
unaffected  if  she  lost  her  seat.  "I 
always  vote  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
college  and  community  as  a  whole," 
she  said. 

Another  caveat  is  trustee-elects 
will  have  to  wait  more  than  a  year  to 
vote  on  the  budget,  faculty  appoint¬ 
ments,  president  and  cabinet  salaries. 

Board  members  are  elected  on  a 
rotating  basis  every  two  years.The 
transition  process  will  repeat  until  all 
board  members  complete  their  terms. 

The  cycle  will  end  in  2005  when 
trustee-elects  will  once  again  serve 
six  full  years.

The  college  is  one  of  seven  across 
the  nation  to  host  meetings  on  how 
the  Fulbright  exchange  leads  to  bet¬ 
ter  cultural  understanding. 

The  event  is  co-sponsored  by  the 
college,  the  United  States 
Information  Agency  (USLA)  and  the 
Alliance  for  International 
Educational  and  Cultural  Exchange.

to  3:30  p.m.  in  SRC  2800.

If  you  feel  confused  about  why 
you  are  here,  other  than  the  fact  your 
parents  think  it's  a  good  idea,  I  sug¬ 
gest  you  stop  by  the  Counseling, 
Transfer  &  Advising  Services  office  in 


SRC  2046  and  IC  2010.  The  staff  is 
friendly  and  helpful.  Their  job  is  to 
help  you  choose  a  major  you  feel 
comfortable  pursuing. 

Nobody  likes  to  feel  stupid,  espe¬ 
cially  when  talking  about  themselves  __ 
or  their  future,  so  if  you  would  like  to 
take  a  more  "hands-on"  approach  to 
your  future,  prior  to  talking  to  a 
counselor,  go  to  COD  library's 
College  Career  Information  Center. 

When  you  get  there,  check  out  the 
interactive  computer  program  called 
"Discover."  It's  designed  to  identify 
your  existing  skills  and  strengths.  The 
program  is  a  godsend,  especially  if 
your  not  sure  which  skills  you  are 
strongest  in. 

The  program  is  also  extremely 
valuable  if  you  want  to  change 
careers  and  don't  know  which  way  to 
turn.  By  asking  a  series  of  questions, 
in  a  format  friendly  to  technophobes 
like  me,  it  shows  you  which  careers 
revolve  around  your  strengths  and 
capabilities,  it  even  prints  out  a  copy 
for  you. 

At  this  point  you  will  probably 
feel  more  comfortable  talking  to  a 
counselor. 

Once  you  talk  to  a  counselor,  you 
will  need  to  talk  to  an  advisor.  They 


will  tell  you  the  courses  necessary  to 
obtain  your  degree,  which  ones  trans¬ 
fer  to  other  institutions  and  how 
much  time,  realistically,  you  need  to 
put  aside  in  order  to  complete  the 
series  of  courses. 

Once  you  have  chosen  your  major 
you  may  want  to  gain  some  experi¬ 
ence  on  the  job  prior  to  dedicating  the 
next  two  to  four  years  of  your  life  in  a 
career  that  may  not  be  to  your  liking. 

Job  Shadowing  is  an  opportunity 
to  actually  work  with  people  in  your 
presently  decided  upon  major.  You 
will  work  side  by  side  in  a  job  with 
others  who  are  already  dedicated  to 
working  40-plus  hours  a  week  in 
your  chosen  career. 

Once  you  have  worked  in  your 
chosen  career,  you  may  decide  to  no 
longer  pursue  your  chosen  major. 

This  is  not  unusual.  A  lot  of  people  I 
have  talked  to  are  not  in  the  career 
chosen  as  their  major.  Don't  forget, 
the  experience  gained  will  help  you 
decide  if  you  want  to  pursue  another, 
more  satisfying  career. 

This  doesn't  mean  you're  expect¬ 
ed  to  give  up,  it  just  means  you're 
supposed  to  think  about  your  future. 
Your  future  is  all  you  have,  your 
future  is  why  your  here  in  the  first 


place.  Your  future  is  yours  to  decide. 

You  don't  want  to  end  up  in  some 
job  you  hate,  regretting  a  career  deci¬ 
sion  made  without  serious  thought  or 
perhaps  made  by  someone  you  won't 
have  to  live  with  for  the  rest  of  your 
life,  namely  your  parents. 

You  want  a  job  where  you  won't 
mind  waking  up  at  six  a.m.  every 
morning  to  go  to  for  the  next  10 
years.

Job  Shadowing  Provides  Career  Insights

The  college  years  are  a  time  when 
students  get  to  search  and  feel  out 
possible  career  choices. 

This  can  be  a  difficult  for  student? 
because  family,  friends  and  teachers 
all  seem  to  be  pushing  students 
towards  the  "right"  career. 

"Choosing  a  career  should  be  a 
process,"  according  to  Cindy  Murphy, 
a  job  shadowing  specialist  at  COD. 

"Students  sometimes  pick  careers 
they  are  not  interested  in  because  of 
outside  pressure.  Students  need  to 
realize  they  will  be  working  at  this  job 
for  their  entire  lives." 

Fortunately  COD  has  a  program 
which  makes  job  searching  a  lot  easi¬ 
er  for  everyone. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Cooperative  Education  and 
Career  Services  has  offered  the  Job 
Shadowing  program  for  students. 


The  program  allows  students  to 
observe  any  job  of  their  choice  for  a 
half  day.  Murphy  stated,  "It  gives  stu¬ 
dents  the  opportunity  to  see  a  particu¬ 
lar  career.  It  also  lets  students  com¬ 
pare  the  mental  picture  they  have  of 
the  job  to  what  it  is  really  like." 

Students  in  the  Job  Shadowing  pro¬ 
gram  first  have  to  fill  out  a  "gathering 
the  facts  sheet."  While  filling  the  sheet 
out  they  learn  important  information 
about  the  jobsuch  as  salaries,  job 
descriptions  and  company  informa¬ 
tion.  Important  facts  which  allow  stu¬ 
dents  to  ask  intelligent  questions 
while  job  shadowing. 

"Businesses  in  the  Chicago  land 
area  are  very  positive  about  helping 
out  our  program,"  said  Murphy. 

A  few  of  the  companies  that  have 
welcomed  COD  job  shadowers  are. 
Lucent  Technologies,  the  Shedd 
Aquarium,  Brookfield  Zoo,  Dupage 
County  Health  Department  and  the 
Field  Museum. 


"When  students  come  back  from 
their  job  shadowing  experience  they 
are  inspired.  They  feel  they  got  infor¬ 
mation  they  didn't  have  before,"  con¬ 
tinued  Murphy. 

Dana  Dehnicke,  a  COD  student, 
job  shadowed  with  the  Dupage 
County  Health  Department.  "I  got  to 
see  what  type  of  schooling  I  had  to  do 
in  order  to  reach  my  career  goals." 

"Students  also  learn  how  to  make 
contacts,"  said  Murphy.  "A  high  per¬ 
centage  of  finding  a  job  depends  on 
looking  'special'  to  would  be  employ¬ 
ers.  This  helps  students  do  that." 

Last  year  the  program  helped  more 
than  40  students  find  companies  to 
job  shadow  at.  This  year  the  program 
is  hoping  more  students  participate 
and  learn  about  their  possible  career 
choices. 

Murphy  concluded  by  saying,  "By 
job  shadowing,  students  have  every¬ 
thing  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose."

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Student  Overcomes  Challenge  of  Vision  Impairment

Students  and  faculty  at  colleges 
around  the  country  would  find  it 
awkward  to  hear  tunes  such  as  "Old 
Susanna"and  "Clementine"  through¬ 
out  their  hallways;  but  for  the  popu¬ 
lation  at  COD  it  is  common  place. 

This  one-man  performance  is  cour¬ 
tesy  of  a  21  year  old  student  from 
West  Chicago  named  Joe  Weakland. 

Joe  is  like  any  average  student 
from  COD  except  for  one  fact:  he  is 
blind. 

Imagine  living  your  entire  life  in 
complete  darkness.  Imagine  coming 
to  school  and  attending  classes  with¬ 
out  any  help. 

Joe  faces  these  situations  every 
day  and  is  able  to  rise  to  the  chal¬ 
lenge.  He  has  had  to  develop  differ¬ 
ent  living  techniques  which  do  not 
rely  on  sight  and  help  him  operate  on 
a  day  to  day  basis. 

One  of  those  techniques  revolves 
around  Joe's  memory.  When  he  first 
came  to  COD  he  had  a  sight  guide 


walk  him  around  the  school  to  show 
him  the  building  layout. 

The  sight  guide  only  stayed  with 
Joe  for  the  first  week,  since  then  he 
has  navigated  his  way  through  the 
halls  by  himself. 

Memory  is  not  the  only  alternative 
guide  he  uses.  Joe's  sense  of  hearing  ’ 
is  magnificent.  He  demonstrated  this 
by  walking  down  the  corridor  which 
connects  the  IC  building  to  the  Art 
Center. 

Joe  explains,  "I  listen  to  the  echo  of 
my  footsteps  off  the  wall.  I  can  tell 
how  far  from  the  wall  I  am  and  when 
I  should  turn." 

Joe  also  has  different  tools  to  use 
when  it  comes  to  the  process  of  learn¬ 
ing.  Since  Joe  is  studying  to  get  his 
Associates  degree  in  computers  he 
has  to  be  able  to  read  the  screen. 

Thanks  to  advances  in  technol¬ 
ogy  Joe  is  able  to  use  certain  comput¬ 
ers  at  COD  due  to  a  program  called 
Zoomtech  Extra.  Zoomtech  Extra  is  a 
program  that  enables  Joe  to  visualize 
the  computer  screen  through  sound. 

Specific  dings,  pings  and  zings 
alert  Joe  as  to  what  screen  he  is  on 
and  were  he  needs  to 
go- 

The  program  can 
also  verbally  translate 
what  is  on  the  screen. 
Joe  had  to  memorize 
the  entire  keypad  since 
it  is  impossible  for  him 
to  use  a  mouse. 

COD  also  provides 
a  special  scanner  called 
The  Reading  Edge  in 
the  Health  and  Special 
Service  office.  The

scanner  allows  Joe  to  hear  the 
contents  of  any  worksheet  or 
paper  that  he  might  receive  in 
a  class. 

The  piece  of  paper  is 
scanned  into  the  machine 
then  verbally  translated 
through  a  speaker. 

Most  people  are  able  to 
recognize  Joe  because  of  his 
kinetic  attitude  and  the  fun 
way  he  brightens  up  the  halls 
of  COD.  He  is  not  afraid  to 
talk  to  anyone,  and  is  "always 
in  good  spirits,"  according  to 
Valiere  Burke,  Coordinator  of 
Health  and  Special  Services. 

Joe  brings  that  energy  to 
the  hallways  of  COD  through 
his  music.  "I  play  because  it 
cheers  people  up.  I  also  do  it 
because  sometimes  girls  will 
say  'Nice  job,  sweetie'  and  I 
really  like  that." 

He  has  been  learning  to 
play  the  harmonica,  key¬ 
boards  and  organ  for  the  past 
four  years.  "I  like  playing  the 
instruments  I  have  but  I 
would  really  like  to  learn  how 
to  play  the  saxophone." 

Some  of  Joe's  favorite  tunes 
to  play  are  "Yellow  Rose  of 
Texas,"  "Over  Here  Over 
There,"  "Red  River  Valley" 
and  "When  Johnny  Comes 
Marching  Home." 

It  is  remarkable  to  look  at 
Joe  and  see  someone  so  happy 
who  most  people  would  consider  to 
be  at  a  disadvantage. 

"I  consider  myself  to  be  limited 
but  very  efficient.  I'm  limited  in  cer¬

tain  areas  but  very  good  in  others." 

When  asked  how  he  feels  he  lives 
his  life  he  smiled  and  said,  "I  always 
look  for  the  positives  in  life.  This  is 
why  I  can  be  so  cheerful  and  happy."

Freedomland 

Richard  Price 
Broadway  Books  (546  pgs) 

Inspired  by  the  Susan  Smith 
case,  Richard  Price's  new  novel 
explores  the  ripple  effect  created 
when  Brenda  Martin,  a  white 
teacher’s  aide  in  an  inner  city  hous¬ 
ing  project,  tells  the  police  that  her 
son  was  asleep  in  the  backseat  of 
her  Camry  when  she  was  carjacked 
by  a  black  man. 

Like  other  Price  novels, 
Freedomland  offers  a  gritty  and 
nuanced  view  of  urban  life.  It's  also 
keenly  aware  of  how  people  are 
shaped  by  racism,  class  and  the 
relentless  pressure  of  both  the 
media  and  the  police. 

Yet,  for  all  the  social  angst  and 
fury  within  its  pages,  the  book  is  as 
much  about  interpersonal  relation¬ 
ships  as  it  is  about  race. 

And  as  we  move  from  chapter  to 
chapter,  we're  reminded  that  the 
psychic  wounds  inflicted  by 
family  bleed  over  into  our  public 
selves,  making  us,  as  one  character 
observes,  "agents  of  history." 

Though  wise  to  the  destructive 
undercurrents  that  eddy  through 
our  communities,  Freedomland  is  not 
a  wail  of  despair.  Instead,  it  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  road  to  reform  is  built 
less  by  high-minded  speeches  and 
flamboyant  posturing  than  by  peo¬ 
ple  who  heed  the  cry  of  the  heart.

Forever  arousing  my  ire  at  the 
onset  of  Oscar  season  is  movies  seem¬ 
ingly  made  with  the  sole  intention  of 
snagging  a  golden  statuette. 

The  filmmakers  seem  so  con¬ 
sumed  with  that  end,  their  eyes  so 
steadily  fixed  on  the  prize,  that  some¬ 
where  they  lose  the  unique,  unquan- 
tifiable  'it'  distinguishing  Academy 
Award  winners  from  also-rans. 

Beloved"  is  just  such  a  film.  It's 
a  bloated,  mammoth  epic  curiously 
devoid  of  an  emotional  center. 


Producer/star  Oprah  Winfrey 
hyped  the  movie  so  mercilessly  on  her 
self-titled  talk  show  I  almost  wanted 
to  dislike  her.  Still,  although 
"Beloved"  has  its  flaws,  Oprah  is  not 
one  of  them. 

The  problem  lies  in  the  heavy- 
handed  approach  of  director  Jonathan 
Demme.  Comparisons  to  "Schindler's 
List"  and  the  heavy  subject  matter 
(slavery)  not  withstanding,  the  film  is 
really  not  much  more  than  a  glorified 
ghost  story. 

At  a  whopping  three-hour  running 
time,  "Beloved"  nowhere  near  justifies 
its  length.  Despite  solid  tech  and  pro¬ 
duction  credits,  the  film  badly  needed 
some  prodigious  editing. 

Were  it's  point  made  more  suc¬ 
cinctly,  "Beloved"  would  truly  be  the 
unforgettable  film  it  should  have  and 
probably  could  have  been.  B-

The  worlds  eyes  will  be  focused  on 
Corinth,  Greece  next  month  when  the 
first  annual  Mr.  Natural  Olympia  is 
held. 

COD  will  be  represented  at  this 
event  by  two-time  Mr.  Natural 
Universe,  John  Hansen. 

Hansen  is  a  35-year-old  personal 
trainer  and  motivational  speaker  from 
Westmont,  who  is  also  a  COD  student. 

He  has  been  body  building  since 
the  age  of  14  and  has  been  competing 
since  he  was  16  years  old. 

All  the  years  of  hard  training  paid 
off  for  Hansen  when  he  won  the  Mr. 
Natural  Universe  in  1992,  and  the  Mr. 
Professional  Natural  Universe  in  1996. 

The  body  building  competitions 
judge  competitors  on  the  physical 
characteristics  of  their  bodies.

Eight  SGA  candidates  j  Shifts  in 
in  forum  next  week  i  enrollment

With  at  least  eight  student  senate 
nominees  on  the  ballot,  students 
will  get  their  sole  chance  to  com¬ 
pare  the  nominees  side-by-side  at 
the  "Meet  the  Candidates"  forum 
Nov.  3,  at  3  p.m.  in  SRC  2800  E&F. 

Sponsored  by  the  Student 
Government  Association  and  the 
Courier,  the  forum  is  crucial  to  both 
the  candidates  and  the  voters. 

"It's  the  first  and  maybe  the  only 
time  students  will  get  to  meet  all 
the  candidates  prior  to  the  elec¬ 
tion,"  said  Courier  Editor-in-Chief 
Ray  Kustush.  "It  allows  students  to 
make  an  educated  choice  for  a  sen¬ 
ate  candidate." 

The  event  is  also  the  only  chance 
the  candidates  get  to  represent  their 
views  and  ambitions  for  the  posi¬ 
tion.  "It's  very  important,"  said 
SGA  Advisor  Robb  Frank.  "The  can¬ 
didates  can't  win  without  it." 

The  forum  will  start  with  a  brief 
explanation  of  the  rules.  Candidates 
will  then  have  the  opportunity  to 
answer  up  to  five  questions  written 
by  the  Courier  staff .

Education  officials  are  unsure  of 
what's  driving  a  trend  which  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  taking  non-credit  cours¬ 
es  is  on  the  rise  while  for-credit  regis¬ 
trations  continue  to  decline. 

Registration  for  credit  courses 
dropped  for  the  fifth  year  according  to 
the  10th  Day  Enrollment  Report.  The 
report  showed  fall  quarter  credit  head- 
count  fell  by  17  students  from  the  prior 
year  to  28,972  students.  This  also  repre¬ 
sents  4.1%  fewer  students  counted  for 
the  same  period  in  1994  when  30,237 
were  enrolled. 

Total  headcount,  which  includes 
students  taking  non-credit  courses,  was 
up  this  quarter  with  33,801  students, 
about  one  percent  of  the  33,490  stu¬ 
dents  registered  last  fall.  In  addition, 
full-time  students  taking  credit  courses 
rose  slightly  for  the  first  time  in  five 
years. 

Statewide,  the  pattern  is  the  similar. 
Preliminary  fall  credit  enrollment  in 
Illinois  public  community  colleges 
dropped  1.6%,  from  344,556  last  year  to 
339,113  this  year.

But  the  quarterly  ritual  of  signing  up 
for  classes  doesn't  have  to  be  as  vex¬ 
ing  as  getting  your  driver's  license. 

To  avoid  long  lines  when  registra¬ 
tion  begins  next  week.  Director  of 
Admission,  Registration  and  Records 
Sue  Blasi  recommends  students  enroll 
via  the  college  homepage  or  by  the 
automated  telephone  self-registration. 

Only  students  who  have  received 
acceptance  letters  and  a  personal 
identification  number  (PIN)  will  be 
able  to  use  these  automated  options. 
Students  will  also  need  their  Social 
Security  number. 

The  systems  are  available  only 
between  7  a.m.  and  10:30  p.m. 
Monday  to  Friday  and  on  Saturday 
from  8  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m. 

There  are  a  few  roadblocks  stu¬ 
dents  may  encounter  along  the  way. 
Registration  Coordinator  Helen 
Shullaw  said  students  can  register 
only  after  they've  received  an 
appointment  date.  Prior  to  that  date, 
they  will  be  blocked  from  entering 
the  system. 

Also,  students  who  have  a  "hold" 
on  their  record  such  as  a  past  due 
library  book,  outstanding  tuition  bal¬ 
ance  or  a  traffic  violation,  will  have  to 
wait  to  register  until  the  holds  are 
resolved.  Millie  Feinstein,  a  registra¬ 
tion  operator,  said  25  percent  to  30 
percent,  or  one  in  four  students  have 
holds  on  their  accounts  each  quarter. 

The  most  popular  ways  to  register 
are  still  by  telephone  and  in-person. 
Last  fall,  14,469  students  called  to 
enroll  and  11,433  students  came  in. 
Automated  telephone  registration 
and  mail  were  the  next  favored  meth¬ 
ods.  Shullaw  hopes  the  number  of 
students  who  take  advantage  of  the 
internet  site  this  year  will  double 
from  last  year.  More  than  500  stu¬ 
dents  used  the  college  homepage  to 
register  for  fall  classes. 


The  registration  office  also  has  a 
help  desk  for  students  who  are  facing 
special  challenges  signing  up  for  their 
classes. 

Blasi  said  the  best  line  of  defense 
for  wasting  time  is  to  know  the  cours¬ 
es  and  their  code  numbers  prior  to 
your  appointment. 

Lines  are  heaviest  the  day  before 
the  quarter  begins  through  the  first 
three  days  of  the  term.  Long  lines 
persisted  the  entire  week  before  and 
through  the  first  week  of  classes  this 
fall. 

Students  gather  for  in-person  reg¬ 
istration  quickly,  growing  from  two  to 
25  people  within  minutes.  In  that 
case,  people  should  expect  about  a 
15-  to  20-minute  wait.  "It's  unavoid¬ 
able,"  said  Blasi.  "There  is  a  brief 
period  of  time  when  students  add  or 
drop  classes." 

The  good  news  is  that  students 
typically  breeze  through  the  registra¬ 
tion  process  in  two  to  three  minutes 
once  they  reach  a  registration  opera¬ 
tor  says  Shullaw.  "As  long  as  they 
are  prepared,"  she  said  cautiously. 
Shullaw  said  there  are  20  people 
spread  over  the  12-hour  period  each 
day  to  handle  the  rush  of  students. 
Normally  five  persons  staff  the  office. 

Why  do  people  wait?  Blasi  thinks 
there  are  several  reasons  ranging 
from  students  waiting  until  they  have 
the  cash  to  pay  for  classes  to  adults 
taking  care  of  their  children's  educa¬ 
tion  needs  before  attending  to  their 
own.  Surprisingly,  at  least  300  stu¬ 
dents  last  quarter  were  those  who 
returned  to  COD  after  dropping  class¬ 
es  at  four-year  schools. 

Three  phases  of  registration 

Nov.  3-17  registration  is  for  return¬ 
ing  students.  If  you  attended  the  fall 
quarter  you  will  receive  a  letter  with 
an  appointment  time  prioritized  by 
the  number  of  credit  hours  you've 
accrued.  For  example,  a  student  with 
55  credit  hours  accrued  will  receive 
an  earlier  appointment  than  someone 
with  six  hours. 


New  students  will  register  Nov.  18 
and  19.  This  includes  all  first- time 
students  who  applied  to  the  college 
for  the  winter  quarter.  They  will  get 
an  appointment  time  according  to  the 
order  their  application  was  received 
by  the  registration  office. 

First-time  students  tend  to  have 


the  most  trouble  with  the  registration 
process.  "It  only  takes  once  to  get 
savvy,"  said  Blasi. 

Open  registration  will  run  from 
Nov.  20  through  the  first  week  of 
class  in  the  winter  quarter.  All  stu¬ 
dents  are  eligible  and  are  met  on  a 
first-come,  first-serve  basis.

Furthermore,  according  to 
Virginia  McMillan,  vice  president  of 
the  Illinois  Community  College 
Board,  credit  enrollment  across  the 
state  is  expected  to  drop  this  year 
while  non-credit  course  registrations 
are  predicted  to  rise. 

The  10th  Day  Enrollment  Report 
is  used  only  as  a  snapshot  of  how 
many  students  are  at  the  college. 

McMillan  said  the  reports  are 
sometimes  misleading  since  they 
typically  under-report  courses  that 
begin  late  in  the  quarter  or  meet  for 
less  than  a  quarter. 

No  one  in  charge  of  monitoring 
enrollment  is  sure  what  the  changes 
mean.  Research  and  Planning 
Director  Harlan  Schweer  did  not 
want  to  speculate  but  said,  "When 
people  have  more  money,  they  are 
willing  to  pay  a  higher  cost  for  a 
non-credit  course  that  offers  similar 
kinds  of  skills  as  a  credit  course  but 
is  more  convenient  and  may  be  less 
academically  rigorous." 

Non-credit  courses  are  usually 
more  expensive  than  credit  courses 
since  they  are  not  subsidized  by  the 
state. 


In  1997,  the  college  established  a 
team  to  manage  enrollment  who 
hired  a  consultant  to  study  recruit¬ 
ing  and  retention  of  key  market  seg¬ 
ments  for  credit  courses. 

The  report  revealed  fewer  adult 
learners  (ages  25-39)  are  signing  up 
for  credit  courses.  Enrollments 
dropped  a  whopping  22%,  making 
it  the  segment  with  the  largest 
decrease. 

Ironically,  this  trend  seems  to 
correspond  with  the  increase  in  non¬ 
credit  enrollment. 

Two  other  trends  in  the  report 
included  a  significant  increase  in 
developmental  students  and  room 
to  increase  market  share  among 
recent  high  school  graduates. 

Students  taking  under  100  level 
courses  has  increased  nearly  16% 
over  last  year.  According  to  Terry 
Fuller,  chairman  of  the  Enrollment 
Management  Team,  about  one  in 
three  students  are  currently  taking 
at  least  one  remedial  class.  The  col¬ 
lege  has  about  25%  of  the  high 
school  market  but  hopes  to  increase 
its  share  to  35%. 

Fuller  said  the  study  gives  them 
places  to  look  for  additional  analy¬ 
sis.  "The  numbers  call  for  more 
research,"  he  said. 


Transfer  Day  Has  Strong  Turnout

Financial  aid,  transferable  credits, 
and  course  requirements.  Those  were 
the  familiar  statements  that  rang 
through  the  many  booths  at  last 
week's  Student  Transfer  Day. 

Representatives  from  42  Illinois 
colleges  and  universities  were  on 
campus  to  speak  with  about  500  stu¬ 
dents  planning  to  continue  their  edu¬ 
cation.  Later  that  evening,  200  more 
schools  came  to  meet  some  3,000 
potential  students  at  College  Fair. 

Transfer  Day  gave  students  a 
chance  to  inquire  about  transfering 
first-hand. 

DeVry  Institute  of  Technology 
Transfer  Representative  Nicole 
Chelios  said,  "Devry  has  about  a  20 
percent  transfer  rate  from  COD  each 


year."  One  in  five  students  transfers 
to  DeVry. 

Many  of  the  schools  said  COD  is 
one  of  the  better  campuses  with  a 
high  transfer  rate  to  their  school. 

Eastern  Illinois  representative  Rita 
Pearson,  who  is  in  her  eighth  year  at 
this  event,  said,  "COD  is  the  third- 
largest  feeder  school  to  our  universi¬ 
ty."  She  also  said  about  100  students 
would  visit  her  booth,  with  close  to 
half  calling  back  for  appointments. 

Smaller  schools  such  as  Robert 
Morris  College  also  found  this  event 
to  be  very  helpful  with  enrollment. 
Transfer  Counselor  Salaam  Nabee 
said  50  percent  to60  percent  of  stu¬ 
dents  he  sees  on  Transfer  Day  will 
attend  the  college.  "Focusing  on  com¬ 
munity  colleges  for  interest  in  our 
school  is  my  job,"  he  said.

a  different  part  of  my  body,"  said 
Hansen.  "One  day  I  might  work  on 
my  legs,  while  the  next  day  I  will 
work  on  my  arms." 

Hansen  also  spends  time  each  day 
running  on  the  tread  mill  which  helps 
boost  his  cardiovascular  system. 

Judges  at  the  body  building  com¬ 
petitions  also  look  to  see  if  the  com¬ 
petitors  are  well-defined.  This  means 
they  have  to  have  a  very  low  percent¬ 
age  of  body  fat. 

In  order  to  keep  his  body  defini¬ 
tion,  Hansen  is  on  a  closely  regulated 
diet  which  only  allows  him  to  eat 
3,000  calories  a  day. 

He  monitors  the  gram  content  of 
all  carbohydrates,  protein  and  fat  in 
each  meal.  "I  eat  275  grams  of  pro¬ 
tein,  350  grams  of  carbohydrates  and 
50  grams  of  fat  each  day." 

His  six-meal-a-day  diet  consists  of 
egg  whites  and  oatmeal  for  breakfast, 
vegetable  soup,  ground  turkey  and 
brown  rice  for  lunch,  flank  steak  and 
whole  wheat  pasta  for  dinner  and 
three  whey  protein  drinks  throughout 
the  day. 

When  John  eats  like  this  he  loses  a 
lot  of  energy,  which  he  needs  to  work 
out  at  the  gym.  "My  motivation  is 
that  I'm  getting  ready  for  a  competi¬ 
tion.  If  I  cheat  on  my  diet,  I  won't  do 
well.  My  pride  is  involved  and  that 
pushes  me." 

Hansen  is  a  unique  bodybuilder 
because  he  trains  and  competes 
exclusively  in  Natural  competitions. 

"Natural"  means  the  participants 
in  the  competitions  do  not  use  drugs 
to  make  themselves  bigger. 

Hansen  said,  "Steroids  have  been 
in  the  sport  since  the  60's.  As  athletes 
got  more  competitive  they  began 
looking  for  an  edge.  The  competition 
almost  became  a  drug  war.  It  wasn't 


who  had  the  best  body,  it  was 
who  had  the  best  drugs," 

Because  of  steriod  usage 
early  on  in  the  sports  history, 
John  believes  bodybuilders 
have  gotten  a  bad  reputation. 
"It's  a  great  sport  because  it 
promotes  health  but  many 
people  are  turned  away  from 
it  because  they  believe  steroids 
are  involved." 

Hansen  is  ready  and  excit¬ 
ed  to  compete  in  next  week's 
competition.  There  will  be 
over  150  individuals  compet¬ 
ing  for  the  title  and  they  will 
be  representing  countries  from 
around  the  world.  "The  com¬ 
petition  is  good  because  you 
get  to  meet  people  from  all 
over." 

Australia  and  Japan  are  just 
a  couple  of  the  countries  that 
will  be  sending  bodybuilders. 
"I  feel  my  strong  points  are 
my  back  and  my  arms.  If  I  can 
come  in  well  defined,  I  can 
win,"  stated  Hansen  after 
being  asked  how  he  believes 
he  will  fare  in  Greece. 

On  his  way  to  Greece, 
Hansen  will  also  stop  in 
Budapest,  Hungary  to  guest 
pose  in  the  Hungarian  Body 
Building  Championships. 

Besides  bodybuilding, 
Hansen's  time  is  spent  giving 
giving  motivational  speeches 
at  schools  and  gyms  in  the 
Chicago  land  area. 

Hansen  believes  in  taking 
his  personal  work  ethic  and 
explaining  it  to  kids  with  the 
hope  that  it  will  help  them 
overcome  life's  boundaries.  "I 
use  goal-setting  as  a  tool  to 
overcome  obstacles  and  visu¬ 
alize  success.

Day  of  the  Dead  celebrated  at  COD

Dia  de  los  Muertos,  Spanish  for 
Day  of  the  Dead,  celebrates  the 
unstoppable  cycle  of  life  and  death 
for  those  who  have  passed  away.  It  is 
celebrated  by  people  of  Mexican, 

Central  and  South  American  heritage. 

In  many  countries,  families  still 
visit  the  graves  of  relatives  to  have  a 
picnic  to  share  food  and  togetherness 
with  the  deceased. 

Celebrating  death  is  a  tradition 
that  continues  today  in  Mexico,  with 
skeleton  marionettes  and  other  toys 
and  treats  to  help  children  under¬ 
stand  that  death  is  not  to  be  feared, 
but  accepted. 

Children  are  taught  that  death  and 
life  are  opposing  forces  illustrating 
the  duality  of  nature  which  has  coex¬ 
isted  forever. 

An  Ofrenda  (altar)  was  on  open 
display  in  SRC  1024A  all  last  week.  It 
was  built  to  hold  the  memories  of 
COD  members  who  have  passed 
away.  It  held  skulls  made  of  sugar  to 
represent  the  symbol  of  death.  It  also 
had,  "Pan  de  Muerto,"  special 
human-shaped  bread  in  child  and 
adult  sizes,  which  are  symbolic  of  the 
souls  of  the  deceased. 

Ancient  traditions  hold  the  souls 


of  the  dead  need  food,  drink,  tools 
and  other  items  to  help  them  on  their 
journey  into  the  afterlife.  People  often 
construct  ofrendas  in  the  home. 

Clothing,  favorite  foods  and 
drinks  of  the  deceased,  tools  or  other 


belongings  and  photographs  help  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  spiritual 
and  earthly  worlds,  often  creating  a 
feeling  that  the  departed  is  present 
and  to  make  the  spirit  feel  welcome  at 
home  once  again.

"Aids  is  still  among  us/'  com¬ 
mented  Val  Burke  from  Health  and 
Special  Services  at  COD.  That's  why 
COD  provides  anonymous  and  confi¬ 
dential  HIV  testing. 

Burke  believes  it's  important  if  a 
student  is  not  sure,  to  get  tested, 
because  college  students  can  be  very 
vulnerable.  Burke  also  said  that 
although  most  students  tested  are  not 


HIV  positive,  it's  a  good  idea  to  be 
sure,  if  one  has  any  doubts. 

The  HIV  testing  is  provided  by  the 
Dupage  County  Health  Department. 
Tests  are  run  twice  a  week  on 
Mondays  from  3:30  p.m. -6:30p.m.  and 
Tuesdays  from  12:30  p.m. -3:30  p.m. 

The  AIDS  educators  draw  blood 
from  COD  students  only  and  return 
the  results  back  to  them  in  two  weeks. 

If  a  student  would  like  to  get  test¬ 
ed,  they  are  to  go  to  the  Health 
Center,  room  2001.  Here  they  sign  up 
using  a  first  name, 
their  age  and  sex. 

If  students  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  getting 
tested  for  other  sexual¬ 
ly  transmitted  diseases, 
the  people  in  COD's 
Health  and  Special 
Services  will  be  happy 
to  distribute  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  locations 
for  other  STD  tests. 

Health  and  Special 
Services  at  COD  sup¬ 
ports  World  AIDS  day 
on  December  1st. 

Burke  encourages  stu¬ 
dents  from  18  to  24 
years  old  to  be  a  part 
of  a  video  being  put 
together.

Look:  even  if  you  don't  do  the 
3-D  thing,  this  is  still  Classic  film  at 
it's  summit.  The  colors  are  that  soft- 
focus  pastel  you  only  find  with  old 
movies  or  foreign  ones. 

This  is  the  Cowboy  movie  that 
put  cowboy  movies  on  the  map,  the 
tale  of  a  wandering,  but  infamous 
drifter,  a  would-be  stranger  'just 
passin'  through'. 

John  Wayne  is  Hondo  Lane,  (any 
coincidence  in  the  rhyming?)  who 
stops  to  water  his  horse  at  a  strug¬ 
gling  ranch  house.  Hondo,  on  a 


wayward  visit  through  no-man's 
land,  or  to  put  it  more  aptly,  Apache 
Territory,  is  one  of  "our  very  few 
occasional  visitors". 

Those  are  Geraldine  Page's 
words.  She  plays  the  horny,  oops,  I 
mean,  LONELY,  um...MISTRESS  of 
the  farmstead,  who  keeps  reiterating 
that  her  husband  should  be  back  any 
minute  now  from  rounding  up  strag¬ 
gling  cattle. 

Yeah,  right. 

Hondo  don't  buy  it,  neither. 

There  are  so  many  great  lines  in 
this  film,  literally  lines-between-the- 
lines,  that  push  the  envelope  of 
"approriateness",  especially  for  those 
days. 

If  you're  watching  with  3-D 
glasses,  be  aware  of  the  excellent 
landscape  and  fight  scenes.  The 
depth  is  incredible  and  the  horses 
and  Indians  seem  to  fly  at  you  full 


speed,  right  into  your  living  room. 

If  you  view  sans  glasses,  note  the 
film  touch-up:  layers  of  red  and  blue 
to  accentuate  the  three-dimensional 
effect.  Shot  with  three  different  cam¬ 
eras  —  one  with  completely  red  film, 
one  completely  blue,  am:  the  original 
colour,  all  skewed  and  overlapped 
just  a  hair  off  from  each  other,the 
three-process  effect  lends  a  surreal, 
dreamscape  qua'ity,  with  or  without 
the  funky  spectacies. 

Also,  your  buds  look  like  total 
futuristic  DEVO  geeks,  placidly 
staring  at  the  screen,  which  is 
always  a  wry  laugh. 

(Which  means. ..You  do,  too.  Ouch.)

"Pleasantville" 
starring  Tobey

On  the  most  superficial  level. 
“Pleasantville''  is  a  deconstruction  of 
the  conventions  and  cliches  of  sit¬ 
coms  in  the  1950s. 

It  goes  much  deeper,  however. 
The  film  is  a  multi-faceted  work  that 
deserves  to  be  analyzed  and  re-ana- 
lyzed  for  years  to  come. 

The  story  tells  of  siblings  David 
and  Jennifer  (Tobey  Maguire,  Reese 
Witherspoon)  who  wind  up  inside 
“Pleasantville,"  a  faux-sitcom  in  the 
mold  of  "Father  Knows  Best,"  with 
the  black  &  white  color  scheme  to 
match,  after  being  given  a  strange 


remote  control  by  an  even  stranger 
TV  repairman  (Don  Knotts). 

This  premise  hardly  fills  one  with 
confidence,  and  indeed  the  basic 
setup  even  served  as  the  plot  for 
1993's  forgettable  John  Ritter-Pam 
Dawber  vehicle,  "Stay  Tuned." 

Were  "Pleasantville"  to  play  out 
its  hand  as  a  "Leave  it  to  Beaver" 
parody,  it  may  have  been  an  ade¬ 
quate,  if  equally  forgettable  fantasy. 

Seemingly  defying  all  odds,  it 
becomes  something  much  more 
powerful. 

As  they  are  introduced  to  new 
experiences  like  reading  and  sex,  the 
gray-toned  townspeople  find  them¬ 
selves  gradually  turning  Technicolor. 

With  the  denizens  of  Pleasantville 
being  forced  to  come  to  terms  with 
these  changes  in  themselves  and 


their  surroundings,  the  filmmakers 
make  a  very  bold  statement. 

"Can  we  change  back?"  wonders 
William  H.  Macy,  as  a  Ward  Cleaver- 
esque  father  figure.  The  answer  is 
no,  because  the  price  of  advance¬ 
ment  is  the  loss  of  an  innocence  that 
can  never  be  regained. 

"Pleasantville"  is  the  first  directo¬ 
rial  effort  of  "Big"  screenwriter  Gary 
Ross,  and  it  is  a  stunning  debut. 

It  would  have  been  far  too  easy 
for  Ross  to  sit  back  and  let  the  spe¬ 
cial  effects  become  the  star  of  the 
piece,  but  "Pleasantville"  is  so  mag¬ 
nificently  conceived  on  every  level 
that  the  effects  are  merely  frosting. 

In  addition  to  the  startling  techni¬ 
cal  achievements,  "Pleasantville"  is  a 
triumph  on  the  performance  level. 
The  two  young  leads  prove  them¬

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New  programs  offer  tuition  relief

College  students  have  more  ways 
to  conquer  rising  college  costs  since 
new  programs  began  in  October  to 
help  make  college  more  affordable. 

President  Clinton  signed  legisla¬ 
tion  reauthorizing  the  Higher 
Education  Act  for  five  years.  Under 
the  act,  the  Federal  Pell  Grant  was 
increased  to  $4,500  for  a  maximum 
annual  award.  Also  the  student  loan 
interest  rate  was  lowered  to  7.46% 
from  8.25%,  promising  savings  to  stu¬ 
dents  of  more  than  $11  billion  over 
the  next  five  years. 

Hoping  to  give  students  more  con¬ 
trol  over  tuition  increases,  the  Illinois 
Student  Assistance  Commission 
(ISAC)  launched  a  state-backed  pre¬ 
paid  tuition  program  on  Oct.  22.  In 
addition,  a  national  education  cam¬ 
paign  began  last  week  to  increase 
awareness  of  financial  options  for  col¬ 
lege. 

While  agreeing  the  news  is  good 
for  COD  students,  Financial  Aid 
Director  Marilyn  Comer  is  reserving 
her  enthusiasm  regarding  the  Pell 
increase  until  the  state  Monetary 
Award  Program  (MAP)  grant  maxi- 
mums  are  determined. 

She  said  such  grant  reauthoriza¬ 
tions  historically  have  raised  more 
questions  than  provided  answers 
because  federal  formulas  tend  to  be 
factored  into  how  the  state  grants  are 
administered.  “When  federal  funds 
go  up,  MAPs  usually  go  down,"  said 
Comer.  "Just  because  Pell  goes  up 
doesn't  mean  students  will  get  more

money. 

Comer  believes  we  won't  likely 
know  until  March  what  the  full 
impact  will  be  when  the  Department 
of  Education  conducts  its  training 
workshops. 

Another  program  students  can  use 
to  ease  tuition  worries  is  the  ISAC's 
College  Illinois!  program.  It  promises 
a  tax-advantaged  way  to  lock  in 
future  tuition  and  fees  at  today's 
prices.  It  is  available  for  students  or 
purchasers  who  are  Illinois  residents. 

Contracts  cover  as  little  as  one 
semester  (or  a  quarter  equivalent)  up 


to  nine  semesters  and  can  be  used  for 
two-year  or  four-year  schools  or  a 
combination  of  the  two.  Contracts  are 
paid  for  in  a  lump  sum  or  by  month¬ 
ly  installments  over  five  or  10  years. 

For  students  whose  biggest  deter¬ 
rent  in  getting  an  education  is  lack  of 
information  can  take  advantage  of 
"College  is  Possible,"  a  national 
awareness  campaign  supported  by  a 
website,  a  toll-free  telephone  number 
and  bi-lingual  resource  guides.

Faculty  votes  down  degree  changes

The  ease  in  which  students' 
courses  will  transfer  is  uncertain  after 
faculty  rejected  proposed  changes  to 
degree  requirements  last  week. 

The  unofficial  tally  was  147-107 
against  the  recommendations  accord¬ 
ing  to  degree  requirements  commit¬ 
tee  Chairman  Rosa  Lea  Danielson. 

She  would  not  elaborate  on  the 
results. 

Since  the  degree  requirements  are 


subject  to  change  under  the  Illinois 
Articulation  Initiative  (IAI)  that 
began  this  summer,  the  impact  of  the 
vote  on  transfer  agreements  with 
four-year  schools  is  unclear. 

Dr.  Barbara  Lemme,  a  psychology 
professor  and  member  of  the  degree 
requirements  committee,  was  disap¬ 
pointed,  but  not  surprised  at  the  vote. 
"Of  course  I  would  have  preferred  if 
the  recommendations  passed,  but 
everyone  on  the  committee  under¬ 
stood  some  issues  would  be  more 
controversial  than  others." 


The  degree  requirements  commit¬ 
tee  was  charged  with  reviewing  the 
current  recommendations,  with  trans¬ 
ferability  the  key  goal. 

Most  debates  were  over  the  elimi¬ 
nation  of  Contemporary  Life  Skills 
category  as  a  general  education 
requirement  and  the  reduction  of 
maximum  hours  for  188  and  288 
courses. 

The  debate  will  continue  at  the 
faculty  senate  meeting  this  week.

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Meeting  shows  diversity  begins  with  dialogue 


Teams  discuss  possible  solutions  to  discrimination  problems  during  the  break-out  sessions  at  the  Diversity 
Town  Meeting.

People  who  thought  racism  went 
away  with  segregated  drinking  foun¬ 
tains  got  a  dose  of  reality  last  week 
when  civil  rights  activist  Clarence 
Wood  spoke  to  125  area  leaders  on 
campus  to  discuss  diversity.  "We 
never  really  were  a  melting  pot,"  said 
Wood,  who  is  president  of  the 
Human  Relations  Foundation.  "We've 
become  a  human  salad." 

Wood  told  the  group  that  "racism 
is  alive  and  well"  and  that  it  takes 
many  forms,  be  it  kindredism,  sex¬ 
ism,  homophobia,  xenophobia.  His 
solution,  "Don't  candycoat  diversity," 
he  said.  "Search  for  unpleasantry." 

The  meeting  is  one  of  more  than 
200  functions  the  Human  Relations 
Foundation  organizes  each  year  to 
expand  awareness  about  diversity 
issues.  Wood  also  encouraged  meet¬ 
ing  participants  to  host  multi-ethnic, 
multi-cultural  dinners  with  "people 
of  difference"to  begin  a  personal  dia¬ 
logue  on  racism. 

Turnout  for  the  event  was  lower 
than  organizers  hoped  for  but  more 
than  they  expected.  "It's  an  uncom¬ 
fortable  topic,"  said  Zinta  Konrad, 
director  of  international  education. 

Human  relations  experts  agree. 
"This  is  a  hard  topic,"  said  Terri 
Johnson,  who  is  in  charge  of  volun¬ 
teers  for  the  Human  Relations 
Foundation.  "IT s  not  something  most 
people  want  to  talk  about." 

With  topics  ranging  from  sexual 
orientation  to  religious  and  gender 
differences,  the  meeting  focused  on 
possible  solutions.  Teams  consisting 
of  eight  to  10  people  among  11  tables 
participated  in  deep  discussion  over  a 
series  of  cases  specially  prepared  for 
the  meeting.  Their  mission  was  to  cre¬ 
ate  dialog  about  the  problems  and

She  felt 
that  attending  was  very  important  for 
many  reasons  saying,  "People  need  to 
recognize  diversity,  and  how  to  deal 
with  the  issue."  She _also  said  the 
event  was  a  chance  to  be  able  to  share 
ideas  and  experiences. 

David  Ieong,  a  vocal  music  teacher 
from  Scott  Elementary  School  in 
Naperville,  has  attended  similar 
events  in  the  past.  "EHversity  is  much 
more  complicated  than  people  under¬ 


stand,"  he  said,  "Awareness  of  the 
topic  is  not  fully  understood." 

Being  a  part  of  the  event  was 
important  to  him.  He  said,  "It  is 
essential  for  different  cultures  to 
come  together  to  make  a  difference." 

EHversity  on  campus  is  a  much 
larger  issue  than  one  might  think. 
With  minority  students  now  making 
up  more  than  21  percent  of  the 
school's  population,  some  believe 
racisim  is  inevitable. 

Assistant  Professor  Jane  Wu, 
shared  with  her  team  a  recent  experi¬ 


ence  where  she  felt  discriminated 
against  by  a  student.  The  team's  sug¬ 
gestions  on  how  Wu  could  have 
reacted  were  as  diverse  as  their  back¬ 
grounds. 

Konrad  said,  "with  a  lack  of 
awareness,  there  is  a  lack  of  skills  to 
work  beyond  certain  boundaries."  In 
her  opinion,  the  campus  is  plagued 
by  certain  stereotypes  that  many  stu¬ 
dents  cannot  look  beyond.  Also,  she 
added  that  when  there  is  a  conflict, 
people  "shut  down  when  they're 
excluded."

Fair  shows  volunteering  makes  a  difference

Two  dogs  helped  attract  about  350 
potential  volunteers  to  the 
Community  Learning  Faire  held  last 
week. 

An  English  Cocker  Spaniel  named 
Ember  and  a  Doberman  Pinscher 
named  Vanity,  represented  Delta 
Society  Pet  Therapy,  one  of  the  30 
not-for-profit  agencies  exhibiting  at 
the  event. 

Also  at  the  fair  were  child  and 
family  agencies,  nursing  homes, 
environmental  organizations,  shel¬ 
ters,  mental  health  services  and  HIV 
and  AIDS  services. 

Ember's  master,  Sharon  Coyle, 
said  the  organization  is  one  of  three 
nationwide  that  tests,  trains  and  cer¬ 
tifies  dogs  and  cats  as  pet  partners  to 
work  in  schools,  nursing  homes  and 
hospitals. 

"A  lot  of  the  therapy  is  simply 
petting  the  animal,"  said  Coyle.  "It 
helps  lower  people's  blood  pressure, 
pulse  and  calms  people  down."  The 
dog-handler  teams  also  teach  bite 
prevention,  self  esteem  and  uncondi¬ 
tional  love. 

Pet  partners  are  certified  after 
completing  a  three-part  certification 
process  including  handler  skills 
course,  team  evaluation  and  veteri¬ 
nary  check-up.  They  look  for  pets 
that  don't  show  stress,  aggression  or 
fear  under  stressful  situations. 

Student  Activities  Coordinator 
Robb  Frank,  who  organized  the 
event,  said,  "The  Community 
Learning  Faire's  goal  is  to  get  more 
faculty  and  students  involved  in  ser¬ 
vice  learning.  They  need  to  know 
that  they  can  make  a  difference." 

Respite  House  is  a  success  story 
from  last  year's  event.  The  facility 
will  open  soon  to  provide  short-term 
nursing  services  for  up  to  eight  med¬ 
ically  fragile  children  in  a  home  like 
environment. 

It  is  the  first  site  of  its  kind  in 
Illinois.  Marilyn  Berg,  nurse  manager 
said,  "After  last  year's  fair,  Ann 


Cotton's  Interior  Design  class 
designed  the  interior.  They  did  a 
wonderful  job." 

The  house  needs  volunteers  to 
help  with  yardwork,  interior  paint¬ 
ing  and  other  work  to  prepare  the 
house  to  open. 

The  break  is  critical  for  many 
families  according  to  Executive 
Director  Alan  Hollis.  "Divorce  rates 
in  families  like  these  are  very  high," 
he  said,  "We  hope  that  we  can  keep 
them  together." 

Children  can  stay  from  two  days 
to  two  weeks  to  give  the  family  a 
break  from  the  24-hour-a-day  care 
cycle. 

Many  exhibitors  also  promoted 
the  notion  that  volunteering  can 
make  a  difference.  Student  Katherine 
Kinnunen  is  proof. 

Kinnunen  represented  Meld 
Young  Mothers  (MYM),  a  program 
that  stresses  the  importance  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  people  who  are  parents  at 
a  young  age.

Kinnunen  got  help  from  MYM  and  is 
working  towards  becoming  a  teacher. 
Mothers  ages  12  and  up  and  fathers 
ages  15  and  up  receive  scholarships 
for  high  school  or  college,  parenting 
classes  and  support. 

Parents  can  also  buy  baby  goods 
at  the  group's  Parent's  Pantry  with 
Baby  Bucks  they  earn  through  work¬ 
shops,  attending  meetings  and  mak¬ 
ing  child  support  payments. 

DuPage  Easter  Seals  provides 
assistance  for  infants  and  children 
with  disabilities  and  their  families. 

According  to  Volunteer 
Coordinator  Mary  Semenchuck,  the 
group  provides  physical  therapy, 
occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy, 
assistive  technology  and  audiology. 

Semenchuck  believes  they,  as  a 
whole,  can  make  a  difference.  With 
the  help  of  volunteers,  "children  can 
reach  maximum  independence."

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Walt  Disney  World  College  Program  visits  COD

Walt  Disney  World  representatives 
were  here  Wednesday,  Oct.  28,  recruiting 
students  for  the  possibility  of  becoming 
role  players  at  America's  most  popular 
family  entertainment  venue. 

COD  is  one  of  two  colleges  Disney 
recruits  from  for  spring  semester  charac¬ 
ter  roles.  Students  are  required  to  attend 
the  presentation  in  order  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  for  the  next  day's  auditions  for 
available  roles. 

Roles  were  being  offered  to  under¬ 
graduate  students  for  employment  dur¬ 
ing  the  Spring  semester,  Feb.  9,  to  May- 
15,  1999.  The  roles  consist  of  employment 
positions  throughout  the  park,  not  just 
for  stage  or  character  performances,  but 
also  for  the  role  of  providing  the  "Disney 
experience"  to  park  visitors. 

The  day  after  the  presentation,  45  peo¬ 
ple  were  interviewed  for  the  regular  pro¬ 
gram,  while  55  auditioned  for  character 
parts.  Results  will  be  out  in  two  weeks 
from  interview  dates. 

The  job  interviews  included  height 
and  body  measurements  to  find  if  a  per¬ 
sons  body  is  adaptable  to  costuming  and 
role  requirements.  At  the  auditions,  par¬ 
ticipants  were  tested  on  their  ability  to  do 
movement  combinations  and  body  ani¬ 
mation,  as  some  characters  do  not  speak 
while  in  costume. 

Aproximately  150  people  attended  the 
two-hour  presentation  at  SRC  2800.  One- 
third  of  the  students  present  were  from 
local  area  colleges. 

Representatives  Holly  Hoffman  and 
Chuck  Schmelzer  outlined  the  roles  avail¬ 
able  and  the  three  components  to  the 
Disney  College  Program;  Learning, 
Earning  and  Living. 

Learning;  students  who  are  hired 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  face 
daily  challenges  at  Disney's  largest 
theme  park,  including  the  challenge  of 
always  being  "on." 

For  the  seekers  of  future  prosperity, 
and  something  to  hang  on  the  wall  that 
will  spark  conversations  for  years  to 
come,  are  Mousters  and  Ducktorate 
degrees,  recieved  after  sucessfully  com¬ 
pleting  seminars  and  elective  educational 
program  requirements.  These  degrees  are 
especially  important  to  those  who  may 
want  to  continue  employment  through 


the  advanced  internship  program. 

Earning  is  die  payback  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Pay  starts  at  $5.60  an  hour  for  a 
minimum  of  30  hours  and  possibly  50 
plus  hours,  some  positions  pay  slightly 
higher.  Most  of  the  students  from  last 
year's  program  said  they  had  the  chance 
to  work  overtime  more  than  once. 

Although  the  pay  borders  on  mini¬ 
mum  wage,  don't  be  discouraged, 
Disney  offers  anexcellent  opportunity  to 
meet  and  work  with  people  from  around 
the  world. 

Living;  Participants  get  to  live  near 
the  Walt  Disney  World  Resort  in  apart¬ 
ments  with  three  or  five  roommates.  Rent 
is  deducted  weekly  from  paychecks  and 
transportation  is  provided  to  and  from 
employee  work  stations. 

Fifteen  of  Disney's  past  employees 
were  here  to  talk  about  responsibilities 
and  experiences  they  had  while 
employed  at  the  park,  almost  all  seemed 
joyful  of  the  unique  experiences  they 
received  at  the  park  last  year. 

John  Rabiola,  a  COD  student  and 
past  participant  in  their  college  program, 
spent  five  months  working  as  a  merchan¬ 
diser  at  Walt  Disney  World  in  the  Epcot 
Center's  "Wonders  of  Life,"  during  what 
he  described  as,  "the  best  time  of  my 
life." 

John  came  back  from  Florida  with 
some  great  advice,  "people  have  to  learn 
to  apply  themselves,  work  towards  a 
goal  and  use  the  opportunities  offered 
them.  The  people  at  Disney's  college  pro¬ 
gram  gave  me  the  opportunity  and  I 
grabbed  it."  John  is  hoping  to  go  back  for 
an  advanced  internship. 

When  talking  about  their  jobs,  some 
of  last  years  participants  said  it  was  a 
cool  way  to  meet  people  from  around  the 
world  and  maybe  have  a  place  to  stay 
while  traveling  in  other  countries.  Also, 
they  said  the  roles  are,  "an  excellent 
opportunity  for  students  to  try  and  take 
advantage  of  now,  while  they  can,  COD 
will  always  be  here." 

The  upbeat  machine  that  is  Disney 
will  be  back  in  the  Spring  to  recruit  again 
for  the  fall  Semester.  So  get  ready,  all  of 
you  future  Disney-ites,  they'll  be  back. 

Over  50,000  castmembers  are 
employed  at  all  of  the  Disney  Parks, 
including  merchandisers,  attraction  nar¬ 
rators,  culinary  assistants,  hospitality  and 
other  roles.

What  you  should  know  about  your  candidates

The  upcoming  senate  elections, 
to  be  held  Nov.  16-18,  will  give  stu¬ 
dents  the  opportunity  to  voice  their 
opinions  through  voting. 

Students  will  get  the  chance  to 
vote  "yes"  or  "no"  for  13  new  senate 
positions  in  the  Student 
Government  Association  (SGA ). 

Students  should  be  familiar  with 
a  senator's  job  and  rules  of  election 
before  they  cast  their  all-  important 
vote. 

First,  students  will  be  voting  to 
elect  senator  positions  which  fulfill  a 
wide  range  of  job  responsibilities. 

According  to  the  Student  Survival 
Guide,  printed  by  the  SGA,  a  sena¬ 
tor's  job  is  to,  "help  develop  input 
into  policies  and  positions  relating 
to  academic  affairs  and  student  life 
through  the  development  of  senate 
legislation." 

In  other  words,  senators,  along 
with  the  rest  of  the  SGA,  protect  the 


rights,  interests  and  opinions  of  the 
student  body  when  dealing  with 
campus  affairs. 

Senate  candidates  have  to  meet  a 
number  of  requirements  in  order  to 
be  placed  on  the  ballet. 

Would  be  senators  must  be  stu¬ 
dents  with  at  least  six  credit  hours 
and  a  minimum  G.RA  of  2.0.  They 
must  also  submit  a  signed  petition 
by  at  least  100  people. 

Since  only  nine  students  turned 
in  their  petitions  by  the  Oct.  29, 
deadline,  four  senate  positions  could 
possibly  be  left  open  after  the  elec¬ 
tion.  This  also  means  the  nine  candi¬ 
dates  who  are  on  the  ballot  will  be 
running  uncontested. 

Senators  can  win  the  election  on 
a  majority  vote.  So  far,  since  the  can¬ 
didates  are  uncontested,  the  only 
way  candidates  will  not  be  elected  is 
if  their  "no"  votes  are  greater  then 
their  "yes"  votes. 

There  will  also  be  a  space  on  the 
ballot  for  write-in  candidates.  Write- 
in  candidates  must  meet  the  same 


requirements  that  a  balloted  candi¬ 
date  has  to  meet  and,  according  to 
the  SGA  by-laws,  "write-in  candi¬ 
dates  must  receive  at  least  one- 
fourth  of  the  lowest  number  of  votes 
of  a  balloted  candidate  in  order  to 
be  seated." 

The  elections  will  be  held  in  the 
plaza  of  the  SRC  building  and  in 
the  SRC  IC  foyer  across  from  the 
Public  Safety  office.  The  voting  will 
be  supervised  by  Angela  Estes,  the 
board  of  elections  commissioner, 
and  three  board  members  appointed 
by  Estes. 

The  board's  job  is  to  make  sure 
the  election  runs  smoothly.  The 
board  has  the  tedious  job  of  count¬ 
ing  the  ballots  after  the  polls  have 
closed  and  listening  to  all  the  dis¬ 
putes  and  appeals  during  and  after 
the  election. 

The  elections  were  originally  set 
for  Oct.  27-29,  but  were  postponed 
since  the  board  of  elections  was  not 
appointed  within  the  six-week  dead¬ 
line  prior  to  the  election  date  as 


mandated  in  the  by-laws. 

According  to  SGA  by-laws,  elec¬ 
tion  results  must  be  posted  within 
24  hours  after  the  election. 

The  board  will  hear  any  election 
disputes  up  to  two  days  after  the 
election. 

A  majority  vote  is  used  when 
judging  a  dispute,  and  the  elections 
commissioner  does  not  have  a  say  in 
the  matter. 

The  election  winners  will  be 
inaugurated  at 

2  p.m.  on  Dec.  2,  in  SRC  2800.  Each 
senator  will  hold  office  for  up  to  one 
year  unless  they  are  impeached  or 
step  down. 

It  is  the  students'  right  to  vote, 
since  all  students  are,  according  to 
the  Student  Survival  Guide,  "auto¬ 
matically  a  member  of  the  SGA." 

In  order  to  vote,  students  must 
have  a  student  I.D.  and  know  their 
social  security  number.  Students  are 
only  allowed  to  cast  one  vote,  but 
that  one  vote  can  make  a  difference.

In  one  of  those  back  rooms  of  the 
White  House  so  secret  that  even  the 
President  probably  doesn't  know  of 
its  existence,  the  hard-nosed  army 
general  and  the  Chief  of  Staff  assess 
the  casualty  reports  from  a  spate  of 
terrorist  bombings  in  New  York. 

Finally,  the  Chief  of  Staff  com¬ 
ments  wryly,  "They're  attacking  our 
way  of  life." 

It  is  that  one  line  of  dialogue  that 
Edward  Zwick's  "The  Siege"  wraps 
itself  around.  It  asks  us  how  far  we'd 
go  to  protect  that  selfsame  "way  of 
life." 

Denzel  Washington,  one  of  the 
most  talented  actors  working  today, 
teams  for  the  third  time  with  director 
Zwick  (after  "Glory"  and  "Courage 
Under  Fire"),  and  he  is  aided  by  a  tal¬ 
ented  cast  that  includes  Annette 
Bening  and  Bruce  Willis. 

The  impetus  for  the  film's  moral 
dilemma  begins  with  an  onslaught  of 
bombings  in  New  York  by  a  cabal  of 
Muslim  militants. 

This  prompts  a  governmental  dec¬ 
laration  of  martial  law  in  the  city. 
Soon  the  army  is  setting  up  concen¬ 
tration  camps  with  the  express  pur¬ 
pose  of  holding  Arab- Americans. 

The  parallels  to  the  government's 
similar  detention  of  Japanese- 
Americans  during  the  second  World 
War  are  clear  and  often  vivid. 

As  he  has  been  in  so  many  of  his 
other  roles,  Washington  is  the  moral 
center  of  the  piece.  The  actor  plays 
FBI  special  agent  Anthony  Hubbard, 
and  through  the  course  of  the  film  he 
is  forced  to  confront  the  very  defini¬ 
tion  of  patriotism. 

Does  loving  one's  country  mean 


doing  whatever  it  takes,  be  it  illegally 
detaining  or  even  torturing  its  citi¬ 
zens,  to  protect  it  (as  does  Willis' 
General  Devereaux)?  Or  does  it 
instead  mean  standing  up  for  what 
the  Constitution  represents? 

There  are  no  easy  answers,  and  to 
their  credit,  the  filmmakers  do  their 
best  to  tackle  the  situation  as  honest¬ 
ly  as  possible. 

Willis  adds  several  layers  to  a 
character  that  could've  easily  become 
one-note,  and  Bening  is  passable  as 
that  old  standby,  the  mysterious  CIA 
operative  who  knows  more  than 
she's  letting  on.  "Wings"  actor  Tony 
Shalhoub  is  a  likable  partner  for 
Washington  as  Farooq  "Frank" 
Haddad,  and  he  even  snares  some  of 
the  movie's  best  lines. 

However,  the  very  strength  of  the 
movie's  message  is  undercut  by  char¬ 
acterizations  of  Arabs  and  Muslims 
that  are  at  best  stereotypical  and  at 
worst  racist. 

From  the  opening,  the  statement  is 
clear.  A  tight  shot  of  a  Muslim  lead¬ 
ing  the  call  to  prayer  pans  out  to 
reveal  him  standing  atop  the  minaret 
of  a  mosque.  A  further  pan  reveals 
the  glistening  New  York  skyline.  The 
enemy  exists,  and  he  is  among  us. 

Naturally  it  would  be  naive  to  say 
that  religious  zealotry  does  not  exist, 
but  I  continually  found  myself  won¬ 
dering  whether  any  other  religious  or 
ethnic  groups  would  be  subjected  to 
such  a  blanket  condemnation. 

What  is  missing  from  "The  Siege" 
is  some  acknowledgement  that  these 
various  acts  of  violence  are  in  fact  the 
work  of  extremists. 

With  an  involving  story  and  light¬ 
ning  fast  pace,  "The  Siege"  is  a  taut, 
gripping  political  thriller  in  the  vein 
of  "The  Manchurian  Candidate." 

Unfortunately  the  movie's  igno¬ 
rant  portrayals  of  other  cultures 
while  espousing  a  message  of  broth¬ 
erhood  comes  across  as  not  a  little 
hypocritical.  B-

New  board 


officers  elected

The  board  of  trustees 
restored  the  football  program 
during  its  meeting  Tuesday 
night,  setting  a  precedent  for 
board  approval  on  future  sports 
decisions. 

Five  board  members  voted 
to  approve  the  motion  which 
reversed  last  year's  controver¬ 
sial  split-vote  that  eliminated 
the  program.  Discussions  about 
the  team  were  resurrected  after 
Trustees  Michael  McKinnon  and 
Jane  Herron  were  elected  last 
November. 

The  board  also  elected  new 
officers  for  a  one-year  term. 

Joseph  Morrisey  was  elected 
chairman,  replacing  William 
Bunge.  Carol  Payette  was  elect¬ 
ed  vice  chairman,  replacing 
Mary  Wuttke  Kranz. 

Several  board  and  audience  mem¬ 
bers  were  critical  of  the  addition  of 
the  football  topic  to  the  meeting  agen¬ 
da,  saying  there  was  insufficient 
notice  of  the  vote.  "It  came  as  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  all  of  us,"  said  Morrisey,  who 
after  assuming  leadership  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  as  chairman,  asked  each  board 
member  for  their  candid  feedback  on 
the  motion. 

Herron  asked  the  board  to  delay 
the  decision  for  one  month  to  allow 
time  to  gather  more  specific  informa-

tion  on  how  the  program  would 
impact  the  total  budget,  how  player 
academic  performance  would  be 
tracked  and  how  in-district  recruiting 
would  be  aided.  She  and  Kranz  also 
questioned  why  football  was  not 
included  in  the  comprehensive  athlet¬ 
ic  review  completed  last  month. 

In  response  to  Herron's  concerns. 
Athletic  Director  Ralph  Miller  said  the 
college  would  work  to  recruit  stu¬ 
dents  closer  to  campus,  but  acknowl¬ 
edged  out-of-district  recruits  would 
likely  be  needed.  "I  would  be  lying  to 
you  if  I  said  I  could  have  all  student 


athletes  come  from  in-district." 

Kranz  expanded  the  argument  for 
additional  review  time  on  the  budget 
issues  saying  she  couldn't  trust  the 
leadership  in  the  department. 
"$50,000  had  to  be  diverted  from  the 
bookstore  fund  (educational  fund)  to 
cover  national  travel  for  the  team," 
she  said.  "Last  month  the  teachers  bit 
the  bullet  and  now  its  going  to  be 
thrown  back  in  my  face." 

In  a  memo  to  President  Murphy,

Elevators  run  without  official  inspections

This  story  is  the  first  in  a 
series. 

Elevators  on  the  main 
campus  are  unregulated  by 
municipal,  state  or  federal 
authorities  for  elevator 
inspections. 

Joe  Buri,  director  of  cam¬ 
pus  services,  said  inspection 
certificates  don't  exist  for  the 
11  elevators  on  the  main 
campus.  The  documents 
used  to  be  issued  by  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Glen  Ellyn,  which  no 
longer  inspects  the  elevators. 
"They  used  to  come  out 
annually  but  they  don't  do  it 
anymore,"  Buri  said.  'They 
told  us  we  weren't  under 
their  jurisdiction." 

In  trying  to  explain  the 
procedure,  Buri  said  the  vil¬ 
lage  told  the  college's  chief 
engineer  to  call  the  county. 
County  officials  said  they 
weren't  responsible  for  the 
inspections  either  and  to  try 
the  state.  The  state  redirect¬ 
ed  the  the  chief  engineer 


"It's  a  nightmare,"  Buri 
said.  "We  are  a  state  agency, 
technically,  bound  by  state 
requirements  and  not  neces¬ 
sarily  Glen  Ellyn,  but  it's 
kind  of  a  grey  area." 

The  Courier  contacted  19 
officials  to  identify  which 
enforcing  body  the  certifi¬ 
cates  are  issued  by  and 
found  the  codes  and  regulat¬ 
ing  authority  unclear. 

Despite  all  this  confusion, 
the  college  has  a  monthly 
maintenance  agreement  with 
a  local  elevator  company 
with  which  it  has  contracted 
since  1995. 

The  contract  covers 
mechanical  repairs  and 
upkeep  ranging  from  door 
operations  to  the  machinery 
that  runs  each  cab. 

Separate  maintenance 
agreements  cover  COD'  s 
Westmont  and  Naperville 
regional  centers.  However, 
according  to  Buri,  these  cam¬ 
pus  facilities  are  inspected 
by  their  local  villages.

dated  Nov.  3,  Miller  estimated 
expenses  to  range  from  $71,000 
for  fiscal  year  '99  to  more  than 
$128,000  in  fiscal  year  '00. 

The  plan  assumes  the  hiring  of 
a  full-time  faculty  member  to 
serve  as  head  coach,  a  part-time 
employee  and  half-time  reassign¬ 
ment  of  an  athletics  trainer  to  the 
program.  Numerous  items  were 
not  calculated,  including  team 
travel,  insurance  and  administra¬ 
tion  costs. 

McKinnon,  who  had  been 
working  with  President  Murphy 
to  reinstate  the  team,  argued  to  let 
the  staff  handle  the  finances. 

But  it's  the  financial  details 
that  concerns  some  people.  "The

a  cap  on  our  budget,  but  now 
they  propose  a  budget  increase," 
Alberico  said.  "There's  only  one 
pot  and  it  can  only  be  divided  so 
many  ways."

The  budget  issue  also  concerns 
Student  Body  President  David 
Yorke.  "Travel,  insurance  and 
administration  costs  are  often  the 
most  expensive  items  and  they 
typically  come  out  of  the  student 
activities  fund,"  he  said.  "The 
fund  will  be  in  the  red  over  the 
next  five  years  because  of  lower 
enrollments  and  no  tuition 
increases." 

If  there  is  one  thing  everyone 
on  the  board  can  agreeon,  it's  that 
they  have  grown  weary  of  the 
subject. 

Board  members  stated  they 
were  tired  wanted  to  move  on.  "I 
had  hoped  by  making  the  motion, 
we  would  put  the  issue  to  rest 
and  not  put  time  into  any  more 
meetings,"  said  Payette.

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Media  panders  to  “idiot  culture”  says  Bernstein 


Carl  Bernstein 


"The  media  is  squandering  its 
power/'  said  Carl  Bernstein  when  he 
spoke  to  a  packed  house  at  the 
McAninch  Arts  Center  last  week. 

As  one  of  the  forefathers  of  inves¬ 
tigative  journalism,  Bernstein  spoke 
out  about  the  decline  of  the  media. 
"Journalists  are  not  willing  to  do  hard 
work,"  he  said.  "They  don't  have 
enough  courage  to  give  real  news." 

Expanding  on  a  1992  article  he 
wrote  for  the  New  Republic  called 
"Triumph  of  the  Idiot  Culture,"  the 
author  said  journalism  today  is  full  of 
celebrity  worship  and  manufactured 
controversy. 

"Rather  than  illuminate,  we  try  to 
cause  controversy  by  asking  provoca¬ 
tive  questions  designed  to  promote 
controversy,"  he  said. 

Bernstein  credits  Rupert  Murdoch 
with  bringing  on  the  demise  of 
American  journalism,  saying  "the 
gravest  threat  is  within  our  own 
industry." 

Instead  of  aspiring  to  the  journalis¬ 
tic  ideal  of  finding  the  "best  obtain¬ 
able  version  of  the  truth,"  he  said  the 
media  is  pandering  to  the  weird,  stu¬ 
pid  and  coarse. 

Rather  than  challenging  and 


informing  the  public,  he  said  pro¬ 
grams  such  as  Howard  Stern  and 
Jerry  Springer  rely  on  race-baiting 
and  manufactured  controversy, 
amounting  to  nothing  more  than  jour¬ 
nalistic  titillation. 

At  the  core  of  the  problem,  the 
author  said,  is  "the  pursuit  of  money 
at  the  expense  of  the  news  organiza¬ 
tion."  Two  good  examples  of  this 
transgression  were  the  O.J.  Simpson 
trial  and  Monica  Lewinsky  scandals. 

While  Bernstein  said  the  stories 
were  actually  covered  well  by  media, 
they  were  given  too  much  play  and 
emphasis.  He  said  the  Simpson  trial 
was  "a  great  crime  story,  but  became 
more  a  great  diversion." 

Bernstein  also  said  the  coverage  of 
the  Monica  Lewinsky  scandal  was 
first-rate  and  that  he  disagrees  with 
the  polls  saying  people  are  tired  of 
the  story  and  the  press  covered  it  too 
much.  "The  attorney  general  autho¬ 
rizing  the  investigation  of  the  presi¬ 
dent  is  real  news,"  he  said.  "But 
where  American  media  erred  was  in 
pandering  to  the  ratings." 

He  believes  24-hour  news  channels 
are  partly  to  blame,  saying  news  out¬ 
lets  have  abandoned  good  news  judg¬ 


ment.  "Rather  than  apportion  cover¬ 
age  to  other  stories  of  national  impor¬ 
tance,  cable  blanketed  its  coverage 
with  every  detail  of  the  Lewinsky 
investigation." 

His  recommendation  for  getting 
back  to  real  news  is  for  the  press  to 
change  focus  by  putting  news  back 
into  its  proper  context.  "There's  plen¬ 
ty  of  good  journalism  out  there  but 
it's  the  exception,  not  the  rule,"  he 
said. 

To  revive  the  media's  credibility  he 
said  takes  a  "degree  of  courage."  He 
said  the  press  should  send  reporters 
out  to  cover  welfare,  urban  school 
systems,  Bosnia  and  jails.  "Our  failure 
is  at  reasonable  debate  about  issues  of 
our  day,"  he  said. 

One  story  he  believes  has  been 
ignored  for  generations  is  Race. 
"Media  are  terrified  of  it,"  he  said. 
"They  are  afraid  of  being  incendiary." 

As  far  as  changing  the  public's 
appetite  for  amusement,  Bernstein 
said  people  need  to  read  smore,  espe¬ 
cially  young  people.  He  said  "If  they 
dealt  with  it  more  in  high  schools, 
made  it  more  a  part  of  people's  lives, 
people  might  be  more  concerned 
about  the  real  news."

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COD  experiences  blood  loss  for  a  worthy  cause

The  Health  and  Special  Services 
Department  at  COD  sponsored  a 
Blood  Drive  Nov.  3,  in  SRC  1024 A. 

Life  Source,  a  Glen  View,  II.  based 
company,  visits  COD  twice  a  year  to 
draw  much  needed  blood  from  vol¬ 
unteers. 

Participants  have  to  meet  a  series 
of  criteria  in  order  to  give  blood  to 
prove  volunteers  are  in  good  health 
and  their  blood  is  safe  for  others. 

Volunteers  must  be  in  good  shape 
and  weigh  over  110  pounds.  Their 
body  temperature  has  to  be  less  then 
99.5  degrees  and  their  pulse  rate  can't 
exceed  100  beats  per  minute. 
Volunteers  can't  have  blood  related 
diseases  and  must  have  a  high  iron 
count. 

After  the  volunteers  are  approved, 
one  pint  of  blood  is  drawn  from  the 
twelve  pints  the  human  body  con¬ 
tains. 

The  whole  process  takes  six  to 
seven  minutes.  According  to  Kelly 
Taylor,  a  Life  Source  phlebotomist. 


"Fifteen  percent  of  volunteers  have 
some  sort  of  reaction.  Some  people 
pass  out  and  others  get  light  headed. 
We  elevate  their  feet  and  apply  ice 
packs  and  within  5  to  10  minutes 
they're  feeling  okay." 

Volunteers  are  asked  to  wait  10  to 
15  minutes  before  they  leave.  They're 
given  juice  and  cookies  to  help  their 
bodies  restore  much  needed  nutri¬ 
ents. 

"It  takes  a  person  two  weeks  to 
completely  rejuvenate  all  of  their  bod¬ 
ies  fluid,"  said  Taylor.  This  is  why 
volunteers  can  only  give  blood  only 
once  every  56  days. 

The  blood  is  taken  back  to  the  Life 
Source  lab  and  tested  for  diseases  and 
other  blood  related  problems.  The 
good  blood  is- made  available  for  area 
hospitals  and  the  blood  which  cannot 
be  used  is  disposed  of. 

Volunteers  whose  blood  cannot  be 
used  are  notified  for  their  own  per¬ 
sonal  health. 

Life  Source  visits  COD  once  a 
quarter  to  draw  blood.  They  will 
visit  COD  again  on  Feb.  2,  of  '99  and 
then  again  on  May  11,  of  '99. 


When  Joe  Carpenter,  a  19-year-old 
COD  student  and  blood  donor,  was 
asked  why  he  donates  his  blood  he 


said,  "I  try  to  give  as  much  as  I  can. 
It's  an  easy  and  simple  thing  you  can 
do  to  help  a  fellow  man."-

The  Black  Student  Union  will  be 
holding  it's  annual  Kwanzaa  pro¬ 
gram  from  noon  to  1  p.m.

This  seven  day  event  is  an 
African  American  holiday,  which 
intertwines  African  traditions  with 
American  customs.

Day  One,  light  the  first  candle  and 
pay  tribute  to  the  unity  that  is  the 
foundation  of  the  family. 
Kujichagulia  (Self-Determination) 
Knowing  who  you  are  and  your  role 
as  you  journey  through  life.  Day 
Two,  light  the  second  candle  and 
honor  your  identity. 

Ujima  (Collective  Work  and 
Responsibility):  Through  unity  we 
must  build  and  maintain  our  com¬ 
munity.  Day  Three,  light  the  third 
candle  to  reaffirm  the  traditional  val¬ 


ues  of  generosity  and  cooperation. 
Ujamaa  (Cooperative  Economics) 
Build  and  maintain  businesses  using 
our  collective  economic  strength. 

Day  Four,  light  the  fourth  candle  to 
recommit  ourselves  to  supporting 
and  building  our  own  businesses. 
Nia  (Purpose):  Have  pride  in  our¬ 
selves  and  our  ancestry,  day  Five, 
light  the  fifth  candle  to  rededicate 
ourselves  to  preserving  and  appreci¬ 
ating  our  proud  heritage. 

Kuumba  (Creativity):  To  use  your 
individual  talents.  Day  Six,  light  the 
sixth  candle  and  learn  how  to  use 
your  talents  to  bring  harmony. 

Imani  (Faith):  Have  faith  inthe  peo¬ 
ple  around  you,  remember  your  his¬ 
tory  and  the  best  of  your  dreams  and 
aspirations  for  the  future.  Day 
Seven,  light  the  last  candle  and 
believe  that  we  can  transcend  and 
transform  our  difficulties  with 


thoughtful  actions. 

All  ethnic  groups  seek  acceptance 
in  society  and  their  place  in  the  uni¬ 
versal  order.  Each  group  demon¬ 
strates  its  interpretation  of  the 
human  experience  through  holidays. 

All  students,  who  want  to  get 
involved,  need  to  attend  the  celebra¬ 
tion  and  enjoy  the  laughter  of 
friends  as  we  honor  our  ancestors, 
kidnapped  African  men  and  women 
who  alone  built  part  of  this  country. 

We  celebrate  the  survival  of  their 
traditions  as  we  seek  a  deeper  pur¬ 
pose  to  life.  Finally,  as  we  are  sup¬ 
posed  to  celebrate  Kwanzaa  the  last 
week  of  the  year,  we  must  live  the 
teachings  each  moment  of  every  day.

Steve  Prefontaine  didn't  care  about 
the  rules.  No  one  could  stop  him 
from  what  he  was  meant  to  do.  No 
one  could  stop  him  from  running.  In 
the  early  '70s,  Prefontaine  exploded 
onto  the  American  athletic  scene  like 
some  human  torch.  He  blazed  a  trail 
on  the  track  that  left  his  competitors, 
not  to  mention  a  pile  of  distance 
records,  in  his  wake. 

It  seems  that  the  mystique  still  sur¬ 
rounding  Prefontaine  can  largely  be 
attributed  to  the  fact  that  he  died  in  a 
random  road  accident  in  1974  at  age 
24.  Like  Marilyn  Monroe  or  James 
Dean,  he  never  had  a  chance  to 
descend  into  mediocrity. 

It  is  this  mystique  that  has 
prompted  two  movies  chronicling  the 
runner's  life  in  as  many  years.  The 
first  was  "Prefontaine,"  starring  Jared 
Leto  and  R.  Lee  Ermey. 

However,  it  is  the  second  effort, 
director  Robert  Towne's  "Without 
Limits,"  that  emerges  as  the  superior 
work.  The  film  presents  a  wholeheart¬ 
ed  and  honest  look  at  Prefontaine  (or 
"Pre,"  as  he  was  popularly  known). 

Pre  had  a  supreme  confidence  that 
is  captured  perfectly  when  he  is 
shown  running  a  race  with  twelve 
stitches  in  his  foot.  After  winning  by 
leaps  and  bounds,  it  is  shown  that  he 
had  torn  open  his  foot,  leaving  it  a 
bleeding  mess. 

In  the  lead  role,  newcomer  Billy 
Crudup  ("Inventing  the  Abbots")  per¬ 
fectly  captures  the  dichotomy  that 
embodied  the  runner.  The  young 
actor  emerges  as  a  solid  and  gifted 
new  talent  in  a  role  that  was  at  one 
time  earmarked  for  producer  Tom 
Cruise.  While  Crudup  proves  a  wor¬ 
thy  choice  for  the  lead,  the  heart  and 
soul  of  the  piece  is  Donald  Sutherland 
as  Pre's  coach,  Bill  Bowerman. 

Sutherland's  Bowerman  is  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  patience  as  he  attempts  to 
hone,  train,  and  capture  in  a  bottle  the 
lightning  that  is  Prefontaine.  In  the 
process  they  develop  a  mutual  respect 
and  friendship  that  transcends  the 
typical  Sylvester  Stallone/Burgess 
Meredith  model  (shades  of  "Rocky"). 

Bowerman  was  the  only  one  who 
understood  that  to  Pre,  "Racing  was 
about  testing  the  limits  of  the  human 
heart." 

Before  his  death,  Prefontaine  had 
vowed  that  he  would  best  the  world 
record  at  the  upcoming  Olympics  in 
Montreal.  He  never  got  the  chance  to 
follow  through  on  this  promise.  Still, 
he  believed  he  could  do  it.  And  that 
was'all  he  needed.  B+

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Soccer  in  the  Playoffs

Into  his  twelfth  year  as  the  men's 
soccer  coach,  Jimmy  Kelly  has  gufd- 
ed  his  team  into  the  second  round  of 
the  playoffs. 

Going  into  their  second  round 
playoff  game  against  Moriane  Valley 
on  Nov.  11,  the  Chaparrals  have 
rolled  to  a  19-0-1  record.

The  entire  team  has  always  been 
a  hard  working  group.  Coach  Kelly 
explained  that,  "each  player  makes 
sacrifices  for  each  other,  and  work 


hard  for  each  other."  He  believes 
that  the  strong  point  in  the  year 
came  in  a  game  against  State  Fair 
College  where  the  Chaparrals  domi¬ 
nated  a  playoff  team  from  the  previ¬ 
ous  season.  At  that  point,  the  team 
seemed  to  have  gained  confidence. 

Kelly  played  for  the  Chicago 
Sting,  a  professional  soccer  team  that 
folded  in  the  early  eighties.  He  has 
also  played  for  teams  in  Toronto  and 
Tulsa,  with  COD  being  his,  first 
coaching  job.  After  he  had  retired 
from  soccer,  COD  was  the  first  col¬ 
lege  to  give  him  a  legitimate  shot  at 
coaching. 

Kelly  said  that  he  enjoys  the  chal¬ 
lenge  and  likes  working  with  new 
talent  every  year.  With  four  year  col¬ 
leges,  the  players  stay  with  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  awhile.  With  a  community 
college,  players  are  constantly  com¬ 
ing  and  going.  This  does  not  seem  to 
bother  Kelly,  who  enjoys  getting  new 
players. 

With  a  win  in  the  second  round  of 
the  playoffs,  the  Chaparrals  have  a 
chance  to  continue  in  pursuit  of  a 
title.  Kelly  feels  that  with  the  talent 
on  the  team  they  can  very  well  go  all 
the  way.

When  college  trustees  voted  to  reinstate  football 
last  week,  they  left  the  money  issues  up  to  admin¬ 
istrators  who  still  don't  know  how  they  will  pay 
for  it. 

Athletic  Director  Ralph  Miller  said  he  has  had 
preliminary  discussions  with  President  Murphy 
but  so  far  there's  no  total  resolution.  "McKinnon 
said  to  do  fundraising,  but  we're  already  doing 
that,"  Miller  said  about  the  trustee's  recommenda¬ 
tion.  Miller  believes  the  money  will  ultimately 
have  to  come  from  increasing  the  athletic  account 
in  the  student  activities  fund.  "It's  up  to  the  people 
above  me  to  figure  out  how  to  get  it  done,"  he  said. 

The  projected  costs  for  football  next  year  will  be 
$71,000  as  outlined  in  Miller's  Nov.  3  memo  to 
President  Murphy.  The  following  year,  the  costs

Elevator 
inspections 
to  resume 


New  NIU  business 
service  site  competes 
directly  with  COD

Northern  Illinois  University 
announced  last  week  it  would  build 
a  large  extension  center  in 
Naperville,  which  will  directly  com¬ 
pete  with  COD'S  Business  and 
Professional  Institute  (BPI). 

The  90,000-square-foot  facility 
will  become  the  permanent  space  for 
100  employees  in  NIU's  Business 
and  Industry  Services  (BIS)  unit, 
according  to  NIU  spokeswoman 
Melanie  Magara. 

The  new  unit  provides  special¬ 
ized  business  training  and  manage¬ 
ment  consulting  services,  including 
strategic  planning  and  business 
process  solutions.  It  has  an  average 
$7.5  million  in  annual  revenue, 
according  to  BIS  Executice  Director 
Mary  Rose  Hennessy. 

Although  the  announcement 
came  as  a  surprise  to  most  of  COD's 
high-ranking  officials,  BPI  Director 
John  Sygielski  was  not  fazed. 

He  said  NIU's  Oak  Brook  facility 
has  been  here  all  along.  "We  don't 
run  into  them  much  as  competitors," 
Sygielski  said.  "They  concentrate  on 
high  end  and  national  companies 
and  we're  dealing  with  companies 
locally." 

The  BPI  offers  courses  on  a  non¬ 
credit,  cost-recovery  basis,  meaning 
it  does  not  receive  reimbursement 
from  the  state  like  most  credit  cours¬ 
es  receive  at  COD. 

In  cases  where  COD  and  NIU 


directly  compete,  such  as  ISO  9000 
and  English  as  a  Second  Language 
courses,  Sygielski  said  COD  has  the 
lion's  share  of  management  and 
computer  training  in  the  area. 

He  also  said  the  college  is  budd¬ 
ing  relationships  with  other  educa¬ 
tional  providers  and  companies  to 
expand  computer-based  training. 

Hennessy  said  they  chose  the 
Naper  ille  site  because  a  number  of 
their  300  client  companies  are  in  the 
area  and  because  of  demand  for  a 
local  four-year  transfer  school. 

"We  get  about  20  phone  calls  a 
week  from  people  who  are  looking 
for  a  local  place  to  finish  their  four- 
year  degree,"  Hennessy  said.  "Our 
focus  is  adult  learners,  so  this  should 
be  an  enhancement  for  the  whole 
region." 

NIU  teaches  about  63  classes  in 
the  DuPage  area,  including  several 
at  COD,  some  at  high  schools  and 
others  at  rented  facilities. 

"Programs  we  teach  in  DuPage 
fall  into  two  categories:  master's 
programs  for  working  adults  or  con¬ 
tinuing  education  programs  that  are 
mostly  non-credit,"  Magara  said. 

Construction  for  the  center  will 
begin  next  February  on  an  11.2  acre 
site  on  Diehl  Road  west  of 
Naperville  Road. 

The  facility,  which  is  estimated  to 
be  about  equal  to  the  size  of  all  of 
West  Campus,  is  projected  to  open 
within  two  years.

Following  a  Courier  story  last 
week  that  revealed  campus  elevators 
had  not  been  officially  inspected  in 
six  years,  the  village  of  Glen  Ellyn 
agreed  to  resume  the  bi-annual 
checks. 

Campus  Services  Director  Joe 
Buri  said  Monday  he  reached  an 
agreement  with  the  village  to  re¬ 
establish  a  regular  inspection  cycle 
for  main  campus  elevators.  "We're 
glad  to  have  them  back  doing  the 
inspections  again,"  he  said. 

Buri  will  send  a  letter  to  the  vil¬ 
lage  this  week  to  formally  request 
the  inspections.  He  said  the  village 
will  have  all  the  elevators  certified 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

According  to  Buri,  the  last  inspec¬ 
tion  by  the  village  was  performed  in 
1992  after  a  disagreement  with  the 
college  over  regulatory  responsibili¬ 
ty.  The  village,  county  and  state  had 
each  denied  the  main  campus  eleva¬ 
tors  were  under  their  control. 

Elevators  in  the  Westmont  and 
Naperville  regional  centers  are 
inspected  by  their  local  villages. 

In  absence  of  official  checks  for 
campus  elevators,  the  college  has 
had  a  monthly  service  agreement 
with  Cicero-based  Anderson 
Elevator  Co. 

The  contract  includes  regular  pre¬ 
ventative  maintenance  checks  on  32 
items  and  service  calls  for  eight  pas¬ 
senger  and  five  freight  elevators.  The 
five-year,  $106,000  contract  runs 
through  Dec.  31,  2000  covers  13  ele¬ 
vators  on  the  main  campus.

are  estimated  to  rise  to  $128,000. 

The  current  budget  for  athletics  is 
$284,749  and  Miller  expects  to  raise 
another  $45,000  for  the  auxiliary  fund 
which  gives  him  a  total  budget  of 
more  than  $330,000.  So  far,  the 
department  has  spent  about  32  per¬ 
cent  of  the  budget. 

Of  the  anticipated  expenses,  bud¬ 
get  items  including  the  head  coach, 
trainer  and  major  equipment  costs 
will  be  paid  by  the  educational  fund. 
Those  items  will  cost  $48,500  in  fiscal 
year  2000  when  the  team  is  in  full 
operation  according  to  Miller. 

The  rest  of  the  line  items,  which 
total  more  than  $72,000,  are  to  come 
from  the  student  activities  fund.  In 
addition,  at  least  $30,000  are  ear¬ 


marked  for  bleacher  repair  in  FY 
1999,  which  will  come  from  the  col¬ 
lege's  building  budget. 

One  of  the  unknowns  is  how 
much  equipment  will  need  to  be  pur¬ 
chased  rather  than  reconditioned.  For 
example.  Miller  expects  the  team  will 
need  about  new  40  helmets  rather 
than  the  dozen  typically  purchased 
in  a  year. 

He  said  this  is  because  the  general 
certification  for  helmets  lasts  10  years 
but  they  must  be  re-certified  each 
year  to  meet  safety  standards. 

Because  the  helmets  have  been  in 
storage  for  more  than  a  year.  Miller  is 
unsure  how  the  helmets  will  rate  in 
their  inspections.  He  estimated  the 
cost  could  rise  as  much  as  $25,000  to 
replace  the  safety  gear.

A  Benedictine  University 
researcher  found  infectious  parasites 
in  goose  droppings  throughout 
DuPage  County,  making  the 
Autumn  flocks  more  than  a  nui¬ 
sance  on  camus  (see  related  story,  page 
15). 

The  microparasites,  called  giardia 
and  Cryptosporidium,  are  typically 
found  in  the  stool  of  infected  ani¬ 
mals  and  humans.  The  parasites 
can  spread  through  contact  with 
contaminated  food,  water  and 
objects  such  as  diapers,  toys  and 
shoes. 

Infection  is  a  concern  only  when- 


handling  droppings  or  carcassess 
according  to  Nancy  Gier,  spokesper¬ 
son  the  DuPage  County  Health 
Department. 

In  that  case,  Gier  said  basic 
hygiene  practices  help.  "It's  like 
changing  a  diaper,  so  you  have  to  be 
very  careful  in  handling  infected 
items,"  Gier  said. 

Common  symptoms  include  gas, 
stomach  cramps,  bloating,  nausea, 
persistent  or  periodic  diarrhea  and 
weight  loss. 

People  who  come  into  contact 
with  the  droppings  should  immedi¬ 
ately  wash  their  hands  thoroughly 
with  soap  and  water.  "We  can't 
overstate  the  importance  of  washing 
your  hands,"  Gier  said.

Getting  final  grades  made  easier

Students  can  now  receive  their 
grades  as  easily  as  picking  up  a 
phone. 

A  new  system  is  being  launched 
this  quarter  and  allows  students  to 
access  their  grades  with  a  phone 
call. 

You  only  need  be  armed  with 
your  social  security  number,  pin 
number,  year  and  quarter  for  which 
you  want  to  get  grades. 

The  pin  number  is  a  four-digit 
code  issued  by  the  registration  office 


each  quarter  with  registration 
appointments.  So  far,  the  pin  num¬ 
ber  is  a  rarely  used  device.  But  that 
may  soon  change.  "There  are  going 
to  be  more  reasons  to  memorize  the 
pin,"  said  Records  Office  Supervisor 
Juanita  Serafin. 

One  of  the  system's  advantages  is 
access  to  grades  while  early  registra¬ 
tion  takes  place,  according  to 
Director  of  Admission,  Registration 
and  Records  Sue  Blasi,  "The  system 
helps  students  plan  courses  for  the 
next  quarter,"  she  said. 

Other  benefits  of  the  system  are 


speed  and  reference.  With  the  sys¬ 
tem,  grades  are  available  the  day 
they  are  released  and  include  grades 
for  as  far  back  as  fall  quarter  1983. 

The  program  has  some  limits. 
Although  it  gives  the  grade  in  indi¬ 
vidual  classes,  cumulative  credits 
and  GPAs  are  only  available  on 
report  cards. 

The  last  completed  quarter  will 
be  available  to  students  Dec.  17,  the 
same  day  grades  are  mailed.  The 
program  is  available  on  the  self  reg¬ 
istration  number:  630-942-3555.

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Student  activities  takes  $100,000  hit  to  pay  for  football 


The  above  is  what  the  Courier 
headline  might  read  in  the  near 
future. 

CUT,  CUT...HIKE!!! 

Sound  familiar? 

The  football  team  has  been 
thrown  back  onto  the  field  by  COD'S 
Board  of  Trustees,  without  the  pub¬ 
lic's  ability  to  discuss  the  facts  and 
figures  involved  in  an  open  public 
forum  (in  non-compliance  with  the 
Board's  own  policy). 

Oh  sure,  they  snuck  it  into  the 
agenda  by  posting  the  change  exact¬ 
ly  48  hours  before  the  meeting  last 
week,  so  that  the  public  could  "be 
aware  of"  the  knowledge  in  order 
for  the  board  to  get  their  "appropri¬ 
ate"  response  from  the  public. 

Do  you  think  they  really  care 
about  the  students?  No,  they  only 
wanted  to  pacify  a  certain  member 
of  the  board... by  letting  him  play 
with  YOUR  money! 

But,  do  you  know  what  it  cur¬ 
rently  and  realistically  costs  to  have 
a  group  of  athletes  running  back  and 
forth  on  a  grassy  field  trying  to  catch 
what  used  to  be  an  inflated  cow's 
bladder?  Do  you  know  what  it  is 
going  to  cost  US? 

You  see,  to  validate  the  re-instate- 
ment  of  the  team,  a  certain  board 
member  passed  the  buck  on  some  of 


the  (f) actual  costs,  including  team 
travel  costs.  He  also  failed  to  include 
known  and  accessible  monetary 
amounts  in  order  to  make  the  foot¬ 
ball  program  seem  low-cost  and  eas¬ 
ily  attainable.

Who  are  they  trying  to  rip  off 
here?  There  are  only  three  local  com¬ 
petitors  in  the  conference  for  the 
football  team  to  face.

Hmmm...  let's  see.. .round-trip  travel 
for  eighty  people,  $2,400...  multiply 
by  five  games,  $12,000. ..hmmm... 

Is  my  math 
right? 

Ten  games  for  $183,000.  Does  this 
seem  right  to  you?  That's  $18,300  per 


game.  Must  be  nice  to  be  able  to 
THROW  that  kind  of  money  around. 

Now,  where  is  this  money  going 
to  be  coming  from,  our  own  Student 
Activities?  Due  to  no  football  team 
last  year,  the  athletics  portion  of  the 
Student  Activities  budget  was  in  the 
black  for  the  first  time  at  the  end  of 
last  year. 

Where  are  they  going  to  come  up 
with  the  cash,  rob  the  students, 
whom  they  are  here  to  support? 

Hmmm.. .hey.  I've  got  an  idea. 
Private  industry!  Let  them  finance 
their  football  operations  through 
advertising  and  sponsorship.

This  is  a  two-year  institu¬ 
tion  and  students  don't  live  on  cam¬ 
pus,  therefore,  students  don't  care 
what  goes  on  here,  unless  of  course 
it  involves  free  food.  So  much  for 
corporate  sponsorship  bailing  the 
TEAM  out. 

Now,  who  will  sponsor  the 
team?  How  about  the  Board  of 
Trustees?  They  all  have  excellent, 
well  paying  careers.  THEY  want  it  so 
bad,  THEY  can  pay  for  it.

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Dear  Editor: 

We  are  writing  to  you  to  express 
our  concern  regarding  the  represen¬ 
tative  process  here  at  College  of 
DuPage.  In  many  meetings 
between  top  administrators  and 
constituency  heads,  we  have  always 
been  impressed  with  how  seriously 
the  viewpoint  of  each  part  of  the 
college  community  has  been  taken 
in  developing  and  revising  the  poli¬ 
cies,  plans  and  procedures  by  which 
the  college  runs. 

On  the  night  of  Tuesday,  Nov. 

10,  that  delusion  was  shattered  by 
the  one  body  we  would  expect  to 
uphold  the  principles  of  representa¬ 
tion,  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

By  reinstating  the  football  pro¬ 
gram,  the  Board  overstepped  its 
bounds  as  a  policy  making  body 
into  the  realm  of  micro-managing 
specific  programs. 

Additionally,  they  ignored  not 
only  the  concerns  of  the  students 
and  faculty,  but  also  the  very  same 
reasons  the  program  was  cut  in  the 
first  place. 

They  stated  that  the  President 
and  Athletic  Director  should  figure 
out  the  details.  How  can  they  possi¬ 
bly  believe  that  the  same  people 
who  found  the  program  so  beyond 
repair  and  rehabilitation  as  to  abol¬ 
ish  it  can  find  untried  ways  to 
ensure  in-district  participation  and 
the  academic  progress  of  partici¬ 


pants? 

Beyond  a  statement  of  the  ridicu¬ 
lousness  of  the  Board's  actions,  it  is 
important  to  note  that  the  Board 
has  acted  contrary  to  its  own  policy. 

We  speak  specifically  of  Board 
Policy  1001,  the  first  policy  in  the 
Board  Policy  Manual,  which  states, 
"Every  affected  constituency  of  the 
college  has  the  right  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  pertaining  to.. .policy  to 
the  Board." 

We  can  only  take  this  to  imply, 
"but  only  when  it  doesn't  get  in  the 
way  of  what  the  board  wants."

Policies  are 
dynamic  and  may  change  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  needs  of  the  college 
community  within  the  context  of 
the  college  mission.  Every  affected 
constituency  of  the  college  has  the 
right  to  make  recommendations 
pertaining  to  that  policy  to  the 
Board  through  the  president. 


Dear  Editor: 

Regarding  the  survey  of  students' 
opinions  of  the  food  in  the  cafeteria 
(23  Oct.  issue),  1  would  like  to 
respond  by  saying  that  I  realize 
"De  gustibus  non  disputandum  est." 

In  some  circles  that's  a  rather 
well  known  Latin  saying  which 
means  "Regarding  matters  of  taste, 
there  can  be  no  dispute."  In  other 
words,  I  do  understand  that  some¬ 
body  might  like  a  particular  dish  in 
the  cafeteria,  and  somebody  else 
might  not  like  that  same  dish. 

However,  I  would  like  to  come  to 
the  defense  of  the  cafeteria  by  say¬ 
ing  that  current  students  may  not 
know  what  the  food  was  like  here 
as  recently  as  three  or  four  years 
ago,  and  compared  to  that  they 
might  not  realize  what  an  improve¬ 
ment  the  food  in  the  cafeteria  is 
now. 

Furthermore,  some  of  the  main 
dishes  in  the  cafeteria— in  my  taste 
buds'  opinion— are  delicious  and 
occasionally  creative.  When  there's 
fresh  fish,  that's  got  to  be  better 
than  if  there  were  only  previously 
frozen  fish. 

When  Asian  dishes  with  fresh 
ingredients  are  made  to  order  in  a 
wok,  that's  got  to  be  better  than 
"out  of  a  can." 

When  meat  or  turkey  is  carved 
from  the  original,  that's  got  to  be 
better  than  processed  "mystery 


meat."  As  for  creativity,  have  you 
ever  seen  sweet  potatoes  breaded 
with  crumbled  potato  chips  and 
ginger  snaps  anywhere  else? 

Again,  maybe  you  don’t  like 
sweet  potatoes  in  the  first  place  or 
done  like  that,  but  I  believe  you 
have  to  give  them  the  nod  for  cre¬ 
ativity— when  school  cafeteria  food 
could  simply  be  boring. 

Yes,  it's  all  a  matter  of  taste,  but 
within  the  boundaries  of  what  one 
may  expect  from  a  college  cafeteria, 

I  think  one  can  be  somewhat  more 
objective  about  the  matter  and  come 
to  the  conclusion,  as  I  do,  that  the 
food  in  the  cafeteria  is  often  surpris¬ 
ingly  good. 

Finally,  as  for  the  "fast  food" 
menu  in  the  cafeteria  which  some 
may  believe  is  all  they  can  afford,  it 
would  seem  roughly  comparable  to 
what's  available  elsewhere. 

Then  the  question  becomes:  Is  the 
fast  food  bad  or  improperly  pre¬ 
pared?  If  not,  then  what's  the  com¬ 
plaint? 

Oh,  I  see,  it's  cool  to  complain. 
What  self-respecting  student  would 
say  a  good  word  about  cafeteria 
food?  ...  never  mind.

With  the  increasing  use  of  the 
internet  in  society,  there  is  a  drive  to 
put  restrictions  on  the  material  it  con¬ 
tains.  The  question  is,  what  should  be 
restricted? 

COD  is  forced  to  deal  with  this 
question  because  it  offers  students  a 
free  place  to  access  the  internet. 

Students  are  given  use  of  an  unfil¬ 
tered  system  with  a  vast  amount  of 
information.  Pornography,  among 
other  controversial  information,  can 
be  accessed  with  a  few  clicks  of  the 
mouse. 

Is  pornography  wrong  to  view?  Is 
it  taboo?  For  some,  yes  it  is,  for  oth¬ 
ers,  no  it  is  not. 

The  library  and  Academic 
Computing  Center  (ACC)  both  offer 
students  a  place  to  access  information 
using  the  internet. 

Both  centers  set  a  few  restrictions 
established  by  the  college,  some 
which  are  directed  towards  children. 

In  the  library  patrons  under  the 
age  of  15  must  be  accompanied  by  an 


with  students  viewing  porn,  but  Zeit 
feels  his  staff  shouldn't  be  in  charge 
of  "policing  that  type  of  thing." 

The  Communication  Decency  Act 
was  set  up  in  1996  to  make  pornogra¬ 
phy  disappear  off  the  internet.  This 
law  was  rejected  by  Congress  because 
it  violated  citizens  first  amendment  - 
rights.  The  internet  and  its  materials 
are  deemed  legal  under  the  Freedom 
of  Speech. 

Some  public  libraries  and  schools 
are  using  filtering  programs  to  block 
out  cyber-porn  but  they  are  not  fool¬ 
proof. 

When  students  were  asked  if 
pornography  should  be  banned  from 
school  computers,  a  large  number  of 
the  students  answered  yes. 

The  students  answers  disagree 
with  the  First  Amendment.  This 
implies  several  questions.  If  the  inter¬ 
net  is  to  be  regulated  who  will  decide 
whose  responsibility  it  is  to  do  so? 
Who  will  be  the  one  to  decide  who 
can  tell  us  what  we  can  and  cannot 
view?  Finally,  do  you  even  want  to  be 
restricted?

The  policy 
states,  "Displaying 
of  sexually  sugges¬ 
tive  objects  or  pic¬ 
tures  could  be  in 
violation  of  State  or 
Federal  obscenity 
laws." 

This  means  stu¬ 
dents  are  not  pro¬ 
hibited  from  using 
the  library's  com¬ 
puters  unless  they 
are  committing  an 
illegal  act,  such  as 
viewing  child  pom. 

The  library  gives  students  who  use 
the  computers  for  research  and  school 
work  priority  over  students  who  use 


Pornographic  web 
accessed  through 


the  internet  for  entertainment. 

Because  the  library  regards  itself 
as  a  public  institution,  they  believe 
good  judgement  should  be  practiced 
in  order  not  to  offend  others.  It  does 
not  control  the  content  of  the  material 
available  on  the  net.  Users  are  cau¬ 
tioned  to  use 
computers  at 
one's  own  risk.

.  The  mouth-watering  smell  of 
carved  turkey,  the  refreshing  taste  of 
corn,  the  wonderful  oven  baked  rolls, 
the  flavorful  stuffing,  the  deep  red 
color  of  cranberries  and  of  course, 
pumpkin  pie  with  a  whip  cream  top- 
ping. 

These  are  all  dishes  which  recall 
memories  of  Thanksgiving;  but  is  this 
all  Thanksgiving  is  really  about? 
History  shows  there  is  much  more  to 
Thanksgiving  than  turkey  and  pump¬ 
kin  pie. 

The  Pilgrims  experienced  an 
extensive  sixty-five  day  trip  aboard 
the  Mayflower.  They  finally  ended 
their  travels  on  Nov.  21, 1620  when 
they  dropped  anchor  in  Province 
town  Harbor.  The  Pilgrims  did  not 
settle  Plymouth  Rock  until  Dec.  11, 
1620. 

During  the  winter  of  1620-'21,  the 
Pilgrims  suffered  a  great  deal.  Half  of 
passengers  from  the  Mayflower  died 
in  the  fall  and  many  died  in  the  win¬ 
ter.  Even  though  the  losses  were  great 
historians  describe  the  season  as 
being  mild. 

William  Bradford,  historian  and 
later  governor  of  Plymouth 
Plantation,  described  the  conditions 


of  the  Pilgrims  first  December  as 
being  a  very  cold,  snow  covered  win¬ 
ter. 

Not  only  did  a  numerous  number 
of  Pilgrims  die  that  winter  but  the 
rest  of  the  Pilgrims  were  starving. 
Jane  Wu,  Assistant  Professor  of 
History  at  COD  commented,  "the 
Pilgrims  stole  from  the  Indians.. .but 
the  Indians  were  nice  and  taught  the 
Pilgrims  how  to  survive." 

The  Pilgrims  explored  the  area  and 
discovered  the  Indians  had  plentiful 
crops. 


lasted  for  three  days. 

The  feast  included  many  delicacies 
of  the  time.  They  ate  fish,  clams,  lob¬ 
ster,  watercress,  plums,  berries,  dried 
fruit  and  venison.  It  is  uncertain  if 
wild  turkey  was  part  of  pilgrim's 
feast.  We  do  know  Governor  William 
Bradford  "sent  four  men  fowling,"  to 
hunt  for  wild  ducks  and  geese. 

Unfortunately,  the  Thanksgiving 
feast  was  not  repeated  the  succeeding 
year. 

A  special  Thanks  was  given  when 
in  1623  a  severe  drought  hit  the 


The  Indians  did  not  take  their 
stolen  food  back  from  the  Pilgrims. 
The  Indians  were  very  kind.  They 
graciously  taught  the  Pilgrims  how  to 
survive  by  planting  crops  using  dead 
fish. 

Thanks  to  the  Indians,  the  Pilgrims 
harvest  of  1621  was  bountiful.  The 
remaining  colonists  wanted  to  cele¬ 
brate  with  a  feast,  along  with  ninety- 
one  Indians  who  had  helped  the 
Pilgrims  survive  the  year  before.  The 
well  enjoyed  first  Thanksgiving  feast 


Pilgrims.  The  Pilgrims  congregated 
together  in  prayer  for  rain.  The  next 
day  a  long  and  steady  rain  followed. 
Governor  Bradford  proclaimed  anoth¬ 
er  day  of  Thanksgiving  and  again 
invited  the  Indians. 

Until  June  29, 1676  there  wasn't 
another  Thanksgiving  feast.  But  in 
October  of  1777,  it  was  the  first  time 
all  thirteen  colonies  joined  together  in 
a  thanksgiving  celebration. 

During  his  presidency,  George 
Washington  tried  to  proclaim  a 


national  day  of  Thanksgiving  but  the 
nation's  people  did  not  permit  it. 
They  thought  the  misfortunes  of  a 
few  Pilgrims  did  not  deserve  a 
national  holiday. 

It  was  a  magazine  editor  whose 
forty  year  efforts  eventually  led  to 
our  national  day  of  Thanksgiving. 
Sarah  Josepha  Hale,  wrote  numerous 
editorials  and  letters  to  governors  and 
presidents  until  1863. 

In  a  long  awaited  proclamation. 
President  Lincoln  declared  the  last 
Thursday  in  November  to  be  a 
national  holiday  of  Thanksgiving. 

Since  then,  the  date  has  been 
changed  only  once.  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt  changed  Thanksgiving  to 
the  third  Thursday  in  November 
because  he  wanted  to  create  a  longer 
Christmas  shopping  season.  To 
Roosevelt's  dismay  he  had  to  move 
Thanksgiving  back  to  it's  original 
date  two  years  later  due  to  public 
uproar. 

So  when  you  sit  down  for 
Thanksgiving  dinner  try  to  remember 
and  reflect  upon  how  this  wonderful 
holiday  came  about.  Give  thanks  and 
joy  to  your  own  "Indians  and 
Pilgrims."  The  ones  who  have  taught 
and  given  to  you,  not  only  knowl¬ 
edge,  but  the  joy  of  life. 


Geese  Police  rid  COD  of  Geese  Population

In  the  past  few  years  the  Canadi¬ 
an  geese  population  has  grown  to  a 
massive  size  in  DuPage  county. 

Corporations,  towns  and  schools 
are  trying  anything  in  their  means  to 
get  the  geese  off  their  property. 

COD  is  one  of  the  places  where  the 
geese  population  has  risen  to  a  trou¬ 
blesome  size.  The  geese  freely  roam 
the  six  lakes  and  surrounding  fields 
of  COD. 

In  order  to  rid  COD  of  the  geese  in 
a  humane  way,  the  college  has 
employed  the  Naperville  based  com¬ 
pany,  Geese  Police,  to  do  the  job. 

Geese  Police  is  a  franchise  based  in 
Howell,  New  Jersey,  which  has  been 
in  business  for  13  years.  Vid  Rapsys  is 
the  first  year  head  of  the  Naperville 
branch.  He  patrols  COD,  along  with 
many  other  businesses  and  schools, 
on  a  daily  basis. 

Geese  Police  use  trained  working 
border  collies  to  scare  the  unwel¬ 
comed  visitors  off  the  property. 

Recently  the  geese  have  come 
under  controversy  when  a 


Benedictine  University  researcher 
found  infectious  parasites  in  their 
feces. 

This  is  just  on  of  the  reasons  why 
geese  are  a  nuisance. 

According  to  Rapsys,  the  geese, 
"damage  the  grounds  by  eating  up  all 
the  grass  near  and  around  the  ponds. 
This  starts  an  early  erosion  around 
the  lake.  The  geese  also  cause  traffic 
accidents  and  become  very  aggressive 
when  mating." 

The  geese  leave  feces  every  where 
they  go.  The  grounds  around  the 
COD  football  stadium  are  littered 
with  piles  geese  of  feces. 

The  two  border  collies  Rapsys 
uses.  Midge  and  Cap,  are  trained  for 
sheep  herding.  "The  border  collies 
chase-drive  is  based  on  stalking 
rather  then  other  types  of  dogs,  who 
strictly  retrieve  and  point,"  he  said. 

This  makes  the  collies  more  effec¬ 
tive  in  scaring  the  geese  away  because 
the  geese  feel  they  are  being  hunted. 

The  collies  act  as  a  natural  preda¬ 
tor  to  the  geese  which  in  this  area 
would  be  a  coyote  or  fox. 

Rapsys  states  his  first  concern  is 
for  the  safety  of  the  dogs.  Don't

worry,  the  geese  don't  get  hurt.  The 
dogs  are  trained  not  to  attack  the 
geese  but  to  herd  them. 

"The  dogs  never  get  the  chance  to 
herd  the  geese  because  they  always 
fly  away  before  the  dog  get  close," 
said  Rapsys.

Furthermore  Rapsys  states,  "the 
geese  natural  instinct  is  to  protect 
itself,  that  is  why  they  fly  away." 

Rapsys  has  a  five  week  contract 
with  COD  but  said  it  takes  six  to  eight 
weeks  to  really  scare  the  geese  from 
coming  back.

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Health  and  Special  Services  offers  flu  vaccination

It's  the  time  of  year  when  the  cold  midwest  win¬ 
ters  begin  to  freeze  DuPage  county  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  surrounding  area.  Along  with  winter, 
arrives  the  holiday  season  and  crunch  time  for 
COD  students. 

This  is  the  time  when  students  are  frantically 
studying  for  final  exams  in  their  fall  classes.  With 
all  the  commotion  this  time  of  year  brings,  what 
students  and  faculty  need  least  is  something  which 
will  slow  them  down. 

The  influenza  virus,  commonly  know  as  the  flu, 
is  one  such  problem  students  have  to  deal  with. 

According  to  the  National  Institute  of  Allergy 
and  Infectious  Diseases  (NIAID),  20  to  50  percent 
of  the  U.S.  population  is  affected  every  winter.  This 
means  a  large  number  of  the  student  population 
feels  some  symptoms  of  the  flu  virus  during  the 
year. 

Those  symptoms  include  a  fever  of  102  to  104 
degrees,  a  prominent  headache,  severe  aches  and 
pains  and  a  2  to  3  week  period  of  fatigue,  weak¬ 
ness  and  extreme  exhaustion. 

Flu  related  symptoms  are  also  the  cause  of 
30,000  deaths  each  year  according  to  Anne  Marie 


Logan  a  registered  nurse  at  Health  and  Special 
Services. 

All  these  reasons  are  why  Health  and  Special 
Services  offer  flu  vaccinations  for  the  COD  commu¬ 
nity. 

The  vaccinations  cost  five  dollars  for  all  stu¬ 
dents,  staff  and  faculty.  Benefited  staff  receive  the 
vaccinations  for  free. 

The  vaccinations  are  given  by  a  registered  nurse 
and  take  less  then  five  minutes  to  be  administered. 

According  to  the  NIAID  the  vaccine  prevents 
the  influenza  virus  from  taking  hold  of  young 
adults  70  to  90  percent  of  the  time.  The  vaccination 
is  not  as  affective  in  older  adults  but  drastically 
reduces  the  severity  of  the  symptoms. 

People  often  wonder  if  the  vaccine  will  make 
them  sick.  Logan  states,  "you  can  get  a  little  sick 
for  one  or  two  days  but  since  it  is  an  inactivated 
disease  the  symptoms  will  go  away." 

The  NIAID  states  some  people  should  avoid  the 
vaccination.  People  who  suffer  allergies  to  eggs  and 
are  affected  by  bronchitis  or  pneumonia  should 
consult  with  their  family  doctor  before  getting  the 
flu  shot.  Those  who  have  high  fevers  should  also 
talk  to  a  doctor  before  receiving  the  vaccination. 

Since  the  flu  season  starts  from  December  and 
lasts  until  March,  it  is  smart  to  get  vaccinated

between  the  months  of  October  and  November. 
Health  and  Special  Services  has  a  limited  number 
of  vaccinations  so  first-  come,  first-  serve.

I  have  been  awed  by  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  beautiful  families,  -moms 
dads,  children  and  grandparents, 
who  revere  America's  history  and 
visit  Washington  each  year. 

Therefore,  I  have  often  asked 
myself-  with  all  this  going  on  for 
us,  why  doesn't  Congress  and  the 
White  House  produce  a  better  prod¬ 
uct.  or  at  least  do  it  in  a  more  effi¬ 
cient  and  sensible  way? 

Unfortunately,  each  of  our  two 
political  parties  often  approach 
problem-solving  by  first  asking, 
"what's  in  it  for  us?"  rather  than,

All  in  all,  the  Poetry  Night 
seemed  to  go  well  and  hopefully 
will  be  a  harbinger  of  more  Poetry 
Readings  here  at  COD  in  the  near 
future.

Before  "Titanic,"  the  idea  of  a 
three  hour  love  story  would've  been 
laughed  out  of  every  pitch  session  in 
Hollywood.  Then  along  came  the 
Ship  That  Cameron  Built,  and  studio 
heads  realized  there  was  a  vast  audi¬ 
ence  of  pubescent  girls  ready  to  eat 
up  scene  after  scene  of  gorgeous  peo¬ 
ple  making  goo-goo  eyes  at  each 
other  and  getting  it  on.  Enter  Martin 
Brest's  "Meet  Joe  Black." 

What  I  find  interesting  is  that 
1934's  "Death  Takes  a  Holiday,"  the 
inspiration  for  "Joe  Black,"  barely 
clocks  in  under  80  minutes.  Of  course 
the  original  didn't  have  Brad  Pitt.  Or 
Claire  Forlani.  Or,  for  that  matter,  the 
promise  of  Brad  Pitt  and  Claire 
Forlani  "doing  it." 

However,  if  it's  the  movie's  love 
story  aspect  that  makes  it  the  most 
marketable,  it's  this  same  angle  that 
bogs  it  down  and  keeps  it  from 
becoming  something  more. 

Anthony  Hopkins  plays  million¬ 
aire  tycoon  Bill  Parrish,  haunted  of 
late  by  mysterious  voices.  Death,  he 
soon  learns,  is  coming  for  him.  And 
it  turns  out  he  looks  remarkably  like 
Brad  Pitt. 

Wishing  to  learn  more  about  this 
thing  we  call  life,  the  Reaper  has 
taken  the  body  of  a  recently  deceased 
young  man  (Pitt),  and  chosen 
Hopkins  as  his  guide.  In  exchange. 
Death  agrees  to  delay  the  million¬ 
aire's  own  impending  death. 

The  heavy  breathing  kicks  into 
high  gear  when  Death,  adopting  the 
all-purpose  monicker  of  Joe  Black,  is 


introduced  to  Parrish's  daughter 
Susan  (the  always  luminous  Forlani). 
Lots  of  puppy  dog  eyes  and  lingering 
smooches  ensue. 

Pitt,  forever  saddled  with  People 
magazine's  dubious  distinction  of 
"Sexiest  Man  Alive"  a  few  years 
back,  has  been  trying  for  some  time 
now  to  prove  that  he  is  more  than  a 
pretty  face.  His  Oscar  nominated 
turn  in  "12  Monkeys"  speaks  vol¬ 
umes  about  the  young  actor's  abili¬ 
ties 

Still,  he  seems  unsure  how  exactly 
to  play  Joe  Black.  His  reactions  to 
everyday  situations  (like  an  acquired 
taste  for  peanut  butter)  are  somewhat 
endearing,  but  he  never  comes  across 
as  anything  more  than  a  variation  on 
"Starman"  actor  Jeff  Bridges. 

Pitt's  Death  only  really  comes, 
well,  alive  in  his  interaction  with 
Hopkins.  He  evinces  a  wry,  ironic 
streak  that  suits  the  character  perfect¬ 
ly.  As  Parrish  grows  visibly  angered 
over  his  fate.  Black  icily  comments, 
"Calm  down  Bill.  You'll  give  your¬ 
self  a  heart  attack  and  ruin  my  vaca¬ 
tion."  It's  droll,  but  it  works. 

"Meet  Joe  Black"  marks  the  latest 
in  a  succession  of  strong  turns  by 
Hopkins.  More  than  even  Pitt,  the 
film  serves  as  a  showcase  for  the  ver¬ 
satile  and  talented  Oscar  winner. 

With  its  hefty  running  time,  "Joe 
Black"  almost  fails  to  justify  its 
length.  But,  despite  a  somewhat 
forced  ending  that  almost  under¬ 
mines  the  movie's  initial  impact,  the 
movie  is  saved  by  Hopkins'  bravura 
turn. 

Still,  there  is  a  prurient  charm  in 
watching  Pitt  and  Forlani  act  out 
their  scenes  together.  Soppy  love 
story  or  not,  I  can  think  of  worse 
people  to  watch  getting  it  on.  B

I  think  this 
may  very  well  be  the  film  that  started 
my  "rebellious"  stage. 

The  most  controversial  and  innov¬ 
ative  thing  about  this  movie  is  per¬ 


haps  what  made  it  an  unconventional 
classic  —  it  breaks  with  nearly  every 
tradition  in  conventional  film-making 
—  mostly  due  to  fantastic  editing  by 
Donn  Cambern  and  Dennis  Hopper's 
enigmatic  directing. 

The  heroes,  Wyatt  (aka  Captain 
America)  and  Billy  (Fonda  and 
Hopper)  decide  to  follow  their  dream 
and  hop  on  their  choppers  (custom 
made  radical-looking  motorcycles) 
and  tour  America  from  California  to 
the  Mardi  Gras  in  New  Orleans. 

They  pick  up  Jack  Nicholson  and  the 


three  ride  out,  looking  for  adventure. 

Watch  for  the  360-degree  panning 
shot  in  the  hippie  commune  --  a 
modern-day  symbolism  of  the 
Pilgrim's  first  Thanksgiving;  and  an 
innovative  scene-cutting  technique 
known  as  'flash  cross-cutting'  used 
throughout  the  film:  a  staccato  transi¬ 
tion  of  quick  cutting  back  and  forth 
from  one  seen '  to  the  other  to  create 
a  sense  of  synchronicity.

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STUDENT  MAKES  HER  MARK

Kimono  shapes,  hand-stamped 
images  and  non-objective  abstract 
forms  blend  with  a  palette  of  colour. 

These  are  the  images  of  Evelyn 
Ecale  Schultz,  better  known  in  the  art 
world  as  just  Ecale  (EEE-cale). 

Like  Erte',  who  used  the  French 
pronunciation  of  his  initials,  Evelyn 
signs  all  her  art  work  just  Ecale,  in 
big  bold  sweeps,  bespeaking  an 
underlying  confidence  in  herself  and 
her  art. 

Having  studied  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  Champaigne-Urbana  from 
1949-1953,  Ecale  came  to  College  of 
DuPage  after  having  raised  seven 
children.  She'll  be  sixty-eight  this 
year. 

She  declares  most  of  her  artistic 
influences  as  "Life  experiences"  -- 
old  post  cards  from  France  and 
Germany,  where  her  parents  immi¬ 
grated  from;  an  old  and  tattered  train 
ticket  —  items  of  sentiment  or  sou¬ 
venir  that  she's  carefully  pasted  onto 
the  piece  to  create  a  collage'  of  mind- 
boggling  almost  three-D  effect. 

In  one  instance,  a  mixed  media 
collage'  entitled  "Meeting  at  the  Train 
Depot",  we  see  the  actual  train  tick¬ 
ets  hidden  within  the  abstract  land¬ 
scape  of  the  piece. 

The  composition  seems  almost 
reminiscent  of  a  child's  elaborate 
train  set  or  even  a  distorted  and 
almost  surreal  bird's-eye  view  of  an 
actual  train  depot.  There  is  imagery 
of  the  train  tracks  and  even  the  colors 
have  a  certain  heavy  steam-engine- 
smoke  feel  to  them,  a  certain  hustle- 
and-bustle,  an  anticipation  of  arrival 


—  or  departure. 

But  the  beauty 
of  the  Abstract  is 
that  each  viewer 
sees  what  they 
want  to  see. 

Every  eye  cap¬ 
tures  something 
different  within  a 
distinctive  and 
intrinsic  art 
piece. 

Ecale  started 
her  own  studio 
in  Villa  Park 
about  two  years 
ago,  where  she 
shows  and  sells 
her  original 
pieces.  Each  com¬ 
position  is  one  of  a  kind,  painted  on 
plexiglass.  From  there,  wet  paper  is 
put  over  it  and  then  the  paper  is  run 
through  a  machine  and  it  makes  a 
print.  This  is  what  makes  each  work 
one-of-a  -kind  (as  opposed  to  a  seri- 
graph  or  lithograph,  where  you'd 
have  limited  editions  of  a  particular 
piece). 

Ecale  prefers  to  use  a  mixed  media 
of  water  based  paint,  oil  and  ink  -- 
and  also  uses  sharp  pieces  of  metal  to 
'etch'  special  effects  into  some  of  her 
work. 

A  painting  student  of  COD 
Instructor  Jennifer  Hereth,  Ecale  com¬ 
ments  "She  (Hereth)  always  changes 
the  study  plan,  which  keeps  things 
interesting,  keeps  us  on  our  toes!" 

She  has  also  taken  printmaking 


from  COD  Instructor  Chuck  Boone. 

Ecale  has  won  the  Christian  Art 
Competition  here  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  for  two  years  in  a  row,  as 
well  as  having  had  the  Beverly  Arts 
Centre  purchase  and  feature  one  of 
her  pieces  in  their  gallery. 

She  classifies  her  work  as 
'Abstract  Expressionism',  "reminis¬ 
cent  of  Kandinski,  Morot',  Chagal." 

"It's  mostly  about  colour,"  Ecale 
says.  Shape,  line,  a  lot  of  emotion 
that  can  be  expressed  through  the 
colour;  iti s  all  about  line  and  texture, 
shape  and  colour.  As  long  as  I  can 
still  paint... I  just  want  to  keep  paint- 
ing. 

Ecale 's  work  is  being  shown  in 
the  Wings  Gallery,  SRC  Building. 
Walk-in  viewing  is  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  from  11  until  2  pm.

Two  transfer  degrees 
may  be  meaningless

For  more  than  7,000  COD  transfer 
students,  the  AA  and  AS  degrees  will 
be  meaningless  unless  faculty  change 
degree  requirements  to  match  new 
state  core  courses. 

For  students  who  started  summer 
1998,  College  of  DuPage's  AA  and  AS 
degrees  no  longer  meet  general  edu¬ 
cation  requirements  at  Northern 
Illinois  University  and  many  Illinois 
colleges. 

Transfer  Coordinator  Bob  Regner 
rocked  the  faculty  senate  at  its  last 
meeting  with  news  that  if  COD  did 
not  comply  with  new  state-wide 
transfer  minimums,  NIU  and  other 
colleges  would  withdraw  their  trans¬ 
fer  agreements  with  COD. 

This  means  that  students  without 
the  general  education  core  will  not 
receive  automatic  junior  standing.

Students  will  have  to  carefully 
choose  their  future  courses  as  college 
officials  attempt  to  interpret  how  the 
new  IAI  requirements  will  impact 
existing  transfer  agreements. 

The  Illinois  Board  of  Higher 
Education  said  that  if  COD'S  general 
education  requirements  fail  to  align 
with  the  IAI,  other  participants  will 
be  able  to  reject  transfer  credits  as 
part  of  their  core  curriculum. 
Associate  Director  of  Academic 


even  though  their  courses  meet 
COD's  general  education  require¬ 
ments. 

"As  of  summer  1998,  if  students 
don't  meet  the  IAI  general  education 
core  requirements,  four-year  schools 
don't  have  to  honor  the  compact 
agreement/'  Regner  said. 

The  Illinois  Articulation  Initiative 
(IAI)  was  designed  to  ease  transfer 
from  one  Illinois  college  to  another 
for  more  than  30,000  students 
statewide. 

"Under  the  current  compact,  when 
students  who  earn  AA  and  AS 
degrees  from  COD  try  to  transfer  to 
NIU,  their  COD  gen  ed  courses  will 
not  be  examined  individually  for 
acceptance,"  Regner  said.  "Without 
the  compact,  all  courses  will  be  exam¬ 
ined  for  acceptance." 

For  example,  a  student  enrolled  in 
Math  108  or  121  will  meet  the  math 
requirements  at  COD.  Those  courses 


Affairs  Dr.  Ann  Bragg  likens  the  IAI 
core  to  type  O  blood.  "It's  like  a  uni¬ 
versal  donor,"  she  said. 

Until  COD  decides  whether  it  will 
adopt  the  IAI,  advisors  are  taking  a 
dual  approach  to  the  issue.  Advising 
and  Transfer  Services  Coordinator 
Judy  Morris  said,  "We  want  to  keep 
the  door  open  for  students."  As  for 
undecided  students,  Morris  added, 
"It's  probably  in  their  best  interest  to 
work  toward  the  IAI  core  and  our 
degree  in  tandem." 

Because  many  students  were 
unaware  of  the  new  IAI  require- 


will  not  meet  the  general  education 
requirements  at  NIU  and  other  four- 
year  schools.  Instead,  students  should 
take  Math  120  or  124  to  meet  state¬ 
wide  core  requirements. 

COD  has  identified  courses  in  the 
catalog  that  meet  IAI  approval, 
although  faculty  have  kept  non-LAI 
courses  as  core  degree  requirements.

Sciences 

•12-15  credits  in  Humanities  and  Fine 
Arts 

•  12-15  credits  in  Social  and 
Behavioral  Sciences 

Freshmen  entering  the  summer 
1999  and  beyond  also  need  grades  of 


ments,  they  chose  courses  based  on 
current  degree  requirements.  How 
receiving  colleges  will  accept  those 
courses  will  vary. 

Illinois  Community  College  Board 
Director  of  Transfer  Studies  Barbara 
Risse  said  that  initially  transfers 
shouldn't  be  a  problem.  "Students 
who  entered  in  Summer  1998  will 
take  maybe  30  courses  or,  at  most, 
complete  their  gen  ed  core,"  said 
Risse.  "They  may  lose  a  few  (cours¬ 
es),  but  many  college  catalogs  still

C  or  better  to  satisfactory  complete  IAI  writing 
courses  under  the  Communications  category. 

Although  the  senate  charged  its  degree 
requirements  committee  to  propose  an  IAI 
compliant  degree  for  a  faculty  vote,  no  dead¬ 
line  was  set. 

Fhe  committee  met  last  week  to  begin 
development  of  a  new  degree.  The  earliest  that 
a  new  degree  would  be  finalized  and  in  place  is 
months  from  now  because  faculty  have  several 
levels  of  approval. 

Without  changes,  student  planning  work¬ 
sheets  in  the  1999-2001  catalog  will  reflect 
degrees  unacceptable  for  transfer  at  most 
Illinois  colleges. 

Meanwhile,  with  winter  quarter  registration 
under  way,  Regner  recommended  advisers 
inform  students  of  IAI  core  requirements. 

Although  the  IAI  implementation  process 
began  in  1994,  COD  is  one  of  six  Illinois  com¬ 
munity  colleges  (out  of  49)  that  have  yet  to 
incorporate  the  IAI  general  education  core  cur¬ 
riculum  into  their  degree  requirements. 

According  to  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board,  Danville  Area  College  and  Carl 
Sandberg  College,  like  COD,  still  have  to 
update  both  their  AA  and  AS  degrees  to  com¬ 
ply  with  the  IAI. 

Four  other  colleges,  including  Harry  S. 
Truman  College,  Rock  Valley  College,  Shawnee 
Community  College  and  Spoon  River  College 
are  still  working  to  update  their  AS  degrees. 

This  puts  the  colleges'  IAI  membership  sta¬ 
tus  in  question  according  to  ICCB  Director  of 
Transfer  Studies  Barbara  Risse. 

"We  have  not  specified  a  particular  deadline 
but  we're  encouraging  schools  to  get  on  board 
as  soon  as  possible,"  said  Risse. 

She  said  schools  that  do  not  incorporate  the 
IAI  core  into  their  general  education  require¬ 
ments  within  the  academic  year  will  lose  mem¬ 
bership  as  IAI  participants. 

There  are  109  public  and  private  universities 
and  colleges  currently  signed  on  as  IAI  mem¬ 
bers.

Students  planning  to  take  English 
101  must  pass  a  new  pre-course 
English  test  or  take  one  of  three  new 
English  courses  being  implemented 
for  the  upcoming  winter  quarter. 

"The  English  department  is  trying 
to  remedy  years  of  problems  by 
adding  English  091,  092,  and  093," 
said  English  Professor  Dr.  James 
Allen. 

English  091,  called  Preparation  for 
College  Writing,  focuses  on  sentence 
and  paragraph  structure. 

The  092  course.  Preparation  for 
College  Writing  II,  centers  on  skills 
needed  to  compose  short,  coherent 
essays,  while  093,  Preparation  for 
College  Writing  III,  helps  students 
write  longer,  more  sophisticated 
essays.  Students  cannot  self-place 
into  these  classes. 

Allen  said  the  department 
designed  the  new  classes  over  the 
last  several  years  to  more  accurately

Beginning  with  the  Jan.  15, 1999 
payroll  a  .5  percent  Community 
College  Retiree  Health  Insurance  Plan 
deduction  will  show  on  all  benefited 
employee  payroll  checks  and  advises.

levels.  "We'll  do  anything  to 
improve  a  students  writing 
skills." 

A  new  test,  called  COMPASS, 
replaced  the  previous  English 
pretest.  Test  scores  fall  into  one 
of  three  categories.  Category  1 
requires  a  score  of  70  or  better 
and  allows  students  to  enroll  in 
English  101. 

Category  3  requires  a  score  of 

37  or  below  and  advises  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  enroll  in  one  of  the  new 
English  classes. 

A  student  who  scores  between 

38  and  69  will  be  placed  in 
Category  2  and  required  to  take  a 
500-word  essay  test. 

After  completing  English  091, 
students  can  retake  the  essay  test 
for  possible  placement  in  a  high¬ 
er-level  class.  Students  can  retake 
the  essay  test  any  number  of 
times,  but  they  can  only  be  take 
the  pretest  twice  in  any  five-year 
period.

Student  election  board 
member  discovers  own 


win  counting  ballots

One  of  11  student  senators  elected 
two  weeks  ago  was  sworn  in 
Wednesday  as  an  appointee  rather 
than  an  senate-elect. 

Robert  Palumbo,  Jr.,  earned 
enough  votes  as  a  write-in  candidate, 
but  resigned  his  seat  because  he  was 
a  member  of  the  SGA  board  of  elec¬ 
tions,  which  directly  conflicts  with 
SGA  by-laws. 

Palumbo,  who  said  he  was  not 
aware  of  the  votes,  learned  of  his 
election  while  counting  ballots. 

Student  body  president  David 
Yorke  protested  the  vote  and  sent  a 
letter  of  complaint  to  election  com¬ 
missioner  Angela  Estes. 

Palumbo  resigned  his  seat  to 
avoid  further  controversy,  then  Yorke 
then  agreed  to  appoint  Palumbo  to 
the  post.  Palumbo,  along  with  the 
nine  balloted  candidates  and  one 
write-in  candidate  were  sworn  in 
during  the  inauguration  ceremony. 

Among  the  uncontested  election 
results,  newcomer  Bonnie  Davis  cap¬ 
tured  the  most  votes  with  167  ballots 
followed  by  incumbent  senate 


appointee  Amanda  Saenz,  who 
received  165  votes.  Other  appointees 
who  retained  their  seats  were  Jeff 
Sheehan  and  Jesse  DeLaTorre,  who 
received  141  and  121  votes,  respec¬ 
tively. 

The  election  was  uncontested 
since  there  were  fewer  candidates 
than  thel3  seats  available. 

Two  write-in  candidates  received 
enough  votes  to  earn  membership  as 
student  senators.  Steven  Carr 
received  38  votes  and  Robert 
Palumbo,  Jr.,  won  27  votes. 

Write  in  candidates  must  receive 
at  least  one-fourth  the  lowest  num¬ 
ber  votes  received  by  a  balloted  can¬ 
didate.  Both  candidates  needed  only 
15  votes  to  get  elected  since  Virianna 
Abbinante  received  the  fewest  votes 
with  60  ballots  cast. 

The  referendum  to  approve  an 
abbreviated  version  of  Article  XIII  of 
the  SGA  Constitution,  which  deals 
with  how  senators  pass  amendments, 
was  passed. 

Only  425  votes  were  cast,  less 
than  half  that  Estes  had  expected. 

She  attributed  the  low  turnout  to  the 
the  high  number  of  available  seats, 
which  made  the  vote  uncontested.

identified  courses  with  IAI  codes." 

Admissions  experts  from  some  of 
COD's  most  popular  transfer  colleges 
said  they  would  honor  existing  agree¬ 
ments. 

Elmhurst  College  is  the  most  pop¬ 
ular  private  college  to  which  COD 
students  transfer.  Director  of  Adult 
and  Transfer  Admissions  Colleen 
Arriola  said  the  college  will  still  look 
at  courses  individually,  even  if  stu¬ 
dents  come  in  with  IA1  general  edu¬ 
cation  core  completed. 

"If  students  complete  the  IA1  core, 
the  courses  will  be  accepted  as  a 
package,"  said  Arriola.  "But  students 
will  still  need  courses  from  up  to  two 
additional  categories  to  fulfill  gradua¬ 
tion  requirements." 

COD's  second-most  popular  pri¬ 
vate  transfer  institution  is  North 
Central  College,  which  had  376  COD 
alumni  enrolled  as  of  this  fall 
Assistant  Vice  President  for 
Institutional  Research  Rich  Wilders 


said,  "We  will  accept  the  IAI  core  as  a 
package  in  addition  to  our  existing 
course-by-course  agreement"  He 
added  that  while  the  IAI  core  is  more 
limited  than  North  Central's,  he  said 
the  IAI  core  is  a  safe  bet  for  students 
undecided  on  transfer  schools. 

The  transfer  agreement  with 
Northern  Illinois  University  is  poten¬ 
tially  at  risk,  but  Associate  Director  of 
Registration  Sheri  Kallembach  said 
the  university  will  honor  compacts 
for  now.  "It  isn't  going  to  change 
overnight" 

Kallembach  said  time  plays  a  big 
role  in  how  this  will  affect  students, 
because  students  are  getting  placed 
right  in  the  middle  of  the  initiative. 
"We  have  to  do  right  by  the  stu¬ 
dents,"  she  said.  "We  have  to  think  in 
terms  of  what  kind  of  institution  we 
want  to  be." 

Kallembach  said  the  best  insur¬ 
ance  is  still  to  earn  the  degree.  "If  stu¬ 
dents  transfer  out  of  COD  without 
the  AA  or  AS,  they  will  have  a 
course-by-course  articulation. " _

Textbook  guarantees 
and  buyback  plans  set

Faculty  who  submitted  orders  for 
winter  quarter  textbooks  and  supplies 
on  time  will  determine  which  ones 
will  be  guaranteed  by  Wallace's 
Bookstore. 

Of  nearly  3,300  course  sections 
offered  next  quarter,  2,590  text 
requests  were  submitted  by  the  guar¬ 
antee  deadline  of  Oct.  22,  and  54  were 
unanswered  by  faculty,  according  to 
Store  Director  Kelly  Steiner. 

Any  requests,  additions  or  changes 
made  after  that  date  will  be  excluded 
from  the  guarantee.  Another  guaran¬ 
tee  exclusion  is  delays  caused  by  pub¬ 
lisher  problems,  which  Steiner  said 
created  the  bulk  of  problems  last 
quarter. 

The  store  promises  that  if  a  guar¬ 
anteed  book  is  unavailable  during  the 
first  week  of  classes,  students  will 
receive  a  $5  voucher  for  their  troubles. 

A  list  of  guaranteed  books  will  be 
available  at  the  store's  textbook 
department  by  Dec.  15. 

The  text  requests  also  benefit  stu¬ 
dents  since  buyback  prices  are  deter¬ 
mined  once  the  store  knows  which 
texts  were  ordered  for  the  next  quar¬ 
ter. 

Students  will  earn  the  best  returns 
during  the  week  of  Dec.  7-12,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Text  Manager  Geri  Kuna. 

"Students  can  get  up  to  50  percent 
of  retail  value  during  this  week  when 
they  otherwise  would  get  only  whole¬ 
sale,  which  is  one-third  to  one-fifth  of 
the  retail  price,"  said  Kuna. 

Students  have  five  locations  in 
which  to  purchase  or  sell  back  their 
books.  The  store  will  set  up  tables  in 


the  Westmont,  Naperville  and 
Addison  regional  centers  as  well  as  at 
Glenbard  East  and  Downers  Grove 
South  high  schools  on  a  staggered 
schedule. 

Kuna  also  said  creative  marketing 
by  publishers  has  created  a  few  chal¬ 
lenges  for  the  store. 

For  example,  while  many  faculty 
try  to  use  a  specific  edition  of  a  text 
for  the  entire  year,  publishers'  reps 
"bundle"  new  editions  with  add-ons. 
The  offer  is  enticing  to  faculty  and 
gives  students  a  sense  of  additional 
value  for  the  money. 

When  bundling  creates  problems  is 
the  buyback  period. "We  have  to  ask 
students  to  include  both  items  when 
they  sell  to  us  or  the  package  is 
incomplete,"  said  Kuna. 

If  the  add-on  is  a  CD-ROM  other 
than  a  tutorial,  the  store  has  to  bundle 
a  new  disk  with  the  book,  which  may 
end  up  making  the  package  more 
expensive  than  a  new  book. 

Not  everyone  thinks  the  book¬ 
store's  buyback  is  a  good  deal. 

Because  many  students  felt  they 
could  do  better  selling  their  books  on 
their  own,  the  Student  Government 
Association  and  Student  Services 
Committee  started  a  book  exchange 
several  years  ago,  according  to  stu¬ 
dent  senator  Jeff  Sheehan. 

The  exchange  operates  much  like  a 
classified  ad.  Exchange  postings  are 
located  outside  the  SGA  office  and  on 
its  website. 

Currently  about  five  items  are  list¬ 
ed  in  the  exchange.  This  program  has 
its  own  caveats.  Sellers  have  to  list  a 
phone  number  and  are  responsible  for 
notifying  the  exchange  when  items 
are  sold.

This  is  my  last  issue  as  Courier 
News  Editor,  since,  in  January,  I  will 
begin  graduate  study  at 
Northwestern  University's  Medill 
School  of  Journalism. 

In  my  departure,  I  offer  a  few 
parting  words. 

It  is  easy  for  most  students  to  dis¬ 
miss  the  influence  of  COD  govern¬ 
ment,  considering  all  the  other  politi¬ 
cians  that  affect  our  lives.  It  is  also 
easy  to  undervalue  your  own  influ¬ 
ence  in  the  decisions  of  the  college's 
governing  bodies. 

I  admit,  before  this  job  forced  me 
to  attend  board  meetings,  I  felt  the 
same  way.  I  was  wrong. 

You  might  be  surprised  at  some 
of  the  decisions  (or  lack  thereof)  that 
these  people  make  about  your  edu¬ 
cation. 

Ask  the  board  why  they  spent 
months  micro-managing  football 
decisions  while  two  transfer  degrees 
have  become  devalued  by  some  fac¬ 
ulty  more  interested  in  their  own 
egos  than  your  ability  to  transfer. 


Ask  the  board  why  they  put  their 
own  convenience  ahead  of  your  right 
to  observe  meetings. 

Ask  the  board  why  vendor  con¬ 
tracts,  such  as  food  and  bookstore 
services,  rarely,  if  ever,  include  a 
penalty  or  escape  clause  for  failure  to 
perform. 

Question  trustees'  actions  and 
priorities.  You  have  a  right  to  do  so. 
Don't  make  it  easy  for  them  to  forget 
for  whom  they  are  making  these 
decisions. 

Whether  or  not  you  realize  it, 
you  can  affect  board  agendas.  Over 
the  next  several  months,  the  trustees 
will  make  decisions  that  affect  the 
quality,  cost  and  usefulness  of  your 
education  here. 

These  people  are  elected  officials; 
they  would  be  stupid  to  ignore  you. 

I  urge  you  to  test  your  power. 
Attend  at  least  one  board  of  trustees 
meeting  while  you  are  here.  If  your 
parents  are  paying  for  your  educa¬ 
tion,  ask  them  to  attend  a  meeting.

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Holocaust  survivor  sends  a  message  to  remember

Throughout  the  history  of  the 
world  tales  of  atrocity  and  genocide 
have  plagued  humanity.  Books  and 
movies  can  show  society  the  details 
of  those  horrors  but  through  time 
they  can  be  forgotten. 

COD  was  fortunate  enough  to 
have  a  speaker  who  dedicated  her  life 
to  telling  the  truth  of  one  such  horri¬ 
ble  moment  in  time.  Fritzie  Fritcshall, 
a  Nazi  concentration  camp  survivor, 
visited  COD  on  Tuesday,  Dec.  1,  to 
recount  her  memories  and  life  during 
her  imprisonment. 

Between  the  ages  of  13  and  17, 
Fritcshall's  time  was  spent  in 
Auschwitz,  possibly  one  the  most 
notorious  Nazi  concentration  camps. 

Her  story  is  filled  with  horror  and 
anguish,  but  Fritcshall  feels  it  must  be 
told  .  "I  realized  if  someone  doesn't 
stand  up  and  speak  out,  no  one  will 
know  what  happened  at  the  camps. 
I'm  not  hear  to  give  you  nightmares,  I 
have  those  nightmares  for  you," 
revealed  Fritcshall. 

Fritcshall’s  story  begins  in  Eastern 
Europe  during  the  beginning  of 
World  War  II.  She  was  born  to  an 
Orthodox  Jewish  family  which 
resided  in  a  small  Czechoslovakian 
town. 

Fritcshall  lived  with  her  two 
younger  brothers  and  mother.  Her 
father  left  her  family  when  she  was 
young  to  come  to  America.  He 
thought  once  he  gained  citizenship  he 
could  bring  the  entire  family  to 
America. 

Fritcshall  was  only  6  years  old 
when  she  started  hearing  stories  of 
AdoLf  Hitler's  rise  to  power  and  his 
persecution  of  the  Jewish  people.  It 
did  not  take  long  for  Hitler's  armies 


to  conquer  Poland  and  move  into 
Czechoslovakia. 

Fritcshall  recalls  the  day  the  Nazis 
came  into  her  town.  Her  mother  told 
her  the  Germans  had  invaded  and 
changed  all  the  rules. 

Jewish  children  could  not  attend 
school  anymore.  Jews  were  only 
allowed  to  go  in  certain  designated 
places.  Their  neighbors  were  not 
allowed  to  talk  to  them.  Fritcshall  lost 
all  of  her  friends  and  her  family  grew 
very  hungry  because  they  couldn't 
obtain  any  food. 

Late  one  night,  soldiers  came  with 
dogs  and  guns  and  and  told  her 
mother  she  had  15  minutes  to  gather 
clothes  and  food.  Fritcshall  said  all 
the  Jews  in  her  town  were  rounded 
up  into  the  town  square. 

"Our  neighbors  were  watching 
and  nobody  said  anything," 
exclaimed  Fritcshall.  All  the  Jews 
were  forced  to  march  to  a  public 
school.  The  Nazis  turned  the  school 
into  a  ghetto.  A  fence  was  put  up 
around  the  school  so  nobody  could 
leave.  Fritcshall  expressed  how  she 
felt  like  an  animal  in  a  cage.  The 
towns  people  walked  around  the 
ghetto  but  seemed  to  ignore  what 
was  happening. 

One  morning  all  the  people  in  the 
ghetto  were  lined  up  and  forced  into 
train  cars.  The  cars  were  so  packed 
there  was  standing  room  only.  "I 
think  the  hardest  thing  to  speak 
about  is  the  train  ride.  I  feel  this  was 
the  first  step  in  degrading  us." 

Fritcshall’s  particular  car  was 
given  two  buckets.  One  bucket  of 
water  for  drinking  and  one  bucket  to 
be  used  as  a  toilet. 

The  ride  was  extremely  long. 

Babies  began  to  suffocate  in  their 
mothers  arms.  The  elderly  began  to 
die.  Fritcshall’s  car  began  to  reek  of

dead  bodies  and  excrement.  "By  the 
time  we  reached  Auschwitz  half  the 
people  in  the  cattle  car  were  dead, 
this  included  my  grandfather,"  said 
Fritcshall. 

When  Fritcshall  reached  the  camp 
her  car  was  greeted  by  prisoners.  She 
said  she  was  frightened  by  the  men 
because  they  were  all  bald  and  were 
wearing  striped  uniforms.  One  of  the

prisoners  came  up  to  her  and  told  her 
to  say  she  was  fifteen  years  old.  At 
the  time  Fritcshall  entered  Auschwitz 
she  had  just  turned  thirteen. 

When  Fritcshall's  cattle  car  was 
emptied,  the  occupants  were  forced 
into  two  lines.  "My  mother  followed 
me  into  my  line,"  said  Fritcshall.  "I

told  her  she  was  in  the  wrong  line. 

My  mother  listened  to  me  and  walked 
over  to  a  different  line." 

"I  was  there  an  hour  when  I  asked 
someone  were  my  mother  was.  They 
pointed  to  the  smoke  rising  off  the 
stacks  of  the  crematorium.  I  found  out 
I  sent  my  mother  to  the  gas  chamber," 
admitted  Fritcshall. 

The  camp  was  surrounded  by  an 
electric  fence  and  the  smell  of  burning 
flesh  filled  they  air. 

Fritcshall  vividly  recalls  a  Nazi  by 
the  name  of  Doctor  Mangela.  He 
would  visit  the  barracks  and  have  the 
prisoners  strip  naked  and  run  by  him. 
Mangela  divided  each  barracks  into 
two  lines.  One  line  was  for  people  he 
thought  should  live.  The  other  line 
was  for  people  he  thought  should  die. 

Eventually  Fritcshall  was  assigned 
duty  in  a  nearby  factory.  It  was  there 
when  she  began  to  realize  the  war 
was  coming  to  an  end.  While  working 
one  day  her  factory  got  bombed  by 
the  allies. 

The  Nazi's  gathered  all  the  prison¬ 
ers  and  started  them  on  a  death 
march.  They  were  forced  to  march  for 
days  on  end.  People  who  sat  on  the 
side  of  the  road  were  shot. 

The  horrors  from  Nazi  captivity 
finally  ended  when  the  group  she  was 
marching  with  was  liberated  by  the 
Russian  army. 

Fritcshall  did  not  know  if  her 
family  was  alive  or  not.  She  eventual¬ 
ly  made  it  back  to  her  home  town  but 
to  her  dismay,  her  house  was 
destroyed  and  her  brothers  and  fami¬ 
ly  members  never  came  back. 

She  saw  her  neighbors  using  furni¬ 
ture  which  belonged  to  her  family. 

She  saw  women  in  her  town  wearing 
clothes  which  used  to  belong  to  her 
aunt.  Fritcshall  said  she  was  extreme¬ 
ly  bothered  because  none  of  her 
neighbors  offered  to  help  her  when 


she  returned  to  her  neighborhood. 

Tired  and  poor,  Fritcshall  traveled 
to  where  her  grandparents  used  to 
live.  She  found  a  familiar  home  com¬ 
pletely  stripped  of  everything.  She 
decided  to  stay  until  she  could  figure 
out  what  she  was  going  to  do. 

She  knew  her  father  was  in  America 
near  Chicago  bul  she  did  not  know 
where  to  find  him. 

Fritcshall  ran  into  an  r^w  problem 
because  Communism  had  sealed  off 
the  Czech  border. 

Eventually  Fritcshall  was  able  to 
escape  to  America  and  find  her  father. 
She  was  17  years  old  at  the  time. 

It  took  Fritcshall  years  before  she 
wanted  to  talk  about  what  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  her.  "It  is  easy  to  forget  dur¬ 
ing  the  day  because  you  have  things 
to  keep  you  busy.  Once  night  comes 
and  you  sleep  the  nightmares  start. 
You  can't  stop  them,  they  just  happen. 

When  Fritcshall  came  to  Auschwitz 
she  was  very  religious.  All  that 
changed.  "When  I  was  in  the  camp 
there  was  no  God.  I  thought  how 
could  God  let  this  happen  to  people." 

She  admits  she  is  not  as  religious 
now  as  before  she  entered  Auschwitz 
but  said,  "The  are  certain  days  I  look 
out  my  window  and  see  a  bird 
singing  or  a  flower  blossoming.  How 
can  there  not  be  a  Creator." 

One  might  question  how  some¬ 
one's  human  spirit  could  survive  a 
virtual  hell  on  earth.  Fritcshall  admits 
many  of  the  prisoners  in  Auschwitz 
gave  up.  They  didn't  give  up  a  game 
or  give  up  working  on  a  project,  they 
gave  up  living.  They  gave  in  to  the 
constant  torture  and  wrongful  perse¬ 
cution  which  they  faced  every  day. 
They  gave  up  their  freedom  and  right 
to  life. 

Hope  was  the  only  thing  which 
fueled  the  drive  to  live,  expressed 
Fritcshall.  "Every  day  we  told  each 
other  that  tomorrow  would  be  a  better 
day.  That  is  how  we  survived."

On  November  13  and  14  the 
College  of  DuPage  Forensics  (speech) 
team  took  first  place  at  the 
Kishwaukee  College  invitational 
Tournament. 

19  year  old  Jake  Gruber  took  first 
place  in  the  individual  sweepstakes 
event  which  is  the  best  overall  indi¬ 
vidual  in  the  tournament.  He  also 
took  first  place  in  communication 
analysis  and  informative  speaking. 

19  year  old  Brian  Birkland  took 
second  place  in  individual  sweep- 
stakes,  poetry  interpretation  and  pro¬ 
gram  oral  interpretation. 

States  included  in  the  regional 
tournaments  include  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Ohio  and 
Wisconsin. 

The  team  has  won  6  of  the  last  9 
national  championships  with  the  help 
of  their  coach  of  seven  years,  Stephen 
Schroeder.  "All  of  the  tournaments  are 
important,  but  national  has  the  pres¬ 
tige." 

The  events  vary  in  each  tourna¬ 
ment  depending  on  which  college  or 
university  sponsors  the  tournament. 
There  are  usually  between  10  and  25 
teams  at  each  tournament.  Each 
speaker  competes  for  best  in  individ¬ 
ual  events,  best  overall  individual  and 
best  overall  team. 

Some  of  the  events  that  were 
offered  at  this  last  tournament  include 
impromptu  speaking,  were  a  speaker 
selects  one  of  three  topics  consisting 
of  a  single  word,  quotation  or  similar. 
The  speaker  then  has  seven  minutes 
to  prepare  and  present  the  speech 
using  that  topic. 

Another  event  is  informative 
speaking.  The  speaker  must  define, 
explain,  describe  or  clarify  an  idea, 
object,  concept  or  process.  "Everyone

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Cadaver  labs  offer  students  understanding  of  death

Students  have  recently  been  given 
the  use  of  four  new  state-  of  the-  art 
science  labs  created  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Natural  Sciences. 

Two  Organic  Chemistry  labs,  one 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  lab  (A/P) 
and  one  cadaver  lab  take  up  the  place 
formally  used  by  Office  Technology. 

"We  had  two  needs,"  said  Dave 
Malek,  dean  of  natural  sciences,  "we 
needed  to  make  a  safer  organic  chem¬ 
istry  lab,  one  with  better  ventilation, 
and  our  students  had  the  need  for 
cadavers."  Previously,  students  had 
to  travel  off  campus  to  view  cadavers. 

Construction  of  the  labs  started 
Sept.  1, 1997,  and  is  being  completed 
this  quarter. 

The  cadaver  lab  is  currently  in  use, 
the  other  three  labs  will  open  winter 
quarter. 

The  cadaver  lab  holds  four  bodies 
which  are  used  primarily  for 
Musculature  study. 

Many  classes  use  the  cadaver  lab. 
P.E.  classes,  occupational  therapy  and 
nursing  students  are  just  a  few  of  the 
classes  which  use  the  lab. 

All  four  cadavers  were  obtained 
from  Chicago  based  Anatomical  Gifts. 

The  company  gets  the  cadavers 
from  people  who  donated  their  bod¬ 
ies  to  science  before  their  death.  The 
college  gets  to  keep  the  bodies  for 
two  years.  After  that  the  bodies  are 
then  cremated  and  given  back  to  their 
families. 

Before  the  college  gets  the  cadav¬ 
ers  they  are  submerged  in  formalde¬ 
hyde  and  phenol  to  preserve  and  kill 
all  possible  germs  or  diseases 

The  lab  was  inspected  by 
Anatomical  Gifts  before  it" s  use.  It  is 
important  to  have  proper  ventilation 
because  phenol,  the  main  chemical 
used  in  the  preservation  of  the  bod¬ 
ies,  is  toxic. 

For  this  reason  every  lab  is 
equipped  with  it's  own  ventilation 
system  which  is  very  important, 
according  to  Malek. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  cut 
the  bodies,  they  can  only  touch  them. 

The  bodies  are  dissected  by  a  pro¬ 
fessional  prosector.  A  prosector  is  a 
person  who  comes  to  the  school  and 
dissects  the  body  so  students  can  look 
at  all  the  different  organs. 

The  school  had  hired  four  different 
prosectors  to  dissect  the  four  cadav¬ 
ers.  Each  prosector  spent  16  to  17 
hours  working  on  each  body.  Three 
cadavers  are  dissected  on  their  front 
side  and  one  has  his  backside  dissect¬ 
ed.

Each  body  is  wrapped  in  wet 
cloths  to  maintain  moisture,  and  then 
placed  into  a  body  bag. 

The  organic  chemistry  labs  are 
equipped  with  18  separate  stations 
for  students  to  work  at.  Each  station 
has  a  constant  flow  of  air  changing 
from  old  to  new.  The  two  organic 
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expresses  the  importance  of  safety  in 

chemistry  rooms  also  have  a  complete 
turnover  of  fresh  air  every  10  sec¬ 
onds.  The  turnover  rate  for  the  A/P 
and  the  cadaver  lab  is  every  two  min¬ 
utes. 

The  air  in  the  labs  is  completely 
independent  from  the  air  in  the  rest 
of  the  college.  Air  is  neither  taken. 
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nor  given  back,  from  the  labs  to  the 
main  building. 

The  exhaust  from  the  labs  are  shot 
up  in  10-r‘oot-high  stacks  above  the 
school,  while  the  intake  stacks  are 
located  at  least  40  feet  away  from  the 
exhaust  stacks. 

The  cabinets  in  the  labs  are  also 
ventilated,  since  they  will  hold  chem¬ 
icals  possibly  dangerous  to  someone's 
health. 

Malek  said,  "We  visited  many 
different  college  cadaver  labs  around 
the  area  to  see  what  works  and  what 
doesn't.  You  won't  find  better  labs 
anywhere  because  of  the  efforts  made 
by  our  faculty." 

There  are  also  two  prep  rooms  for 
teachers  to  organize  supplies  for  each 
class.  One  prep  room  for  the  two 
organic  chemistry  labs  and  one  prep 
room  for  the  A/P  and  cadaver  lab. 

Every  lab  and  prep  room  is  also 
equipped  with  a  shower  and  eye 
washer  for  emergency  use. 

The  labs  are  equipped  with  the 
latest  technology  as  well.  The  labs 
feature  computer  jacks,  so  students 
can  access  the  library  via  computer. 
They  can  receive,  and  give  out  infor¬ 
mation  valuable  to  other  students 
studies. 

The  cadaver  lab  is  also  equipped 
with  a  video  camera.  Teachers  can 
focus  the  camera  on  a  body  then 
shoot  the  picture  onto  the  movie

Art  of

Jerry  Peart  (pronounced  'Peert') 

—  who's  sculpture  works  are  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  Gahlberg  Gallery  until 
Dec.  28  —  is  a  Chicago-area  sculptor 
who  got  his  first  inspiration  for  a 
large  scale  piece  back  in  1975. 

The  piece,  entitled  Falling  Meteor, 
was  an  apropo  title,  because  from 
there,  Mr.  Peart” s  artistic  ingenuity 
seemed  to  fall  from  the  sky  —  he  "has 
completed  over  thirty-three  large- 
scale  metal  works  in  all  —  six  of  them 
in  and  around  the  Chicagoland  area. 

One  of  them,  Rainbow  Dancer 
(1982),  is  right  here  at  College  of 
DuPage. 

The  colorful  painted  aluminum 
piece,  which  is  located  at  the  SRC 
entrance  to  the  main  campus,  stands 
16'  x  22'  x  14'. 

Having  gotten  his  start  in 
Winslow,  Arizona,  Peart  made  his 
way  eastward  to  Chicago  in  the  early 
'70's. 

Beginning  his  studies  at  Arizona 
State  University,  he  received  his 
graduate  training  at  Southern  Illinois 
University. 

By  the  time  he  reached  Chicago, 


Jerry  Peart 


he  was  flying  high  on  ingenuity, 
inventiveness,  skill  and  —  believe  it 
or  not  —  business  savvy. 

Peart  contributes  his  success  not 
only  to  his  artistic  talent,  but  also  to 
"...a  certain  business  accumen". 

"You  have  to  be  a  good  business 
person  as  well,"  says  Peart.  "I  run 
my  own  business,"  Peart  went  on  to 
say.  "I've  made  a  living." 

"When  I  build  models,  I  work 
three-dimensionally,"  Mr.  Peart  con¬ 
tinues. 

Peart,  who  has  been  a  Chicago 
resident  since  his  arrival  here  in  the 
early  '70' s,  has  a  wife  and  one 
grown  daughter. 

To  see  Peart” s  stuff  is  to  walk 
through  a  menagerie  of  warped, 
almost  surreal  colored  taffy  He 
bends  his  aluminum  like  colored 
streamers;  long,  lively  streams  of 
zingy,  fat,  sinewy,  billowing  shapes 
that  invite  play. 

"Abstraction  of  my  work  is  from 
filling  in  the  space  of  the  landscape," 
he  says. 

"The  color  is  very  intuitive.  I 
work  out  the  colors  after  the  piece  is 


built." 

His  one 
exception  is 
Desert  Night 
(1997)  in  Las 
Vegas,  Nevada. 

Built  in  a 
non-gambling 
area,  the  1997 
aluminum 
sculpture  stands 
fifteen  tall. 

Howard 
Hughes 
Corporation  is 
the  client. 

"The  light 
out  there  (in 
Nevada)  is  so 
bright,  the 
incredibly  dark 
color,  the  inten¬ 
sity  of  the  piece, 
is  the  perfect  contrast  to  the  land¬ 
scape." 

Peart  is  honest  and  shoots 
straight  from  the  hip  in  regards  to 
'maldng  it'  in  the  real  art  world. 

"Only  about  three  percent  of  so- 
called  artists  actually  ARE,"  he  says. 


Wicked  Witch,  located  in  Walnut  Creek,  California,  is  one  of 
the  many  designs  that  Peart  has  created. 


"It's  very  difficult  (to  make  it  big). 
It's  a  lonely  kind  of  life." 

Peart  also  said  that  an  artist's  life 
is  filled  with  isolation. 

But  on  the  brighter  side,  he  adds, 
"...go  ahead  and  go  with  your 
dream."

I  don't  know 
what  it  says  about  me  as  a  person,  but 
I  cart' t  remember  laughing  so  hard  in 
a  long,  long  time. 

3)  "Blade"

But 
Spielberg  is  no  ordinary  auteur,  star 
Tom  Hanks  is  no  ordinary  actor  and 
"Saving  Private  Ryan"  is  far,  far  from 
being  an  ordinary  film. 

It  proves  to  be  both  moving  and 
affecting,  and  a  passionate  statement 
about  the  evils  of  war.

When  asked  to  review  the  book, 
Writing,  Poetry  to  Music  on  Jefferson 
Avenue,  written  by  a  young 
Naperville  man  that  goes  by  the 
name  of  Patrick  Kuhn,  I  have  to 
admit  1  was  somewhat  apprehen¬ 
sive.

They 
go  Swing  Dancing  and  have  a  run- 
in  with  the  town  lout. 

Skinny  dipping,  parties  and  cops 
are  just  a  few  more  of  the  experi¬ 
ences  they  share.  But  through  out 
all  of  it,  they  face  the  realities  of 
what  life  and  love  have  to  offer. 

At  the  age  of  25,  the  author 
Patrick  Kuhn  currently  resides  in 
Winfield  IL.  He  is  a  student  here  at 
the  College  of  DuPage  and  is 
enrolled  in  creative  writing  courses. 
Patrick  has  been  writing  since  the 
third  grade,  thanks  to  a  trophy  he 
received  for  a  short  story.  Influences 
include  Charles  Bukowski,  Ernest 
Hemingway  and  N.  Scott  Momaday. 

"This  is  written  for  college  stu¬ 
dents;  when  I  wrote  it,  I  intended  it 
to  be  for  people  between  the  ages  of 
16  and  26,"  say's  Patrick.  Most  of 
his  writings  are  true  life  experiences 
written  in  a  fictional  tone.

Winter  quarter  started  with  a  poli¬ 
cy  change  in  registration  due  to  the 
blizzard  which  dumped  up  to  18 
inches  of  snow  on  campus. 

Word  of  the  change  came  on 
Monday,  Jan.  4,  through  a  memo  sent 
from  Dr.  Walter  Packard,  Vice 
President  of  Student  Affairs. 

Under  normal  circumstances  stu¬ 
dents  must  have  a  letter  from  their 
teacher  in  order  to  register  for  a  class 
after  it  had  already  started. 

The  change  allowed  students  to 
register  for  classes  without  the  teach¬ 
ers  permission  up  until  Jan.  7.  The 
only  classes  students  were  not 
allowed  into  were  classes  which  were 
already  full. 

Packard  said  the  policy  was 
changed  because  college  offices  were 
closed  on  Saturday  Jan.  2,  due  to 


heavy  snow. 

Alternate  forms  of  registration 
such  as  phone  and  Internet  systems 
were  not  working  as  affectively  as 
they  should  have  been.  According  to 
Packard  this  was  another  reason  for 
changing  for  extending  open  registra¬ 
tion. 

Students  and  teachers  agreed  the 
change  was  best  for  maximum  stu¬ 
dent  enrollment. 

Herb  Haushahn,  Professor  of  Air 
Conditioning,  said,  "I  feel  it  was  a 
good  thing  extending  registration. 
With  the  way  things  get  hectic  around 
Christmas  it's  good  for  students  to 
have  more  time." 

Marlene  Barbari,  student,  said,  "It 
is  a  pain  to  search  for  teachers,  a  lot 
of  students  were  able  to  benefit  from 
the  open  registration." 

Most  of  the  disagreement  over  the 
policy  change  is  because  faculty  and 
students  agree  the  first  week  of  class 


is  so  important  for  the  students. 

Lynda  Randa,  Instructor  of 
Biology,  said,  "The  change  seemed 
reasonable  considering  the  problems 
with  the  weather,  but  I  could  see  it 
being  difficult  for  students  in  faster 
paced  classes  who  are  trying  to  catch 
up." 

Lee  Martinette,  student,  said,  "If 
you  don't  know  the  foundation  of  the 
class  you're  in  trouble.  You  learn  that 
during  the  first  week." 

According  to  Packard  the  current 
policy  was  put  into  effect  five  years 
ago.  Before  the  change  students  had 
the  open  registration  option  for  one 
week  after  a  class  had  started. 

The  reason  the  policy  was  changed 
was  because  the  college  found  stu¬ 
dents  who  signed  up  late  for  class 
were  less  successful  then  students 
who  started  on  the  first  day. 


Weather  Prompts  Disregard  of  Smoking  Policy

Due  to  the  cold  weather  some  stu¬ 
dents  have  chosen  to  disregard  the  col¬ 
leges  smoke  free  policy  without  think¬ 
ing  of  its  hazards  to  others. 

This  alarms  many  non-smoking  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  because  of  the  health 
problems  involved  with  second-hand 
smoke. 

Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  Health  and 
Special  Services,  said  "We  know  second 
hand  smoke  creates  as  many  health 
problems  as  other  types  of  environmen¬ 
tal  pollution." 

People  who  suffer  from  heart  dis¬ 
ease,  asthma  and  other  types  of  respira¬ 
tory  illnesses  are  at  a  greater  risk  due  to 
those  who  break  the  no  smoking  rule. 

Student  Ahmed  Kashan  said,  "I'm 
allergic  to  smoke.  When  students 
smoke  with  the  doors  open  the  smoke 
rushes  into  the  building  and  I  breathe  it 
in."

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In-Service  Day  Approved

On  Wednesday  Jan.  13,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  voted  to  approve  the  1999- 

2000  and  2000-2001  academic  calen¬ 
der  which  changed  the  first  day  of  the 
winter  quarter. 

The  change  is  due  to  a  recommen¬ 
dation  from  the  Enrollment 
Management  Committee. 

The  change  only  affects  the  2000- 

2001  winter.  The  new  calender  offers 
the  first  day  back  after  the  New  Year 
holiday  as  an  In-Service  Day 
Workshop. 

The  change  was  made  to  allow 
students  who  are  registering  late  to 
come  to  school  and  sign  up  for  classes 
when  they  would  normally  be  attend¬ 
ing  the  first  day  of  school. 

Sue  Blazi,  Enrollment 
Management  Committee  member, 
said,  "We  feel  it  is  very  difficult  for 
many  students  to  register  since  we 
begin  so  soon  after  the  New  Year  holi¬ 


day." 

According  to  Terry  Fueller,  head  of 
Enrollment  Management,  the  plan 
was  meant  to  be  more  of  a  conve¬ 
nience  for  students  rather  then  a 
boost  for  enrollment. 

Since  the  college  is  only  allowed 
so  many  vacation  days  the  In-Service 
Day  had  to  be  borrowed  from  another 
vacation  day. 

Presidents  day  was  the  vacation 
day  which  was  terminated  on  the 
2000-2001  calender. 

This  causes  a  few  problems  for 
employees  of  the  college  and  certain 
students. 

Employees  who  normally  would 
have  Presidents  Day  off  were  now 
supposed  to  work  on  a  vacation  day. 

Another  problem  occurs  for  facul¬ 
ty  and  students  who  have  school 
bound  children. 

Those  parents  who  would  normal¬ 
ly  have  the  same  day  off  as  their  kids 
now  don't.  They  have  to  find  some¬ 
one  to  watch  over  their  children.

Student  Tiffany  Harrell  said,  "I 
think  it's  rude  when  people  smoke 
inside.  They  let  you  smoke  outside, 
go  outside." 

The  consensus  among  students 
who  break  the  policy  say  it  is  to  cold 
to  stand  outside  and  smoke. 

Many  students  also  believe  their 
should  be  a  smoking  section  some¬ 
where  in  the  school. 

Curtis  Smith,  a  student  from 
Warrenville  said,  "We  shouldn't  have 
to  suffer  in  the  cold  if  we  want  to 
smoke." 

"The  college  should  make  a  smok¬ 
ing  and  non-smoking  hallway,"  he 
continued. 

Smith  was  asked  if  he  thought 
about  the  non-smoking  students  who 
were  affected  by  his  smoke.  He 
replied,  "They  shouldn't  have  to  deal 
with  it  but,  oh  well.  Most  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  blow  their  smoke  out  the  door." 

Shawna  Modrow  of  Elmhurst 
admits  to  breaking  the  non-smoking 
policy.  "It's  freezing  outside.  The 
non-smokers  stay  away  from  the 
doors.  They  don't  go  were  the  smok¬ 
ers  are." 

Many  students  have  the  miscon¬ 
ception  their  smoke  won't  travel  back 
into  the  building  after  they  blow  it 
out  an  open  door. 

According  to  Dr.  Chris  Petersen, 
professor  of  biology,  the  school  has  a 
negative  air  pressure  from  all  the  sci¬ 
ence  lab  exhaust  stacks. 

The  exhaust  stacks  draw  air  from 
within  the  college  and  blow  it  out 
through  the  roof.  This  is  to  rid  the 
school  of  all  the  possible  fumes  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  science  lab's. 

The  space  in  which  the  the  fumes 
and  air  occupied  before  being  pushed 
out  of  the  building  is  filled  by  fresh 
air. 

Once  the  outside  doors  of  a  cam¬ 
pus  building  are  open  air  rushes  in. 
The  smoke  and  toxins  which  are 
floating  amongst  the  air  are  drawn 
into  the  school  as  well. 

This  means  if  students  are  smok¬ 
ing  close  to  an  open  door  the  smoke 
will  rush  in  the  building. 

Smoke  also  raises  the  levels  of  car¬ 
bon  monoxide  in  the  school.  This  can 
have  a  negative  influence  for  people 
suffering  from  heart  disease. 

Peterson  said,  "It  is  a  personal 
choice  to  smoke,  but  when  one 
smokes  inside  it  infringes  on  the  per¬ 
sonal  choice  of  the  non-smoker."

John  Travolta's  character  Jan 
Schlichtmann  is  a  very  bad  man  at  the 
start  of  "A  Civil  Action."  How  do  I 
know  this?  He's  wearing  designer 
clothes.  His  house  is  rich  with  coats, 
shirts,  pants,  and  ties  of  every  materi¬ 
al  and  color. 

By  film's  end,  Travolta  has  under¬ 
gone  a  moral  crisis  and  emerged  a 
better  man.  How  do  I  know  this? 
Gone  are  the  fancy  suits,  replaced  by 
scruffy  sweats  and  jeans.  Versace? 

Bad  guy.  Levi's?  Good  guy.  That's 


movie  shorthand  for  you. 

Hollywood  has  always  been  great 
at  dictating  what  should  and  should¬ 
n't  be  considered  morally  right.  No 
genre  has  been  more  conducive  to 
these  sorts  of  soap-box-proclamations 
than  the  "Lawyer  Movie." 

"A  Civil  Action,"  directed  by  Steve 
Zaillian  ("Searching  for  Bobby 
Fischer")  is  cut  from  a  different  cloth 
than  John  Grisham  though. 

It  eschews  the  notion  that  lawyers 
are  fighting  great  moral  battles 
between  good  and  evil,  instead  facing 
the  reality  that  in  the  end,  as  in  most 
things,  it's  all  about  the  money. 

As  written  by  Zaillian,  from  the 
award-winning  novel  by  Jonathan 
Harr  (based  on  an  actual  case  from

the  1980s),  the  film  has  several  New 
England  families  approaching 
Schlichtmann's  law  firm  with  a 
wrongful  death  suit  stemming  from 
the  deaths  of  several  of  their  children 
from  leukemia. 

Though  he  is  at  first  weary  of  the 
case  due  to  its  lack  of  financial  merit, 
Schlichtmann  soon  takes  it  up  when 
he  realizes  the  defendant  corpora¬ 
tions  (Beatrice  and  Grace)  are  ripe  for 
a  huge  financial  settlement. 

Still,  the  defendants  have  in  their 
corner  Robert  Duvall  as  Jerome 
Facher,  a  cunning  and  shrewd  attor¬ 
ney  with  an  intimate  understanding 
of  the  law's  various  twists  and  turns. 

He  knows  at  every  point  in  the 
game  (and  to  him  it  is  just  a  game) 
where  and  how  things  are  going  to 
end  up. 

As  Schlichtmann  slips  further  and 
further  into  debt  fighting  against 
impossible  odds,  alienating  his  part¬ 
ners  (Tony  Shalhoub,  Zeljko  Ivanek) 
and  his  accountant  (the  ever-depend- 
able  William  H.  Macy),  his  moral 
journey  begins. 

The  film  seems  to  lose  sight  of  the 
real  tragedy;  these  dead  children. 
Much  is  made  of  the  the  law  firm's 
descent  into  insolvency,  which  seems 
a  very  small  thing  in  comparison. 

In  the  end,  what  is  achieved  by 
Travolta's  character  is  enlightenment. 
The  singular  mistake  which  cripples 
Schlichtmann  as  a  lawyer  is  that  he 
gets  involved.  Emotionally  involved. 
He  cares  too  much. 

Still,  though  this  trait  makes  him  a 
complete  wash  as  a  lawyer,  it  goes  a 
long  way  towards  making  him  a 
human  being.  A-

Such  is  the  set¬ 
up  for  director  Michael  Bay' s  ode-to- 
THX  "Armageddon." 

Say  what  you  will  about  the 
film's  numerous  deficits,  but  one  has 
to  admit  that  "Armageddon"  is  big. 
And  loud. 

In  fact,  the  sheer  "massiveness" 
of  the  production  goes  great  lengths 
towards  dulling  the  fact  that  under¬ 
neath  the  special  effects-heavy 
sheen,  there  really  isn't  all  that  much 
of  interest  going  on. 

Viewed  on  home  video,  the  film 
must  be  judged  on  its  acting,  writ¬ 
ing,  and  all-around  logic,  concepts 
that  are  seemingly  alien  to  Bay  and 
uber-producer  Jerry  Bruckheimer. 

Veering  wildly  between  playful 
humor  and  top-heavy  attempts  at 
seriousness,  this  schizophrenia 
emerges  as  the  film's  biggest  flaw. 

Despite  the  fact  that  it  was  this 
summer's  only  movie  to  transcend 
$200  million  at  the  box  office, 
"Armageddon"  is  a  forgettable  piece 
of  celluloid  trash  that  will  no  doubt 
find  the  passage  of  time  to  be  a 
much  harsher  nemesis  than  any 
asteroid  could  ever  be.  D+

In  the  fall  quarter  of  1999  COD 
will  offer  the  newly  designed  Adult 
Fast  Track  Program  for  older  adults 
interested  in  learning  in  an  accelerated 
format. 

An  Associate  in  Arts  (A. A.), 
Associate  in  General  Studies  (A.G.S), 
Associate  in  Applied  Science  (A.A.S) 
in  Management  and  an  Associate  in 
Applied  Science  (A.A.S.)  in  Marketing 
are  degrees  which  will  be  offered  to 
students. 

The  program  is  aimed  at  students 
over  the  age  of  24  who  are  busy  try¬ 
ing  to  juggle  a  family,  job  and  school 
all  at  the  same  time. 

The  program  is  special  because  stu¬ 
dents  will  attend  school  one  night  a 
week  from  6  p.m.  to  10  p.m. 

Students  studying  for  the  A. A.  will 
attend  classes  on  Tuesday  while  stu¬ 
dents  studying  for  the  A.A.S.  in 
Management  and  A.A.S.  in  Marketing 
will  attend  school  on  Wednesday. 
According  to  Kay  Nielsen,  Vice 


President  Student  Affairs,  the  classes 
involved  in  the  program  are  special  in 
a  variety  of  ways. 

In  the  program  students  will  expe¬ 
rience  less  seat  time  and  more  inde¬ 
pendent  learning. 

The  program  is  also  geared  at  stu¬ 
dents  working  together.  The  assign¬ 
ments  will  be  directly  related  to  the 
working  experience. 

Adair  Bullen,  Associate  Dean  of 
The  East  Region  of  COD,  said,  "More 
of  the  responsibility  rests  on  the  stu¬ 
dents  shoulders  in  the  Fast  Track 
Program.  You  have  to  be  self  disci¬ 
plined  to  get  all  the  work  done." 

Nielsen  also  points  out  in  the  A.A. 
degree  there  will  be  some  classes 
which  will  be  integrated.  For  example, 
students  might  find  themselves  learn¬ 
ing  english  102  and  philosophy  110 
from  two  different  instructors  but  the 
final  paper  will  be  an  english  paper  on 
a  topic  from  philosophy. 

The  idea  for  the  program  was  intro¬ 
duced  after  the  Enrollment 
Management  Committee  found  that 
the  older  adult  population  was  declin¬ 


ing  at  the  college. 

Nielson  said,  "We  found  some 
older  adults  felt  uncomfortable  study¬ 
ing  around  younger  adults.  We  also 
realized  adult  learners  have  different 
needs  compared  to  younger  learners." 

Nielson  explained  there  will  be  a 
different  style  of  teaching.  "The 
teacher  will  not  stand  in  front  of  the 
class  and  spit  out  information.  Instead, 
they  will  act  more  as  a  facilitater." 

The  cost  for  the  program  will  be 
the  same  per  credit  hour  as  normal 
classes. 

The  first  Fast  Track  Program  will  be 
held  at  COD' s  Westmont  Center. 

Bullen  said,  "After  having  success  at 
the  Westmont  Center  we  want  to 
export  the  program  to  the  regional 
centers  and  then  the  main  campus 
itself." 

Nielson  concluded,  "This  is  with¬ 
out  a  doubt  the  most  exciting  program 
I  have  ever  been  involved  with.  I've 
gotten  support  from  everywhere.  We 
are  on  the  road  to  a  very  successful 
degree  which  will  meet  the  needs  of 
many  students."

E)uring  the  first  week  of  February 
COD  faculty  will  vote  to  approve  one 
of  two  possible  IAI  compatible  degree 
models. 

This  comes  after  the  January  14, 
Senate  meeting  in  which  the  Senate 
gave  the  faculty  responsibility  of 
changing  the  current  A.A./A.S. 
degrees  to  be  IAI  compliant. 

According  to  Brenda  Alberico, 
Faculty  Senate  President,  there  could 
be  a  possible  appeal  by  faculty  who 
are  upset  because  they  can  only 
choose  between  one  or  two  degree 
models. 

"Some  faculty  members  dissagree 
with  the  because  they  don't  want  any¬ 


one  dictating  to  them  what  curriculum 
they  should  teach,"  said  Alberico. 

Student  Trustee  Rebecca  Fiffe  said, 
"I  have  confidence  in  the  faculty  and 
board  that  the  degrees  will  be  made  to 
transfer  on  to  all  other  colleges." 

The  vote  is  taking  place  just  before 
the  deadline  of  the  1999-2001  student 
catalog  which  is  set  for  February  12. 

Alberico  states  it  would  be  best  if 
the  new  degree  requirements  were 
accepted  before  the  catalogs  deadline 
so  students  will  have  accurate  infor¬ 
mation  when  registering  in  the  future. 

Two  open  forums  will  be  held 
before  the  faculty  votes  to  help  clear 
up  any  questions  about  the  IAI  degree 
changes. 

One  forum  will  take  place  on 
January  25,  at  3:30  p.m.  and  the  other

I  would  like  to  thank  the  editorial 
board  of  the  Courier  for  the  article  in 
the  January  15, 1999  edition  of  the 
Courier  titled  "Weather  Prompts 
Disregard  of  Smoking  Policy."  It 
needs  to  be  highlighted  that  the  No 
Tobacco  Use  Policy  is  a  Board  of 
Trustees  Policy.  It  was  carefully 
debated  and  drafted  to  improve 
indoor  air  quality  and  the  health  of 
everyone  that  studies  and  works  at 
the  College  of  DuPage.  By  not  enforc¬ 
ing  this  policy,  the  College  is  fla¬ 
grantly  disregarding  a  Board  Policy. 

Smoking  is  a  larger  problem  most 
people  think.  The  Center  for  Disease 
Control  reports  that  24.8%  of  all  peo¬ 
ple  who  live  in  Illinois  smoke  ciga¬ 
rettes  (1.8%  more  than  the  average 
for  the  U.S.).  In  the  age  range  of  18- 
24  years,  the  age  of  College  of 
DuPage  day  students,  an  astonishing 


31.2%  of  residents  of  Illinois  smoke. 
In  Illinois,  the  average  death  rate 
related  to  smoking  is  19,016  people 
per  year! 

Since  the  College  of  DuPage  does 
not  enforce  the  smoking  policy,  those 
of  us  who  study  and  work  on  cam¬ 
pus  are  needlessly  exposed  to  sec¬ 
ond-hand  smoke.  Over  40,000 
Americans  are  expected  to  die  this 
year  due  to  exposure  to  second-hand 
smoke,  more  than  the  yearly  enroll¬ 
ment  at  COD! 

I  am  asking  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  top  administration  at  COD  to 
return  to  rigorously  enforcing  th  no 
tobacco  use  policy.

Malick's  "The  Thin  Red  Line"  was 
how  it  would  stack  up  in  comparison 
with  Steven  Spielberg's  "Saving 
Private  Ryan." 

Both  films  cull  their  subject  matter 
from  World  War  II,  with  a  fiery  level 
of  violent  realism  that  proves  war  to 
be,  as  per  the  adage.  Hell. 

The  comparison  ends  there,  how¬ 
ever,  and  any  attempt  to  point  up  fur¬ 
ther  similarities  between  the  two 
works  ostensibly  does  a  disservice  to 
both.  In  stark  constrast  with  the 
clearly  linear  narrative  track  of 
'Private  Ryan,"  "The  Thin  Red  Line" 
emerges  almost  as  an  art  movie  dis¬ 
guised  as  a  mainstream  film. 

Set  during  the  battle  of 
Guadalcanal,  the  film's  narrative  is 
spread  out  amongst  the  members  of 
Charlie  Company,  a  tightly-knit  unit 
of  soldiers  fighting  the  good  fight. 

While  star  Tom  Hanks  provided  a 
focal  point  for  the  actions  in  "Ryan," 
"Thin  Red  Line"  is  populated  by  an 
ensemble  cast  studded  by  some  of  the 
more  well-known  actors  today. 

Familiar  faces  like  Sean  Penn, 
George  Clooney,  John  Travolta,  and 
John  Cusack  enact  their  scenes  along¬ 


side  such  talented  newcomers  as  Jim 
Caviezel  and  Ben  Chaplin. 

The  one  common  thread  linking 
the  diverse  talent  involved  is  that 
they  all  make  lasting  impressions 
with  what  are,  very  often,  the  sparest 
of  roles. 

After  making  a  splash  in  the  '70s 
with  such  films  as  "Days  of  Heaven," 
the  reclusive  Malick  returns  to  the 
film  arena  with  "The  Thin  Red  Line," 
leaving  little  doubt  as  to  why  his  rep¬ 
utation  is  so  legendary. 

His  continuous  emphasis  on  the 
beautiful  environs  provides  a  stark 
contrast  with  the  horrific  battle 
imagery,  pointing  up  the  notion  that 


Man  is  very  much  the  Serpent  in  this 
Garden  of  Eden. 

Additionally,  the  technique  of  hav¬ 
ing  the  principles  providing  their 
own  internal  monologues,  though  jar¬ 
ring  at  first,  proves  an  effective  way 
of  getting  us  emotionally  involved. 

At  the  outset  of  Oscar  season,  I 
envisioned  "Private  Ryan"  snagging 
the  big  awards,  with  the  also-rans 
fighting  it  out  for  the  small  pickings. 

Such  highly-touted  Oscar  hopefuls 
as  "Beloved"  and  "Patch  Adams"  did 
little  to  sway  this  line  of  thinking. 
Then  "The  Thin  Red  Line"  came 
along.  This  is  where  things  get  inter¬ 
esting.  A

It  comes  as  no  great  surprise  after 
watching  "Small  Soldiers"  that  the 
film's  marketing  plans  and  fast  food 
tie-ins  were  well  in  place  before  its 
script  had  even  been  solidified. 

One  can  almost  feel  director  Joe 
Dante  aching  to  bring  his  quirky  sig¬ 
nature  style  (on  display  in  "Twilight 
Zone:  The  Movie"  and  "Gremlins") 
to  this  by-the-numbers  exercise  in 
corporate  mediocrity. 

Tommy  Lee  Jones  and  Frank 
Langella  give  voice  to  the  leaders  of 
combatting  lines  of  sophisticated 
toys  that  go  on  the  rampage  in  the 
suburban  neighborhood  of  the  har¬ 
ried  Phil  Hartman  (in  his  last  film 
role  before  his  untimely  death). 

Special  effects  guru  Stan  Winston 
("Aliens,"  "Jurassic  Park”),  as 
always,  turns  in  amazingly  complex 
model  work.  The  trick  with  "Small 
Soldiers"  was  to  make  the  models 
sufficiently  lifelike  while  still  pre¬ 
serving  their  "toy-ness." 

Without  much  of  a  story  to  fall 
back  on,  it  is  the  effects  that  carry 
much  of  the  appeal  of  "Small 
Soldier." 

That,  in  addition  to  the  curiosity 
value  of  seeing  Hartman  in  his  last 
appearance,  is  what  makes  "Small 
Soldiers"  a  worthy,  if  perfectly  for¬ 
gettable  rental.  C

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Chaparrals  Win  Close  Game  in  Hoops

COD  beat  Illinois  Valley  (IV)  80-79 
by  playing  solid  defense  in  the  final 
20  seconds  in  a  spectacular  home 
game  Tuesday  night. 

DonKlaas,  Chaparral  Head  Coach, 
stated  in  a  post  game  interview,  "Our 
program  is  based  on  defense..." 
DuPage  jumped  out  to  an  early  lead 
behind  the  shooting  of  guards  Kip 
Foster,  Tony  Tolbert  and  center  Nate 
Numrich. 

The  Chaparrals  held  the  Apaches 
to  just  16  points  with  8:40  to  go  in  the 
first  half.  At  times  COD  lead  by  as 
much  as  11  points.  The  game  looked 
like  it  was  going  to  be  over  quickly 
when  DuPage  jumped  to  an  early  25- 
16  lead. 

The  Apaches  were  able  to  hang  in 
the  game  thanks  to  the  15  first  half 
points  by  IV  forward  Derek  Baird. 

At  halftime,  IV  Coach  Mike  Riley 
gave  an  emotional  talk  to  his  players 
that  sparked  energy  from  the 
Apaches.  Tolbert  played  a  beautiful 
defensive  game  by  shuting  Baird 
down  in  the  second  half. 

However,  behind  the  play  of  for¬ 
ward  Lacey  Tyler  and  guard  Eric 


Hayward,  Illinois  Valley  stormed 
back  to  take  their  first  lead  of  the 
game  with  9:44  left  on  the  clock. 

The  fans,  angered  by  the  lack  of 
execution,  looked  for  Coach  Klaas  to 
do  something.  Klaas  sent  in  guards 
Treveon  Ross  and  Dale  Hicks.  Ross 
hit  a  key  three-pointer  to  pull  the 
Chaparrals  within  one  at  the  6:30 
mark. 

Hayward  hit  a  three  to  give  the 
Apaches  a  3  point  lead  with  5  min¬ 
utes  ramaining. 

Everything  COD  did  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  half  was  answered  by  IV.  For 
the  next  two  minutes  the  game  was 
tied  with  neither  team  giving  up. 

Finally,  Hicks  hit  a  big  three  to 
give  COD  an  80-79  lead  with  20.9  sec¬ 
onds  on  the  clock.  IV  got  the  ball,  ran 
down  court  and  missed  about  four 
shots  before  COD  knocked  the  ball 
out  of  bounds  with  .9  left  in  the  game. 

Baird  inbounded  the  ball  to 
Hayward.  He  shot  the  ball  from 
about  18  feet  out  before  time  expired. 
The  ball  rattled  around  the  rim  before 
falling  gracefully  to  the  floor. 

The  win  puts  DuPage  (3-1,  10-11) 
in  first  place  while  the  Apaches  fall  to 
1-3,  3-16  overall.

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Faculty  decides  future  of  transfer  degrees

Even  though  COD'S  1997-1999  cat¬ 
alog  expressed  IAI  degree  require¬ 
ments  effective  for  the  Summer  of 
1998,  the  college  made  no  changes  to 
render  their  degree's  IAI  compatible. 

This  has  caused  the  faculty  to  hold 
a  vote  during  the  first  week  of 
February  to  decide  between  two  dif¬ 
ferent  IAI  compatible  degrees  for  the 
school  to  follow. 

There  is  still  much  tension 
amongst  the  faculty  on  whether  or 
not  the  degree's  should  be  made 
completely  IAI  compatible. 

Members  of  the  IAI  board  visited 
COD  during  the  past  week  to  hold  a 
forum  for  faculty  members.  During 
the  forum,  members  of  the  IAI  board 
gave  reasons  why  it  would  be  good 
for  the  faculty  to  accept  the  IAI 
degree  requirements  into  the  curricu¬ 
lum. 

According  to  Barbara  Risse, 
Director  of  Transfer  Programs,  Illinois 
Community  College  Board,  the  whole 
reason  for  the  IAI  degree  require¬ 
ments  was  to  make  general  education 
general. 

Risse  felt  there  was  no  point  hav¬ 
ing  a  general  education  degree  if  it 
did  not  transfer  into  general  educa¬ 
tion  degrees  at  other  colleges. 

The  IAI  representatives  also 
expressed  how  faculty  are  supposed 
to  take  primary  responsibility  for 
developing  and  maintaining  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  course  articulation. 

The  board  said  that  the  general 
education  classes  will  be  reviewed 
every  5  years  and  revised  if  neces¬ 
sary. 

Even  though  the  faculty  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  vote  on  the  requirements, 
there  was  an  appeal  made  to  the 
Faculty  Senate  Court  which  could

possibly  postpone  the  date  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  vote. 

"The  Faculty  Court  will  look  to 
see  if  the  senate  violated  the  faculty's 
constitution  by  holding  the  elec¬ 
tions,"  said  Brenda  Albercio,  Faculty 
Senate  President. 

Albercio  believes  if  the  faculty 
does  not  choose  between  the  two 
choices  the  administration  will  "take 
care  of  it." 


Many  people  wonder  why  this  is 
still  an  issue  three  academic  quarters 
after  the  new  IAI  degree  require¬ 
ments  were  implemented  state  wide. 

Albercio  said,  "We  didn't  realize 
our  degrees  would  be  as  affected  by 
the  IAI  requirements  as  they  are.  The 
faculty  was  told  in  November  that 
our  compacts  will  be  erased  and  that 
our  degrees  must  conform  to  IAI. 
This  has  become  a  real  nightmare." 


Students  unaware  of  new  transfer  problems

Many  students  are  in  for  a  rude 
awakening  when  they  find  out  the 
classes  they  have  been  taking  towards 
their  degree  will  not  be  accepted  by 
the  college  they  wish  to  transfer  to. 

This  is  due  to  COD  not  making 
their  general  education  degrees, 
Associate  in  Arts  and  Associate  in 
Science  ,  non  compatible  with  the 
Illinois  Articulation  Initiative  (IAI) 
requirements. 

IAI  is  a  set  of  general  degree 
requirements  in  which  110  public  and 
private  colleges  in  Illinois  has  adopt¬ 
ed  starting  the  Summer  of  1998. 

The  IAI  degree  allows  students 
who  have  gotten  general  education 
degrees  at  one  college  to  transfer  to 
another  state  college  with  automatic 
junior  status. 

For  example,  a  student  who  got  a 
general  education  degree  from 
Harper  Community  College  can 
transfer  to  Northern  Illinois  without 
having  to  take  any  of  Nothern's  gen¬ 
eral  education  classes.  That  particular 
student  can  immediately  start  taking 
classes  which  aim  directly  towards  his 
major. 

Before  IAI  was  put  into  effect  col¬ 


leges  looked  at  a  transfer  students 
manuscript  one  class  at  a  time.  Just 
because  a  class  counted  in  a  math 
degree  at  one  college  didn't  mean  it 
counted  as  a  math  degree  at  another. 

This  meant  students  who  did  not 
check  with  the  school  they  were 
transferring  to  could  possibly  end  up 
having  to  take  the  same  math  class 
over  at  their  new  college.  This  caused 
students  to  waste  money  and  time. 

Many  colleges  also  had  compact 
agreements  with  each  other.  Those 
compact  agreements  usually  meant 
schools  would  take  each  others 
degrees  as  is,  but  students  still  had  to 
check  to  make  sure  every  class  was 
compatible. 

According  to  the  1997-1999  COD 
catalog,  the  college  had  compact 
agreements  with  12  other  schools.  The 
catalog  also  listed  23  other  college 
names  for  which  they  had  transfer 
agreements  with. 

The  bad  news  for  students  is  for 
anyone  who  started  taking  classes 
after  the  Summer  of  1998.  Since  110 
colleges  changed  their  degree  require¬ 
ments  to  be  IAI  compatible  all  of  the 
compacts  COD  had  with  other  col¬ 
leges  were  no  longer  being  honored. 

This  means  any  student  starting 
classes  at  COD  after  the  Summer  of 


1998  will  not  enter  a  school  with 
junior  status  if  they  are  following 
COD' s  non  IAI  compatible  degrees. 

COD  has  always  offered  IAI  com¬ 
patible  classes,  but  their  degrees  did¬ 
n't  include  all  IAI  compatible  classes. 

Students  who  started  at  COD 
before  the  Summer  of  1998  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  with  the  old  com¬ 
pact  benefits  but  may  still  have  prob¬ 
lems  when  transferring. 

Students  will  encounter  differ¬ 
ences  between  classes  they  are  cur¬ 
rently  enrolled  in  and  IAI  compatible 
classes. 

At  COD  students  are  allowed  to 
get  a  D  in  a  class  and  still  have  it 
count  towards  a  degree.  IAI  degrees 
allow  C's  as  the  lowest  grade. 

IAI  classes  do  not  allow  students 
to  take  a  class  with  a  pass/ fail  grade. 
If  students  take  an  IAI  class  but 
decided  to  do  so  with  a  pass/fail 
grade  they  will  have  to  take  the  class 
over. 

The  bottom  line  is  students  will 
have  to  check  on  their  own  to  see  if 
the  classes  they  want  to  take,  or  have 
taken,  will  transfer  to  another  school. 

If  not,  students  risk  the  chance  of 
wasting  an  entire  year  on  classes 
which  will  not  help  them  enter  anoth¬ 
er  school  with  junior  status. 
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Makeover  due  for  ‘Dead  Man’s  Curve’

The  village  of  Glen  Ellyn  is  plan¬ 
ning  a  2.9  million  dollar  22nd  street 
reconstruction  project  which  could 
possibly  cause  the  college  and  area 
residents  to  lose  land. 

"Because  of  the  level  of  destruc¬ 
tion  22nd  street  must  be  completely 
redesigned  and  rebuilt,"  said  Bob 
Minix,  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
for  Glen  Ellyn. 

The  cost  of  the  project  has  forced 
the  village  to  turn  to  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  for  50%  of  the  funds  neces¬ 
sary  to  complete  the  work. 

Before  the  village  can  obtain  the 
money  from  the  government  they 
must  redesign  the  road  to  meet  cur¬ 
rent  federal  regulations. 

The  village  plans  on  maintaining 
the  road's  current  two  lanes  but 
wants  to  add  left  turning  lanes  at 
22nd  and  Lambert,  22nd  and  Park 
and  the  eight  entrances  to  the  college 
parking  lots  from  22nd. 

The  addition  of  the  left  turning 
lanes  will  cause  the  road  to  be 
widened  past  the  point  it  is  currently 
at.  This  will  force  the  village  to  obtain 
additional  land  in  order  to  expand  the 
road. 

"We  would  like  to  move  the  entire 
roadway  over  ten  or  15  feet.  This 
would  force  us  to  move  the  "S"  curve 
on  to  college  property,"  said  Minix. 

Minix  hopes  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  won't  force  the  village  to 
straighten  the  "S"  curve  because  it 
acts  as  a  speed  barrier  for  vehicles. 

The  village  had  also  asked  the  col¬ 
lege  if  it  would  provide  the  funds 
necessary  for  street  lighting  after  the 
construction  is  finished. 


"We  do  not  feel  spending  money 
on  the  lights  would  be  the  proper 
allocation  of  our  funds,"  said  Ken 
Kolbet,  Administration  Vice 
President.  The  college  feels  there  is 
already  a  sufficient  amount  of  light¬ 
ing  on  22nd  without  having  to  add 
more  street  lamps. 

The  village  has  hired  the  engineer¬ 
ing  firm  of  Stanley  Consultants  to 
draw  up  the  first  design  proposal  and 
submit  it  to  a  federal  board  in 


February. 

After  the  the  proposal  is  approved 
the  village  will  hold  a  public  forum 
for  residents  to  express  any  concerns 
they  might  have  with  the  construc¬ 
tion. 

Once  the  forum  is  over  the  village 
will  begin  the  legal  task  of  acquiring 
land  from  local  property  owners  in 
order  to  expand  the  roadway. 

Besides  COD,  St.  James  Church, 
Ramble  Tree  Apartments  and  local 


residents  could  possibly  be  affected 
by  land  acquisition. 

"So  far  the  college  has  been  very 
cooperative  in  helping  get  the  land 
we  need,"  said  Minix. 

The  village  hopes  to  begin  the  con¬ 
struction  by  spring  of  2000  and  finish 
it  in  fall  of  that  same  year.  Minix  said 
there  is  always  a  chance  for  problems 
when  dealing  with  land  acquisition 
and  it  could  possibly  take  until  the 
year  2001  to  finish.

Transfer  trauma 
spurs  new  headaches 


So  what  exactly  is  the  purpose  of 
holding  off  a  final  decision  on 
whether  COD  will  come  to  a  decision 
on  the  topic  of  the  IAI  issue? 

Prolonging  this  decision  only 
makes  it  more  confusing  for  students 
to  actually  understand  what  needs  to 
be  done  to  get  their  degree  and  get 
school  finished  with. 

Many  students  who  have  heard 
what  is  happening  from  word-of- 
mouth  are  already  assuming  that  this 
is  just  a  way  to  keep  them  here  at 
COD  longer  than  they  need  to  be. 

Staying  longer  at  COD  will  give 
the  impression  that  students  are  just 
numbers  and  not  people  with  a  desire 
to  get  life  started. 

The  feeling  of  being  unimportant  is 
not  a  welcomed  feeling  for  anyone, 
and  with  that  feeling  being  felt 
throughout  the  campus  it  will  not 
become  a  pretty  sight  when  more  peo¬ 
ple  find  out  about  what  is  really  hap¬ 
pening  with  the  IAI  and  their  educa¬ 
tion. 

Faculty  may  or  may  not  understand 
that  transfer  students  make  up  25%  of 
the  body  but  take  50%  of  the 
credits,which  translates  into  50%  of 
the  COD s  money  through  registra¬ 
tion,  and  50%  of  the  money  givers 
being  "not  so  happy"  with  COD's 
way  of  dealing  with  this  problem. 

This  also  means  that  50%  of  COD's 
registration  money  will  be  forced  to 
stay  here  longer  than  initially  antici¬ 
pated. 

It  seems  through  miscommunica- 
tion  that  we  are  forced  to  suffer  the 
consequences  of  this  matter. 

Knowledge  of  what  was  to  come  in 
Summer  ‘98  was  known  and  printed 
in  the  '97-99  catalog  and  no  steps 
were  done  to  prevent  this  "transition¬ 
al"  period  from  being  so  rough. 

So  what  should  students  do  to  pre¬ 
vent  this  from  happening  to  them? 
Students  cannot  afford  to  listen  to  the 
school  anymore,  they  need  to  do  their 
own  research  on  their  education  and 
find  their  own  path. 

Maybe  this  is  a  good  way  of  COD 
teaching  students  responsibility  for 
their  education,  yet  do  we  know  that 
this  class  will  count  towards  the  rest 
of  our  lives?

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Conductor  finds  Mozart’s  magic  in  ‘Abduction’

DuPage  Opera  is  gearing  up  for 
their  incredible  winter  opera 
"Abduction  from  the  Seraglio"  by 
Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart  perform¬ 
ing  February  12  &  13  in  the  Arts 
Center  headed  by  Harold  Bauer, 
music  director  and  conductor  of  the 
opera. 

Written  in  1782  when  Mozart  was 
a  fresh  26  years  old,  after  just  moving 
to  Vienna  from  Salsburg  where  he 
greatly  disliked  the  archbishop. 
"Abduction  from  the  Seraglio"  was 
his  way  of  "announcing  himself"  to 
the  musical  capital  of  the  world. 

His  opera  was  a  tremendous  suc¬ 
cess,  with  his  elaborate  and  intricate 
melodies  scattered  throughout  the 
score  it  is  now  considered  one  of  the 
most  difficult  operas  in  the  repertoire 
to  sing. 

The  opera's  story  was  very  com¬ 
mon  for  Mozart's  time.  Stories  of 
Mediterranean  pirates  who  carried  off 
beautiful  women  to  Turkish  harems 
were  favorite  plot  material  for  many 
operas  and  plays  of  the  time  — 
Mozart  loved  the  libretto  immediate- 
¥ 

That  was  two-hundred  years  ago, 
shortly  after  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  before  Napolean's 
Reign  of  Terror —  a  time  when  posing 
your  new,  freshly  curled,  white  wigs 
was  the  latest  fashion  statement. 

Just  what  goes  into  making  this 
historic  opera  come  to  life  in  our 
modern  world?

"You  open  an  opera  score,  there  is 
nothing  in  there  that  tells  you  what  to 
do  or  how  to  do  it,  only  what  to  sing. 
It's  a  critical  ingredient  as  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  you  pick  to  put  it  all  together," 
said  Harold  Bauer  who  is  the  conduc¬ 
tor  of  the  opera  and  the  overall  artis¬ 
tic  coordinator  of  the  project. 


Not  many  people  know  of  the 
preparations  that  have  to  be  made  in 
order  to  put  on  the  stunning  opera 
that  the  Dupage  Opera  brings  forth. 

The  idea  of  opera  itself  is  first  con¬ 
ceived  two  years  in  advance,  usually 
with  the  general  knowledge  of  who 
will  be  in  the  opera,  yet  this  was  the 


first  Bauer  picked  without  any  knowl¬ 
edge  of  who  will  be  in  it  before  hand. 

Bauer  mostly  picks  his  performers 
from  the  Chicago  area  in  which  he  is 
very  committed  to  supporting.  COD's 
own  Christopher  Loramer,  voice 
teacher,  was  cast  as  the  servant

Musician’s  legacy  lives  on  through  students

It  is  not  often  that  we  are  graced 
with  the  presence  of  a  master  instru¬ 
mentalist  performing  his  work  for  us 
to  see.  Even  more  rare  is  the  fact  that 
one  of  our  own  instructors  here  at 
COD  is  a  student  of  his  mastery. 

Christopher  Parkening's  skill 
makes  him  arguably  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  classical  guitarists  of  our  time,  and 
learning  from  this  master  is  great 
accomplishment  in  its  own  right. 

We  will  have  the  chance  to  witness 
his  mastery  in  a  performance  on  April 
24  celebrating  the  legend;  Andres 
Segovia. 

The  story  of  his  teacher-student 
relationship  with  COD's  own  Scott 
Johnston  and  his  battles  became  a  vir¬ 
tuoso  in  his  own  right  is  an  incredible 
trip  into  the  passing  of  legends. 

At  age  11,  Parkening  began  play¬ 
ing  guitar  under  the  wing  of  his 
cousinjack  Marshall,  studio  guitarist, 
who  first  exposed  Parkening  to 


Segovia  through  a  recording. 

One  year  after  studying  the  guitar, 
Parkening  was  considered  a  child 
prodigy  and  soon  found  himself 
studying  with  the  world-renowned 
Romero  brothers. 

After  learning  from  the  Spanish 
duo,  Parkening  began  his  training 
with  Segovia  himself  at  the  ripe  old 
age  of  17. 

He  would  study  with  the  master 
of  six  strings  for  many  more  years  to 
come,  stepping  into  the  shadow  of 
Segovia,  a  legend  who  he  would  soon 
come  to  replace  in  stature. 

Christopher  Parkening  teaches  his 
own  master  class  every  year,  only 
accepting  twelve  musicians,  from  a  list 
of  hundreds  applying. 

Scott  Johnston,  a  classical  guitar 
teacher  at  COD  as  well  as  Wheaton 
College,  is  one  of  the  privileged  few 
who  have  learned  from  him.  Could 
Johnston  be  next  in  line  to  run  with 
Segovia's  fervent  flame? 

Johnston's  first  interest  in  classical 
guitar  came  at  age  14  after  hearing 
Andres  Segovia  play  on  a  recording. 


He  was  immediately  taken  in  by  it, 
fascinated  by  the  guitar. 

He  lay  down  his  violin,  which  he 
had  been  playing  since  age  5,  and 
immediately  began  to  play  guitar. 

His  parents  saw  the  spark  in  his  eyes, 
a  spark  that  would  eventually  devel¬ 
op  into  something  much  brighter. 

As  a  high  school  junior,  Johnston 
attended  a  concert  performance  by 
Parkening  that  would  prove  to  be  a 
pivotal  point  in  his  career. 

After  noticing  Johnston's  long  fin¬ 
gernails  during  an  autograph  session, 
Parkening  asked  him  to  play. 

Johnston  did  so,  and  he  immediately 
impressed  Parkening  with  his  skills. 
Johnston  was  invited  to  attend 
Parkening's  master  classes,  and  he 
maintained  attendance  for  14  yearly 
sessions. 

Parkening  not  only  helped 
Johnston  learn  the  instrument  to  its 
fullest,  but  his  glowing  recommenda¬ 
tions  helped  secure  his  current  teach¬ 
ing  jobs. 

In  1987,  the  flame  that  was  Segovia 
died  at  age  94,  leaving  behind  a  lega¬ 


cy  of  beautiful  music  and  an  indelible 
mark  on  the  hearts  and  souls  of  clas¬ 
sical  guitarists  the  world  over. 

Parkening  and  fellow  Segovia  stu¬ 
dent  John  Williams  head  a  new  group 
of  fresh  guitarists.  Parkening  has 
risen  to  become  the  premiere  classical 
recording  artist  in  the  country,  fol¬ 
lowed  very  closely  by  John  Williams. 

Now  the  third  generation  of 
Segovia's  artistry  can  be  seen  in  such 
new  emerging  artists  as  our  very  own 
Scott  Johnston. 

Segovia  is  considered  to  be  the 
"Greatest  Guitarist  of  All  Time,"  by 
Parkening,  and  few  would  argue  this 
statement.  One  look  at  the  guitarists 
he  has  produced  through  his  influ¬ 
ence  bears  out  the  validity  of  this 
opinion. 

Great  musicians  like  Segovia 
don't  die.  Their  life  is  like  a  wonder¬ 
ful  disease  that  infects  the  world  with 
the  depth  of  their  art  forever  after.

Pedrillo,  not  because  of  his  connec¬ 
tion  with  COD  but  because  Loramer 
is  "great  for  the  role." 

Picking  the  cast  is  not  even  the 
beginning  of  getting  the  opera  under 
way.  Behind  the  Arts  Main  stage  are 
piles  of  wooden  props  and  decora¬ 
tions  that  await  to  paint  the  opera 
stage  in  the  coming  weeks. 

As  stage  director  of  the  opera  it  is 
Geoffrey  Edwards  task  to  bring  life  to 
Mozart's  beautiful  melodies.  Edwards 
works  with  Michael  Moon,  set 
designer  and  technical  director,  and 
John  Gant,  director  of  lighting,  to 
make  this  opera  shine. 

These  incredible  artists  are  exactly 
the  "critical  ingredients"  that  Bauer 
wanted  to  set  the  music  to.With  these 
"stage  masters"  setting  the  back¬ 
ground,  Bauer  is  free  to  coordinate 
and  conduct  the  performance. 

Bauer  is  no  stranger  to  being  both 
the  coordinator  and  conductor  of  per¬ 
formances  here  at  COD.  In  fact  he  has 
conducted  all  the  operas  here  in  the 
22  years  he's  been  a  part  of  the  facul¬ 
ty,  including  his  earlier  efforts  in 
which  he  staged  the  operas  as  well. 

Bauer  plays  multiple  instruments 
but  is  not  a  performer  himself,  being 
well  versed  in  musical  instruments  of 
many  forms  allows  him  to  use  that 
knowledge  to  understand  as  a  con¬ 
ductor  how  to  conduct  them  and 
make  them  sing. 

Such  opportunities  come  few  and 
far  between.  Bauer's  chance  to  make 
his  dreams  a  reality  arose  when  he 
was  offered  the  position  of  assistant 
to  Thor  Johnson  at  Northwestern 
University,  after  auditioning  several 
times  for  the  spot. 

Johnson  is  a  very  well  known 
American  master  conductor  and  was 
just  named  head  coordinator  of  the 


opera  and  orchestra  program  at 
Northwestern  when  Bauer  joined 
him. 

"I  learned  a  tremendous  amount, 
of  course  I  studied  with  others  before, 
but  this  was  my  T>ig  break'  in  a 
sense,"  says  Bauer.  "There's  very  little 
opportunity  in  this  country  to  really 
apprentice  yourself  under  someone 
with  the  reputation  Johnson  had,  I'm 
glad  I  had  that  opportunity." 

Sometime  after  that,  Bauer  was 
asked  to  come  to  COD  and  start  an 
orchestra  and  an  opera  program  and 
make  it  into  a  professional  company. 

Today  COD  has  five  organizations 
under  the  "umbrella"  here  which  is 
very  unique  to  have:  New  Classic 
Singers,  Buffalo  Theatre  Ensemble, 
Dupage  Opera,  New  Philharmonic, 
and  the  Arts  Center  Jazz  Center 
Ensemble. 

Currently  Bauer  puts  on  two 
operas  every  year,  one  in  the  summer 
and  one  in  the  winter.  "The  winter  is 
the  harder  one  to  pick,  you  have  to 
think  of  the  with  the  weather  and  the 
lower  draw  with  the  public  compared 
to  the  summer  opera,"  said  Bauer. 

Ironically  the  last  winter  opera  at 
COD  was  a  Mozart  starburst  as  well, 
the  "Marriage  of  Figaro"  went  over 
well  with  audiences  and  critics  alike. 

Some  say  that  the  COD's  version, 
which  was  in  English,  was  more 
enjoyable  than  the  Chicago  Opera 
House's  version  of  the  same  opera, 
which  was  in  german,  that  was  also 
being  performed  the  same  weekend. 

A  true  example  of  how  much  work 
pays  off  for  Bauer  and  the  rest  of  the 
Art  Center  crew  here  at  COD  that 
ultimately  results  in  stunning  art. 

Witness  a  part  of  Mozart's  genius 
being  presented  by  the  great  DuPage 
Opera  Theater,  and  through  this 
incredible  portrayal  you  will  see  the 
mastery  of  one  of  COD's  finest — 
Harold  Bauer.  Tickets  are  $23  regular,

Transfer  students  who  started 
*  their  freshman  year  of  college  after 
the  summer  of  1998  may  find  it  diffi¬ 
cult  choosing  classes  for  the  spring 
|  quarter  since  COD  has  yet  to  publish 
an  Illinois  Articulation  Institute  (IAI) 
compatible  AA  and  AS  degree. 

According  to  Bob  Regner,  Transfer 
Coordinator,  it  is  imperative  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  plan  on  transferring  to  do 
three  things  to  ensure  a  smooth  and 
effective  transfer. 

;  -Students  should  meet  with  faculty 
advisors  and  transfer  counselors  to 
:  find  what  is  best  for  them. 

-Students  should  incorporate  the 
s, ;  IAI  general  education  core  cuur- 
riculm. 

-Students  should  make  it  a  point  to 
finish  their  AA  and  AS  degrees. 

Prior  to  the  the  summer  of  1998, 
when  109  state  and  private  schools 
agreed  to  accept  the  IAI  degree 
requirements  into  their  cuurriculm, 
schools  looked  at  transfer  student 
applications  one  class  at  a  time. 

There  were  certain  agreements  or 
compacts  in  which  schools  had 
between  each  other.  This  allowed  a 
student  who  received  an  AA  or  an  AS 
in  general  education  to  transfer  to 
another  school  without  having  to 
worry  about  taking  more  general  edu¬ 
cation  classes. 

COD  found  their  students  to  be 
without  a  transferable  general  educa¬ 
tion  degree  since  all  the  compacts 
were  called  off  state  wide  as  of  May  1, 
1998. 

Recently  Regner  was  assigned  to 
the  task  of  contacting  the  previous  13 
schools  in  which  COD  had  compacts 
with  to  try  and  see  if  they  will  still 
accept  a  students  degree  if  it  is  not 
completely  IAI  compatible. 

Regner  has  not  gotten  an  not  offi¬ 
cial  response  from  all  the  previous

During  the  past  week  the  IRS 
required  the  college  to  send  out  over 
58,000  1098-T  forms  to  students  who 
took  classes  at  the  college  during  1998 
for  a  possible  $1,500  tax  credit. 

The  Hope  Scholarship  credit 
allows  students  to  receive  a  tax  break 
for  a  large  portion  of  their  post-sec¬ 
ondary  education  expenses  for  the 
first  two  years  of  schooling. 

Students  will  receive  a  credit  for 
100  percent  of  the  first  $1,000  they 
spend  on  their  first  year  of  school 
w'hile  they  will  receive  a  credit  for  50 
percent  of  the  second  $1,000  they 
spend  on  their  second  year  of  school. 


To  claim  the  Hope  Scholarship 
credit  students  must  be  enrolled  in  at 
least  six  credits  during  one  academic 
year  and  not  have  a  felony  drug  con¬ 
viction  when  applying  for  the  tax 
break. 

Students  are  also  eligible  for  the 
Lifetime  Learning  credit  which  allows 
them  to  claim  20  percent  of  the  first 
$5,000  they  spend  on  post-secondary 
education  after  1998. 

Students  who  are  participating  in 
scholarships,  grants  and  other  tax-free 
tuition  benefits  during  the  academic 
period  in  which  they  wish  to  file  may 
find  themselves  in  eligible  for  the  tax 
credit. 

According  to  Ron  Ally,  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs  at  COD,  the  college 


has  set  up  a  phone  number  were  stu¬ 
dents  can  get  the  financial  data  they 
need  in  order  to  apply  for  either  of' 
the  tax  credits.  The  phone  number

Ally  said  the  college  cannot  give 
out  tax  advice  so  students  can  get 
more  information  by  calling  the  IRS's 
toll  free  number  at  (800)  829-1040  or 
entering  the  IRS's  web  sight  at 
http:www.irs.ustreas.gov/plain/cove 
r.html. 

Ally  finished  by  saying  it  would 
be  in  the  students  best  interest  if  they 
didn  t  wait  until  April  15,  to  try  and 
get  the  financial  information  from  the 
college  needed  to  file  for  either  of 
the  tax  credits.

It! 
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Controversial  performance  causes  police  interaction

What  appeared  to  be  an  art  protest  Wednesday 
afternoon  in  the  Art  Center  lobby  turned  into  being 
a  police  matter. 

From  early  morning  until  mid  afternoon,  an 
artist, who  would  not  reveal  his  name,  sat  on  the 
floor  "performing  art"  until  he  was  escorted  from 
the  building  by  public  safety  officials. 

Jack  Weisman,  director  of  the  Art  Center,  denied 
a  request  from  the  artist  to  put  on  a  performance 
before.  Because  he  is  not  a  registered  student  here 
the  artist  is  refused  the  right  to  run  a  performance. 
The  artist  claimed  that  he  was  merely  excercising 
his  "artistic  freedom"  Wednesday  afternoon  in  stip¬ 
ulation  to  Weisman's  decision. 

This  was  not  the  first. time  this  "artistic  free¬ 
dom"  was  trying  to  be  stated  bv  the  artist,  he  was 
asked  to  leave  the  lobby  the  preceding  Sunday  for 
the  same  reason. 

"Jack  (Weisman)  was  part  of  what  was  happen¬ 
ing,  and  he  asked  me  to  leave,  but  as  soon  as  he 
entered  that  space  he  was  a  part  of  the  perfor¬ 
mance,"  said  the  artist. 

The  artist  sat  on  the  lobby  floor,  a  black  band 
covering  his  eyes,  with  numerous  items  scattered 
around  him  that  seemed  to  have  no  connection 
towards  each  other. 

This  connection  was  pondered  by  students  who 
were  left  baffled  as  to  what  was  the  statement  he 
was  trying  to  make. 

"I  think  he  is  making  a  statement  about  world 
poverty,"  said  Brian  Fornelli,  one  of  the  many  stu¬ 
dents  who  sat  around  the  spectacle  Wednesday 
afternoon.  "The  emptv,  red  bowl  signifies  the  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  world  that  just  don't  have  enough  food 
to  make  it  through  the  day.  The  cereal  represents 
american  society  and  how  it  is  just  sitting  there  idly 
and  it  needs  to  help  fill  that  bowl." 

Other  students  soon  joined  in  with  their  take  on 
what  was  trying  to  be  said  with  the  art. 

Mona  Jethmalami  thought  that  he's  "here  to 
gain  both  a  visual  and  mental  reaction  from  an 
audience  that's  obviously  fascinating  us,  this  is  not 
an  everyday  thing  you  see." 

Alison  Brengal  interjects  her  own  thoughts  upon 
Jethmalami's,  "He  really  looks  like  some  sort  of  art 
exhibit.  -I  think  he's  doing  this  for  himself,  making 
live  art." 

An  artist  in  her  own  right,  Julie  Kelly  used  this 
performance  as  a  way  of  expressing  her  own  skill 
as  an  artist.  "Mv  method  of  thinking  is:  instead  of

paying  $40-$50  an  hour  for  a  model,  I  got  to  draw 
him  for  free.  His  whole  purpose  may  be  just  to  see 
what  all  our  reactions  are  and  see  if  they  meet  what 
his  expectations  were." 

Apparently  the  students  unknowingly  con¬ 
tributed  to  his  art  by  just  being  around  it  and  won¬ 
dering  about  it. 

According  to  the  artist  himself,  "everyone  who 
entered  that  space  was  a  part  of  the  performance." 

In  fact,  through  the  students  that  witnessed  the 
spectacle  this  turned  into  art,  whether  it  was  a 
statement  or  not,  it's  always  the  interpreter  who 
contributes  the  true  "realness"  of  the  art  and 
breathes  it  life. 

But  the  purpose  behind  this  act  was  something 
more  than  a  performance,  rather  a  mockery  of  the 
student  artists  who  strive  for  their  art  to  be  seen

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Continuing  evolutions  of  a  jazz  legend

Leading  one  of  the  most  daring 
and  creative  ensembles  in  jazz,  pianist 
Chick  Corea  and  his  group  Origin 
will  be  performing  Febuary  26  on  the 
Arts  Center  Mainstage. 

Origin  features  the  remarkable  tal¬ 
ents  of  Avishai  Cohen  (bass),  Adam 
Cruz  (drums),  Steve  Davis  (trom¬ 
bone),  Bob  Sheppard  (saxophones, 
woodwinds),  Steve  Wilson  (saxo¬ 
phones,  woodwonds)  and  of  course, 
Chick  Corea,  one  of  jazz's  most  excit¬ 
ing  innovators  returning  to  his  jazz 
roots  playing  acoustic  piano  in  an 
acoustic  group  setting. Finding  him¬ 
self  at  another  familiar  place.  Chick 
Corea  is  once  again  on  the  cutting 
edge. 

If  he  had  quit  recording  and  per¬ 
forming  two  decades  ago.  Chick 
Corea  would  still  be  a  piano  legend. 
But  it's  impossible  to  find  a  common 
cord  that  tethers  his  career.  Corea's 
musical  curiosity  has  led  him  to  try 
many  avenues,  changing  directions 
many  times  along  the  way. 

Chick  Corea's  three  decade  prome¬ 
nade  through  the  pages  of  Jazz  histo¬ 
ry  has  been  highlv  prolific  and 
diverse.  Born  Armando  Anthony 
Corea  in  Chelsea,  Massachusetts  on 
June  12, 1941,  Chick's  father  was  a 
musician  who  had  him  studying 
piano  by  age  four  in  a  home  filled 
with  the  music  of  jazz  players  such  as 
Charlie  Parker,  Dizzy  Gillespie,  Bud 
Powell,  Lester  Young  and  Horace 
Silver,  as  well  as  classical  influences 


Beethoven  and  Mozart. 

Chick  moved  to  New  York  in  the 
early  1960s  and  worked  with  Jazz  and 
Latin  groups,  including  the  great  Blue 
Mitchell,  Herbie  Mann,  Cal  Tjader 
and  Mongo  Santamaria. 

He  rose  to  true  prominence  in  the 
jazz  world  by  joining  the  world 
renowned  Miles  Davis  band,  playing 
first  acoustic,  then  electric  piano  at 
the  insistence  of  the  trumpeter  leg¬ 
end. 

Although  Chick  played  on  the 
groundbreaking  classic  fusion  record¬ 
ings  Bitches  Brew  and  In  A  Silent  Way 
with  Miles,  the  first  group  he  played 
with  after  he  left  Davis  was  an  experi¬ 
mental  avant-garde  group.  Circle, 
with  bassist  Dave  Holland,  drummer 
Barry  Altschul  and  saxman  Anthony 
Braxton. 

In  1971,  after  three  years  of  touring 
the  planet  with  Circle,  Chick  changed 
his  focus  again  and  formed  Return  To 
Forever.  The  early  edition  of  the 
group  (which  featured  the  young 
Stanley  Clarke  on  bass)  was  a  softer, 
samba-flavored  ensemble  featuring 
Flora  Purim  on  vocals,  her  husband 
Airto  on  drums  and  reedman  Joe 
Farrell. 

Two  albums  and  a  few  solo  piano 
releases  later.  Chick  and  Stanley 
Clarke  chose  to  perform  a  more  elec¬ 
tric  type  of  fusion,  and  teamed  with 
drummer  Lenny  White  and  guitarist 
Bill  Connors. 

While  Corea  was  forging  a  unique 
style  on  his  Moog  synthesizer,  Corea 
and  Return  to  Forever  spearheaded 
the  mid-70's  fusion  movement  with 
such  innovative  albums  as  Where 


Lengendary  jazz  pianist  Chick  Corea 

Have  I  Known  You  Before,  the 
Grammy-winning  No  Mystery  and 
Romantic  Warrior. 

When  Return  to  Forver  disbanded 
in  1975,  Corea  delved  into  a  diverse 
series  of  recordings— electronic  ensem¬ 
bles,  solo  piano,  classical  music,  and 
acoustic  duos  with  Herbie  Hancock 
and  Gary  Burton. 

Other  Chick  projects  leading  up  to 


his  mid-80's  formation  of  the  Elektric 
Band  were  the  Grammy  winning 
Leprechaun,  My  Spanish  Heart,  and 
Musicmagic,  the  latter  of  which  was  a 
new  Return  To  Forever  project  with 
vocalist  and  wife,  Gayle  Moran. 

Almost  a  decade  after  the  breakup 
of  Return  to  Forever,  Chick  began  an 
association  with  GRP  Records  in  1986 
that  was  marked  by  the  release  of  a

recording  with  his  new  group,  the 
Elektric  Band  and  the  beginning  of  a 
collaboration  with  bassist  John 
Patitucci  and  drummer  Dave  Weckl. 

Thanks  to  Chick's  unique  composi¬ 
tions  and  the  remarkably  high  level  of 
musicianship  in  the  group,  the  Elektric 
Band  went  on  to  become  one  of  the 
most  important  fusion  groups  of  the 
decade.  Corea,  Patitucci  and  Weckl  also 
recorded  and  performed  acoustic  music 
as  the  Akoustic  Band,  stretching  out  in 
a  straightahead  fashion. 

In  1992,  Chick  realized  a  lifelong 
goal  and  --  along  with  his  manager, 

Ron  Moss  --  formed  the  GRP  sub¬ 
sidiary  Stretch  Records,  a  label  commit¬ 
ted  to  extending  musical  boundaries 
(like  its  founder)  and  focusing  more  on 
freshness  and  creativity  than  musical 
style. 

Among  its  early  releases  have  been 
projects  by  Bob  Berg,  John  Patitucci, 
Eddie  Gomez,  and  Robben  Ford. 

Through  the  years  Chick  Corea  has 
established  himself  as  a  true  pioneer  in 
the  musical  field. 

Witnessing  the  continuing  growth  of 
this  evolving  art  is  something  that 
should  not  be  missed.

For  some,  there  is  an  urge  to  see 
what  lurks  inside  other  people's 
restroom  cabinet.  For  artist  Deborah 
Nance,  also  a  teacher  at  COD,  this 
cabinet  is  opened  by  way  of  her  cam¬ 
era  into  the  curius  private  space  of  the 
bedroom  closets  of  20  women. 

The  pictures  reveal  the  lives  of 
these  women  as  they  peek  inside 
spaces  that  are  rarely  seen  in  her 
series  of  photographs 
entitled  "20  Women  and  Their 
Closets,"  currently  on  view  at  the  sec¬ 
ond  flor  of  the  Library. 

"My  interest  in  this  project  originat¬ 
ed  after  I  had  relocated  to 
Chicago  from  Texas,  and  wondered  in 
the  midst  of  rebuilding  a  life  in  a  new 
place  how  other  women  answered  all 
the  demands  of  life  in  the  home,"  says 
Nance  of  her  work. 

She  asked  20  women  if  she  could 
photograph  them  and  the  personal 
domain  of  their  closets. 

"With  my  camera,  I  observed  their 
solutions  and  choices  made  about  pos¬ 
sessions,  their  space  and  personal  sys¬ 
tems  of  order  in  lives  unlike  my  own." 

Nance's  process  was  to  take  a  pho¬ 
tograph  of  the  first  woman,  and  then, 
of  her  closet.  "Answering  such  prob 


ing  questions  as:  What  do  our  choices 
say  about  us?  What  made  us  select 
our  belongings,  wardrobe, 
furnishings,  containers,  etc.,  to  begin 
with?  Convenience?  Taste?  Fashion? 
Comfort?  Need?  Affordability?  The 
legacy  of  traditions  passed  on?"  Nance 
concludes,  "These  pictures  give  us 
visual  clues  to  the  apparent  and  differ¬ 
ing  meaning  and  priorities  in  women's 
lives." 

Each  participant  also  completed  a 
questionnaire  and  was  interviewed. 

Inspired  by  this  in-depth  look  at  the 
values,  identities,  and  secret  hiding 
places  of  20  women,  whose  ages  range 
from  5  to  65,  Nance  has  applied  for  a 
grant  from  the  National  Museum  for 
Women  in  Washington,  D.C.  to  com¬ 
plete  a  book  of  the  photographs. 

"I  thought  it  would  be  a  most 
unique  way,  to  use  the  privileged  and 
comprehensive  format  of  --  'The  Book' 
-  to  present  words  and  pictures  of  this 
glimpse  into  women's  lives:  at  once, 
both  intimate  and  universal,"  said 
Nance. 

Next  time  you  find  yourself  in  the 
COD  library,  be  sure  not  to  miss  this 
exciting  and  interesting  look  at  this 
collection  of  closets  and  their  keepers. 

Not  only  is  this  exhibiting  art,  but  it 
is  also  satisfying  a  curius  thirst  within 
us  all.

The  high  school  subculture  is  the 
most  unique  of  beasts.  Somehow  the 
rules  of  conduct  that  govern  life  in  the 
outside  world  cease  to  apply  inside 
those  walls. 

In  high  school,  to  be  cool  is  to  be 
king,  and  to  be  classified  as  a  dork  is 
the  scarlet  brand  that  all  fear  and 
dread. 

Heck,  compared  to  high  school,  the 
rest  of  life  is  practically  a  cakewalk. 
Bearing  this  in  mind,  one  can  almost 
understand  the  insecurities  and  low 
self-esteem  that  characterize  most 
teens  today. 

It's  those  selfsame  insecurities  that 
Hollywood  has  exploited  with  alarm¬ 
ing  regularity  for  a  great  many  years 
now.  From  the  gooey  teen  flicks  of  the 
'80s  (notably  John  Hughes  faves  like 
"The  Breakfast  Club"  and  "Sixteen 
Candles"),  to  Miramax's  new  release 
"She's  All  That,"  teen  angst  springs 
eternal. 

The  film  stars  Freddie  Prinze  Jr. 

(the  one  bright  spot  in  the  otherwise 
laughable  "I  Know  What  You  Did  Last 
Summer"  films)  as  the  erstwhile  Zack 
Siler. 

It's  rough  being  Zack.  He  has  the 
fourth  highest  GPA  in  his  class.  He's 


not  much 

the  senior  class  president.  Every  girl 
wants  to  be  with  him.  Every  guy 
wants  to  bt ?  him. 

His  biggest  problem  seems  to  be 
deciding  which  Ivy  League  university 
to  attend,  and  what  to  do  about  senior 
prom  now  that  his  girlfriend  has 
dumped  him. 

"She's  All  That"  is  really  just  a 
variation  on  the  old  story  of 
Pygmalion.  Cool  kid  Zack  (Prinze) 
takes  on  a  bet  to  turn  an  introverted 
loner  named  Laney  (Rachel  Leigh 
Cook),  into  the  prom  queen.  It  does¬ 
n't  take  a  psychic  to  figure  out  that 
eventually  the  two  will  fall  in  love. 

What  is  surprising  is  just  how  little 
effort  is  expended  to  add  some  sus¬ 
pense  to  the  proceedings. 

These  characters  are  all  standbys  of 
the  genre.  The  jock,  the  witch,  the 
outcast,  etc.,  and  they  do  little  more 
than  go  through  their  paces  like  good 
soldiers. 

There's  a  great  film  somewhere  in 
"She's  All  That,"  but  one  would  be 
hard-pressed  to  find  it  under  the 
heaping  layers  of  trite  teenie-bopper 
cliches  that  constitute  so  much  of  the 
film's  bulk. 

From  the  cast  to  the  crew,  "She's 
All  That"  is  a  film  that  is  severely  out¬ 
classed  by  its  talent.  Prinze  and  Cook 
are  both  likable  performers  with 
bright  futures  ahead  of  them,  and  one 
is  almost  tempted  to  forgive  them  for 
"She's  All  That."  Almost.  C

Humphrey  Bogart's  immortal 
farewell  to  Ingrid  Bergman  has  tran¬ 
scended  the  movie  from  which  it 
came  and  become  a  part  of  the  popu¬ 
lar  lexicon. 

It's  easy  to  see  why  "Casablanca" 
has  remained  so  fondly  remembered 
after  all  these  years.  No  one  played 
the  tortured  everyman  better  than 
Bogey,  and  it  was  never  more  empa- 
thetic  than  in  this  romance  set  in  the 
midst  of  World  War  II. 

♦  "Somewhere  in  Time" 

Christopher  Reeve  hung  up  his 

cape  to  take  the  lead  in  this  largely 
overlooked  fantasy  from  the  early 
'80s.  Reeve  plays  a  man  magically 
transported  back  in  time,  where  he 
falls  in  love  with  a  woman  from  the 
past  (Jane  Seymour).  Reeve  and 
Seymour  both  shine  in  their  roles. 


and  the  proceedings  are  enhanced 
greatly  by  John  Barry's  picturesque 
and  sweeping  orchestral  score. 

♦  "When  Harry  Met  Sally" 

Meg  Ryan  has  become  the  reign¬ 
ing  queen  of  romantic  comedies  (cur¬ 
rently  Lighting  up  the  screen  in 
"You've  Got  Mail,"  opposite  Tom 
Hanks),  and  it's  this  1989  gem  that 
began  her  journey  to  the  throne.

This  is 
demanding  because  every  person  has 
between  five  and  six  quarts  of  blood, 
so  it  takes  many  donators  to  save 
someone's  life.

Two  Board  of  Trustees  members 
showed  disappointment  when  the 
board  appointed  Robin  Cooper  as  the 
new  head  coach  of  the  recently  rein¬ 
stated  football  program  at  the  Feb.  10, 
board  meeting.

Murphy  said  after  the  meeting 
that  Cooper  comes  to  COD  highly  rec¬ 
ommended  from  the  University  of 
Evansville  in  which  he  was  the  head 
coach  of  their  football  program  from 
1991  until  1997. 

In  the  period  as  Evansville  head 
coach.  Cooper's  triumphs  include 
leading  his  team  to  a  Gateway 
Conference  championship  and 
advancing  his  team  into  the  Division 
IAA  football  playoffs. 

In  addition  to  coaching  at 
Evansville  Cooper  was  an  assistant 
coach  at  Western  Illinois  University  in 
Macomb  from  1987  to  1991.  Cooper 
also  started  the  football  program  at 
MacMurray  College  in  Jackson  II,  in 
1984. 

Cooper  coached  at  two  Illinois 
high  schools  in  which  his  teams  went 
undefeated  in  four  separate  years  and 
won  five  different  championships 
throughout  his  highschool  coaching 
career. 

Ralph  Miller,  Athletic  Director, 
said,  "Cooper  is  a  very  outstanding 
person  with  a  great  background  and

with  him." 

Cooper  will  have  tough  shoes  to 
fill  since  previous  coach,  MacDougall, 
led  the  Chaparral  football  team  to  a 
victorious  record  of  (174-59)  through¬ 
out  his  20  years  of  coaching  at  the  col¬ 
lege. 

Along  with  a  great  record, 
MacDougall  was  named  Region  IV 
Coach-of-the-Year  ten  times  and  was 
honored  by  the  National  Junior 


College  Athletic  Association  as  its 
Coach-of-the-Year  in  1995. 

In  a  press  release  from  Ken  Reed, 
Office  of  Public  Information,  Cooper 
said,  "I'm  very  excited  about  the 
opportunity  to  coach  at  the  College  of 
DuPage.

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College  instructor  provides  textbook  example

It  is  not  very  common  that  a  teacher  has  the 
pleasure  of  teaching  his  or  her  own  textbook  to 
their  class.  This,  however,  is  not  the  case  with 
part-time  teacher,  Barb  Collins. 

Collins'  book.  Landscaping  Herbs,  came  out 
this  past  October  and  she  taught  a  class  based  on 
the  book  this  past  fall  quarter.  She  describes  her 
book  as,  "A  book  for  serious  gardeners  or  profes¬ 
sional  landscapers  who  wish  to  incorporate  herbs 
for  ornamental  purposes." 

Collins  has  been  a  part  time  teacher  at  the  col¬ 
lege  for  four  years  but  has  also  been  a  guest 
speaker  at  the  college  for  the  past  eight  years.  "I 
lectured  on  indoor  blooming  plants  in  the  foliage 
class  and  then  I  started  teaching  the  foliage 
class,"  said  Collins.  "I  really  enjoyed  it." 

Collins  got  her  foot  in  the  door  as  a  teacher  at 
COD  when  coordinator,  Judy  Burgholzer,  took 
note  that  she  taught  and  had  worked  with  plants 
in  the  past.  "At  the  college  they  want  someone 
who  is  qualified  but  has  also  had  practical  experi 


ence,"  said  Collins. 

In  addition  to  her  teaching  at  the  college, 
Collins  will  teach  for  the  first  time  at  the  Morton 
Arboretum  in  the  spring.  "I'm  enthusiastic  and 
my  students  cans  sense  that  enthusiasm,  which 
makes  them  also  enthusiastic." 

Landscaping  Herbs  was  not  just  a  project  for 
Collins  but  it  was  written  for  her  masters  thesis. 
Collins  said  it  was  written  in  steps,  starting  with 
visits  to  many  plant  museums  or  plant  arboreta. 
She  called  the  experience  more  of  a  challenge. 
Since  she  had  worked  with  herbs  for  so  long,  she 
started  with  what  she  knew  and,  "went  on  from 
there."  Collins  now  has  a  Masters  degree  of 
Science  in  Horticulture. 

Generally,  Collins  is  "very  delighted"  with 
the  way  the  book  turned  out,  although  she  does 
cite  a  few  changes  she  might  make.  "I  would  put 
more  pictures  in  the  book.  Right  now  there  about 
150  and  I  would  have  doubled  that  if  I  could."

meeting  held  in  Springfield. 

Sobie  wants  to  show  the  board 
how  well  "Bagels  for  Butts"  accom¬ 
plished  ridding  the  students  of  ciga¬ 
rettes.  After  the  meeting  the  cigarettes 
will  be  disposed  of  in  a  trash  com¬ 
pactor. 

Sobie  said,  "Besides  taking  the 
cigarettes  out  of  circulation  and  mak¬ 
ing  people  more  aware  about  the 
stop  smoking  clinic,  I  want  to  get 
awareness  out  to  people  about  the 
good  will  of  the  Wellness 
Committee."

An  ‘Abduction’  into  Mozart’s  music

When  you  look  buck  through  histo¬ 
ry  and  search  for  the  great  people 
who  would  shape  their  world  as  we 
know  it,  it  is  quite  farina  ting  to  see 
where  their  "big  breaks"  were. 

Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart's  first 
successful  testament  to  the  Viennese 
world  was  with  'Abduction  from  the 
Seragli/  his  way  of  changing  the  face 
of  music  forever  after. 

Unlike  most  popular  opera  perfor¬ 
mances,  Dupage  Opera's  Abduction 


was  performed  in  english.  Following 
this  opera  was  much  easier  for  me 
than  having  to  spend  weeks  studying 
the  libretto  before  going  out  to  an 
opera  performed  in  a  foriegn  lan¬ 
guage. 

Before  the  final  reharsal 
Wednesday  night,  audience  members, 
who  were  allowed  to  attend  the 
reharsal,  were  excited  as  well  as  curi¬ 
ous  about  Abduction. 

Dupage  Opera's  reputation  for 
putting  on  incredible  musical  perfor¬ 
mances  has  grown  tremendously  in 
recent  years,  so  much  that  this  week¬ 


end's  performance  of  'Abduction'  is 
completely  sold-out. 

I  saw  last  winter's  opera,  that  was 
also  a  Mozart  opera,  'The  Marriage  of 
Figaro,'  and  was  pleasently  surprised 
as  to  how  exciting  an  opera  could 
really  be. 

Most  people  I  know  who  haven't 
seen  an  opera  think  it  "boring"  or 
"old  fashioned."  What  they  don't 
understand  is  that  live  theater  has  a 
much  higher  intensity  than  your  com¬ 
mon  re-run  soap  opera  drama.  Set 
this  intensity  to  genius  music  and  you 
have  a  wonderful  evening. 


"I  am  expecting  a  good  perfor¬ 
mance,  like  the  'Marriage  of  Figaro'  of 
last  year,"  said  audience  member 
Maribel  DelaCruz  prior  to 
Wednesday's  performance.  "1  like  the 
cost-tumes,  the  story  line,  the  music, 
and  the  fact  that  it's  in  english." 

Reading  the  story  aside  from  the 
music  and  the  stage  design,  it  seems 
very  flimsy  and  weak.  Hardly  some¬ 
thing  that  one  would  think  a  great 
composer  like  Mozart  would  want  to 
set  to  music.

Cote's  dream  since  he  was  10  years 
old  was  to  visit  Africa,  but  that  dream 
was  distanced  by  the  reality  of  him 
becoming  dependant  to  a  wheel  chair. 

Moving  past  the  struggles  of  mak¬ 
ing  that  dream  a  reality,  Cote  journied 
to  Africa  with  his  friends  Nicole  and 
Paul  through  eight  different  African 


countries,  starting  with  Botswana  . 

Botswana  was  the  beginning  of 
Cote  and  friend's  trip,  but  not  nearly 
the  end  of  it. 

After  visiting,  desart  filled, 
Botswana  for  a  period  of  time,  Cote 
finished  the  trip  with  seven  other 
countries  in  Africa. 

Historic  Ghama  being  the  next, 
followed  by  isolated  Lesotha, 

Namibia  dunes,  the  diverse  South 
Africa,  the  multi-terrained  Swaziland, 
the  Victoria  Falls  in  Zambia,  and  the 
famous  Zimbabwe. 

Cote  says  in  his  artistic  statement 


that  "Africa  is  a  contradiction  in  itself. 
It  is  the  'dark  continent'  of  unknown, 
a  playground  for  savage  beasts,  a 
land  of  wars  and  disagreement,  but  it 
also  holds  the  peacefulness,  tranquili¬ 
ty,  and  beauty  that  can  only  be  in  our 
dreams." 

Lighting  the  halls  of  COD  with 
color  and  life.  Cote's  display  shines 
with  African  art  and  pictures  of  his 
trips  through  the  "Animal  Kingdom." 

A  map  of  his  travels  drapes  the 
background  of  the  display,  with  glass 
shelves  holding  many  items  from  his 
trips.

In  short,  the  story  is  about  three 
westerners  (Constanza,  Blonda,  and 
Pedrillo,  beautifully  sung  by  Theresa 
Ludden,  Saundra  DeAthos,  and 
Christopher  Lorimer)  who  were  cap¬ 
tured  by  pirates,  sold  to  rich  Pasha 
Selim  (played  by  Robert  Riner),  then 
rescued  by  the  Spanish  nobleman 
Belmonte  (played  by  Harold  Gray 
Meers),  who  is  betroved  to 
Constanza. 

It  wasn't  the  story  that  made  this 
opera  soar  however—  it  was  the 


singing,  the  music,  the  whole  flavor 
of  this  spectacular  art  that  towered 
far  above  the  boundries  of  anything 
that  had  come  before  it,  and  maybe 
even  after.

Her 
cries  evoked  feelings  that  seemed  to 
cry  along  with  her.

With  those  swan-like  cries,  the 
orchestra  mimicked  Constanza,  pul¬ 
sating  her  melodies  back  to  her,  only 
to  be  returned  with  more  melodies 
stacked  upon  the  last. 

The  ending  ensemble  ushered  in  a 
magnificent  musical  escapade  that 
left  everyone  a  smile  on  their  face.

Mel  Gibson  has  always  had  a 
flamboyant,  boyish  charm  that's  pow¬ 
ered  the  actor's  best  performances, 
yet  there's  something  different  about 
him  in  “Payback." 

The  easygoing  demeanor  has  been 
replaced  by  a  grim  resolve  and  cold 
stare.  There's  a  steely  rasp  to  his 
voice  as  he  intones,  "70  grand.  That's 
what  they  took  from  me.  And  that's 
what  I'm  gonna  get  back." 

So  the  stage  is  set  for  "Payback," 
the  directorial  debut  of  "L.A. 
Confidential"  writer  Brian  Helgeland, 
the  story  of  a  fool  and  his  money 
being  parted. 

Without  question,  no  one  in 
Hollywood  plays  hurt  quite  as  skill¬ 
fully  as  Gibson.  From  "Mad  Max: 
Beyond  Thunderdome"  right  on 
down  to  "Lethal  Weapon"  and 
"Braveheart,"  it  can  often  be  a  decid¬ 
edly  unpleasant  experience  to  witness 
some  of  the  torture  scenes  the  actor 
has  endured. 

"Payback"  is  no  exception,  with 
the  actor's  latest  vehicle  surely  ele¬ 
vating  the  science  of  Mel-torture  to 
new  heights. 

When  he  isn't  w  ri thing  in  agony 
after  being  shot  in  the  back  or  having 
his  "manhood"  threatened  by  a  gang 
of  Chinese  mobsters,  he's  undergoing 
a  twisted  variation  on  the  "This  little 
piggy"  nursery  rhyme. 

"Payback"  casts  Gibson  as  Porter, 
a  two-bit  thief  who  embarks  on  a 
sadistic  cross  town  quest  (filmed  in 
downtown  Chicago)  to  retrieve  the 
(stolen)  money  that  was  stolen  from 
him,  leaving  in  his  wake  a  spectacle 
that  is  at  once  revolting  and  liberat¬ 
ing. 

The  film's  violence  is  heightened 
to  such  an  absurd  degree  (at  one 
point,  Gibson  pulls  the  nose  ring  out 
of  a  junkie's  nose— through  his  nostril) 
that  one  can't  help  but  take  it  with  a 
wink  and  a  nudge. 

From  Gibson  to  co-stars  Kris 
Kristofferson  and  James  Coburn, 
everyone  is  in  on  the  absurdity  of  the 
situation  (Coburn,  after  Gibson 
shoots  holes  in  his  alligator  luggage 
and  designer  suits,  exclaims,  "That's 
just  mean!"). 

Utilizing  a  unique  palette  of 
washed-out  colors  and  an  acute  flair 
for  the  visual,  with  canted  angles  and 
tilted  cameras  abounding,  Helgeland 
makes  an  impressive  entry  into  the 
directing  arena,  making  "Payback," 
though  a  guilty  pleasure,  a  pleasure

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The  free  printing  students  have 
been  able  to  take  advantage  of  in  the 
Academic  Computer  Center  is  about 
to  change  when  the  lab  implements  a 
printing  fee  to  start  as  early  as  the 
summer  quarter. 

The  Courier  received  the  news  in  a 
meeting  with  Gary  Wenger,  Vice 
President  for  Information  Technology, 
where  he  said  the  charging  will  be  in 
full  implementation  by  the  1999  fall 
quarter. 

Wenger  said  there  was  talk  about 
charging  for  paper  when  the  facility 
being  put  together  in  1997  but  the 
administration  did  not  want  to  corn- 
matters  since  the  center  was 

new. 

The  cost  for  the  printing  will  match 
the  cost  the  library  charges  for  print- 
ng,  which  is  currently  10  cents  a  copy 
change  is  possible. 

Students  will  have  to  purchase  a 
card  for  $1  and  add  credits  to 
hat  card  through  a  machine. 

Students  will  not  be  given  the 
Ipption  of  using  change  or  dollar  bills 
fat  the  print  station,  they  can  only  pay 
|for  the  printing  by  using  the  card. 

Each  computer  will  have  a  desig¬ 
nated  print  queue.  The  print  queue  is 
another  computer  in  which  students, 
lance  they  type  up  their  information, 
send  their  files  to. 

Once  the  print  queue  receives  the 
Ifiles  the  student  will  put  his  card  in 
the  queue  and  the  computer  will 
deduct  money  from  the  card  for  how- 
fever  many  number  of  copies  made. 
Wenger  said  the  print  cards  used  in

centers  were  there  is  an  extra  8,000 
hours  of  additional  student  support 
necessary." 

Wenger  believes  students  will  still 
use  the  ACC  as  much  as  before  the 
charging  was  implemented,  but  he 
doesn't  believe  there  will  be  as  many 
print  outs. 

Sentiment  over  the  new  charging  is 
mixed  among  students.  Many  believe 
the  charging  should  not  take  place, 
but  many  students  also  believe  it  is 
not  unusual  for  a  printing  price  to  be 
charged. 

"I  don't  think  I  will  use  the  lab  as 
often  as  before  they  starte  charging.  I 
will  end  up  using  my  laptop  comput¬ 
er  more,"  said  student  Dan  Lesko,  24. 

"Printing  should  be  free  for  stu¬ 
dents  because  we  are  paying  fees  for 
the  school  already.  Maybe  they  should 
check  student  ID's  before  letting  them 
use  the  paper,  but  students  should 
definitely  get  free  printouts,"  said 
Chiharu  Matsumoto,  24. 

"It's  kind  of  typical,  many  places 
charge  for  the  price  of  paper.  If  you  go 
to  Kinko's  you  have  to  pay  for  copies.  • 
It's  understandable,"  said  Bonnie 
Hahn,  24. 

The  good  news  for  students  is  that 
by  using  the  library's  price  guide  for 
copies,  students  will  get  to  save 
money  by  using  the  copy  cards.  Since 
cards  can  only  have  money  added  to 
them  in  dollar  increments  the  library 
allows  students  to  make  15  copies  for 
every  dollar  on  the  card.  A  student 
printing  out  paper  in  the  library  using 
direct  currency  charges  10  cents  a 
copy  while  the  copy  card  only  charges 
students  6  cents  a  copy. 


the  ACC  will  be  same  as  the  cards 
used  in  the  library.  They  will  be  inter- 
changable  throughout  all  the  print  sta¬ 
tions  in  both  facilities. 

"We  want  to  be  able  to  provide 
consistency  and  ease  of  use  for  stu¬ 
dents  when  they  use  the  print  cards," 
said  Wenger. 

The  over  100,000  pages  printed  per 
month  in  the  ACC  is  just  one  of  the 
costs  the  new  charging  hopes  to 
recover  for  . 

"You  can't  look  at  individual  paper 
cost,  you  have  to  look  at  the  total 
cycle  cost  of  not  only  paper  but  hard¬ 
ware,  software,  networking,  support 
and  distribution,"  said  Wenger. 

The  college  won't  have  to  spend 
much  money  on  buying  the  equip¬ 
ment  needed  to  charge  students. 
Recycled,  low-end,  computers  will  be 
used  as  the  print  queues  and  money 
will  only  be  needed  to  purchase  the 
card  readers  and  the  software 
involved  at  each  print  station. 

In  the  beginning,  the  college  just 
hopes  to  recover  the  cost  their  putting 
into  the  lab.  Wenger  said  if  any  addi¬ 
tional  funds  are  available  the  college 
hopes  to  use  the  money  to  provide 
additional  support  and  lab  aids. 

Since  students  are  using  the  inter¬ 
net  more,  the  lab  hopes  to  provide 
color  printers  due  to  student 
demands.  The  cost  of  the  color  print¬ 
ers  will  be  more  because  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  supplies  involved  with  color 
printing. 

When  asked  if  Wenger  thinks  the 
print  stations  will  change  the  need  for 
students  aids,  he  said,  "Students  will 
not  lose  their  jobs  over  this.  There  are 
plenty  of  other  jobs  in  the  regional 
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COD  finds  new  ways  of  recycling  more  products

A  new  recycling  program  was  recently  added  to 
the  college's  already  large  recycling  arena. 

During  the  week  of  Feb.  11,  the  college's 
Recycling  and  Engraving  department  handed  out 
packages  to  the  copy  center  and  bookstore  in  which 
any  kind  of  ink  jet  cartridge  can  be  place  in  and 
sent  to  be  recycled. 

According  to  Rick  Mohammad,  Supervisor  of 
Recycling  and  Engraving,  the  college  is  constantly 
trying  to  get  more  products  recycled. 

The  Recycling  and  Engraving  department  at  the 
college  currently  collects  paper,  cardboard,  alu¬ 
minum  and  plastic  from  around  the  school  and 
brings  it  to  their  office  to  be  sorted  and  sent  out  for 
recycling. 

The  ink-jet  cartridges  are  just  the  newest  part  of 
their  program.  The  empty  cartridges  are  sent  to 
Newcoat  International,  a  recycling  company  in 
Tenessee. 

Mohammad  said  the  college  receives  $1  dollar 
every  time  a  cartridge  is  returned  to  Newcoat 
International. 

Each  ink-jet  catridge  recycling  package  contains 


a  bar  code  with  COD's  name  printed  in  it. 

This  code  lets  Newcoat  International  know  were 
the  particular  ink  jet  cartridge  had  originally  come 
from  after  it  was  sent  to  them. 

Even  if  the  cartridge  is  not  from  the  college, 
Newcoat  International  will  pay  the  college  $1  for 
every  ink-jet  recycling  package  it  receives  with  the 
COD  name  in  the  bar  code. 

Even  though  the  ink-jet  recycling  packages  were 
only  handed  out  to  a  few  offices  in  the  college, 
Mohammad  hopes  the  entire  school  will  eventually 
have  a  ink-jet  catridge  dispenser  in  their  office. 

Resource  Transport,  a  recyling  company,  visits 
the  school  after  16  to  20  gaylords,  large  boxes  of 
recycled  material,  are  filled  with  paper  and  card¬ 
board.  The  aluminum  cans  get  crushed  and  sent  to 
a  crate  in  the  back  of  the  warehouse. 

Only  paper,  aluminum  and  cardboard  is  taken 
by  the  Resource  Transport  company.  The  plastic 
which  is  gathered  throughout  the  school  is  taken 
to  a  special  recycling  facility  were  it  can  be  recy¬ 
cled. 

Mohammad  said  since  a  majority  of  recycled 
products  from  the  U.S.  was  sent  to  Asia  in  the  past, 
the  market  price  for  recycled  goods  has  dropped 
since  the  crash  of  the  asian  financial  markets.

In  response  to  the  January  29, 1999  article  on  transfer  problems  at  College  of  DuPage, 
I  would  like  to  address  several  of  those  issues. 
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Dear  Editor — 

As  a  former  transfer  student  from  the  College  of  DuPage,  I  am  quite 
distressed  to  learn  that  some  COD  faculty  members  have  been  slow  to  devel¬ 
op 

a  plan  to  comply  with  Illinois  Articulation  Initiative  requirements. 

During  my  two  years  at  the  college,  I  viewed  COD  as  a  progressive 
institution,  willing  to  adopt  new  and  innovative  ideas  to  assist  its 
students  in  learning.  However,  in  the  case  of  the  IAI,  it  would  seem  the 
college  prefers  to  grasp  on  to  its  dying  system  of  education. 

Fortunately,  I  was  aware  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  transferring 
credit  from  COD  to  the  University  of  Illinois  in  Urbana-Champaign,  which  I 
currently  attend.  Through  diligence,  I  was  able  to  both  receive  a  degree 
from  COD  and  transfer  all  of  my  credit  to  the  U  of  I. 

However,  not  all  students  may  be  aware  that  their  credits  could  be 
worth  nothing  at  their  potential  transfer  institute.  They  may  simply  assume 
that  a  COD  degree  guarantees  them  junior  standing.  As  a  result,  they  remain 
oblivious  of  any  problems  that  may  arise  later. 

The  attraction  of  COD  is  its  flexibility,  both  in  the  types  of  classes 
offered  and  in  forms  of  instruction.  In  this  spirit  of  flexibility,  I  have  a 
suggestion  for  the  college.  Why  not  adopt  another  degree,  one  that  would 
conform  to  IAI  requirements,  specifically  for  transfer  students?  Required 
courses  could  constitute  those  classes  necessary  under  IAI,  while  electives 
could  be  left  open  for  students  to  enroll  in  classes  within  their  major. 

This  would  guarantee  a  viable  degree  for  transfer  students  while 
allowing  other  students  to  pursue  COD’s  traditional  AA  or  AS  degrees.  Doing 
so  would  not  only  maintain  the  college's  current  enrollment,  but  also  could 
encourage  new  enrollment. 

Instead  of  suggesting  such  alternatives,  some  COD  faculty  members, 
blinded  by  their  stubbornness,  have  chosen  to  cry  over  what  they  view  as 
unfair  treatment  by  IAI.  They  prefer  to  cling  to  requirements  other  state 
colleges  and  universities  apparently  view  as  useless. 

Is  the  COD  faculty  so  insensitive  towards  its  transfer  population  that 
it  would  put  its  own  preferences  above  what  would  be  best  for  its  students? 
Has  the  college  chosen  to  forsake  its  role  as  a  transfer  institution, 
focusing  instead  on  bringing  in  as  many  people  from  the  community  as 
possible  to  make  the  most  amount  of  money? 

The  faculty  should  realize  that  the  days  of  COD's  dominance  as  a 
transfer  institute  are  ending.  Indeed,  when  IAI  goes  into  full  effect, 
students  may  be  wise  to  simply  bypass  COD  all  together.  It  would  appear  the 
institution  cares  little  for  them  anyway. 


The  Illinois  Articulation  Initiative  (IAI)  is  a  state-wide  initiative  with  109  participat¬ 
ing  colleges  and  universities.  The  initiative  is  not  a  degree,  but  rather  a  common  gen¬ 
eral  education  package  within  an  institution's  degree.  Students  earning  an  Associate 
in  Arts  or  an  Associate  in  Science  degree  which  incorporates  the  IAI  general  educa¬ 
tion  core  will  have  met  the  receiving  institution's  all-campus,  lower  division  general 
education  requirements. 

The  IAI  has  never  stated  that  students  who  have  received  general  education  degrees 
at  one  college  who  transfer  to  another  state  college  will  have  automatic  junior  status. 
In  point  of  fact,  the  IAI  states  that  "any  student  admitted  in  transfer  to  an  Illinois  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree-granting  institution"  should  be  granted  standing  comparable  to 
current  students  who  have  completed  the  same  number  of  baccalaureate-level  credit 
hours.  The  notion  that  a  student  has  junior  status  as  a  result  of  earning  a  "general 
education  degree"  as  illustrated  in  the  example  used  by  Brian  Melehan,  news  editor, 
is  misleading  and  inaccurate.  Mr.  Melehan  implies  that  a  student  can  immediately 
start  taking  junior  level  courses  aimed  towards  his  or  her  major  after  completing  the 
IAI  degree  which  is  incorrect. 

Unless  a  student  has  taken  the  appropriate  lower  division  prerequisite  courses  at  the 
community  college,  it  is  impossible  to  start  major  courses  at  the  university.  The  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  IAI  general  education  core  curriculum,  appropriate  lower  division 
courses,  and  the  attainment  of  an  AA  or  AS  degree  are  the  steps  essential  to  a  smooth 
transfer. 

Transfer  to  a  baccalaureate  degree  institution  from  a  community  college  is  a  shared 
responsibility.  Both  the  student  and  faculty  advisor  working  together  can  make  the 
transfer  process  understandable  and  smooth.  Mr.  Milehan's  statement  that  "the  bot¬ 
tom  line  is  students  will  have  to  check  on  their  own"  misses  the  obvious  wealth  of 
resources  at  COD.  Faculty  advisors  and  staff  and  faculty  members  of  Counseling, 
Transfer  and  Advising  Services  have  always  and  continue  to  provide  the  highest  level 
service  to  transfer  students. 

Finally,  Mr.  Melehan  indicates  that  the  IAI  allows  "C"  grades  as  the  lowest  acceptable 
grade.  The  only  context  where  this  is  accurate  goes  into  effect  summer,  1999,  when  a 
grade  of  at  least  a  "C"  is  required  for  satisfying  completion  of  the  writing  course 
sequence.  The  current  IAI  agreement  permits  students  to  count  a  course  in  which 
they  earned  a  grade  of  "D"  towards  fulfilling  the  other  General  Education  Core 
Curriculum  requirements. 

In  conclusion.  College  of  DuPage  is  strongly  committed  to  preparing  students  to 
qualify  for  and  succeed  in  further  education  endeavors.  The  bottom  line  is  students 
working  together  with  College  of  DuPage  can  achieve  a  successful  transfer.

Stories  of  color  show  ‘Potential’

Amidst  all  the  activities  going  on  at 
COD,  "Coloring  Potential'"  has  gone 
almost  unrecognized  by  audiences 
who  prefer  a  more  main-stream  form 
of  entertainment. 

Past  the  prestige  of  more  elaborate 


performances,  "Coloring  Potential's" 
miniscule  stage  design  is  overlooked 
by  the  fascinating  plot  that  sends 
many  waves  of  emotion  to  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

The  three  stories  of  "Potential" 
were  given  breath  by  a  magnificent 
cast  of  merely  five. 

At  times  I  thought  that  the  cast  was 


much  larger  because  of  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  characters  that  were  being 
played  by  each  performer. 

My  personal  favorite  characters 
were: 

Nigel,  Jr.,  the  harmonica  master  that 
played  his  heart  out  to  even  those 
who  wanted  him  to  become  someone 
he  wasn't,  humorously  played  by 


Michael  Wamble. 

The  gambling  man  that  gives  Nigel 
Jr.  his  harmonica,  "Roy  Luther," 
played  cooly  by  Marc  Williams. 

The  mother  of  the  murdered 
Trumaine  recalls  her  son's  life  in  a 
heart  wrenching  speech  of  how  she 
would  not  see  her  son  grow  to  the 
man  she  hoped  and  knew  of,  cap¬ 
tured  convincing  by  Gin  Thomas. 

Sylvia,  the  frustrated  little  girl  that 
learns  a  powerful  lesson  on  modern 
society,  molded  masterfully  by  former 
COD  student  Lyna  Greene. 

Lastly  the  most  stirring  perfor¬ 
mance  of  all  was  that  of  the  Priest, 
bombastically  adapted  by  former 
COD  student  John  Keaton,  who 
speaks  to  the  audience  passionately 
about  the  passing  of  Trumaine. 

The  actual  scene  with  the  preacher 
is  by  far  the  most  powerful  of  all  the 
scenes  in  "Potential." 

Occurring  at  the  end  of  the  story 
"Recalling  Trumaine,"  the  preacher's 
intense  sermon  was  doubled  by  a 
graduation  student's  tears  stained 
speech  of  how  Trumaine  never  got  to 
where  she  is. 

These  amazing  themes  were  pow¬ 
erful  by  themselves,  but  interwoven 
with  documentary  footage  of  kids  on 
the  streets  of  Chicago,  the  perfor¬ 
mance  hit  me  like  a  double-barrelled 
shotgun. 

After  every  story's  theme  was  stat¬ 
ed  it  was  re-stated  at  the  end  by  the 
documentary  interlude  that  happened 
after  each  story. 

The  25  children  in  the  documen¬ 
tary  were  from  the  Dearborn  Homes 
Housing  Projects  and  the  West  Side  of

The  viewer  is  put  in  the  security 
room  of  the  Tabernackle,  servailing 
the  computer  generated  lanscape  cre¬ 
ated  amazingly  real. 

The  landscape  mainly  consists  of  a 
smooth  mountain  range  that  brings 
you  in  like  a  piece  of  prey. 

Boone  brought  a  digital  elevation 
map  of  the  world  and  created  his 
own  landscape  from  that  by  render¬ 
ing  it  into  its  current  form. 

"It's  actually  a  backdrop  that  I 
wrapped  all  around  the  landscape," 
said  Boone,  "because  you  only  get  a 
short  quick  look  of  things  through 
those  mountains,  it  leaves  a  lot  up  to 
the  person  looking  at  it." 

The  use  of  software  Boone  used 
was  a  lot  cheaper  than  most  people 
would  think  initially. 


Approximating  the  cost  of  the  soft¬ 
ware  around  $100—  hardly  a  tool  art 
students  wouldn't  love  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of. 

Getting  the  software  might  be  one 
step  in  the  right  direction,  yet  few 
would  contend  Boone's  patience  as 
well  as  talent. 

"The  project  was  started  over  a 
year  ago  and  was  finished  sometime 
in  September  the  day  it  was  supposed 
to  be  displayed  for  a  show,"  said 
Boone. 

Along  with  Boone's  exhibit, 
Jennifer  Hereth's  cultural  paintings 
dipict  women  in  their  many  roles  in 
their  respective  societies. 

Fred  Bruney  has  a  piece  that  was 
installed  right  before  the  reception  for 
the  artists,  held  Feb.  18. 

Kathleen  Kamal  will  display  her 
original  aclectic  jewelary. 

John  Leary's  architectural  contribu¬ 


tions  can  be  felt  with  his  precise  art  of 
angles  and  structure. 

Deborah  Postlewait's  material  and 
fashion  designs  light  up  a  different 
side  of  the  exhibit. 

John  Wantz's  sculptures  and 
vessles  display  his  highly  expirimen- 
tal  tactics  in  his  art. 

Richard  Lund's  naturalistic  ceramic 
sculpture  stands  like  a  monster  with 
light  beaming  from  its  insides  which 
creates  a  marine-like  feel  to  it. 

Few  would  argue  the  exhibit's 
stunning  portrayal  of  COD's  magnifi¬ 
cent  faculty  and  their  work  as  artists. 

Being  taught  tactics  is  one  way  of 
learning.  Seeing  and  feeling  and 
expiriencing  professional  work  and 
mastery  is  the  truest  form  of  both 
learning  and  enjoying  art.

of  Chicago. 

They  were  interviewed  by  the 
directors  Marco  Benassi  and  Tim 
Clue,  asking  questions  that  pertained 
to  the  story's  themes  and  how  those 
themes  were  treated  in  the  real  world. 

These  interviews  added  a  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  to  the  story.  Not  only 
did  I  think  that  this  was  a  collection 
of  great  story's,  but  I  also  realized 


how  much  of  this  is  actually  going  on 
in  our  modern  day. 

Many  people  today  think  of  the 
struggles  of  the  past  and  wonder  how 
a  society  could  do  that  to  themselves. 
How  could  they  treat  those  people 
like  that  when  today  we  treat  them 
much  better? 

We  can't  ignore  the  world  around 
us  and  pretend  that  it  isn't  shelving 
our  future  with  hate  and  disgust. 

If  the  play's  purpose  was  to  inform

Fraser  a  blast  in  ‘Past’ 


“Blast  From  the  Past” 

Starring  Brendan  Frasier,  Alicia 
Silverstone,  Dave  Foley 

How  bizarre 
would  our  soci¬ 
ety  seem  to  the 
denizens  of  the 
1960s?  Surely 
those  who  envi¬ 
sioned  a  future  full  of  crystalline 
spires  and  jetpacks  would  be  in  for  a 
rude  awakening. 


It's  this  juxtaposition  of  eras  that  is 
brought  to  the  screen  in  director 
Hugh  Wilson's  "Blast  From  the  Past," 
starring  Brendan  Fraser. 

Call  it  "George  of  the  Urban 
Jungle."  Or  perhaps,  "Encino  Man- 
child." 

Though  he  is  best  known  for  his 
comedic  performances,  even  Fraser's 
dramatic  turns  carry  the  same  under¬ 
current  of  naivete  and  innocence 
(1992's  "School  Ties,"  and  last  year's

excellent  "Gods  &  Monsters"). 

It  is  this  selfsame  persona  of  a  naif, 
an  outsider  looking  in,  that  isagain 
utilized  to  great  effect  in  "Blast." 

The  stage  is  set  for  the  film  when, 
at  the  height  of  '60s  nuclear  paranoia, 
a  genius  (played  by  Christopher 
Walken,  thus  a  slightly  loopy  genius) 
and  his  wife  (Sissy  Spacek)  move  into 
an  elaborately  constructed  bomb  shel¬ 
ter. 

After  what  they  believe  is  the 
beginning  of  a  nuclear  war  (but  is,  in 
fact,  a  plane  crashing  on  their  house) 
they  are  sealed  into  their  under¬ 
ground  home,  waiting  for  the  "radia¬ 
tion"  to  dissipate. 

Thirty  five  years  later,  their  son, 
aptly  named  Adam  (Fraser),  emerges 
to  reclaim  the  world.  While  on  the 
surface,  he  meets  the  equally  aptly 
named  Eve  (Alicia  Silverstone,  in 
another  variation  on  her  tired 
"Clueless"  persona). 

With  the  eventual  union  of  Adam 
and  Eve  a  foregone  conclusion  (I 
mean,  their  names  are  Adam  and  Eve), 
the  romantic  plot  emerges  as  the 
film's  most  unsatisfactory  angle. 

Fraser  and  Silverstone  lack  chem¬ 
istry,  and  it's  a  blessing  that  the  film¬ 
makers  choose  to  do  more  with  their 
subject  matter. 

There  are  ample  opportunities  for 
social  commentary,  and  with  Fraser's 
fish-out-of- water  duly  functioning  as 
a  walking  punchline  (upon  seeing  an 
African-American  mail  carrier:  "Oh 
my  Lord!  A  negro!"),  these  opportu¬ 
nities  are  not  lost. 

It's  the  fine-tuned  social  satire  that 
makes  "Blast  From  the  Past"  a  joy, 
with  Fraser  proving  yet  again  why  he 
is  one  of  the  more  gifted  (and  under¬ 
rated)  actors  of  his  generation.  B+

Much  of  the  hoopla  has  died  down 
now.  All  the  hype  proved  to  be  much 
ado  about  nothing.

With  time  adding  some  perspec¬ 
tive,  it's  prudent  to  take  another  look 
at  this  misbegotten  revival  of  the 
Japanese  monster  mainstay.

One  of  the  biggest  missteps  by  pro¬ 
ducer-director  team  Dean  Devlin  and 
Roland  Emmerich  is  the  curious  cast¬ 
ing  of  forever-"Ferris"  Matthew 
Broderick  as  scientist  Nick  Tatop- 
olous.  Broderick,  with  his  boyish  face 
and  restrained  delivery,  sorely  lacks 
the  charisma  that  Will  Smith  brought 
to  the  duo's  "Independence  Day-" 
Perhaps  an  even  greater  casting 
disaster  is  Mario  Pitillo  as  the  requi¬ 
site  love  interest.  It's  doubtful  that 
before,  or  since,  have  I  seen  someone 
more  devoid  of  the  necessary  ability 
to  call  oneself  an  actress. 

Much  of  the  scenery-chew 
left  to  Jean  Reno  as  a  mysteri 
French  operative.  In  fact,  wi 
of  the  much-ballyhooed  sped 
technology  disguised  by  poor 
ceived  rainstorms,  it  is  Reno  who  is 
the  true  crown  jewel  of  "Godzilla."  If 
a  sequel  is  absolutely  necessary,  don't 
forget  this  guy.  C

The  race  to  fill  the  two  openings 
on  the  college's  Board  of  Trustee's  is 
under  way  with  six  candidates  striv¬ 
ing  to  fill  the  positions. 

The  six  year  terms  for  board  mem¬ 
bers  William  Bunge  and  Mary  Sue 
Brown  will  end  in  Nov.  of  1999,  with 
Bunge  stepping  down  and  Brown 
running  as  an  incumbent  in  the  sched¬ 
uled  April  13,  election. 

The  following  information  is  pre¬ 
sented  in  alphabetical  order  and 
comes  from  the  biographical  sketchs 
each  candidate  turned  into  the  college 
as  well  as  interviews  the  Courier 
held  with  each  candidate. 


Marcia  Pardue  received  a  bache¬ 
lor's  degree  from  Marquette 
University  and  a  master's  in 
Education  form  Northern  Illinois 
University. 

Pardue  said  she  supports  the  col¬ 
leges  mission  statement  in  keeping 
education  a  top  priority.  "I  would  like 
to  keep  tuition  at  a  reasonable  price 
while  making  sure  the  fine  education 
the  college  offers  remains  the  same." 

An  issue  Pardue  is  concerned  with 
is  the  fact  that  the  faculty  at  the  school 
is  not  paid  as  well  as  other  surround¬ 
ing  community  colleges.  She  feels 
tests  prove  the  faculty  is  doing  an 
excellent  job  teaching  the  students 
and  thinks  teachers  should  be  given 
more  credit. 


Walter  K.  Jenkins  received  a  bach¬ 
elor's  degree  in  Chemical  Engineering 
from  Iowa  State  University  and 
received  an  MBA  from  State 
University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo. 

"I  have  the  ability  to  get  things 
done  and  I  have  the  ability  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  should  be  done,"  said 
Jenkins. 

An  Issue  Jenkins  said  he  wants  to 
tackle  is  the  issue  of  always  changing 
technology.  He  believes  the  college 
should  make  contacts  with  companies 
such  as  Lucent  Technologies  to  find 
out  what  jobs  are  needed  for  the 
future  residents  of  DuPage. 


Mary  Sue  Brown  attended  school 
at  North  Central  College  were  she 
received  a  bachelor's  degree  and  then 
attended  Rosary  College  were  she 
earned  a  master's  degree  in  Library 
Science. 

Brown  said  she  decided  to  run  for 
the  board  of  trustees  for  a  second 
term  because  there  are  many  money 
issues  which  will  be  needed  to  be 
addressed.  Money  issues  dealing  with 
repairs  made  to  college  buildings, 
updating  technology  and  low  afford¬ 
able  tuition  for  students. 

Brown  said  that  prices  will  be 
raised  but  she  wants  to  suggest  rais¬ 
ing  the  tuition  the  same  amount  as  the 
cost  of  living  rises  every  year  so  stu¬ 
dents  can  afford  to  attend  school. 


Kathy  A.  Wessel  received  a  bache¬ 
lor's  degree  in  English  and  Speech 
from  Eureka  College  and  she  received 
a  master's  degree  in  Education  from 
the  University  of  Illinois. 

Wessel  believes  since  she  has  been 
a  member  of  the  community  for  the 
last  31  years  she  is  well  informed. 

Wessel  said  she  would  like  to  work 
on  the  staff  moral.  "I  would  like  to 
involve  the  faculty  members  with  the 
decision  making  process." 

Wessel  also  showed  concern  in  the 
large  number  of  faculty  members 
retiring  and  she  would  like  to  see  that 
the  college  gets  the  best  faculty. 


Douglas  F.  MacPhail  received  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  Philosophy  at 
Dartmouth  College,  he  received  a 
Juris  Doctorate  from  the  Duke 
University  School  of  Law  and  he 
received  a  MBA  from  Boston 
University's  School  of  Management. 

MacPhail  believes  since  he  has

Diversity  in  DuPage  County  was 
the  conversation  topic  for  a  panel  of 
community  leaders  who  spoke  to  an 
audience  on  the  morning  of  Thursday, 
Feb.  18,  at  Diversity  Town  Meeting  II. 

The  panel  of  Abdul  Hameed 
Dogar,  Islamic  Foundation  Director, 
Ann  Ford,  Executive  Director  for  the 
Dupage  center  for  Independent 
Living,  Ron  Reid,  member  of  the 
Dupage  Branch  of  the  NAACP  and 
Joan  Seever  Taylor,  DuPage  Senior 
Citizens  Council  Executive  Director, 
all  spoke  of  their  experiences  in 
DuPage  county  and  the  challenges 
they  have  faced  while  living  in  the 
community. 

The  Diversity  Town  Meeting  II  was 
the  direct  result  of  the  first  Diversity 
Town  Meeting  which  was  held  in 
October  of  1998. 

The  purpose  of  the  first  Diversity 
Town  Meeting  was  to  show  people 
that  diversity  brings  new  ideas  and 
experiences  into  our  communities, 
said  Zinta  Konrad,  Director  of 
International  Education. 

The  format  for  the  first  Town 
Meeting  was  very  interactive.  People 
formed  groups  of  ten  and  talked  to 
each  other  about  aspects  of  diversity 


such  as  stereotyping  and  racism. 

These  groups  were  to  continue 
with  action  plans  which  they  had 
made  in  the  first  meeting  to  try  and 
help  the  community  become  more 
diverse. 

The  idea  was  to  have  the  groups 
report  back  at  the  Diversity  Town 
Meeting  II  and  tell  what  kind  of 
progress  they  had  made. 

Konrad  learned  many  of  the 
groups  had  not  stuck  together  since 
the  Diversity  Town  Meeting  in 
October. 

Instead  of  groups  reporting, 
Konrad  said  there  were  many  indi¬ 
vidual  efforts  made  by  people  to  help 
with  diversity  in  our  community. 

One  idea  someone  had  was  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  people  who  use  stereotypes 
and  challenge  those  people  on  their 
beliefs. 

"It  is  very  important  to  challenge 
stereotypes  because  stereotypes  usu¬ 
ally  are  not  true,  generalizations 
when  applied  to  everybody  become 
stereotypes,"  said  Konrad. 

Richard  Simmons,  Assistant 
Professor  and  moderator  of  one  of  the 
panel  discussion  groups  said,  "I  don't 
think  we  can  consider  ourselves  edu¬ 
cated  unless  we  learn  how  to  interact 
across  cultural  groups." 


Simmons  said  Diversity  Town 
Meeting  II  was  good  because  when 
people  usually  get  together  and  talk 
about  diversity  they  focus  on  the 
superficial  aspects  of  certain  cultures, 
such  as  their  music,  clothing  and 
food. 

Simmons  said  it  is  not  bad  that  we 


study  those  superficial  aspects  of  cul¬ 
tures,  but  it  is  bad  when  we  stop 
learning  about  cultures  at  that  point. 

"It  was  good  to  hear  about  the  val¬ 
ues  and  traditions  of  diverse  groups 
which  is  one  of  the  most  important 
aspects  of  understanding  diversity," 
said  Simmons.

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Faculty  approves  IAI  degree

The  controversial  issue  of  the  college  adopting 
an  IAI  compliant  degree,  if  any  at  all,  was  laid  to 
rest  after  faculty  voted  on  the  matter  during  the 
first  weeks  of  February. 

The  official  results  of  the  non-labor  referendum 
election  were  148-80,  in  favor  of  adopting  compli¬ 
ant  Associate  in  Science  (AS)  and  Associate  in  Arts 
(AA)  Degrees  each  containing  a  Contemporary 
Life  Skills  Requirement. 

The  votes  were  tallied  just  before  the  Feb.  12, 
printing  deadline  of  the  new  catalog,  which 
becomes  effective  for  students  next  fall. 

Any  student  starting  classes  in  the  fall  1999 
quarter  will  have  to  meet  the  new  degree  require¬ 
ments  which  are  completely  IAI  acceptable,  unlike 
the  old  AA  and  AS  degrees,  which  were  not  com¬ 
pletely  compatible. 

There  are  a  few  differences  between  the  new 
and  old  degrees  listed  in  the  catalog. 

In  the  old  catalog  students  were  required  to 
complete  a  minimum  of  62  credits  of  general  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  AA  degree,  while  in  the  new  degrees  , 
students  have  to  complete  a  minimum  of  59  credits 
in  the  general  education  curriculum. 

The  difference  is  that  students  under  the  new 
degree  do  not  have  to  take  3  credits  of 
Contemporary  Life  Skills  in  their  general  core  cur¬ 
riculum. 

Students  still  have  to  take  a  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  class  but  it  will  count  for  part  of  the  37  elec¬ 
tive  credits  students  need  in  order  to  fulfill  the  96 
credits  needed  to  graduate. 

Under  the  old  AA  degree  students  did  not  have 
to  take  a  Fine  Arts  class  in  order  to  complete  the 
15  Humanity  credits  which  were  required. 

Under  the  new  catalog  part  of  the  15  Humanity 
credits  must  come  from  at  least  one  course  in  Fine 
Arts. 

In  the  old  AS  degree  students  were  required  to 
complete  a  minimum  of  67  credits  of  general  edu¬ 
cation,  while  in  the  new  degree  students  are 
required  to  complete  a  minimum  of  74  credits  of 
general  education. 

One  reason  for  the  differences  is  in  the  new  cat¬ 


alog  students  must  complete  15  credits  in 
Humanities  while  in  the  old  catalog  they  only 
needed  10  credits  in  Humanities. 

Students  under  the  new  catalog  have  to  also 
take  15  credits  in  the  Social  and  Behavioral 
Sciences  while  in  the  old  catalog  they  only  needed 
10. 

Contemporary  life  skills  is  another  area  in 
which  the  AS  degrees  differ.  As  with  the  AA 
degree,  the  3  Contemporary  Life  Skill  credits  stu¬ 
dents  were  required  to  take  in  the  old  degree  were 
dropped  to  one  Contemporary  Life  Skills  class  in 
the  new  degree. 

This  class,  as  in  the  new  AA  degree,  turns  into 
fulfilling  elective  credits  and  not  general  education 
credits. 

Students  may  also  find  they  are  limited  in  the 
number  of  math  classes  they  get  to  choose  from.  It 
will  be  up  to  the  student  to  check  which  math 
classes  are  now  going  to  be  compatible  with  the 
new  degrees. 

Another  change  between  the  new  and  the  old 
degrees  is  in  the  area  of  Communications.  The  new 
degree  requires  students  to  receive  a  "C"  or  better 
in  the  written  part  of  the  AA  and  AS  degrees  in 
order  to  pass  the  classes. 

The  same  criteria  will  take  place  for  the  oral 
part  of  the  new  AA  and  AS  degrees  but  that  will 
not  be  implemented  until  July  2000. 

On  the  same  ballot  faculty  also  voted  on 
whether  or  not  the  college  should  participate  in 
IAI,  even  though  that  portion  of  the  ballot  was  not 
binding  to  the  Administration. 

The  votes  were  overwhelmingly  in  favor  for  the 
college  to  participate  with  IAI  with  a  count  of  200- 
24. 

For  weeks  faculty  discussed  the  pros  and  cons 
of  adopting  the  IAI  compatible  degree  into  the  cur¬ 
riculum  but  in  the  end  decided  to  adopt  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

"The  vote  shows  that  the  faculty  understands 
the  importance  of  participating  in  IAI,"  said 
Brenda  Alberico,  Faculty  Senate  President. 

"We  needed  to  adopt  the  IAI  compatible 
degrees  for  our  students,  even  though  everyone 
didn't  agree  on  IAI.  The  faculty  certainly  under¬ 
stands  it  is  for  our  students  best  interest."

On  Saturday,  Feb.  20,  the  Forensic  Team  members 
took  first  place  at  the  William  Rainey  Harper  College 
invitational. 

The  team  won  with  a  total  of  147  points,  beating 
Second  Place  Southeastern  Illinois  College  by  44 
points. 

There  were  20  two  and  four  year  colleges  in  atten¬ 
dance.  Every  COD  competitor  in  attendance  brought 
home  at  least  one  trophy.

Dear  Editor, 

1  am  puzzled  that  the  Courier  did  not  cover  the  recent  faculty  vote  on  IAI.  For 
months  now  the  Courier  has  been  more  or  less  a  propaganda  sheet  for  IAI.  Trace  the 
front  covers  back  to  December:  all  IAI,  all  the  time.  Moreover,  the  Courier  has  been 
selective  in  running  only  editorials  blasting  the  faculty  for  non-compliance  with  IAI 
and  none  in  defense  of  the  faculty.  (I  know  of  at  least  one  censored  letter,  since  I 
wrote  one  that  was  not  run.)  Well,  then,  how  do  you  explain  the  200  to  25  vote  of  the 
faculty  in  favor  of  the  IAI?  We  were,  perhaps,  the  only  faculty  body  in  the  state  to 
vote  IAI.  Why  did  this  not  merit  a  front  page  story  as  did  all  the  negative  stories 
about  the  faculty?  Even  more  puzzling  is  your  choice  to  run  a  letter  last  issue  -  first 
in  months  -  again  blasting  the  faculty  for  non-compliance  with  IAI.  That  letter  is 
now  simply  out  of  date.  Why  run  it?  Until  last  issue  the  Courier  could  have  claimed 
that  it  was  just  trying  to  keep  students  informed.  If  that  were  truly  the  case,  the  fac¬ 
ulty  vote  should  have  gotten  equal  coverage.  It  didn't.  The  big  news  is  that  COD  is 
now  IAI  compliant  thanks  to  the  faculty.  However,  it  almost  seems  that  the  powers 
that  be  at  the  Courier  have  vested  interest  in  portraying  the  faculty  as  negative  as 
possible.  Why?

Prof.  Tipton,  we  appreciate  your  question,  because  it  raises  a  lot  of  other  ques¬ 
tions  that  we  have  as  well  that  have  never  received  an  answer. 

First  off,  we  must  admit,  we  did  not  give  IAI  the  full  coverage  it  deserved, 
mostly  because  it  started  all  the  way  back  in  the  printing  of  the  1997  catalog- 
"Reach."  Frankly,  it  would  have  been  best  to  cover  the  faculty  vote  when  it  should 
have  occurred,  back  in  1997  where  the  transition  that  students  face  today  would 
not  have  come  as  such  a  surprise  as  it  has.  Preparation  would  have  been  nice. 

Secondly,  have  you  noticed  that  the  only  reason  students  have  information 
about  IAI  is  because  it  has  been  mostly  through  the  Courier?  No  mentioning  of 
IAI  was  in  past  issue  of  the  Quarterly,  where  most  every  student  looks  at  least 
once  every  Quarter.  Where  it  should  be. 

Lastly,  we're  not  out  to  get  anyone  here  at  the  Courier,  we're  interested  in  our 
future,  and  the  school  providing  us  with  that.  School  equals  time  and  money,  and 
because  most  students  will  have  classes  that  won't  transfer,  money  will  be  waist- 
ed  as  well  as  time.

Work  sucks.  So  will  attest  any 
teenager  faced  with  the  prospect  of  a 
night  studying.  So  too  will  attest 
anyone  caught  up  in  the  daily  grind 
of  a  9-5  job  as  another  cog  in  the  cor¬ 
porate  machineworks. 

Combine  the  mentality  of  a  high 
schooler  with  the  responsibilities  of 
the  real  world,  and  you  wind  up  with 
"Office  Space,"  director  Mike  Judge's 
hilarious  dissection  of  the  foibles  and 
follies  of  corporate  Americana. 

Judge,  creator  of  MTV's  "Beavis  & 
Butthead"  and  Fox's  smash  "King  of 
the  Hill,"  makes  his  live  action  direct¬ 
ing  debut  with  the  film,  following  his 
previous  directing  effort,  Paramount's 
animated  "Beavis  &  Butthead  do 
America"  (a  sequel  to  which  is 
expected  soon). 

Judge  brings  the  same  anything- 
goes  sensibility  to  "Office  Space"  that 
powers  his  animated  work,  with  a 
variety  of  characters  who  could  easily 
have  stood  on  the  doorstep  of  Hank 
Hill's  Arlen  homestead. 

Ron  Livingston  ("Swingers")  stars 
as  Peter  Gibbons,  the  hapless  worker 
who  one  day  decides  that  he's  had 
enough. 

Livingston  brings  precisely  the 
right  tone  of  utter  disdain  and 
detachment  to  Peter.  It's  hardly  a 
star-making  turn,  but  still  one  that  is 
perfectly  suited  to  the  material. 

Peter's  co-workers  range  from 
homeboy  wannabe  Michael  (David 
Herman),  to  the  eternally  frustrated 
Samir  (Ajay  Naidu),  who  can't  seem 
to  get  anyone  to  pronounce  his  name

The  bane  of  all  who  inhabit  the 
office  is  the  delightfully  dull  Gary 
Cole  as  monotonous  supervisor 
Lumbergh. 

The  film's  gestation  can  be  traced 
to  a  series  of  animated  shorts  origi¬ 
nated  by  Judge  and  airing  on 
"Saturday  Night  Live,"  featuring 
Milton,  a  character  obsessed  with  pre¬ 
serving  his  domain  inside  his  cube. 
Though  the  animated  Milton  was 
given  voice  by  Judge  himself,  he 
turns  up  in  "Office  Space"  played  by 
"Newsradio"  actor  Stephen  Root. 

Judge  made  the  right  decision  in 
subordinating  Milton  and  making 


him  one  of  the  film's  supporting 
players,  as  the  character's  distinct 
weirdness  works  much  more  effec¬ 
tively  in  the  background  than  front- 
and-center. 

Had  the  opposite  approach  been 
taken,  we  would  have  ended  up  with 
another  tired  "Saturday  Night  Live" 
movie  like  "A  Night  at  the  Roxbury," 
with  characters  who  work  in  bite  size 
skits  but  not  two  hour  chunks. 

Livingston  and  co-star  Jennifer 
Aniston,  as  Peter's  girlfriend,  have  an 
easygoing  rapport  that's  fun  (they 
know  they're  meant  for  each  other 
because  they  both  love  to  watch 
reruns  of  "Kung  Fu"),  but  thankfully 


no  attempt  is  made  to  try  and  place 
their  admittedy  lightweight  relation¬ 
ship  ahead  of  the  goings-on  at  the 
office. 

The  brilliance  of  "Office  Space"  is 
that  it  keys  in  on  the  resentment  and 
frustration  that  many  workers  feel  in 
their  dead-end  jobs,  even  those  who 
may  not  be  cube  slaves. 

The  message,  steeped  though  it  is 
in  bitterness  and  cynicism,  is  truly 
universal.  For  anyone  who  has 
secretly  longed  to  flip  their  boss  the 
finger,  or  skip  work  without  calling 
in,  "Office  Space"  is  a  cry  of  encour¬ 
agement  that  we're  all  in  the  same 
boat.  B+

It  s  the  first  time  you  see  realistic 
acting  in  the  theater/'  said  Tina 
Salamone,director  of  the  play,of  its  first 
debut  in  1902,  "this  is  gritty,  realistic 
drama." 

Marvously  acted  by  our  own  COD 
student  actors  including:  Terri  Baebler, 
Brian  Cardelli,  Kevin  Donahoe,  Nick 
DuFloth,  Heather  Haggerty,  Amanda 
Hogan,  Paul  Galdun,  Romas  Mockaitis, 
Gerard  Newell,  Sean  O'Brien,  John 
Pennington,  Stacy  Rehor,  Harry 
Schaudt,  Paul  Slayton,  Sarah  Spadaro, 
Adam  Sweders,  and  Ryan  Toomey. 

The  story,  put  very  short,  takes  place 
with  a  group  of  people  who  live  in  the 
same  tenemant  and  with  the  arrival  of 
an  old  traveler  a  rare  thing  is  given  to 
them-  hope  for  the  future. 

A  small  love  story  is  attatched  in  the 
context  as  well,  yet  the  most  facinating 
thing  about  the  play  was  the  way  it 
weaved  everyone's  seperate  story  as 
one,  yet  still  very  individual. 

Almost  like  seeing  a  puddle  of  water 
up  dose  through  a  lense,  seeing  how 
every  droplet  is  built  upon  by  other 
smaller  ones,  "Depths"  was  put  togeth¬ 
er  very  much  like  a  jigsaw  puzzle.  At 
first  the  pieces  don't  look  to  fit,  yet 
joined  as  a  complete  puzzle  it  could  be 
seen  no  other  way. 

The  story  at  first  seemed  to  drag 
along,  but  it  redeemed  itself  at  the  end 
when  everything  fell  into  place  for  me. 

The  old  man's  (Luka)  departure, 
played  with  stunning  naturalism  by 
Harry  Schauldt,  left  the  tenemant,  mak¬ 
ing  it  joyous  at  first,  yet  after  the  cocky 
Satine,  passionately  acted  by  Romas 
Mockaitis,  tried  to  convince  everyone 
that  the  old  man  was  nothing,  he  begins 
reciting  his  words  as  great  sage  advice. 

Ryan  Toomey  plays  the  part  of  the 
Actor,  who  tragically  rebirths  himself  as 
a  new  person  upon  the  old  man's 
advice,  and  with  child-like  hope  he  con¬ 
vinces  the  audience  of  this  hope.  Maybe 
dreams  can  be  made,  even  in  the  worst 
of  realities. 

Russian  drama  is  most  commonly 
known  for  being  dry  and  very  serious, 
and  while  the  context  of  this  play  was 
very  Russian  to  me  the  cast  brought  a 
fresh  vibrance  to  it  that  definately  res¬ 
onated  throughout  the  stage. 

A  triumph  for  our  own  COD  actors 
who  find  a  way  to  bring  color  to  this 
dreary,  Russian  setting.  Call  942-4000.

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Candidates  vie  for  trustee  position

The  college's  student  board  of 
trustee  member  position  will  be  up 
for  vote  on  Wednesday,  March  10, 
when  polls  open  from  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 
and  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  in  the  IC/SRC 
2nd  floor  foyer. 

The  student  trustee  member  is  a 
position  who  serves  a  one  year  term 
and  has  the  job  of  representing  the 
students  opinion  to  the  board  of 
trustees. 

The  student  trustee  is  given  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  responsibilities 
of  board  members  except  the  student 
trustee  can't  introduce  or  second 
motions  regarding  the  sale  of  bonds, 
be  counted  to  establish  a  quorum  or 
cast  an  official  vote. 

The  student  trustee  is  able  to  give 
an  advisory  vote  before  the  board 
votes  but  that  vote  does  not  officially 
count. 

There  are  two  students  who  are 
officially  running  for  the  one  year 
term  which  begins  during  the  first 
board  meeting  in  April. 

The  Courier  editorial  staff  recently 
had  the  opportunity  to  interview  both 
candidates  who  are  running  for  the 
position. 

The  following  information  is  pre¬ 
sented  in  alphabetical  order  and 
hopes  to  give  students  an  insight  of 
the  candidates. 

Sonya  Hira  is  a  21  year  old  college 
student  who  lives  in  Wheaton.  She  is 
currently  studying  hospitality  man¬ 
agement  and  wants  to  eventually  own 
her  own  hotel. . 

Hira  said  a  reason  she  is  running 
for  the  board  is  because  she  will  get 
exposed  to  a  diverse  group  of  people 


if  she  is  elected. 

If  elected  Hira  hopes  she  can  be  as 
successful  as  current  student  trustee 
Rebecca  Fyffe.  "I  just  want  to  continue 
the  good  work  which  Rebecca  has 
already  started,”  said  Hira. 

When  asked  what  qualifications 
she  has  which  would  make  her  a 
good  candidate  for  the  position  Hira 
replied  that  she  speaks  five  different 
languages  and  has  a  passion  for 
working  with  people  and  the  college. 

"I  have  the  desire  to  return  back  to 
this  college  100  fold  what  it  has  given 
me,"  said  Hira. 

"I  would  be  a  truthful  and  honest 
messenger  to  the  board  of  trustees." 
Hira  also  stated  that  she  would  do  her 
best  to  accomplish  what  ever  needed 
to  be  accomplished. 

Although  Hira  was  not  knowl¬ 
edgeable  about  of  current  issues  being 
discussed  by  the  board  she  said  if  she 
is  elected  she  will  become  current  on 
the  issues  of  the  board. 

Hira  said  that  because  she  is  a  stu¬ 
dent,  she  will  have  an  instant  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  student  body  if  elected. 
"I'm  an  active  member  of  the  student 
society,  and  I  will  develop  the  rest  of 
the  skills  needed  for  the  position  if 
elected." 

Alice  Liang  is  a  20  year  old  computer 
engineering  major  who  moved  to  the 
United  States  from  Taiwan  one  year 
ago. 

While  in  Taiwan  Liang  held  the 
position  of  finance  president  at  her 
highschool  and  was  the  student  chair¬ 
man  of  the  mathematics  department. 

Liang  is  currently  a  student  sena¬ 
tor  and  a  member  of  the  problems 
committee.  She  said  the  reason  she  is 
a  candidate  in  the  race  is  because  she 
believes  the  student  trustee  can  help 


influence  the  board  of  trustees  deci¬ 
sions. 

Liang  believes  she  is  qualified  for 
the  position  because  she  knows  how 
the  Student  Government  Association 
(SGA)  works  and  since  the  student 
trustee  works  closely  with  the  SGA 
she  feels  she  has  an  upper  hand  on 
making  the  transition.  "I  think  the 
transition  would  be  tough  on  some¬ 
one  who  is  not  familiar  with  the 
SGA,"  said  Liang. 

If  elected  Liang  wants  to  try  and 
keep  tuition  at  the  same  cost  that  it  is 
at.  Liang  understands  that  her  opin¬ 
ion  might  not  stop  the  board  from 
raising  tuition  but  she  at  least  wants 
to  try  and  use  the  money  for  bringing 
students  together. 

Liang  also  mentioned  she  would 
like  to  try  and  prevent  classes  from 
getting  cut  due  to  low  enrollment. 
Often  if  classes  get  cut  due  to  low 
enrollment  they  are  not  offered  at 
another  time.  "I  would  like  to  try  and 
help  students  keep  their  schedules 
flexible  so  it  would  be  better  for  them 
to  learn,"  said  Liang. 

Liang  also  wants  to  try  and  make 
sure  technology  in  all  labs  are  up  to 
date. 

"Even  if  I  can't  make  these  changes 
happen,  the  board  will  realize  what 
we  (students)  are  thinking,"  said 
Liang. 

"The  student  trustee  is  there  to 
represent  the  student  and  give  the 
board  a  students  opinion.  The  job  is  to 
make  a  rational  environment  for  the 
students  to  learn  in." 

Liang  concluded  the  interview  by 
stressing  the  importance  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  ability  to  vote.  She  believes  the 
students  should  realize  that  any  deci¬ 
sion  made  by  the  board  will  effect  the 
student  population. 
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Bagels  For  Butts  helps  smokers  kick  the  habit

Even  though  Bagels  for  Butts  was 
not  as  successful  as  Robert  Sobie, 
program  coordinator,  had  hoped  for, 
students  still  received  valuable  infor¬ 
mation  for  help  in  the  fight  against 
smoking.

Coordinator  of  Health  and  Special 
Services,  suggested  that  a  donation 
jar  be  put  on  the  table  and  any  stu¬ 
dents  who  would  make  a  donation 
would  receive  a  free  bagel. 

The  sum  of  money  collected 
through  the  donations  went  to  the 
Wellness  Committee  for  use  in  future 
projects. 

It  seemed  that  the  cigarette  smok¬ 
ers  stayed  away  from  the  table  while 
the  non-smokers  came  to  the  table  to 
get  information  which  would  help 
their  smoking  friends. 

Sobie  said  even  though  the  pro¬ 
gram  did  not  get  as  many  bagels  off 
the  street  as  he  had  hoped  for  the 
program  did  do  some  good.

Free  Tax 
Assistance

In  continuing  with  the  college  tra¬ 
dition  of  offering  help  to  students  and 
residents  of  the  community,  the 
accounting  208  Volunteer  Income  Tax 
Assistance  (VITA)  class  is  offering  free 
tax  return  preparations  on  Saturday 
mornings  from  9  a.m.  to  11:30  a.m.  in 
the  SRC  cafeteria  until  March  20. 

The  VITA  Tax  class  is  taught  by  six 
year  part  time  faculty  member.  Sue 
Stockin,  and  is  associated  with  the 
IRS. 

The  IRS  supplies  the  class  with 
text  books  and  all  the  other  materials 
needed  to  provide  the  public  with  tax 
returns. 

Stockin,  a  seven  year  Certified 
Public  Account  (CPA),  has  been  teach¬ 
ing  the  VITA  Tax  class  for  the  past 
three  years  at  the  college. 

The  class  teaches  students  how  to 
provide  correct  tax  return  preparation 
through  six  classes  which  are  filled 
with  intensive  instruction. 

Before  the  students  can  volunteer 
they  must  pass  three  sperate  tests 
mandated  by  the  IRS. 

Stockin  said  the  free  tax  prepara¬ 
tions  are  for  anyone  who  has  a  yearly 
income  of  less  than  $50,000  and  has 
basic  tax  returns. 

Students  or  community  members 
interested  in  using  the  volunteers  are 
asked  to  bring  in  their  W2  and  1099 
forms.  Students  are  also  asked  to 
bring  in  a  record  of  how  many  credit¬ 
ed  classes  they  took  in  1998  for  possi¬ 
ble  exemptions  thanks  to  the  Hope 
Scholarship  credit  and  the  Lifetime 
Learning  credit. 

Stockin  said  it  usually  takes  from 
half  an  hour  to  an  hour  to  complete 
all  the  preparations.  "The  amount  of 
time  it  takes  to  file  depends  on  the 
complexity  of  the  return." 

Since  Feb.  20,  the  first  Saturday 
which  students  helped  community 
members  file  their  taxes,  there  has 
been  20  to  30  people  who  have  come 
to  the  college  to  get  their  taxes  pre¬ 
pared. 

Stockin  added  that  many  people 
show  up  just  to  ask  questions  and  get 
tax  forms  free  of  charge.  Forms 
offered  to  the  public  are:

"The  students  have  been  well 
trained  and  their  work  is  always 
revised  by  another  student  and 
myself,"  said  Stockin.

Dear  Editor: 

I  would  like  to  express  my  dissat¬ 
isfaction  in  the  hiring  process  recently 
demonstrated  to  me  and,  I  am  sure, 
to  many  others  in  the  past. 

I  applied  for  the  football  coaching 
position  posted  near  the  end  of 
November  by  Human  Resources.  I 
received  a  card  mailed  December  18 
saying,  "We  have  received  the  appli¬ 
cation  materials  submitted  by 
you. ..You  will  be  contacted  after  due 
consideration." 

You  can  imagine  my  shock  and 
disbelief  when  I  picked  up  the  local 
paper  on  Friday,  February  12.  The 
new  coach  had  been  hired  and  I  had 
not  heard  a  word  or  been  contacted. 

In  fact,  since  there  was  no  ending 
date  for  applications  posted,  I  did  not 
even  know  how  the  application 
process  had  been  closed. 

I  am  not  upset  that  I  did  not  get 
the  job.  I'm  not  even  upset  that  I  did¬ 
n't  get  an  interview.  (They  should 
have  given  the  job  to  former  coach 
Bob  MacDougall  anyway.)  I  AM  DIS¬ 
GUSTED  THAT  NO  ONE  HAD  THE 
COURTESY  OR  TOOK  THE  TIME 
TO  NOTIFY  ME.  What  happened  to: 
"You  will  be  contacted  after  due  con¬ 


sideration"?  I  talked  to  Cherryl 
Johnson  and  Howard  Owens  in 
Human  Resources.  Both  were  very 
cordial  and  understanding.  In  fact, 
they  informed  me  that  usually  the 
policy  was  to  notify  non-selected 
applicants  prior  to  the  actual  hiring. 

In  the  local  paper  Athletic  director 
Ralph  Miller  had  stated  that  the  new 
coach  was  one  of  four  final  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  post,  and  President  Mike 
Murphy  had  said  the  coach  was  the 
most  qualified  candidate.  Does  this 
not  mean  the  other  26  (or  more) 
applicants  are  not  finalist  and  should 
already  have  been  notified  as  such 
before  going  to  the  Board  of  Trustees? 

The  principle  of  the  thing  is:  THIS 
IS  NO  WAY  TO  TREAT  PEOPLE!  I 
hold  the  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
responsible  and  hope  they  hold  the 
President  and  Athletic  Director 
responsible  for  correcting  this  situa¬ 
tion  and  treating  people  the  right 
way:  with  appreciation  of  their  efforts 
and  the  usual  courtesy  of  proper  noti¬ 
fication. 

After  this,  why  would  any  part- 
time  faculty  member  want  to  apply 
for  a  full-time  position  here?

COD' s  Augie  Schmidt  and  Dan 
Monahan  of  “The  Dog  and  Everything" 
have  not  only  the  attitude  to  express 
rock  music  at  its  freshest,  but  also  the 
talent  to  shoot  it  forward  into  the  spot- 
light. 

"We'd  like  to  make  a  long  career  out 
of  it  and  do  it  professionally,"  says 
Monahan,  singer  and  songerwriter  of 
the  group.  "We've  been  friends  for 
about  a  decade,  and  have  been  through 
many  bands  together,  now  we're  doing 
our  own  thing  with  me  on  vocals." 

The  Dog  and  Everything  seem  to 
bring  a  new  approach  to  a  world 
soaked  in  the  pessimistic  views  of 
bands  like  Korn  and  Marylon  Manson, 
providing  a  shimmering  light  at  the 
end  of  music's  current  dark  tunnel. 

"Humanity  can  be  felt  in  our  music," 
says  bass  player  Augie  Schmidt  holding 
his  head  heavy  with  a  broad  smile,  "we 
don't  sing  about  whether  the  drugs  like 
us  our  not,  it's  where  we  can  sing  about 
love  without  being  hokey  and  only 
appealing  to  the  teeny-boppers." 

Their  music  is  uplifting  and  fun, 
where  one  could  feel  comforted  to 
smile  at  the  music's  purpose  and  not 
whip  their  head  around  like  a  propellar. 

An  great  example  of  the  band's  vigor 
could  be  heard  in  their  song  Judy, 
which  employs  a  hook  that  will  catch 
your  ear  like  a  fish  out  of  water. 

"Judy  is  about  a  girl  I  knew  in  fifth 
grade.  She  said  she'd  love  me  forever 
but  then  she  didn't  the  next  day," 
Monahan  explains  of  the  tune. 

"This  girl  said  she'd  marry  me,  and 
the  next  day  I  see  her  she  has  a  pack  of 
raisens  that  I  had.  I  asked  her,  'Well,  do 
you  still  love  me?  Do  you  still  want  to 
get  married?'  She  said  'No,  I'd  rather 
marry  the  raisens  than  you.'" 

Aside  from  the  many  odd  turns  a 
songwriter  finds  his  inspiration  from, 
the  main  focus  for  The  Dog  and 
Everything  is  on  songwriting. 

"I've  learned  to  appreciate  song  writ¬ 
ing  in  the  past  year.  Classic  songwriting 
like  the  Beatles  show  more  than  indi¬ 
vidual  virtuoso  soloists  that  can  just 
shred  but  can't  write,"  said  Schmidt. 

This  focus  can  be  heard  when  listen¬ 
ing  to  the  band,  with  well  structured 
songs  that  make  you  guess  where  it 
will  end  up  and  melodies  that  leave 
you  craving  for  one  more  chorus. 

"It's  very  melodic  music,  where  the 
melody  can  be  clearly  heard  and  not 
rapped  as  much,"  says  Monahan.  "It's 
basically  funky  melodic--  melodic 
funk!"

‘October’  reaches  for  the  stars 


"October  Sky"

Most  of  today's  movie  tearkerkers 
end  up  being  so  full  of  pretension  and 
phony  baloney  earnestness  that  view¬ 
ers  practically  choke  on  the  sentiment 
being  jammed  down  their  throats. 

"Simon  Birch"  was  one  such 
movie  and  "Patch  Adams"  was 
another.  "October  Sky"  could  easily 
have  gone  down  a  similar  path,  but 
thankfully  it  doesn't. 

Make  no  mistake,  it's  wholesome. 
Unapologetically  so.  But  it  never  lets 
the  drama  of  its  scenario  descend  into 
melodrama,  and  therein  lies  its 
strength. 

There's  nothing  particularly  new 
or  groundbreaking  being  presented 
here.  It's  not  big  and  it's  not  bold.  It's 
the  true  story  of  young  Homer 
Hickam  Jr.  (Jake  Gyllenhaal),  follow¬ 
ing  his  dream  to  become  a  rocket  sci¬ 
entist  following  the  launch  of  Sputnik 
in  the  1950s,  all  the  while  being 
encouraged  by  the  teacher  who  never 


stops  believing  in  him  (Laura  Dern). 

Despite  the  trigonometric  equa¬ 
tions  and  rocket  launches  that 
abound,  what  is  at  the  core  of  the 
film,  a  richly  moving  and  passionate 
work  from  director  Joe  Johnston,  is 
the  struggle  between  Homer  and  his 
father  (Chris  Cooper). 

Coming  as  he  does  from  a  small 
town  where  no  one  is  expected  to  do 
anything  but  mine  coal,  Homer  is  a 
revolutionary,  and  like  most  revolu¬ 
tionaries  he  is  ridiculed  by  his  fellows 
and  prevented  from  pursuing  his 
dream. 

In  a  film  world  that's  becoming 
increasingly  harsh  and  bitter,  (last 
weekend's  "8MM"  comes  to  mind 
most  readily),  it's  refreshing  to  know 
that  movies  like  "October  Sky"  can 
still  exist. 

At  the  forefront  of  the  film's  very 
human  characters  is  Jake  Gyllenhaal 
as  Homer.  Gyllenhaal  is  something  of 
a  revelation  in  a  Hollywood  over¬ 
flowing  with  young  actors  full  of 
style  but  with  very  little  substance 
(think:  Ryan  Phillippe). 

There  is  a  wondrous  glimmer  in 
the  actor's  eyes  as  he  watches  the

shimmering  spectre  of  Sputnik  pass¬ 
ing  overhead  that  is  truly  magical. 

Equally  affecting  is  Chris  Cooper, 
playing  his  character  as  a  man  who  is 
not  only  admirable  and  honorable, 
but  one  who  loves  his  children  very 
much.  The  rapport  between 
Gyllenhaal  and  Cooper  makes  for  one 
of  the  most  real  and  affecting  father- 
son  relationships  committed  to  film. 


There  is  an  innocence  about  the 
film,  from  the  small  town  setting  to 
the  lead  character's  youthful  enthusi¬ 
asm  that's  especially  welcome  in 
these  increasingly  jaded  times.  Put 
simply,  "October  Sky"  is  a  great 
movie,  the  kind  that  restores  one's 
faith  in  the  power  of  cinema.  It 
deserves  to  be  cherished  and  trea¬ 
sured.  A-

She  has  studied  with  great  per¬ 
formers  of  our  time  including  David 
Cerone,  Sylvia  Rosenberg,  Claude 
Letourneau  and  at  the  St.  Louis 
Conservatory  where  she  earned  a 
graduate  diploma. 

The  concerto  Lekas  is  forefronting 
is  a  popular  favorite  from  composer 
M?x  Bruch.  The  concerto  gives  such  a 
broad  openness  such  that  a  forum 
opens  up  in  the  listener's  mind. 

This  "freeness"  given  off  from  the 
piece  concerned  Bruch  so  much  that 
he  almost  thought  it  best  not  to  merit 
the  title  "concerto"  at  all. 

After  assurance  from  Josheph 
Joachim,  the  great  violinist  to  whom 
this  work  and  the  Brahms  violin  con¬ 
certo  were  dedicated  to,  set  his  mind 
at  ease  to  title  it  indeed  a  concerto. 

Bruch's  popular  status  among 
musical  elites  of  our  time  is  very  min¬ 
imal—  hardly  the  fate  he  deserves. 

The  suggestion  that  Bruch  was 
trapped  between  Romanticism  and 
Classicism  is  a  fair  one. 

Bruch  both  participated  in  the  two 
forms  partially  and  some  times  not 
either  of  them—  weaving  his  own 
style  into  the  musical  stream. 

Unfortunately  the  attention  that 
Bruch  deserved  was  not  given  until 
our  modern  day. 

Yet  even  today,  with  the  compos¬ 
er's  substantial  output  of  works,  this 
concerto  is  primarily  what  he  is  most 
known  and  respected  for. 

Along  with  the  vibrant  concerto  of 
Bruch  is  Gustav  Mahler's  pivotal 
symphony  No.  5. 

Despite  his  position  as  one  of  the 
most  famous  conductors  of  his  time, 
Mahler's  music  was  not  widely  per¬ 
formed  and  he  was  not  at  all  regard¬ 
ed  as  a  great  composer  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

He  was  knownprimarily  as  a  con¬ 
ductor,  and  it  was  less  known  that  he 
had  a  stable  of  gargantuan  sym¬ 
phonies  to  credit,  and  most  audiences 
had  never  heard  any  of  those  sym¬ 
phonies. 

Much  of  Mahler's  early  career  was 
dominated  by  his  job  as  conductor  of 
the  Vienna  Opera.  He  wrote  much  of 
his  music  while  on  summer  holiday. 

It  would  be  safe  to  say  that 
Mahler's  life  and  work  was  greatly 
unappreciated  until  after  his  death. 

His  relentless  apsiration  to  the 
highest  of  ideals  makes  his  music  a 
testimony  to  his  constant  quest  to  fol¬ 
low  the  voice  that  screamed  inside 
himhis  whole  life. 

The  fifth  symphony  stands  at  a  piv¬ 
otal  point  in  Mahler's  work.  This 
symphony  was  the  first  to  dodge 
direct  reference  to  the  songs  of 
Wunderhorn  and  the  poems  of 
Rueckert. 

The  symphony  is  both  long  and 
plush,  with  a  wide  range  of  instru¬ 
ments  directing  the  melodies  to  dance 
in  the  chambers  of  the  audience's 
ears.  A  profound  enjoyment  indeed. 

The  five  movements  of  the  "5th" 
evoke  a  strong  array  of  many  feel¬ 
ings:  from  concise  and  strong  to  fresh 
and  vigorous  it  covers  it  all. 

The  two  performances  act  like  a 
double-barrelled  shotgun  that  will 
plunge  deep  into  our  souls  and  awak¬ 
en  even  the  smallest  of  our  musical 
voices.

Renovations  await  fishbowl

Thanks  to  a  $100,000  gift  from  the 
United  Parcel  Service  (UPS) 
Foundation,  the  college  is  planning  on 
renovating  the  SRC  1024  lounge  area, 
"Fishbowl,"  into  a  new  Career  Service 
Center  and  new  rooms  for  the 
Hospitality  department. 

According  to  Dr.  Walter  Packard, 
Vice  President  of  Academic  and 
Student  Affairs,  the  college  had  been 
reviewing  the  use  for  the  SRC  1024 
space  for  the  past  two  years  since 
many  feel  the  space  is  under  utilized. 
The  project  finally  got  moving  once 
the  money  from  UPS  was  given  to  the 
school. 

The  $100,000  was  obtained  after  a 
proposal  was  put  together  and  sent 
off  to  the  non-profit  UPS  foundation 
by  Doris  Schertz,  Coordinator  of 
Advancement  Projects. 

Joseph  Buri,  College  Director,  said 
that  students  and  faculty  can  antici¬ 
pate  the  project  to  possibly  start  in  the 


late  summer  of  1999  and  end  in  that 
up  coming  late  fall.  Buri  added  that 
nothing  is  final  yet  and  the  design  for 
the  new  SRC  1024  is  still  going 
through  the  beginning  stages. 

The  area,  when  finished,  will 
house  a  new  office  for  the  Career 
Center,  which  according  to  Ron 
Nilsson,  Professor/Coordinator  of 
Cooperative  Education  and  Career 
Service  Center,  will  expand  on  the 
technology  and  space  the  center 
already  has. 

"We're  excited  about  the  construc¬ 
tion.  It  will  be  very  convenient  for 
students  and  it  will  offer  more  to 
employers  who  are  looking  to  hire 
students,"  said  Nilsson. 

The  new  Career  Service  Center  will 
house  more  offices  for  employer/stu¬ 
dent  interview  space,  more  space  for 
job  hunting  seminars  and  Nilsson 
hopes  to  be  able  to  hold  mini  job  fairs 
in  the  newly  constructed  area. 

The  only  problem  that  the  Career 
Service  Center  might  have  is  that  even 
though  the  $100,000  is  a  good  start,  it 


is  not  enough  to  create  everything 
Nilsson  hopes  for. 

To  alleviate  this  problem  the  col¬ 
lege  hopes  to  raise  money  from  busi¬ 
nesses  which  benefit  from  the  Career 
Service  Center  and  see  if  they  would 
like  to  contribute  donations  to  help 
the  construction. 

According  to  Buri,  the  Hospitality 
department  has  been  waiting  to  uti¬ 
lize  the  space  for  a  long  time  but 
when  the  Courier  questioned  George 
Macht,  Professor/Coordinator  of 
Food  service  Administration  and 
Hotel  Management,  he  declined  to 
make  any  comments  on  the  upcoming 
renovations  until  he  had  more  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  matter. 

Although  original  rumors  around 
the  campus  stated  the  project  was  to 
begin  in  the  upcoming  spring  quarter, 
Buri  said  the  college  was  still  in  the 
first  stages  of  discussion  and  a  meet¬ 
ing  which  was  supposed  to  be  held  on 
March  12,  to  discuss  actual  plans,  was 
cancelled. 


Students  dissatisfied  with  fishbowl  change

The  college's  recent  preparations 
to  renovate  SRC  1024,  "Fishbowl," 
have  caused  an  uproar  amongst  the 
Student  Government  Association 
(SGA)  and  students  themselves. 

The  SGA  has  expressed  their  dis¬ 
appointment  in  the  decision  to  change 
the  space  in  SRC  1024  because  the  col¬ 
lege  did  not  ask  the  opinions  of  the 
students  in  the  matter. 

In  a  resolution  passed  by  the 
Student  Senate  on  March  9,  the  SGA 
resolved  that  the  members  of  the 
Senate  are,  "opposed  to  the  college 
administration's  action  of  making  a 
decision  directly  effecting  student  life 
and  it's  functions  through  the  student 
clubs  and  organizations  without  con¬ 
sulting  any  student  groups  about 
their  plans." 

David  Yorke,  SGA  president,  said 
that  the  students  were  not  given  any 
information  on  what  will  happen  in 
SRC  1024  and  they  were  not  given 
alternative  places  to  go. 


When  the  Courier  questioned 
many  students  on  campus  about  the 
fact  that  the  "Fishbowl"  was  closing 
many  students  didn't  even  know  that 
it  was  happening.  Furthermore,  after 
the  students  were  made  aware  of  the 
fact,  all  of  the  students  questioned 
disagreed  with  the  decision. 

Student  Brianne  Eszak  said,  "It's 
not  good  that  the  area  (Fishbowl)  is 
getting  closed  down.  This  is  the  only 
place,  other  then  the  cafeteria,  were 
you  can  sit  down  and  relax." 

Student  Bridget  Bigs  said,  "People 
are  going  to  be  roaming  around  the 
halls  and  disrupting  classes  if  this 
place  is  closed  down." 

Student  LeaRon  Reid  said,  "If  they 
are  going  to  take  the  area  out,  they 
need  to  compromise.  They  should 
open  up  another  area." 

Most  students  seem  to  feel  that  if 
the  "Fishbowl"  is  closed  down  they 
will  have  no  were  to  go,  but  Dr.  Kay 
Nielsen,  Associate  Vice  President  of 
Student  Affairs,  said  that  students 
seem  to  forget  about  the  Student 


Activities  Recreation  Center  located 
on  the  north  side  of  the  SRC. 

Even  though  the  SGA  and  students 
feel  there  is  nothing  being  done  to 
provide  extra  lounge  space,  Nielson 
has  a  few  projects  under  considera¬ 
tion  which  will  offer  students  more 
places  to  sit. 

One  plan  Nielson  talked  about  was 
using  $20,000  dollars  to  provide  stu¬ 
dents  with  comfortable  seating 
around  the  school.  She  expressed  that 
she  wants  to  ask  the  students  for  their 
help  in  deciding  new  ideas  on  were  to 
make  lounge  space. 

Another  project  Nielson  has 
looked  at  was  to  create  many  little 
lounge  areas  were  students  can  com¬ 
fortably  hang  out  and  chat  with  each 
other. 

Nielson  said  that  the  students 
opinions  were  not  considered  when 
the  planning  for  the  project  got 
underway,  but  she  said,  "We  felt 
putting  an  enlarged  Career  Service 
Center  in  SRC  1024  would  benefit  the 
students."

In  a  recent  award  ceremony  The 
Women's  History  Month  Committee 
awarded  Carole  Dobbie,  retired  COD 
counselor  and  administrator,  with  the 
Adade  Wheeler  Award  for  outstand¬ 
ing  accomplishment  in  the  personal 
and  professional  advancement  of 
women. 

The  ceremony  took  place  on 
Tuesday,  March  2,  in  the  McAninch 
Arts  Center  and  entailed  a  brief 
speech  on  Dobbie's  behalf  by  Dr. 
Michael  Murphy,  college  president. 

The  award  was  presented  by  1998 
Adade  Wheeler  Award  winner 
Charlotte  Crawford.  Crawford  said, 
"Dobbie  was  a  role  model  for  coun¬ 
selors  and  her  leadership  in  solving 
sexual  harassment  issues  wall  have  a 
long  lasting  effect  on  the  college.  She 
stands  for  fairness  and  human  equi¬ 
ty" 

Dobbie  generously  accepted  the 
award  and  thanked  her  mother  and 
grandmother  for  helping  her  through 
her  life  and  also  thanked  her  husband 
for  the  love  he  has  given  her  for  over 
30  years. 

Diana  Fitzwater,  chairman  of  the 


Women's  History  Month  Committee, 
spoke  of  Dobbie  as  being  an  effective 
advocate  of  women's  issues  through  a 
gentle  and  persistent  manner. 

Dobbie  was  involved  in  early  cases 
of  sexual  harassment  at  the  college 
which  led  the  board  of  trustees  to 
adopt  a  policy  against  sexual  harass¬ 
ment. 

Through  her  28  years  of  service  to 
the  college  Dobbie  served  as  a  coun¬ 
selor  and  as  the  director  of  coun¬ 
selors.  Dobbie  was  one  of  three 
women  who  started  the  New 
Directions  for  Women  course,  which 
was  the  first  of  its  kind. 

Outside  of  the  college  Dobbie 
attended  the  Seneca  Falls  100th 
anniversary  of  Women's  Suffrage 
Convention. 

After  Dobbie  attended  the  conven¬ 
tion,  she,  along  with  counselor  Ruth 
Thomas,  developed  a  program  in 
which  they  dressed  as  women  suf¬ 
frages  and  spread  information  about 
the  women's  movement. 

Dobbie  also  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Women's  History  Month 
Committee  were  she  vigorously 
worked  to  prevent  the  Adade 
Wheeler  Award  from  being  cut  due  to 
the  lack  of  funds.

the  world's  most  sensual  poet  in 
Calza  ta. 

One  would  think  an  artist  coming 
from  a  country  like  Cuba  would  pro¬ 
duce  firey  and  angry  art  rather  than 
Calzata's  beautiful  testaments  to  love 
and  beau  tv. 

"1  confront  problems  when  1  write 
a  poem, "said  Calzata  in  his  thick 
Cuban  accent  that  seemed  to  ebb 
from  his  tongue  most  naturally. 
Regardless  of  language  barriers  his 
words  massaged  the  ears  to  hear. 

"Sometimes  (the  conflict)  it  deals 
with  emotional  self  and  sometimes 
with  the  mental  self." 

Questions  arose  from  a  class  of 
nearly  35  throughout  the  discussion 
of  which  Calzata  handled  amazingly 
well  considering  the  constant  hur¬ 
dling  of  languages. 

"Poetry  has  no  time,  has  no  place.  It 
is  God's  breath  over  our  world  and  it 
breathes  its  spirit  over  us  all.  To  all 
countries,  to  all  cultures,  its  spirit 
lives  within  us  all."

Cinema 

Sunday,  March  7,  saw  the  passing 
of  a  visionary  in  the  field  of  cinema: 
director  Stanley  Kubrick.  After  a 
career  that  spanned  five  decades, 
Kubrick  left  an  indelible  imprint  on 
the  minds  of  most  of  today's  most 
prominent  filmmakers,  as  well  as  the 
language  of  film  that  most  viewers 
take  for  granted. 

His  final  effort,  the  upcoming  Tom 
Cruise/Nicole  Kidman  starrer  'Tyes 
Wide  Shut,"  remained  unfinished  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  and  it  remains 
to  be  seen  how  fitting  a  cap  it  is  to 
the  life  of  this  legend. 

Though  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
pick  the  best  of  the  director's  filmog¬ 
raphy,  here  is  an  attempt  at  reviewing 
some  of  his  most  memorable  efforts. 

♦  "Paths  of  Glory"  (1957) 

Kirk  Douglas  starred  in  this  quin¬ 
tessential  World  War  I  drama. 

Making  for  a  stark  contrast  with  the 
war  movies  that  came  before  and 
since,  "Paths  of  Glory"  is  notable  for 
its  harsh,  cynical  look  at  warfare. 
Owing  far  more  to  "All  Quiet  on  the 
Western  Front"  than  "The  Green 
Berets, "the  roots  of  Stone's  "Platoon," 


and  Spielberg's  "Private  Ryan"  can 
be  seen  here. 

♦  "Spartacus"  (1960) 

Gladiator  movies  have  evolved 

their  own  pop  culture  cache,  but  this 
is  the  granddaddy  of  them  all. 

Douglas  stars  again,  this  time  as 
the  roman  slave  fighting  for  freedom. 
Most  memorable  for  the  actor's 
immortal  proclamation,  "1  am 
Spartacus!"  Also  starring  two  of  the 
greats,  Lawrence  Olivier  and  Charles 
Laughton,  "Spartacus"  ranks  aside 
"Ben  Hur"  and  "Lawrence  of  Arabia" 
as  one  of  the  all-time  great  epics. 

♦  "Dr.  Strangelove"  (1964) 

Kubrick  proved  himself  equally 

adept  at  comedy  as  he  was  at  drama 
with  this  biting  social  satire  that 
seems  more  incisive  today  than  when 
it  was  initially  released.  Tying  into 
the  Cold  War  paranoia  so  prevalent 
in  the  1960s,  "Dr.  Strangelove"  puts  a 
comedic  slant  on  fears  of  a  nuclear 
winter. 

Peter  Sellers  puts  to  the  test  his 
reputation  as  one  of  Hollywood's 
most  versatile  actors.  Not  only  does 


he  plays  the  titular  Strangelove,  but 
also  a  coterie  of  other  equally  memo¬ 
rable  characters. 

♦"2001:  A  Space  Odyssey"  (1968) 

The  director  took  to  the  stars  with 
this  parable  about  man's  future  in  the 
heavens.  Dismissed  by  many  at  the 
time  as  ponderous  and  perplexing, 
"2001"  is  Kubrick  at  his  best. 

Aside  from  the  virtuoso  special 
effects  work,  which  forever  raised  the 
bar  for  other  space  fantasies,  there  is 
a  very  serious  statement  being  made 
by  the  filmmaker  and  author  Arthur 
C.  Clark.  Released  the  same  year  as 
the  similarly  revolutionary  "Planet  of 
the  Apes,"  the  film  proved  that  sci¬ 
ence  fiction  could  be  for  grown  ups. 

♦"A  Clockwork  Orange"  (1971) 
Disturbing,  bizarre,  and  weird. 
Those  are  just  some  of  the  terms  used 
to  describe  Kubrick's  adaptation  of 
Anthony  Burgess'  novel  about  a 
twisted  future  ruled  by  marauding 
streetgangs  called  "Droogs." 

Malcolm  McDowell  is  unforgettable 
as  Alex,  the  Droog  anti-hero.

It  seems  a  perfect  fit.  The  subject 
matter  of  Choderlos  de  Laclos  1782 
novel  "Dangerous  Liaisons,"  dealing 
with  conniving  siblings  plotting  to  rob 
a  virgin  of  her  maidenhood,  would 
seem  a  perfect  fit  for  transposition 
onto  today's  teens. 

"Cruel  Intentions"  attempts  exactly 
that,  uprooting  the  original's  1700s  set¬ 
ting  and  plopping  it  down  otherwise 
intact  in  Upper  East  Side  New  York, 
1999. 

The  film  stars  Sarah  Michelle  Gellar 
(eschewing  her  "Buffy"  blonde  hair 
for  a  dark  brown  'do),  Ryan  Phillippe 
(looking  for  all  the  world  like  a  well 
dressed  mannequin),  and  Reese 
Witherspoon. 

Though  it  holds  the  promise  of  a 
gloriously  elaborate  soap  opera  on  par 
with,  well,  the  original  "Liaisons,"  it 
never  quite  musters  the  verve  to  fol¬ 
low  through  on  its  promise. 

Directed  with  style  by  Roger 
Kumbles,  establishing  an  overall  lone 
of  cartoonish  excess,  the  film  is  at  its 
best  when  it  revels  in  its  own  devious¬ 
ness.  But  the  problem  occurs  about 
halfway  through  when  "Cruel 
Intentions"  awkwardly  discovers  a 
heart.  Clumsy  attempts  at  moralizing 
all  but  kill  any  enjoyment. 

Certainly  the  performances  can 
take  plenty  of  the  blame  for  this. 
Granted,  it's  something  of  a  hard  act 
when  you're  following  in  the  heels  of 
such  cinema  stalwarts  as  John 
Malkovich,  Glenn  Close,  and  Michelle 
Pfeiffer  (stars  of  1988's  "Liaisons" 
film),  but  the  performances  from  the 
Teen  Beat  friendly  cast  never  rise  above 
the  level  of  fluff. 

Gellar,  seemingly  trapped  in  the 
role  of  a  good  girl,  tries  very  hard  to 
stretch  as  the  devious  Kathryn,  but  it 
never  quite  works.  She  simply  does 
not  make  for  much  of  a  seductress. 

Phillippe,  on  the  other  hand,  excels 
at  playing  a  lowlife,  but  the  minute 
the  script  calls  for  him  to  show  some 
depth,  he  might  as  well  be  reading  the 
ingredients  off  a  cereal  box. 

Witherspoon  fares  best  in  the  cast. 
Still,  with  her  character  Annette  being 
woefully  underdeveloped,  we  never 
really  care  what  happens  to  her,  much 
less  whether  or  not  she'll  "do  it"  with 
Phillippe's  Sebastian. 

"Cruel  Intentions"  wastes  innumer¬ 
able  opportunities  to  play  up  the 
absurdity  of  its  premise  and  make 
some  very  pointed  observations  on  the 
very  subculture  it  seeks  to  glorify. 

As  it  stands,  it  never  emerges  as 
anything  more  than  a  calculated  show 
of  youngsters  play-acting  naughty  like 
their  more  experienced  elders— 

"Cruel,"  indeed.  C

Face-lift  for 
SRC  roof

Students  and  faculty  may 
have  noticed  over  the  past 
weeks  that  certain  sections  of 
the  SRC  building  are  roped 
off  due  to  the  construction 
which  will  replace  the  build¬ 
ings  roof. 

The  SRC's  original  14  year 
old  roof  is  currently  con¬ 
structed  of  a  four-ply  roof 
membrane  which  is  being 
replaced  by  a  new  single-ply 
system. 

The  construction  is  being 
undertaken  by  American 
Roofing  and  Repair  Inc.,  at  a 
reported  cost  of  $519,400  and 
is  scheduled  to  be  finished  by 
July  1,  according  to  Joe  Buri, 
Director  of  Campus  Services. 

"I  expect  the  construction 
to  be  finished  by  early  July 
but  if  the  weather  continues 
to  be  good  it  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  sooner. 

The  construction  also  con¬ 
sists  of  adding  six  additional 
roof  drains  to  prevent  stand¬ 
ing  water  from  occurring. 

Buri  explained  that  the 
problem  with  the  original 
roof  is  that  it  began  to  blister 
in  certain  areas  and  it  needed 


to  be  replaced  because  it  was 
getting  old. 

The  only  problem  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  facing  is  that  the 
original  insulation  and  fire¬ 
proofing  material  under  the 
old  roof  is  falling  into  the 
school  as  it  is  getting  torn  off. 

Sections  in  the  SRC  library 
and  in  the  SRC  atrium  are 
roped  off  because  of  the 


falling  debris.  Buri  wanted  to 
let  students  know  that  the 
material  falling  from  the  ceil¬ 
ing  is  not  asbestos  and  is  not 
harmful. 

The  construction  is  offer¬ 
ing  an  inconvenience  to  stu¬ 
dents  who  work  in  the  library 
because  it  is  creating  a  great 
deal  of  noise  and  causing  stu¬ 
dents  to  venture  under  tarps 


to  reach  certain  books. 

A  number  of  librarians 
were  asked  if  they  had 
noticed  any  problems  due  to 
the  construction  but  they  all 
denied  to  comment  on  the  sit¬ 
uation.  A  student  studying  in 
the  library  said,  "It's  just 
something  we're  going  to 
have  to  deal  with."

This  years  COD  nominee  for  the 
Illinois  Community  College  Trustees 
Association  Outstanding  Faculty 
Award  is  Dr.  Keith  Krasemann  pro¬ 
fessor  of  philosophy  in  the  Liberal 
Arts  department. 

Krasemann  received  the  nomina¬ 
tion  after  he  was  chosen  from  38 
other  college  professors  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  consisting  of  one  Board  of  Trustee 
Member,  two  college  administrators, 
the  last  two  previous  winning  faculty 
members  and  two  students. 

The  process  of  nomination  started 
after  students  were  able  to  fill  out 
forms  on  who  was  their  favorite  pro¬ 
fessors  at  the  college. 

This  year  60  different  faculty 
members  were  recognized  by  stu¬ 
dents  but  only  38  of  the  60  professors 
nominated  filled  out  the  questioner 
needed  by  the  committee. 

According  to  the  selection  commit¬ 
tee  the  faculty  member's  were  judged 
on  their: 

•effectivness  in  the  classroom 
•impact  on  students  outside  of  the 
classroom 

•knowledge  of  subject  matter 
•leadership  within  the  college 
•contributions  to  curricula  develop¬ 
ment 

•leadership  provided  to  one's  disci¬ 
pline  and  professions 
•contributions  to  the  community 
•personal  characteristics 
•efforts  toward  self-development 
Krasemann  has  been  a  full  time 
faculty  member  at  the  college  for  the 
past  six  years  and  taught  part  time  at 
the  college  from  1986  to  1993. 

Among  receiving  degrees  in  phi¬ 
losophy  and  theology,  Krasemann  has 
written  two  books  for  the  college's 


curriculum  entitled  Quest  for 
Goodness:  An  Introduction  to  Ethics 
and  Questions  for  the  Soul:  An 
Introduction  to  Philosophy. 

In  order  to  get  chosen  for  the 
honor  Krasemann  had  to  get  nomi¬ 
nated  by  students.  One  student 
wrote,  "He  (Krasemann)  made  me 
realize  some  important  things  about 
my  life."  Another  student  said,  "He 
(Krasemann)  makes  learning  interest¬ 
ing." 

Krasemann  explained  that  he  uses 
many  of  his  own  experiences  to  help 
teach  students  and  that  he  tries  to  cre¬ 
ate  an  atmosphere  in  his  classroom 
where  learning  can  occur. 

"Education  means  to  draw  or  pull 
things  out  of  people,  not  just  put 
things  in.  I  want  to  try  to  involve  peo¬ 
ple  in  their  own  learning,  that  is  key 
to  education,"  said  Krasemann. 

Krasemann  explained  that  on  the 
first  day  of  a  class  he  likes  to  tell  his 
students  that  in  the  class  they  won't 
cover  any  material.  He  tells  his  stu¬ 
dents  that  they  will  uncover  things 
and  by  doing  that  they  will  discover 
things  together. 

"I  look  at  all  my  students  as 
unique  individuals.  I  try  to  help  peo¬ 
ple  find  their  unique  differential.  That 
is  the  thing  which  each  person  can 
develop  which  will  move  them 
ahead,"  said  Krasemann. 

Krasemann  explained  that  if  he  is 
worthy  of  this  award  it's  because  he 
has  established  the  students  as  well 
as  the  college.  "I'm  not  trying  to  win 
awards.  I'm  trying  to  make  a  differ¬ 
ence."  For  receiving  the  nomina¬ 
tion  Krasemann  will  receive  a  mone¬ 
tary  award  from  the  College  of 
DuPage  foundation  and  he  will  be 
recognized  at  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Trustees  Association  banquet 
held  in  June.

Through  a  watercolor  postcard,  paint¬ 
ed  with  the  tender  hands  of  a  child, 
the  voices  of  the  trees  can  finally  be 
heard  with  the  help  of  the 
Endowment  for  Future  Generations. 

This  voice  is  more  heard  as  a  plea 
for  help,  but  most  tragically:  a  plea 
for  life. 

Heading  a  money  drive  against 
the  destruction  of  trees  as  an  only 
way  to  save  other  trees,  the 
Endowment  for  Future  Generations 
(EFG)  are  selling  postcards  drawn  by 
children's  imaginative  minds  to  put 
toward  EFG's  cause. 

The  cause  for  the  concern  is  found 
in  the  shell  of  a  2-inch-long  black- 
and-white  creature  called  the  Asian 
long-horned  beetle. 

The  beetle  poses  no  cause  for  con¬ 
cern  for  humans,  but  trees  are  another 
story.  Injecting  their  larvae  just 
beneath  the  bark,  the  tree  is  cut  off 
from  its  vital  nutrients  and  ultimately 
starves  to  death. 

"Right  now,  the  only  way  we 
know  how  to  get  rid  of  the  beetle  is  to 
cut  down  the  trees  it  infests,"  says 
Kenneth  Gray,  EFG  supervisor  and 
psychology  professor. 

"There  are  lots  of  needs,  all  the 
way  to  helping  people  recognize  the 
beetle  to  figuring  how  to  get  rid  of  it 
more  effectively  than  cutting  down 
trees.  So  we  know  earlier  than  six 
years  ahead  of  time  and  aren't  forced 
to  have  to  cut  down  all  the  trees  and 
limit  it  to  one  tree, ." 

The  six  years  time  Gray  is  refer¬ 
ring  to  is  how  long  it  took  to  notice 
the  long-horn  beetle  in  the  leafy 
Ravens  wood  neighborhood  of 
Chicago's  northside  before  470 
starved  maples,  elms,  and  horse 
chestnut  trees  were  chopped  and 
burned  in  an  effort  to  get  rid  of  the 
beetle  completely. 

"It  came  over  from  China  through 
packing  crates,  and  eventually  got  to 
us,"  says  Gray. 

Last  summer  saw  the  Chicago 
public  sweating  bullets  over  the  trees 
in  Ravenswood,  watching  their 
favorite  trees  collapse  to  the  ground 
because  of  the  infection  of  a  real 
"virus  bug." 

It  didn't  get  to  Chicago  before  it 
infested  New  York  first  however.  In 
August  of  1996  it  was  first  identified 
in  the  U.S.  when  the  pests  drained  all 
life  from  a  total  of  2,400  trees  in 
Brooklyn  and  Amityville. 

The  frightening  fact  of  the  matter 
is  that  other  places  across  the  country 
could  already  be  effected  by  the  "tree 
virus"  without  even  knowing  about 
it. 

Yet  what  is  being  done  towards 
finding  an  answer  to  this  devastating 
problem?  "We're  still  in  the  planning 
stages  of  this  project  where  we've  got 
some  children  together  to  draw  pic¬ 
tures  of  trees  that  will  be  selected  for 
a  greeting  card  and  we  will  try  and 
sell  them,"  Gray  says  of  EFG's  blue¬ 
print  towards  helping  to  find  an 
answer.

"The  money  that  we  raise  will  go 
toward  education  on  the  bug  and 
research  toward  finding  a  solution  on 
eradicating  this  problem  without 
destroying  the  trees  completely." 

The  EFG  is  still  in  its  infant  stages 
of  development  having  celebrated 
their  one  year  anniversary  Iasi 
March.  "The  EFG  is  made  of  96 
members  at  the  moment  who  are 
extremely  dedicated  towards  helping 
the  environment  for  our  future,"  says 


Rose  Joensten,  President  of  the  EFG  in 
her  thick  German  accent. 

"We  are  concerned  with  helping 
future  generations  and  most  of  all  to 
help  the  people  of  tomorrow  as  best 
we  can." 

Spearheading  this  current  money 
drive  toward  ridding  the  long-horn 
beetle  problem  as  best  they  can,  the 
EFG  also  headed  a  bake  sale  earlier 
in  the  week  totalling  approximately 
$200  toward  their  causes. 

EFG  is  also  awarding  a  Challenge 


Scholarship  of  $300  dollars  in  cash  for 
one  essay  by  a  COD  student  that 
could  best  describe  a  critical  chal¬ 
lenge  facing  humanity  today  as  well 
as  a  strategy  for  addressing  this  prob¬ 
lem.  Entries  must  be  in  by  May  1.

It's  not  what  students 
normally  take  away  from 
everyday  classes,  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  actually  "experienc¬ 
ing  knowledge  and  not  just 
reading  about  it. 


"You  see  things  happen 
that  rarely  happen  in  a  reg¬ 
ular  classroom  course," 
says  Leppert,  and  with  a 
proud  smile  he  adds,  "We 
try  to  bring  life  to  literature, 
or  literature  to  life  if  you 
will."

Dance  Director  Moves  to  Higher  Ground

Dance  Director  Gary  Flannery  takes 
his  final  bow  in  June  on  the  hardwood 
floors  and  mirrored  walls  of  PE  101  as 
he  moves  to  the  mountains  of  New 
Hampshire. 

"We'll  be  out  in  the  sticks,"  says  the 
50-year-old  former  Broadway  dancer 
who  relaxes  while  drenched  in  perspi¬ 
ration,  attired  in  sweat  pants  and  a 
tank  top. 

Awash  in  souvenirs  of  Flannery's 
former  worldwide  fame,  his  office  is  a 
shrine  to  the  late  Broadway  dance 
impresario  Bob  Fosse  whose  choreo¬ 
graphic  style  is  immortalized  in  the 
dance  director's  COD  repertoire. 

Flannery's  not  giving  up  the  dance, 
although  the  300-mile  view  from  his 
new  mountain  homestead  may  give 
him  pause. 

He  plans  to  teach  master  classes  on 
Bob  Fosse’s  techniques  at  New  York 
City's  famed  "Steps"  studio. 

This  is  the  center  of  New  York 
dance,"  Flannery  intones.  "It's  an 
important  step  in  regaining  some  of 
my  reputation  and  my  work  in  New 
York." 

Although  Flannery's  tenure  at 
COD  began  in  1991,  he  put  his  profes¬ 
sional  career  on  hold  in  1987  after  he 
and  his  wife  moved  to  Wheaton  to 
raise  their  children  where  his  wife's 
family  lives. 

He  became  an  academic  gypsy, 
working  a  few  years  at  Northwestern 
University  and  a  few  years  at 
Northern  Illinois  University.  He  even 
directed  a  few  shows  at  COD,  includ¬ 
ing  "Evita"  in  1990. 

The  lure  of  bright  lights  at  COD 
tantalized  the  dancer  who  saw  the 
opportunity  for  a  tenured  gig  to  devel¬ 
op  a  program. 

"I  implemented  the  new  curriculum 
and  created  what  I  thought  would  be 
important  in  a  setting  like  this  in  some 
PE-type  classes  and  theater  dance 


classes  for  who  those  who  are  more 
serious,"  Flannery  says. 

"It  worked  pretty  well.  We  have  some 
things  rpally  going  and  elapses  still  do 
really  well." 

Although  COD's  top  toe  tapper 
tried  to  establish  a  resident  dance 
troupe,  the  community  was  not  sup¬ 
portive,  he  says. 

"No  money,  no  support,"  Flannery 
says  of  his  efforts.  "I  sent  600  letters 
out  to  local  businesses  and  potential 
investors.  The  only  ones  to  respond 
were  McDonald's  of  Glen  Ellyn.  They 
sent  $25. 

"The  only  thing  that  didn't  phase 
out  really  was  more  performing 
opportunities  and  more  support  for 
me  to  direct  shows  and  musicals." 

The  dancer  describes  his  Midwestern 
experiences  as  participatory. 

"I  participated  in  all  aspects  of 
dance  that  has  happened  here.  I  built 
the  program.  I  think  it's  going  to  con¬ 
tinue  for  the  most  part.  I'm  hopeful 
everyone  is  going  to  enjoy  watching 
me  on  TV  and  movies,  and  coming  to 
Broadway  to  see  me." 

While  he  plans  his  return  to  the 
Great  White  Way,  Flannery  also  has 
written  five  chapters  in  a  17-chapter 
book  on  his  Broadway  memoirs.  "I 
pretty  much  have  it  all  researched  and 
outlined,"  he  says  enthusiastically, 
adding  that  completion  is  scheduled 
for  next  year.  His  other  personal  pro¬ 
ject,  a  musical  called  "Scandals,"  has 
been  copyrighted. 

As  Gary  Flannery  packs  up  his  the¬ 
ater  posters  in  an  old  kit  bag,  he'll  be 
smilin'  from  the  Broadway  memories 
of  "Pippin"  and  "Dancin"  that  are 
drawing  him  eastward. 

His  voice  reflects  one  of  confidence 
and  optimism  in  the  future. 

"It'll  be  just  like  going  back  to  the 
major  leagues,"  he  smiles  knowingly, 
as  the  mythical  stage  door  opens  with 
lights  and  music  rising.

"The  Matrix"  is  an  old  fashioned 
crowd  pleaser.  Full  to  the  brim  with 
eye  popping  effects  and  "How'd  they 
do  that?"  stuntwork,  it  yearns  to  have 
audiences  be  utterly  enraptured  in  its 
created  reality,  and  for  the  most  part 
it  succeeds. 

In  that  sense,  there's  an  eerie  par¬ 
allel  being  created  with  the  film's 
basic  plotline,  which  deals  with  the 
human  race  being  lulled  into  subjuga¬ 
tion  by  a  race  of  supremely  intelligent 
machines. 

Granted,  nothing  particularly  new 
or  groundbreaking  is  being  presented 
within  the  film's  210  minute  running 
time. 

In  fact,  humanity  as  the  unwitting 
pawn  of  outside  forces  was  also  the 
storyline  of  last  year's  highly-under- 
rated,  highly-extraordinary  "Dark 
City." 

But,  although  the  plot  borrows 
heavily  from  "Dark  City,"  the  two 
films  show  widely  disparate,  yet 
equally  enthralling  visions  of  their 
worlds.  "City,"  directed  by  "The 
Crow' s"  Alex  Proyas,  made  use  of  its'

nighttime  setting  to  create  an  eerie 
ambiance  shadow  and  darkness. 

"Matrix"  directors  Andrew  and 
Larry  Wachowski,  on  the  other  hand, 
use  advances  in  computer  technology 
to  their  fullest,  creating  a  world  that, 
though  seen  before,  has  never  been 
seen  quite  so  well. 

The  erstwhile  Messiah  of  "The 
Matrix"  is  Neo,  played  by  Keanu 
Reeves.  Reeves,  in  something  of  a 


slump  at  the  box-office  of  late,  tosses 
out  his  surfer  boy  "Whoa,  dude,"  per¬ 
sona  of  the  "Bill  &  Ted"  films,  bring¬ 
ing  to  his  performance  a  new  confi¬ 
dence  and  poise  that  is  refreshing. 

Laurence  Fishbume  plays  the  lat¬ 
est  in  a  string  of  memorable  charac¬ 
ters  as  Morpheus  (a  role  once  ear¬ 
marked  for  Val  Kilmer),  the  leader  of 
the  human  resistance,  and  the  Zen- 
master  mentor  of  Reeves'  Neo.

The  Wachowskis,  Chicago  natives 
who  got  their  starts  writing  for 
Marvel  comics  in  the  early  '90s,  are 
hardly  strangers  to  genre-mixing, 
having  made  their  film  debut  with 
the  lesbian  crime  caper  "Bound," 
(starring  Jennifer  Tilly  and  Gina 
Gershon). 

Their  comic  books  roots  are  highly 
evident,  and  that  background  is  no 
doubt  instrumental  in  making  the 
film  even  more  visually  arresting  than 
last  year's  similarly  comic  themed 
"Blade"  (see  video  review,  below). 

The  Wachowskis  are  well  aware  of 
the  cliches  of  the  genre,  and  manage 
to  neatly  sidestep  them. 

There  is  clearly  a  set-up  for  a 
sequel  at  film's  end  (indeed,  the 
Wachowskis  have  expressed  interest 
in  turning  "The  Matrix"  into  a  trilo¬ 
gy),  and  because  of  this  self-imposed 
handicap,  the  film  lacks  the  sense  of 
closure  that  in  the  end  makes  "Dark 
City"  a  superior  film. 

Still,  lest  this  be  taken  to  mean  that 
"The  Matrix''is  an  unsatisfactory 
experience,  make  no  mistakes.  It 
hardly  detracts  from  everything  else 
that  the  film  manages  to  achieve,  and 
if  any  proposed  follow-ups  can 
achieve  the  level  of  virtuosity  that's 
managed  here,  I  say  bring  on  "The 
Matrix  II."  A

For  thirteen  years,  the  Buffalo 
Theater  Ensemble  has  been  a  staple  of 
the  College  of  DuPage  arts  scene. 

Continuing  that  proud  tradition 
comes  this  month's  performance  of 
Shakespeare's  "Hamlet,"  performed 
in  repertory  with  comedian  Paul 
Rudnick's  "I  Hate  Hamlet." 

The  difference  between  this  and 
the  countless  other  times  "Hamlet" 
has  been  given  life  is  that  this  produc¬ 
tion  uses  a  behind-the  scenes 
approach.  That  is,  the  sets,  props, 
and  light  &  sound  design  are  final, 
but  the  actors  are  still  in  rehearsal 
clothes.  This  gives  the  appearance  of 
a  theater  company  nearing  the  night 
of  final  performance. 

A  similar  tactic  was  used  in  a 
1960s  stage  version  of  "Hamlet"  star¬ 
ring  actor  Richard  Burton,  and  it  was 
this  performance  that  served  as  inspi¬ 
ration  for  director  Craig  Berger. 

Asked  about  the  motivation  for 
this  unique  approach,  Berger  said,  "It 
focuses  the  audience  on  the  play 
itself,  and  not  so  much  the  period  set¬ 
ting." 

This  actually  marks  Berger's  sec¬ 
ond  time  directing  the  play,  having 
staged  it  once  before  in  the  early  '90s. 
That  production  starred  actor  Matt 
Armstrong,  who  has  since  gone  on  to 
appear  in  the  acclaimed  CBS  televi-

sion  series  "Turks." 

This  current  run  of  the  play  stars 
actor  David  Engel  in  the  lead.

Thing,"  and  "Our  Country's  Good."

This  serves  as  a  humorous 
counter-point  to  the  ghostly  interac¬ 
tion  between  father  and  son  in 
Shakespeare's  play.

‘Flesh  eating  bacteria’  kills  student

COD  suffered  the  tragic  loss  of 
one  of  iF s  student's  on  Sunday  April 
11,  when  Ann  Marie  Morgan  (20)  of 
Burr  Ridge,  died  at  Hinsdale  Hospital 
of  Group  A  Invasive  Streptococcus. 

The  college  was  notified  when  the 
DuPage  County  Health  Department 
called  Val  Burke,  Coordinator  of 
Health  and  Special  Services,  and  told 
her  about  Morgans  passing. 

Burke  immediately  found 
Morgan's  schedule  and  contacted  her 
professors  as  soon  as  it  was  possible 


for  her  to  do  so. 

Through  investigation  Burke 
found  that  Morgan  was  taking  two 
classes  at  the  college  during  the 
spring  quarter,  in  which  she  attended 
classes  on  Tuesday,  April  6,  but  not 
on  Thursday,  April  8. 

Burke  learned  that  the  incubation 
period  for  the  disease  is  one  to  three 
days  which  means  Morgan  would 
have  not  exposed  students  to  her  con¬ 
dition  because  she  hadn't  attended 
school  within  three  days  of  her  death. 

Burke  explains  that  students 
shouldn't  worry  about  the  disease 


and  that  it  can  only  be  contracted 
through  direct  contact  with  the  bacte¬ 
ria.  "If  you're  healthy  I  wouldn't  run 
to  the  doctor,  but  if  you're  not  feeling 
well  I  would  go  see  a  physician,"  said 
Burke. 

Burke  concluded  by  saying,  "I  feel 
since  the  college  hasn't  had  any  prob¬ 
lems  our  exposure  from  Morgan  is 
over." 

According  to  information  on 
Group  A  Streptococcus  released  from 
Hinsdale  Hospital,  the  bacteria  is 
commonly  found  in  the  throat  and 
skin  and  the  majority  of  the  infections 


are  relatively  mild  illnesses,  but 
severe  problems  can  arise  when  the 
bacteria  reaches  certain  parts  of  the 
body  where  bacteria  is  not  usually 
found. 

In  situations  like  this,  the  bacteria 
becomes  something  called  an  invasive 
infection  and  can  develop  into  two  of 
the  most  severe  forms  of  the  disease, 
necrotizing  fasciitis  (commonly 
known  as  the  flesh  eating  disease),  or 
toxic  shock  syndrome.

New  coach  looks  ahead  to  season

COD  football  players  will 
be  hitting  the  field  for  their 
first  practice  on  August  10,  as 
a  new  team  and  headed  by 
new  coach,  Robin  Cooper. 

An  expected  100  fresh 
players  will  be  under  the 
command  of  Cooper,  starting 
off  the  official  season  on 
August  28,  at  the  Football 
Jamboree  at  Harper  College. 

Cooper  is  no  new  comer 
to  the  sport.  He  has  a  natural 
ability  and  and  has  always 
been  drawn  to  sports.  He 
played  football  in  high  school 
as  well  as  playing  for  Illinois 
Wesleyn  and  then  Illinois 
State,  where,  he  received  his 
Master  of  Science  in  Physical 
Education. 

He  has  coached  football 
and  baseball  for  a  number  of 
years,  but  has  focused  the 
past  fifteen  years  to  football. 

Cooper  comes  to  COD 
with  an  excellent  set  of  cre¬ 
dentials  and  past  experiences 
which  helped  him  land  the 
job. 

In  1984  he  set  up  the  foot-

They 
provide  students  the  ability 
to  do  a  good  job  both  acade¬ 
mically  and  athletically  as 
well  as  providing  good 
opportunities  for  them  to 
move  on  to  a  four  year 
school. 

When  asked  how  his  fami¬ 
ly  is  making  the  adjustment 
from  Evansville  to  this  area. 
Cooper  replied  that  his  wife 
is  from  the  suburbs  and  this 
is  the  recruiting  area  he  has 
been  involved  with  before,  so 
the  transition  is  not  a  prob¬ 
lem. 

To  rebuild  the  team 
Cooper  has  been  spending  a 


good  deal  of  time  recruiting 
players.  Since  he  has  started 
football  programs  before, 
recruiting  is  somewhat  of  his 
expertise. 

Recruiting  team  players 
consists  of  sending  informa¬ 
tion  out  to  schools  and  meet¬ 
ing  with  prospective  players 
from  district  high  schools. 

Ehiring  this  process. 
Cooper  looks  for,  "guys  who 
are  sound  academically,  will 
graduate  and  represent  them¬ 
selves  in  a  positive  fashion." 

Cooper's  goal  is,  "to  have 
a  winning  season,"  even 
though  he  knows  this  may  be 
difficult  since  the  whole  team 
will  be  new. 

Cooper  anticipates  he  will 
be  recruiting  players  all  the 
way  up  till  the  start  of  the 
season.  When  asked  if  he  had 
any  heroes  or  if  he  had  any 
pregame  rituals,  he  replied, 
"no,  not  really." 

Cooper  did  offer  his  phi¬ 
losophy  on  football  which  is, 
"Work  hard,  be  positive  and 
realize  football  is  nothing 
more  than  an  extension  of  the 
classroom."

she  hopes  the  board  will  be  able  to 
pass  a  successful  referendum  for  rais¬ 
ing  money.  "Besides  wanting  to  retain 
good  people  and  working  with  the 
faculty,  1  hope  to  keep  tuition  low." 

Brown  also  stated  that  she  hopes 
the  board  will  retain  school  president 
Michael  Murphy.  "He  is  exceptional, 
honest  and  good  with  listening,"  said 
Brown  on  Murphy's  behalf. 

Due  to  a  new  state  law  passed  in 


January  of  1998,  the  newly  elected 
candidates  will  not  take  office  until 
November  of  this  year.  This  doesn't 
have  much  of  an  affect  on  Brown 
since  her  first  six  year  term  doesn't 
end  till  November,  but  Wessel  doesn't 
have  the  job  until  then,  which  raises 
the  question  of  how  much  time  she 
will  spend  with  the  board  until  she 
takes  over  for  board  member  William 
Bunge. 


Wessel  said  she  intends  on  attend¬ 
ing  as  many  board  meetings  as  she 
can  between  now  and  November  so 
she  can  be  current  on  the  issues  when 
she  takes  office.  "I  want  to  take  the 
time  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
administration,  faculty  and  students. 
By  the  time  I'm  seated  1  want  to  feel 
comfortable  so  when  I  start  I  can  get 
down  to  business."

•Sid  Khanvilkar  (19)  and  Kevin 
O'Kelly  (19)  will  run  as  one  presiden¬ 
tial  team  with  Khanvilkar  acting  as 
president  and  O'Kelly  acting  as  vice- 
president. 

Khanvilkar  is  the  only  one  of  the 
two  candidates  with  experience  in 
student  government.  He  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  a  senate  position  in  the  winter 
quarter  and  worked  with  the  student 
concerns  committee. 

Khanvilkar  believes  that  if  elected 
O'Kelly  and  himself  could  make  a 
difference.  The  candidates  feel  that  all 
the  experiences  each  of  them  has  had 
in  highschool  lets  them  get  an  idea  on 
what  is  best  for  all.  "I  feel  like  I  have 
a  good  grasp  on  how  to  get  things 
done,"  said  Khanvilkar.

The  candidates 
expressed  an  idea  of  devising  a  new 
branch  of  SGA  to  help  out  with  find¬ 
ing  what  the  students  want.  They 
plan  on  doing  this  by  getting  a  pro¬ 
gram  passed  in  the  SGA  senate  which 
would  allow  student  ambassadors  to 
talk  in-depth  with  students  and  then 
report  to  the  senate  with  the  students 
concerns. 

Even  though  the  SGA  has  had 
recent  communication  problems  with 
the  administration,  Sheehan  stated 
that  they  are  currently  working  with 
the  administration  with  hopes  of 
gaining  a  better  relationship.

Hospital  Morgan  died  of  necrotiz¬ 
ing  fasciitis  which  invades  the 
body  and  releases  toxic  chemicals 
which  destroy  body  tissue. 

According  to  Hinsdale  Hospital 
approximately  10,000  to  15,000 
cases  of  invasive  infections  occur 
in  the  United  States  each  year 
resulting  in  over  2,000  deaths. 

People  who  are  most  at  risk  are 
those  who  have  chronic  illnesses 
and  immune  deficiency  disorders. 

Early  signs  of  necrotizing  fasci¬ 
itis  include  fever,  severe  pain, 
swelling  and  redness  around  the 
infected  area. 


The  disease  is  treated  with 
antibiotics,  although  drugs  don't 
always  prevent  the  death  of  the 
patient  in  every  case. 

People  can  reduce  the  risk  of 
contracting  the  disease  by  practic¬ 
ing  good  hand  washing  tech¬ 
niques,  doctor  check-ups  for  per¬ 
sistent  sore  throats  and  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  keeping  wounds  clean  and 
free  of  infection. 

Burke  wanted  to  extend  her 
deepest  condolences  to  the 
Morgan  family  and  told  the 
Courier  she  is  planning  on  writing 
a  letter  to  help  the  family  cope 
with  this  sorrowful  time.

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SGA 
addresses 
need  for 
lounge  space

The  SGA  is  currently  working  on 
improving  students  lives  and  making 
school  life  more  comfortable  by 
adding  lounge  space  in  efforts  of 
replacing  the  fishbowl  area  that  was 
taken  away  from  students  this  quarter. 

The  first  priority  of  the  SGA  is  to 
move  the  t.v.  lounge  on  to  the  other 
side  of  the  SGA  office,  located  in  the 
SRC. 

Before  the  lounge  is  moved,  there 
are  several  steps  that  have  to  be  made. 
According  to  Dr.  Kay  Nielson,  Vice 
President  of  Student  Affairs,  the  t.v. 
cable  has  to  be  relocated  to  the  new 
lounge  and  a  new  t.v.  has  to  be  pur¬ 
chased. 

Nielson  said,  "COD  is  a  public 
entity  and  in  order  to  purchase  a  new 
TV,  they  have  to  make  bids." 

This  means  that  the  company  who 
offers  the  lowest  price  for  the 
t.v.  will  get  the  college's  business. 

Nielson  also  said  that  the  same 
process  used  for  selecting  a  t.v.  will  be 
used  for  purchasing  furniture. 

"We  have  seven  thousand  dollars 
available  to  spend  on  the  furniture. 
However,  we  are  acquiring  an  addi¬ 
tional  thirteen  thousand  from  the 
Board  of  Trustee's.  That  money  will 
arrive  by  July  1,"  said  Nielson. 

SGA  Advisor,  Robb  Frank  said, 
SGA  is  working  with  Scott  Engel  ot 
Business  Services,  in  regards  to  the 
lounge  space  students  have  been  wait¬ 
ing  for. 

Frank  also  stated  that  they  need  to 
readjust  things  before  the  lounge  is 
completed.  The  cable  company  must 
first  relocate  the  cable  connection 
before  a  new  t.v.  is  added. 

"After  the  SGA  purchases  the  fur¬ 
niture,  the  lounge  will  be  promptly 
decorated,"  said  Frank. 

Frank  wants  to  coordinate  "conver¬ 
sation  pits"  where  some  of  the  dead 
spaces  are  located.  The  area  near 
Public  Safety  where  I.S.C.R.C  meets 
would  be  a  nice  location  for  a  "con¬ 
versation  pit". 

Also,  the  area  outside  the  Student 
Activities  office  would  make  a  com¬ 
fortable  "conversation  pit"  according 
to  Robb  Frank. 

These  sections  will  consist  of 
couches,  chairs,  love  seats,  and  tables. 

In  the  IC  building,  the  furniture  is 
very  old  and  uncomfortable  to  most 
students.  Kay  Nielson  hopes  to 
replace  the  furniture  in  the  student 
lounges  next  year. 

Nielson  wants  to  make  a  school 
awareness  about  this  issue  so  it  can  be 
accomplished.  Robb  Frank  predicts 
that,  the  furniture  for  the  other 
lounges  will  be  purchased  this  sum¬ 
mer.  The  furniture  for  the  lounges 
will  probably  be  replaced  by  this 
fall." 

On  Wednesday,  April  14,  Jacquline 
Kozisek,  the  chairperson  of  the  SGA 
furniture  committee,  will  go  to  look  at 
new  furniture  at  Merchandise  Mart 
located  in  down  town  Chicago. 

In  the  next  few  weeks  the  SGA  will 
look  at  other  furniture  companies  and 
decide  which  furniture  is  the  best  suit¬ 
ed  for  students. 

When  SGA  selects  the  best  compa¬ 
ny  they  will  bring  samples  of  furni¬ 
ture  and  display  them  in  the  library  so 
students  and  faculty  can  view  them 
and  decide  which  pieces  are  better.

The  room  is  stark  white,  a  con¬ 
stant  murmur  of  air  circulating 
throughout  can  be  heard,  this  is  your 
new  organic  chemistry  lab,  fresh  and 
clean,  awaiting  the  future  to  study  in 
it. 

The  floor  is  flaked,  the  air  smells 
of  something  you  can't  place,  its 
brown  color  looks  like  a  classroom 
out  of  a  70s  instruction  video,  its 
monday,  and  the  beginning  of  the  last 
week  of  the  old  chemistry  lab. 

Saturday,  April  17,  will  mark  the 
unveiling  of  the  new  $2  million 
organic  chemistry  labs  with  an  all 
day  lab. 

"We  are  very  excited  about  the 
new  labs,"  says  Dr.  David  Malek, 
Dean  of  Natural  Sciences.  "The  end 
product  is  the  most  modern,  most 
technologically  advanced  lab  you'll 
find  in  the  midwest." 

Throughout  the  90s  the  issue  was 
raised  by  the  teachers  about  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  old  labs  and  pushed  for 
a  new,  safe  learning  environment. 

"Our  first  and  foremost  concern 
has  been  safety.  Safety  for  the  faculty, 
safety  for  the  students,"  Malek  points 
out  in  his  office  across  the  hall  from 
the  new  and  improved  lab. 

Malek  began  writing  memos  to  the 
school  in  '92  telling  them  that  they 
need  new  labs  for  organic  chemistry 
as  well  as  the  schools  interest  in  a 
new  cadaver  lab. 

Malek  not  only  pressed  for  the 
cadaver  labs  to  undergo  modifica¬ 
tions,  but  to  get  new  labs  period. 

"The  labs  weren't  set  up  for 
cadaver  labs,  they  would  have  to  rip 
all  the  stationary  furniture  up  and 
put  in  better  ventilation  and  it  would 
be  best  just  getting  a  new  lab,"  says 
Malek. 

The  organic  chemistry  faculty 
were  also  pressing  for  new  organic 
chemistry  labs  with  Malek. 

After  a  long  wait  of  decision  mak¬ 
ing,  an  agreement  was  finally  made. 

It  was  then  a  matter  of  planning  out 
and  picking  a  location. 

Picked  was  one  of  the  central  areas 
in  the  school,  it  was  set  up  as  a  lab 
originally  in  the  building,  and  had 
Office  Technologies,  its  then  current 
office  that  was  in  the  space,  planning 
on  moving  out  of  its  current  space. 

"This  was  ideal.  It  was  a  former 


lab  room,  it  is  on  the  third  floor  so  it's 
closer  to  your  ventilation  supply,  and 
there  would  be  four  lab  spaces  there." 

Planning  was  made  in  very  gener¬ 
al  terms  and  then  they  finally  made 
the  commitment  to  spend  the  money 
and  build  these  labs. 

"We  didn't  spare  money  and  we 
planned  it  from  the  get-go,  that's 
what  makes  ours  the  best  in  the  mid¬ 
west,"  says  the  confident  Malek. 

It  was  in  March  of  '96  that  plan¬ 
ning  for  these  labs  began.  Preliminary 
scetches  were  drawn  out,  other 
schools  were  visited. 

Other  school's  design  were  inspi¬ 
ration  for  the  new  lab.  "For  the 
organic  labs,  we  liked  what  was  at 
Illinois  Wesleyen  University  and 
Illinois  State.  As  for  cadaver  facilities 
the  only  one  we  liked  was  University 
of  Chicago. 

Based  on  that,  and  working  with 
the  architects  and  with  the  sub-con- 
tracters  plans  were  finally  drawn  up 
for  these  the  'fantastic  four'  lab  facili¬ 
ties. 

"This  plan  was  very  expensive,  a 
little  over  $2  million.  Anything  that 
would  be  an  improvement  on  an 
organic  chemistry  lab  is  what  we've 
done." 

The  old  chemistry  lab  has  been  in 
its  present  form  since  construction 
began  in  the  "the  early  70s."  So 
understandably  the  structure  would 
have  its  problems. 

"The  problem  with  the  first  floor 
lab  has  been  the  ageing  inforstructure 
in  the  lab,  effecting  the  plumbing,  the 
air  vacuum,  the  venilation  is  not  very 
good,"  says  Malek. 

"The  lab  furniture  has  been  satu¬ 
rated  with  chemicals,  careless  storage 
handling,  fumes  in  the  air  have  been 
absorbed  in  the  wood,  a  lot  of  things 
needed  improvements.  It  was  best  if 
we  went  the  direction  we  are  in 
now." 

Planning  for  the  lab  spared  noth¬ 
ing  other  not  being  the  best  the 
school  could  possibly  make  it. 

"We  modernized  and  updated  the 
electrical  supply,  we  put  in  a  ventila¬ 
tion  system  to  meet  the  highest  stan¬ 
dards,"  Malek  says,  naming  off  the 
improvements  like  someone  rattling 
off  names  in  an  endless  telephone 
book. 

"Each  laboratory  has  its  own  veni¬ 
lation  system,  it  does  not  use  any  col¬ 
lege  air  and  it  does  not  throw  any 


exhaust  back  into  the  college  air, 
instead  each  lab  is  independent.  " 
The  organic  labs  are  set  up  so 
every  student  has  their  own  hood  in 
which  to  work,  it's  a  ventilated  hood 
that  leads  out  of  the  building. 

All  of  the  air  in  the  room  cannot 
escape,  because  of  the  negative  pres¬ 


sure  the  whole  room  is  under  air  can 
only  enter  and  not  escape. 

"We  built  a  really  safe  facility," 
says  Malek  with  a  proud  smile,  "one 
that  functions  well,  one  that  would  be 
good  for  the  students  to  use,  who  will 
be  really  excited  after  getting  out  of 
the  old  labs."

Weiseman  leaves  lasting  legacy

Jack  Weiseman,  Director  of  the 
McAninch  Arts  Center  for  13  years, 
will  retire  on  May  1,  leaving  behind 
an  amazing  legacy  at  the  college. 

As  a  cap  to  a  legendary  career  at 
COD,  April  30,  will  see  a  concert  by 
musician  Kurt  Elling  playing  new 
material. 

Then,  the  following  night  on  May 
1,  Jim  Belushi  and  his  Sacred  Hearts 
blues  band  will  perform  a  benefit 
concert  for  the  John  Belushi  scholar¬ 
ship  and  residence  fund. 

In  honor  of  the  man  who  allowed 
much  of  this  to  happen,  the  weekend 
is  being  called  "Jack's  Last  Jam,"  and 
will  serve  as  a  swan  song  for  the  out¬ 
going  director. 

Growing  up  in  Portsmouth, 
Virginia,  Weiseman  took  to  the  arts 
even  as  a  child.  He  wrote  plays  and 
acted  in  numerous  church  produc¬ 
tions.  After  attending  the  University 
of  Virginia,  he  received  his  Bachelor's 
degree  in  1964,  and  his  Master's 
degree  in  1966. 

Weiseman  was  greatly  influenced 
by  visits  to  his  college  campus  by 
luminaries  such  as  the  influential 
George  Garret  and  his  personal  hero 
William  Faulkner. 

These  writers  would  come  to  the 
schools  and  talk  to  the  students  and 
serve  as  role  models.  This  was  some¬ 
thing  Weiseman  himself  wished  to 
bring  to  the  college  during  his  time  as 
director. 

Weiseman  initially  came  to  COD 
"decades  ago,"  in  1970,  as  an  English 
instructor.  Looking  back  on  the  state 
of  the  college  those  many  years  ago, 
Weiseman  is  astonished  by  how  much 
things  have  changed  over  the  years. 
He  remembers  the  unpaved  parking 
lots  d  buildings  without  toilets. 


Indeed,  the  building  that  housed  his 
first  office  has  since  been  torn  down. 

The  community  college  was  a  new 
experience  in  itself,  a  place  where  one 
could  use  media,  film,  and  other  stim¬ 
uli  to  teach  and  learn.  Some  tradi¬ 
tional  methods  of  teaching  have  since 
come  back  into  the  picture,  but  for 


Weiseman,  COD  was  a  great  place  to 
start  teaching. 

Teaching  English  until  1979,  he 
then  became  part  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  for  planning  of  the  Arts  Center  in 
1981. 

In  1986,  the  Arts  Center  was 
opened  and  Weiseman  was  named  its 


director. 

In  this  position  he  has  overseen  all 
performances,  serving  as  a  major 
influence  in  establishing  the  Arts 
Center  and  presenting  the  mission  of 
a  cultural  center  for  the  community. 

The  Arts  Center  hosts  almost  280 
performances  each  year,  and 
Weiseman  tries  to  attend  almost  all  of 
them.  Some  of  his  personal  high¬ 
lights  over  the  years  have  included 
visits  to  the  AC  by  Bill  Cosby,  Victor 
Borge,  and  the  American  Ballet. 

In  addition  to  overseeing  the  day- 
to-day  operations  at  the  AC, 
Weiseman  has  also  been  involved  in 
acting  and  directing  various  produc¬ 
tions  at  the  college. 

Of  the  fortysome  plays  he  has 
been  a  part  of,  he  is  most  proud  of 
"Terra  Nova,"  "Cabaret,"  and 
"subURBIA."  The  first  play 
Weiseman  appeared  in  as  an  actor 
saw  him  cast  alongside  a  then-high 
schooler  named  Jim  Belushi.  Later, 
Belushi  also  appeared  in  the  first  play 
that  Weiseman  directed,  "The  Dumb 
Waiter." 

Asked  if  he  spends  much  time 
downtown  in  the  theater  district, 
Weiseman  replied  that  he  would  like 
to  get  down  there  more  often. 

He  does  try  to  make  it  to  New 
York  once  a  year,  however,  and  he  has 
taken  numerous  trips  abroad  to 
places  such  as  London,  Paris,  Rome, 
Australia,  and  New  Zealand. 

Though  he  tries  to  see  as  much  as 
he  can,  theater-wise,  he  never  seems 
to  be  able  to  see  as  much  as  he'd  like. 

Despite  his  difficulties  in  attending 
the  theater,  Weiseman  does  make  it  to 
the  movies  frequently.  He  revealed 
that  he  truly  enjoyed  1998's  Best

He  finds  it  hard  to  answer  the 
question  of  who  his  favorite  is,  but 
mentioned  that  he  has  always  enjoyed 
Gene  Hackman,  as  well  as  anyone  else 
who  can  perform  honestly  and  natu¬ 
rally  with  a  wide  range  of  characters. 

Weiseman  is  most  happy  that 
retirement  will  afford  him  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  spend  more  time  with  his 
family.  His  wife,  Pamela,  is  a  coun- 
selour  and  therapist  for  the  YWCA, 
and  she  taught  as  part-time  faculty  at 
COD  for  some  seventeen  years. 

They  have  three  children,  all  of 
whom  have  attended  the  college  at 
various  times,  and  all  of  whom  grew 
up  firmly  ensconced  in  the  arts. 

Of  his  time  at  COD,  Weiseman  is 
most  proud  of  making  the  Arts  Center 
a  place  where  students  and  communi¬ 
ty  can  come  together.

There's  something  disingenuous 
about  "Never  Been  Kissed." 

The  producing  debut  of  star  Drew 
Barrymore  attempts  to  tap  into  the 
sense  of  missed  opportunity  that  one 
inevitably  leaves  high  school  with. 

Unfortunately,  it  fails  to  offer  any¬ 
thing  other  than  that  same  old  crop  of 
cliches  that's  populating  the  current 
boomlet  of  teenybopper  movies. 

It's  strange  how,  regardless  of  all 
the  accomplishments  to  one's  credit 
after  graduating  high  school,  they 
seemingly  count  for  naught  without 
having  been  a  part  of  that  all-impor¬ 
tant  "cool"  crowd.  Such  is  the  case 
with  Josie  Geller  (Barrymore). 

At  age  25,  the  days  since  high  - 
school  have  seen  Josie  become  copy 
editor  for  a  prestigious  newspaper 
{The  Chicago  Sun-Times,  allowing  for 
some  wonderfully  scenic  filming 
downtown). 

She  has  her  own  office  with  her 
own  underlings,  she  is  still  scarred  by 
her  experiences  as  a  nappy-haired, 
pimple-faced,  metal-mouthed  geek 
called  "Josie  Grossie." 

The  opportunity  arises  for  Josie  to 
revisit  her  high  school  years  when 
she's  given  the  assignment  of  going 
undercover  at  a  local  high  school  for

a  story. 

What's  the  story  supposed  to  be? 
You've  got  me.  In  fact,  it  isn't  even 
all  that  important,  because  it's  just  a 
technicality  to  get  Josie  into  the 
school  and  have  her  pull  a  Pygmalion 


(a  la  "She's  All  That"). 

Also  along  for  the  ride  is  Josie's 
brother  Rob  (David  Arquette,  playing 
a  variation  on  his  caffeinated  "Call 
ATT"  guy),  a  would-be  ballplayer 
who  re-enters  high  school  in  the 


hopes  of  recapturing  his  past  glories. 

Is  anyone  else  curious  how  it's  so 
easy  for  not  one,  but  two  people  in 
their  20s  to  get  back  into  high  school 
with  no  questions  asked? 

During  the  course  of  her  transfor¬ 
mation  from  geek  to  chic,  Josie  falls 
for  the  resident  jock,  a  guy  so  cool 
that  he  influences  the  speech  patterns 
of  his  fellow  students  (by  the  end  of 
the  film,  everyone  is  inexplicably 
spouting  the  word  "Rufus"). 

She  also  meets  a  chemistry  nerd 
(Leelee  Sobieski)  with  eerie  parallels 
to  her  own  past  life. 

Throwing  a  further  wrench  into 
the  situation,  her  English  teacher 
(Michael  Vartan,  playing  the  unbear¬ 
ably  handsome  guy  that  every  girl  in 
school  had  a  crush  on)  falls  for  her. 

Drew  Barrymore  has  long  since 
traded  in  her  bad  girl  "Poison  Ivy'" 
persona  for  a  cute-as-a-button  every- 
girl. 

"Never  Been  Kissed"  cements  this, 
offering  a  role  that  offers  all  the  requi¬ 
site  peccadilloes  without  any  of  the 
weight  to  make  for  an  interesting 
character. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Barrymore  is 
one  of  the  most  appealingly  enthusi¬ 
astic  of  today's  actresses,  her  winning 
charm  just  isn't  enough  to  blur  the 
lack  of  ingenuity. 

"Never  Been  Kissed"  is  about  as 
hackneyed  and  unoriginal  as  they 
come,  another  by-product  of  the  teen- 
sploitation  genre.  Is  anyone  else  tired 
of  this  trend  yet?  C-

That  character  is  Deedee  Truitt 
(Christina  Ricci),  a  hellion  of  a  1 
old  who  moves  into  the  home  o:

Donovan)  and  causes  nothing  b 
trouble. 

Three  months  pregnant,  she 
Bill’s  lover  (telling  him  the  bab; 


his)  and  his  money.  This  and  other 
complications  send  Bill  and  his  friend 
Lucia  (Lisa  Kudrow)  after  them.  Only 
more  complications  ensue. 

Both  praise  and  criticism  can  be 
given  to  the  screenplay  by  Roos. 

Much  of  the  dialogue  in  the  film  is 
the  sharpest  heard  in  a  comedy  in  a 
long  time,  and  all  of  the  film  is  very 
entertaining. 

However,  the  screenplay  also 
spends  too  much  time  dealing  with 
Roos’  own  political  agenda. 

There’s  also  the  stellar  perfor¬ 
mances.  The  much-talked  about  per¬ 
formances  by  Ricci  and  Kudrow  are 


as  good  as  you've  heard,  particularly 
Kudrow’s. 

There’s  also  Johnny  Galecki,  in  a 
performance  that  proves  that  his  days 
on  "Roseanne"  are  far  behind  him, 
and  a  surprisingly  convincing  turn  by 
Lyle  Lovett  as  the  town  sheriff. 

Overall,  "The  Opposite  of  Sex"  is  a 
comedy  that  succeeds  in  doing  what 
it  sets  out  to,  even  when  it  rarely 
muddles  things  up  along  the  way. 

It's  not  as  shocking  as  it  thinks  it  is 
(its  tag  line  was  "You  laugh,  you'll 
cry,  you'll  be  offended"),  but  it's  not 
for  die  Conservative,  either.

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The  Board  of  Trustees  recently  post¬ 
poned  their  vote  on  whether  or  not  they 
should  raise  the  cost  of  tuition  by  $2  per 
credit.  According  to  Jim  Morrisey, 
board  chairman,  the  decision  was 
reached  because,  "We  really  wanted  to 
have  a  in-depth  discussion  on  the  mat¬ 
ter." 

The  Boards  decision  to  postpone  the 
vote  until  next  month's  May  12,  meet¬ 
ing,  raises  many  questions  including 
how  much  will  students  pay  for  tuition 
in  the  fall  and  when  will  the  decision  be 
reached. 

According  to  the  recommendation 
that  was  given  to  the  board  from  college 
President,  Dr.  Michael  Murphy's,  office, 
the  $2  increase  is  a  necessary  action 
based  upon  information  in  the  five  year 
financial  plan,  information  technology 
plan  and  construction  plan. 

At  the  meeting  Ronald  Ally,  Director 
of  Financial  Affairs,  and  Ken  Kolbet, 
Administrative  Affairs  and  Treasure, 
also  sat  down  with  the  board  in  an 
attempt  to  try  and  further  explain  why 
the  $2  increase  is  necessary.  Ally  stated 
all  the  budget  projections  which  were 
designed  for  next  years  budget  are  built 
around  the  assumption  of  a  $2  increase. 

Murphy  explained  that  only  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  amount  of  money  it 
costs  to  run  the  college  comes  from  the 
students  tuition.  The  rest  of  the  money 
needed  for  the  college  to  run  efficiently 
and  smoothly  is  provided  by  state  and 
local  government. 

Local  government  provides  the  col¬ 
lege  with  55%  of  it's  total  cost  and  the 
state  provides  16%  to  17%. 

Murphy  stated  the  problem  is  that 
the  college  constantly  has  rising  costs 
because  of  the  expansion  of  technology, 
new  programs  and  the  expansion  of  the 
regional  centers. 

A  few  of  the  board  members  were

vehemently  expressing  their  opinions 
against  raising  the  tuition  by  $2  at  the 
April  19,  meeting.  Board  Member,  Mary 
Sue  Brown,  asked  why  the  college  could¬ 
n't  raise  the  cost  of  tuition  by  the  infla¬ 
tion  rate.  In  the  meeting  Brown  said  that 
she  couldn't  vote  yes  on  a  $2  increase 
but  that  she  could  vote  yes  on  a  $1.80 
increase.

The  recent  tragedy  at 
Columbine  High  School  in 
Littleton,  Colorado,  raises 
the  question  of  what  is  to  be 
done  if  the  same  type  of 
ordeal  happens  at  the  col¬ 
lege. 

The  Courier  contacted 
President,  Michael  Murphy, 
for  discussion  on  this  matter. 
Murphy  said,  "You  have  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  when 
your  trying  to  decide  plans 
of  security  you  don't  want 
to  reveal  your  plans  to  the 
public." 

Murphy  went  on  to  say 
that  the  staff  at  the  college  is 
aware  of  emergency  inci¬ 
dents  and  they  are  in  close 
contact  with  the  outside 
authorities  in  case  such  an 
instance  did  happen. 

Even  though  officials  in 
Public  Safety  denied  to  com¬ 
ment,  policy  number  630 
(man  with  a  gun)  was 
obtained,  which  explains  the 
procedures  for  the  colleges 
unarmed  police  officers  to 
follow  if  a  man  with  a  gun  is 
spotted. 

The  policy  states  that  an 
officer  should  be  sent  to  the 
scene  for  observation,  but 
that  he  should  stay  out  of 
sight.  Glen  Ellen  police  will 
be  notified  and  Public  Safety 
officers  are  to  take  no  action 
towards  the  suspected 
armed  person. 

As  to  what  students  are 
supposed  to  do  is  unclear. 
The  best  guess  would  be  for 
them  to  use  their  own  judge¬ 
ment  and  try  to  stay  alive. 
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Diversity  explains  differences 
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Milton  J.  Bennett  speaks  to  a  large  audience  in  the  SRC  building  on  diversity 
on  Wednesday,  April  23.

The  world  we  live  in  is  filled  with 
people  from  many  different  back¬ 
grounds  and  ethnic  affiliations  all 
working  together  or  at  least,  close  to 
each  other. 

The  question  sometimes  asked  is 
why  should  societies  members  con¬ 
cern  themselves  with  diversity. 

This  questioned  was  answered  by 
college  guest,  Milton  J.  Bennett,  from 
the  Intercultural  Communication 
Institute  on  Wednesday,  April  23. 

Bennett  said  that  the  real  value  of 
diversity  is  to  create  an  atmosphere  in 
which  different  types  of  people  who 
live  or  share  in  the  same  community 
can  work  well  with  each  other. 

"An  organization  has  access  to 
more  ways  of  getting  things  done  if 
there  is  a  respect  felt  throughout  for 
everyone." 

Bennett  said  that  one  problem  we 
face  today  in  society  is  we  always  talk 
about  hiring  someone  who  is  diverse, 
but  the  problem  is  that  when  they 
come  aboard  to  the  new  school  or 
company  we  try  and  change  them 
into  how  we  are. 

Bennett  believes  that  because  of 
this  we  are  not  really  gaining  diversi¬ 
ty.  In  fact,  we  are  loosing  it.  The  point 
of  diversity  is  to  use  the  best  of  what 
everyone  has  to  offer  and  put  it 
together  to  help  the  whole. 

Another  issue  Bennett  talked 
about  was  the  fact  that  people  belong 
to  many  different  diverse  groups  in 
today' s  society.  People  are  in  a  strug¬ 
gle  with  themselves  to  decide  which 
one  of  those  groups  they  want  to 
mostly  represent. 


Bennett  explained  another  prob¬ 
lem  many  people  have  is  keeping 
relations  with  groups  other  then  their 
own  due  to  communication  differ¬ 
ences. 

In  some  places  in  the  world,  words 
are  accented  differently  then  in 
America.  This  misunderstanding 
could  cause  people  to  get  in  fights 
and  arguments  for  no  reason. 

Bennett  also  mentioned  a  study 
done  in  the  United  States  which 
talked  about  the  difference  in  intensi¬ 
ty  and  gestures  when  people  are 
speaking  to  each  other. 

The  study  Bennett  spoke  of  con¬ 
sisted  of  asking  African  American 
men  and  European  American  men  to 
find  out  how  they  know  when  each 
person  is  going  to  throw  the  first 
punch  when  in  an  altercation. 

The  study  was  done  because  in  a 
survey  of  data  collected  on  fights 
between  European  Americans  and 
African  Americans,  most  of  the  time 
the  European  American  throws  the 
first  punch. 

The  European  American  males 
said  that  they  feel  they  know  they  are 
threatened  by  someone  when  that 
person  raises  their  voice  and  raises 
the  intensity  of  the  argument. 

African  American  males  said  the 
opposite,  when  a  person  stopped 
talking  and  moved  his  positioning 
then  that  is  when  he  will  hit  you. 

Milton  points  out  that  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  African  American 
males  and  the  European  American 
males  lie  in  the  fact  that  African 
Americans  are  more  emotional  when 
speaking  compared  to  the  European 
American  males  who  are  not. 


The  problem  is  when  the 
European  American  sees  the  African 
American  get  very  emotional  while 
engaged  in  conversation.  The 
European  American  male  may  feels 
threatened  because  to  him  becoming 
emotional  is  a  sign  of  violence. 

The  same  misunderstanding  hap¬ 
pens  when  the  African  American  wit¬ 
nesses  the  the  European  American's 
speaking  to  cease  and  notices  him 
changing  his  stance.  The  European 
American  unknowingly  presents  him¬ 
self  as  a  threat  to  the  African 


American. 

After  the  lecture  Bennett 
expressed  the  meeting  was  good  for 
DuPage  and  he  explained  that  for  a 
minority,  diversity  should  be  wel¬ 
comed  because  you  get  more  of  a 
chance  to  become  welcomed  to  a 
group  you  are  new  to. 

He  also  explained  that  diversity  is 
good  for  the  dominant  group  in  soci¬ 
ety  because  their  eyes  will  see  differ¬ 
ent  ways  of  doing  things  which  might 
be  better  than  their  own.

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Retail  theft  case  turn  heroin  bust

Public  Safety  officers  came  across 
an  unsuspected  drug  bust  on  Tue, 
April  13,  after  they  apprehended 
three  individuals  attempting  to  com¬ 
mit  retail  theft  at  Wallace's  Bookstore. 

All  three  suspects,  Paul  Widuch 
(21)  of  Chicago,  Christopher  R. 
Connors  (20)  of  Wheaton  and  Erin  C. 
White  (19)  of  Wheaton,  were  charged 
on  multiple  counts  of  possession  of 
hypodermic  syringes,  attempted  retail 
theft  and  Widuch  was  charged  for 
possessing  of  over  15  grams  of  hero¬ 
in,  which  is  a  class  X  felony. 

The  arrests  occurred  after  Public 
Safety  received  a  call  from  a  book 
store  employee  who  claimed  Widuch 
was  trying  to  sell  stolen  books  back  to 
the  college. 

By  the  time  the  officers  arrived 
Widuch  had  already  left  but  his 
description  was  given  to  the  officers 
by  the  bookstore  employee. 

Public  Safety  officers  observed  a 
person  leaving  the  area  who  already 
had  a  previous  relationship  with  the 
police,  matched  the  description  and 
was  suspected  of  committing  prior 
thefts. 

The  officers  eventually  found  the 
suspect  getting  into  the  passenger

the  tax  cap  that  was  put  on  the 
amount  of  money  the  college  can 
receive  from  local  government. 
Another  reason  is  that  the  state  is  not 
giving  as  large  of  an  increase  of 
money  to  the  school  as  it  has  in  the 
past.

Murphy  also  suggests  the  larger 
increases  that  were  given  to  the  col 
lege  in  the  past  from  the  state. 


side  of  a  1994  Ford  Thunderbird, 
located  in  the  SRC  North  Circle 
Drive. 

Officers  approached  the 
Thunderbird  and  questioned  Widuch 
if  he  was  trying  to  sell  the  stolen 
books. 

Widuch  told  officers  that  he  was 
trying  to  sell  back  his  books  from  a 
class  he  took  at  the  college  a  couple  of 
years  ago. 

Officers  found  Widuch's  statement 
to  be  untrue  after  they  checked  school 
records  and  found  no  evidence  which 
stated  that  he  had  attended  classes  at 
the  school. 

The  officers  then  asked  Widuch  to 
step  out  of  the  car  and  they  read  him 
his  Miranda  rights.  Officers  then 
asked  the  Thunderbirds  driver, 
Connors,  is  they  could  have  permis¬ 
sion  to  search  the  car. 

During  the  search  officers  discov¬ 
ered  two  aluminum  foil  packages 
containing  heroin.  After  the  discovery 
the  suspects  were  placed  into  custody 
and  a  search  of  the  car  was  contin¬ 
ued,  in  which  another  aluminum  foil 
package  containing  heroin  was  found 
in  an  orange  book  bag. 

Officers  also  found  a  plastic  baggie 
containing  a  hypodermic  needle, 
alcohol  swipes,  a  metal  cap  and  a  bot¬ 
tle  containing  a  clear  fluid  in  a  purse 

helped  the  boards  decision  last  year 
of  not  raising  tuition. 

According  to  Morrisey  none  of  the 
board  members  want  to  raise  tuition, 
they  want  to  keep  the  cost  reasonable. 
He  does  admit  that  the  college  wants 
new  programs  and  new  technology 
which  will  cost  money.

"If  the 
tuition  is  not  passed  we  have  to  make 
up  the  money  somewhere."  Murphy 
then  implied  the  question  of  what

A  bulletin  was  placed  over  the 
Law  Enforcement  Agencies  Data 
System  in  hopes  of  capturing  White. 
Officers  later  learned  that  White  was 
also  wanted  for  forgery,  a  class  4 
felony,  and  was  listed  as  "armed  and 
dangerous." 

Public  Safety  officers  received  a 
break  when  a  female,  identifying  her¬ 
self  as  one  of  the  male  suspects  sister, 
called  Public  Safety  and  asked  about 
the  condition  of  the  suspects. 

The  officers  did  not  believe  the 
women  on  the  phone  since  neither  of 
the  male  suspects  had  contacted  any 
relatives  while  being  held. 

After  the  officers  asked  the  female 
where  she  was  calling  from  she  hung 
up  the  phone.  The  officers  used  the 
college's  caller  id  to  find  the  address

Widuch  is  being  charged  with 
attempted  retail  theft,  a  class  A  mis¬ 
demeanor,  possession  of  a  controlled 
substance-heroin,  a  class  X  felony  and 
possession  of  hypodermic  syringes,  a 
class  A  misdemeanor.  He  is  also  fac¬ 
ing  additional  warrants  for  retail  theft 
from  prior  cases,  which  are  pending  a 
judges  signature. 

Connors  is  being  charged  with 
attempted  retail  theft,  a  class  A  mis¬ 
demeanor. 

White  is  being  charged  with 
attempted  retail  theft,  a  class  A  mis¬ 
demeanor,  possession  of  hypodermic 
syringes,  a  class  A  misdemeanor  and 
for  the  prior  warrants  she  has. 

The  vehicle  was  towed  and 
impounded  by  Public  Safety  to  start 
an  asset  forfeiture.

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Public  Safety  officers  issued  an  Illinois  Traffic 
Crash  Report  to  a  31  year  old  male  after  he 
struck  a  parked  vehicle  and  then  fled  the  scene.

The  officer  seized  the  handicap  placard  and 

charged  the  student  with  Illegal  use  of  a 
Handicap  space,  court  date  to  be  set  by  the  cir¬ 
cuit  clerks  office.  The  matter  was  closed  by 
arrest  and  referred  to  the  DuPage  County  court. 

Public  Safety  officers  were  dispatched  to  the 
Library  at  the  request  of  a  library  monitor  who 
complained  that  a  male  subject  was  touching  a 
female  subject  with  his  feet.  Officers  were  unable 
to  locate  the  suspect  on  arrival.  The  matter  was 
administratively  closed.

Public  Safety  received  a  report  of  an 
unknown  person  in  placing  flyers  on  auto  wind¬ 
shields  proclaiming  "International  Pot  Smoking 
Day"  Officer  were  unable  to  locate  responsible 
parties.

A  college  staff  member  reported  receiving  a 
card  through  the  United  States  Mail,  which  was 
inappropriate  and  offensive.  Public  Safety  offi¬ 
cers  filled  a  report  and  opened  an  investigation. 

Thursday,  April  15, 

Public  Safety  officers  responded  to  a  com¬ 
plaint  of  an  unauthorized  soliciter  selling  items 
in  the  school.  The  investigating  officers  found 
GTE  Visa  soliciting  for  credit  card  applications. 
The  solicitors  were  turned  over  to  Meri  Phillips, 
Director,  Student  Activities  for  registration  and 
college  solicitation  rules. 

A  caller  reported  an  emergency,  which 
required  notification  of  an  in-class  student.  After 
the  class  was  interrupted,  Public  Safety  officers 
were  alerted  that  the  emergency  was  a  hoax.  The 
caller  was  contacted  and  advised  that  Filing  a 
False  Police  Report  is  a  crime  and  it  shouldn't  be 
done  again.  This  matter  closed  as  a  declination 
to  prosecute. 

Friday,  April  16, 

A  female  student  reported  that  an  unknown 
male  was  taking  pictures  of  her  at  entryway  #5 
of  the  Instructional  Center  without  her  permis¬ 
sion.  She  added  she  had  previously  filed  a 
report  with  the  Oakbrook  Terrace  Police  regard¬ 
ing  this  same  individual.  A  report  was  taken  and 
an  investigation  started.

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SGA  senate 
meeting

This  past  Tuesday  the  Student 
Government  Association  (SGA)  met 
to  have  its  usual  two  week  meeting, 
where  they  discussed  issues  that  will 
effect  Student  Government  as  well  as 
other  students. 

One  of  the  topics  which  the  senate 
covered  this  past  meeting  was  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  efforts  of  gaining  new  fur¬ 
niture  for  students  to  lounge  and 
study  in.  Senator  Jacqueline  Kozisek, 
chairperson  of  the  furniture 
committee,  announced  that  she  is 
going  to  set  up  the  first  meetings  of 
the  committee  some  time  next  week. 
She  needs  to  inform  all  committee 
members  to  coordinate  a  date  and 
time  for  the  first  meeting. 

The  first  step  of  gaining  new  furni¬ 
ture  was  undertaken  when  senate 
members  visited  a  Chicago  based  fur¬ 
niture  company.  Merchandise  Mart,  to 
scope  out  new  school  furniture. 

Kozisek  said  that  the  senate 
admires  the  furniture  which  they 
viewed  at  Merchandise  Mart  and  they 
are  considering  making  a  request  for 
samples  of  the  furniture  to  brought  to 
the  college.

Masood  expressed  that  he  was  hon¬ 
ored  to  have  received  the  certificate 
for  acting  as  a  reliable  senator  for  the 
students. 

Masood  said,  "I  want  students  to 
know  that  we  are  here  to  hear  the  stu¬ 
dents  concerns  and  to  take  the  appro¬ 
priate  actions  to  help  fix  their  prob¬ 
lems.  We  want  to  at  least  inform  them 
on  matters  so  they  will  be  satisfied." 

Masood  will  continue  to  do  his 
responsibilities  as  a  senator  through¬ 
out  the  remaining  of  spring  quarter. 

Another  issue  addressed  was  by 
David  Yorke,  Student  Body  President. 
Yorke  suggested  that  the  senate 
should  try  and  start  strategic  plan¬ 
ning.  Yorke  feels  that  if  the  Senate  has 
a  birds  eye  view  on  where  they  want 
to  go  with  each  idea,  they  will  achieve 
a  better  outcome  than  in  the  past. 

Yorke  is  going  to  arrange  meetings 
for  the  Senate  to  master  strategic 
planning  as  a  tool  for  issues  and  ideas 
that  they  come  across.  This  is  an 
extraordinary  idea  for  future  SGA 
members.  Moreover,  most  issues  or 
problems  do  not  receive  a  solution 
within  a  quarter  or  a  year. 

The  Majority  of  the  student  popu¬ 
lation  will  find  this  to  be  a  key  ele¬ 
ment  in  future  relations 
with  the  SGA.

What  a  great  violent  society  we  live  in 


On  Tuesday  afternoon  the  entire 
Courier  editorial  staff  was  hard  at 
work  preparing  for  the  upcoming 
Friday  issue. 

At  the  end  of  the  day  all  of  us 
went  home  with  a  sense  of  happiness 
and  accomplishment.  Of  course  we 
all  have  the  same  problems  such  as 
any  one  else  has,  but  the  day  seemed 
to  carry  with  an  ironic  ignorance  as 
to  what  was  happening  in  Littleton, 
Colorado. 

As  I  got  home  I  found  my  father 
staring  at  the  television  and  shaking 
his  head.  1  had  no  idea  what  had 
happened  until  I  walked  up  to  the 
television  and  saw  the  special  report 
on  CNN. 

I  followed  the  news  through  the 
night  and  then  into  the  next  day.  The 
first  reports  I  saw  gave  no  indication 
as  to  what  the  cause  of  the  shooting 
was. 

The  faces  of  the  teenagers  who 
had  escaped  the  massacre  were  con¬ 
stantly  being  flashed  upon  the  screen. 
The  pain  and  anguish  those  students 
felt  was  clearly  smeared  all  over  their 
faces. 

I  tried  to  imagine  what  it  must 
have  been  like  looking  down  the  bar¬ 
rel  of  a  gun.  Not  thinking  anything 
else  but  run.  The  human  mechanism 


which  makes  a  split  second  decision 
on  weather  to  fight  or  flight  decides 
for  you. 

I  then  tried  to  imagine  what  must 
have  been  going  on  in  the  minds  of 
the  killers.  Students  themselves  who 
had  become  so  disgusted  with  their 
school  and  the  people  around  them 
that  they  had  to  commit  violent 
actions  which  claimed  the  lives  of  25 
individuals. 

What  type  of  pain  and  suffering 
were  those  kids,  the  "trench  coat 
mafia"  feeling.  What  was  it  that 
drove  them  to  commit  such  atrocities 
against  the  other  students  in  the 
school. 

I'm  somewhat  puzzled  at  the  fact 
that  the  killers  were  reportedly  walk¬ 
ing  around  the  school  and  giggling 
while  they  were  killing  their  peers. 
The  reason  I'm  puzzled  is  because 
reports  claim  that  after  the  murderers 
went  on  the  rampage  they  then  took 
their  own  lives. 

Was  it  an  act  of  pure  lunacy?  Was 
it  possible  that  three  young  teenagers 
were  all  equally  insane  and  equally 
bitter  over  the  same  things? 

Another  surprising  fact  is  that  the 
'trench  coat  mafia'  supposedly  had  a 
video  class  in  which  they  made 
movies  about  the  guns  they  owned. 


Didn't  any  of  the  teachers  notice  that 
these  students  were  making  video's 
about  guns  when  these  students 
were  only  17  and  18  years  old. 

For  years  psychologists  have 
talked  about  warning  signs  which 
possible  "predators"  have  been  show 
since  their  early  childhood. 

I  think  it  will  be  interesting  to 
learn  more  about  the  two  teenagers 
who  committed  the  crime.  Their  lives 
need  to  be  examined  and  discuss  to 
find  out  what  went  wrong.  Their  par¬ 
ents  should  be  questioned  as  to  how 
they  were  raised  their  children. 

Ironically  as  I  sat  upstairs  in  my 
room  pondering  these  questions  I 
realized  my  fifteen  year  old  brother 
was  playing  a  video  game  which  con¬ 
sisted  of  walking  around  in  a  realistic 
setting  and  killing  people. 

Is  this  the  reason  why  there  are  so 
many  school  shootings  now?  Are 
games  and  movies  desensitizing  us  to 
the  point  were  people  think  less  and 
less  about  human  life  and  more  about 
the  thrill  of  the  kill? 

I  can  recall  when  I  was  in  6th 
grade  and  I  purchased  a  new  com¬ 
puter  game  called  Doom  .  The  game 
consisted  of  running  around  a  dun¬ 
geon  and  blowing  up  aliens.  I  can 
remember  at  the  time  how  different 


this  game  was.  It  in  fact  scared  me 
when  I  first  got  it  because  it  was  so 
gory. 

The  reason  it  bothered  me  was 
because  1  had  never  known  or  seen 
games  such  as  this  before.  In  fact,  the 
games  I  had  always  played  were 
Super  Mario  Brothers  or  Zelda  fairly 
non-violent  games. 

I  now  wonder  about  the  children 
who's  first  experience  with  a  comput¬ 
er  game  was  with  Doom.  Will  that 
experience  become  a  norm  to  them.  If 
it  does,  what  will  be  the  factor  which 
makes  their  generation  turn  away 
from  horror.  Will  they  just  embrace  it 
because  that  is  all  they  have  known 
during  their  play  time  as  a  child. 

The  final  point  which  needs  to  be 
addressed  is  are  we  as  a  whole  soci¬ 
ety  becoming  more  and  more  violent. 
Through  crimes  that  are  committed, 
random  acts  of  violence  and  enter¬ 
tainment  which  seeks  pain  and 
death,  I  think  the  answer  is  quite 
clear. 

We  at  the  Courier  would  appreci¬ 
ate  if  you,  the  reader,  would  take  the 
time  to  express  your  thoughts  on  the 
matter  in  a  letter  to  the  editor.  This 
would  prove  to  be  helpful  to  us 
because  in  this  time  of  abundant  vio¬ 
lence  every  opinion  is  welcomed.

The  world  from  a  greater  height

Old  bricks  drape  the 
Theosophical  Society  building  like  a 
cloak  from  modern  society  and  its 
troubles.  It's  a  quiet  place,  it's  where 
COD  student  and  Study  Abroad 
Scholarship  award  winner  Chris 
Richardson  calls  home. 

"I  knew  from  the  first  day  that  I 
belonged  here,"  says  Richardson  in 
his  light  voice,  looking  about  his 
cozy  apartment. 

Richardson  found  his  home  away 
from  home  in  a  search  for  some¬ 
where  that  accepted  him  and  his 
strong  beliefs. 

"I  remember  getting  in  discus¬ 
sions  with  people  about  evolution, 
and  they  couldn't  understand  how  I 
could  believe  in  both  evolution  and 
in  a  god,"  recalls  Richardson.  "But  I 
think  it's  the  perfect  sign  of  a  god." 

Through  the  Theosophical 
Society,  located  on  Geneva  road  in 
Wheaton,  Richardson  finally  found 
a  place  that  welcomed  his  original 
beliefs  and  discussed  them  as  very 
important  beliefs. 

"Finally  the  connection  was  made 
among  science,  philosophy,  and  reli¬ 
gion—  the  three  forces  that  were 
thought  impossible  to  have  relations 
with." 

Although  a  very  fresh  and  new 
discovery  for  Richardson,  the 
Theosophical  Society  is  not  a  new 
organization  by  any  means. 

Founded  in  New  York  in  1875,  the 
Theosophical  Society  has  been  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  promotion  of  harmony 
among  all  people  and  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  the  comparative  study  of 
religion,  philosophy,  and  science,  for 
the  better  understanding  of  the 
places  we  hold  in  the  universe. 

The  society  holds  three  declared 
objects: 

1)  To  form  a  nucleus  of  the  uni¬ 
versal  brotherhood  of  humanity, 
without  distinction  of  race,  creed, 
sex,  caste,  or  color. 

2)  To  encourage  the  comparative 
study  of  religion,  philosophy,  and 
science. 

3)  To  investigate  unexplained 
laws  of  nature  and  the  powers  latent

in  humanity. 

To  the  fresh  eye  it  looks  like  a 
very  modern  day  example  of  a  new 
belief  or  a  new  movement.  The  fact 
that  its  history  lies  125  years  deep  in 
the  history  books  is  an  amazing. 

"My  counselor  in  high  school 
said  that  my  problem  because  of 
social  conflicts  was  philosophical 
and  not  psychological,"  says 
Richardson  concerning  why  he 
began  look  abroad  to  new  view 
points.  "I  actually  took  it  to  heart 
and  started  reading  everything  I 
could." 

He  began  with  philosophy  books 


at  first,  and  different  approaches  in 
general,  then  a  strong  interest  in 
emerseing  himself  in  other  cultures 
and  their  religions  became  a  passion. 

Through  the  Study  Abroad  schol¬ 
arship  offered  at  COD,  Richardson 
will  be  making  another  step  in  a  new 
direction  with  a  journey  to  Japan. 

"I've  been  studying  Japanese  at 
school  as  a  main  focus,  just  because 
their  way  of  life  is  completely  differ¬ 
ent  than  most  other  cultures,"  says 
Richardson  of  his  reasonings  for 
choosing  the  Japan  program  over  all 
of  the  other  programs  offered 
through  the  scholarship. 


Not  only  will  Richardson  spend 
five  weeks  in  Japan,  but  he  will  also 
stay  an  extra  week  to  study  at  a  Zen 
temple. 

Since  becoming  a  part  of  the  non¬ 
profit  Theosophical  Society 
Richardson  had  to  work  two  jobs  to 
make  a  living,  going  to  school  and 
living  on  his  own. 

Working  at  both  the  Quest  book¬ 
shop,  located  right  outside  of  the 
Society,  and  waiting  tables  at  a  local 
restaurant  on  weekends  Richardson 
was  able  to  scarcely  afford  the  Japan

Adriana  Santillan  sits  in  her 
office,  under  piles  of  work  ahead  of 
her,  she  keeps  a  level  head  and  never 
loses  sight  of  why  she's  doing  what 
she's  doing. 

It  is  in  this  room  that  many  Latino 
American's  are  given  a  chance 
they've  never  had  with  Project  Self. 

Project  Self  provides  educational 
assistance  such  as  academic,  financial 
and  personal  support. 

"What  project  self  is  about,"  says 
Terry  Fuller,  associate  dean  and  head 
of  Project  Self,  "is  to  help  Latino  stu¬ 
dents  persist  in  high  school,  through 
some  interventions  that  are  done 
cooperatively  between  the  high 
schools  and  COD. 

"Make  sure  they  finish  high 
school,  and  help  them  with  the  transi¬ 
tion  into  college.  " 

Why  Latino  students? 

"When  you  look  at  statistics 
nationally  and  regionally,  you  notice 
that  Latino  students  are  one  of  the 
most  under-represented  groups  as  far 
as  completing  high  school  and  going 
on  to  college,"  answers  Fuller,  "we 
try  and  provide  them  with  higher 
opportunities  .  . 

It  is  for  this  purpose  that  Adriana 
Santillan  works  in  her  office,  plan¬ 
ning,  phoning,  helping,  counseling, 
and  much  more  to  keep  this  program 
running  strong  and,  most  important¬ 
ly,  improving  on  its  run.

"I  have  to  work  non-stop  pretty 
much  in  order  to  get  to  Japan  this 
summer,"  says  Richardson,  "you 
just  somehow  get  a  calling  to  do 
something,  and  you  just  have  to  do 
it." 

It's  through  these  callings  that 
Richardson  finds  a  lot  of  his  direc¬ 
tion  in  life.  More  of  the  living  in 
the  now  approach  than  the  blue¬ 
print  of  a  life  approach. 

"It's  gotten  into  such  a  cliche, 
the  idea  of  living  in  the  now,"  says 
Richardson  at  the  mentioning  of 
living  in  the  now,  "actually  part  of 
the  Zen  training  is  to  live  in  the 
now  and  the  sense  that  you  recog¬ 
nize  your  goals  as  a  form  of  the 
present  day." 

It's  this  mentality  that  shapes 
Richardson  as  a  person  to  not  pay 
attention  to  the  future  or  past  as 
much  as  the  present.  Long-term 
future  goals  are  not  a  common 
thought  that  escapes  Richardson 
mind. 

"I  do  have  goals,"  explains 
Richardson,  "they're  just  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  form  of  the  present  day 
and  less  of  a  farfetched  future 
dream." 

Richardson's  expectations  are 
not  as  simple  as  some  may  think. 
Just  because  Richardson's  desire 
isn't  to  become  a  rock  superstar, 
doesn't  mean  it's  not  as  difficult 
and  rare. 

"I  really  just  want  to  deepen  my 
understanding,"  he  puts  simply. 

"In  mountain  climbing  there  is 
this  term  called  the  false  summit, 
because  of  your  point  of  view  it 
looks  like  the  highest  point  of  the 
mountain,  then  when  you  reach 
that  point  you  see  how  much  more 
you  have  to  climb  to  get  the  next 
false  summit,  and  so  on  until  you 
finally  do  reach  the  top."  Says 
Richardson  in  his  saturated  dia¬ 
logue  of  metaphors  and  theories. 

"I  once  had  a  climb  that  I  had  6 
false  summits.  It  was  such  an  amaz¬ 
ing  feeling,  if  s  true  the  more  you 
learn  the  less  you  know." 

Richardson's  immediate  plans 
after  Japan  are  to  start  writing  on 
two  books  that  he's  outlined.  One 
about  Theosophy,  with  a  more 
modern  approach  so  "the  younger 
generation  can  relate  to,"  and  one 
fiction  story  of  a  waiter  who 
receives  life  lessons  in  a  metaphori¬ 
cal  mask  of  waiting  table  sessions 
from  a  bartender. 

"I  suppose  in  the  end  I  would 
like  to  continue  to  share  what  I've 
been  learning,"  Richardson  says  of 
what  he  would  like  of  his  life. 

"I  think  living  life  is  like  an  art.  1 
don't  know  where  the  next  step  is, 
and  that's  the  amazing  thing.  " 


April  23,  1933 
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Belushi  Award  Winner  reaches  for  stars

The  John  Belushi /Second  City 
Scholarship,  established  in  1983  in 
memory  of  the  late  comedian  (and 
former  COD  student)  has  proven  a 
valuable  tool  for  many  aspiring  per¬ 
formers  to  go  on  to  bigger,  better 
things. 

The  scholarship  gives  recipients 
full  tuition  and  fees  at  COD.  Perhaps 
more  than  most  others,  the  scholar¬ 
ship  has  been  a  great  boon  to  winner 
Nick  DuFloth. 

When  he  recently  met  actor  Jim 
Belushi,  John's  brother,  during  his 
visit  to  the  college,  he  told  him  that 
without  the  scholarship  he  would  not 
be  able  to  attend  school  at  all. 

Hailing  from  the  Quad  Cities  in 
Iowa,  DuFloth  came  to  College  of 
DuPage  out  of  a  desire  to  study  away 
from  home. 

The  financial  difficulties  that  cast  a 
pall  over  much  of  his  life  awakened 
him  to  the  reality  that  community  col¬ 
lege  was  the  only  feasible  option 
available  to  him. 

Though  he  had  been  involved  in 
numerous  activities  in  his  high  school 
years,  among  them  choir.  Student 
Council,  and  even  football,  it  was  his 
experience  playing  the  King  in  a  pro¬ 
duction  of  Rodgers  &  Hammerstein's 
“The  King  &  I"  during  his  junior  year 
that  made  everything,  as  he  puts  it, 
"Crystal  clear." 

It  was  at  this  point,  with  the  audi¬ 
ence  applauding  and  the  excitement 
of  the  moment  upon  him,  that  he 
realized  that  "football  wasn't  going  to 
take  me  anywhere." 

Still,  moving  away  from  home 
after  high  school  only  heightened  the 
problems  he  was  experiencing. 

Attending  College  of  DuPage  since 
the  fall  of  '97,  DuFloth  went  from 
place  to  place  trying  to  find  some¬ 
where  to  live. 

The  harsh  reality  of  his  situation 
never  became  more  apparent  to  the 
young  actor  than  when  he  was  forced

to  live  in  his  car  for  a  period  of  a  few 
months.  "That  was  pretty  harsh,"  he 
says  in  retrospect. 

For  DuFloth,  the  Belushi  scholar¬ 


ship  could  not  have  come  at  a  better 
time,  offering  him  a  much  needed 
break. 

He  says  that  1998  was  "a  real  bad 


year"  for  him,  with  numerous  person¬ 
al  problems  capping  the  already 
prevalent  financial  stress. 

DuFloth  credits  theater  director 
Connie  Canaday  Howard  with  keep¬ 
ing  him  dedicated  to  his  craft,  helping 
him  through  many  of  his  problems. 
When  he  received  the  scholarship,  he 
knew  that  "all  the  cards  were  falling 
into  place." 

There  has  never  been  a  question  in 
his  mind  that  acting  was  what  he 
wanted  to  do,  and  indeed  his  steady 
appearances  in  numerous  COD  pro¬ 
ductions  are  testament  to  this. 

The  actor  has  had  roles  in,  among 
others,  "Mother  Courage  &  Her 
Children,"  "Death  and  the  Maiden," 
"Helen  at  Risk,"  and  this  past  year's 
"A  Christmas  Carol." 

Though  he  has  designs  on  eventu¬ 
ally  breaking  into  film,  the  stage 
experience  is  particularly  close  to  the 
actor's  heart,  providing  a  unique 
vista  for  one  to  truly  perform. 

As  he  puts  it,  the  real  reward  in 
stage  acting  is,  "The  quiet  moments." 
He  points  out  that,  as  an  actor,  stage 
is  much  more  a  performer's  medium 
than  an  actor's  medium,  and  that  is 
key  to  its  appeal  to  him. 

He  draws  inspiration  from  such 
legendary  actors  as  Robert  Duvall,  A1 
0acino,  and  Jack  Nicholson,  not  to 
nention  newer  faces  like  the  soon-to- 
?e-legendary  Ewan  MacGregor, 

DuFloth  is  optimistic  about  his 
uture  in  the  drama  field,  but  also 
emains  cautious  about  how  much 
tame  and  fortune  he  can  achieve  in 
his  chosen  area,  claiming  not  to  have 
too  many  "pipe  dreams."  He  would, 
lowever,  like  the  opportunity  to 
eturn  to  his  home  state  and  show  his 
>ld  acquaintances  how  far  he  has 
come. 

Still,  the  one  thing  about  which 
Nick  DuFloth  is  immovably  certain  is 
that  he  will  remain  involved  in  acting 
for  as  long  as  possible. 

As  he  puts  it,  "I'm  willing  to  take 
whatever  job  I  have  to,  but  I  know  I 
want  to  do  theater  for  the  reast  of  my 
life."

It's  a  story  about  two  black  men  in 
the  segregated  south.  They're  framed 
for  a  murder  they  didn't  commit. 

They' re  sentenced  to  life  in  prison. 
They  have  to  deal  with  the  distrust  of 
their  fellow  inmates  and  the  hatred  of 
their  white  taskmasters. 

Believe  it  or  not,  it's  a  comedy.  It's 
called  "Life,"  and  it  marks  star  Eddie 
Murphy's  return  to  the  fast-talking 
con  man  ways  that  first  shot  him  to 
the  top. 

What's  remarkable  about  "Life," 
directed  by  Ted  Demme  ("The  Ref")  is 
just  how  effective  it  is  given  the  often 
heavy-handed  subject  matter. 

With  the  film  set  in  the  racist 
south,  it  must  have  been  difficult  for 
the  filmmakers  to  tread  the  line  of 
taste  tactfully,  but  they  manage  to 
pull  it  off  amazingly  well. 

All  told,  "Life"  really  isn't  so  much 
a  prison  movie  as  it  is  a  story  about 
friendship.  Murphy,  as  huckster  Ray 
Gibson,  crosses  paths  with  Martin 
Lawrence  as  accountant  Claude  Banks 
at  a  speakeasy  in  1927. 

After  a  series  of  random  circum¬ 
stances  bring  them  head-to-head  with 
the  law,  they  begin  a  love-hate  rela¬ 
tionship  that  sees  them  spend  most  of 
their  lives  together  in  a  Mississippi 
prison.

mance  and  helps  Claude  emerge  as 
an  effective  counterpoint  to  Murphy's 
bombastic  Ray. 

The  movie  wouldn't  work  if  we 
don't  buy  into  the  two  characters' 
friendships,  and  it's  a  credit  to  both 
the  comedians  that  they  don't  blow 
themselves  off  the  screen,  but  rather 
complement  each  other. 

Following  the  two  convicts 
through  their  life  sentence,  the  movie 
also  offers  another  chance  for  makeup 
guru  Rick  Baker  (who  previously 
gave  Murphy  the  latex  treatment  in 
"The  Nutty  Professor")  to  show  off 
age  makeup  that  carries  them  through 
their  twilight  years. 

By  now,  Murphy  has  become  an 
old  hand  at  playing  old  (and  white, 
and  female,  and...),  and  "Life"  is  yet 
another  opportunity  for  the  comedian 
to  showcase  why  indeed  he  is  one  of 
the  best. 

The  best  thing  that  can  be  said  is 
that  the  makeup  doesn't  call  attention 
to  itself,  but  instead  blends  seamlessly 
with  the  performances. 

There  are  elements  of  "Life"  that 
are  a  bit  hard  to  swallow.  Sometimes 
the  easygoing  life  at  prison  camp  8 
seems  about  as  realistic  as  the  concen¬ 
tration  camp  in  "Hogan's  Heroes." 

Still,  The  point  of  the  film  really 
isn't  to  strive  to  achieve  a  realistic 
reflection  of  the  prison  experience  for 
the  black  man  in  the  1920s. 

Instead,  "Life"  tries  to  show  how 
the  most  unlikely  friendships  can  be 
forged  in  the  most  unexpected  of  situ¬ 
ations.  B+

What's  your  area  of  specialty? 

I  do  pencil  drawing,  mostly.  I  really  love  sculpting, 
but  it's  just  too  expensive,  or  else  I'd  do  a  lot  more  of  it. 

How  long  have  you  been  involved  inthe  arts? 

I've  been  drawing  since  before  I  can  remember.  I  start¬ 
ed  sculpting  in  middle  school,  though.  I  did  a  sculpture 
of  this  skull,  and  it  ended  up  drawing  this  big  crowd  with 
all  these  people  telling  me  how  great  it  looked.  I  realized 
then  that  I  had  a  knack  for  it. 


Why  sculpting?

escapes 
‘Far  from  Here’

Sometimes  art  can  provide  an 
escape.  It  serves  as  a  window  into 
times  past,  when  things  were  simpler. 
Such  is  the  case  with  lithographer 
Robert  Anthony,  the  artist  whose  work 
is  on  display  in  the  Student  Run  Art 
Gallery  until  April  30,  with  an  exhibit 
appropriately  entitled  "Far  from 
Here." 

Anthony  has  been  interested  in  art 
since  he  was  young,  constantly  using 
crayons  and  pencils  to  create  interest¬ 
ing  caricatures  and  strange  images. 

He  had  a  fondness  even  then  for 
the  freedom  afforded  by  making  art¬ 
work. 

Having  studied  the  Graphic  Arts  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  at  Chicago, 
and  graduating  in  1977,  Anthony  went 
on  to  become  a  journeyman  pipe  cov- 
erer,  seemingly  leaving  his  art  aspira¬ 
tions  behind,  but  in  actuality  continu¬ 
ing  to  pursue  his  interest  in  that  field. 

For  a  brief  period  in  the  1980s, 
Anthony  even  ran  an  art  gallery  in 
Venice,  with  the  intention  of  providing 
a  springboard  for  aspiring  artists  to 
gain  notoriety. 

Anthony's  interest  in  lithography 
was  spurred  when  he  began  to  attend 
COD  and  he  saw  the  process  to  be  at 
once  simple  and  complex. 

Having  loved  the  feel  and  usage  of 
crayons  as  a  child,  Anthony  instantly 
took  to  the  process  of  making  litho¬ 
graphs,  which  was  very  similar. 

Despite  the  fact  that  lithography 
has  gradually  fallen  out  of  favor  with 
the  advent  of  computer  technology, 
Anthony  is  drawn  to  "things  made  by 
hand,  conceived  outside  a  machine's 
parameters." 

It  is  precisely  the  lack  of  computer¬ 
ized  elements  that  differentiates  lithog¬ 
raphy  from  other  areas  of  art. 

The  process  involves  drawing  on  a 
plate  (or  "stone")  with  a  grease  pen, 
and  then  processing  the  images  posi¬ 
tive  and  negative  areas  to  make  prints. 
As  Anthony  succinctly  describes  it,  the 
process  is  based  on  the  notion  that, 

"Oil  and  water  don't  mix." 

Anthony  is  influenced  by  the  works 
of  such  artists  as  William  Blake,  a  19th 
century  artist  who  he  describes  as  a 
"visionary."  He  is  also  drawn  to  the 
works  of  such  Renaissance  men  as 
Rodan. 

As  to  the  future,  lithography  is 
something  that  the  artist  does  not  see 
himself  giving  up  on  anytime  soon, 
saying  he  plans  to  do  it  "as  long  as  I 
can  keep  making  it."

"Ant z” 

Starring  (the  voices  of)  Woody 
Allen,  Sharon  Stone,  Gene  Hackman 


Woody  Allen's  nebbishy  wimp 
persona  hasn't  ever  been  as  much  fun 
as  it  is  in  "Antz",  this  week's  video 
pick.  It's  a  computer  animated  film 
in  the  tradition  of  'Toy  Story". 

Allen  voices  Z,  a  worker  ant  sick¬ 
ened  by  the  Orwellian  world  of  ants 
he  lives  in.  One  night,  in  a  bar,  he 
meets  the  slumming  Princess  Bala 
(Sharon  Stone)  and  immediately  falls 
in  love.  After  she  leaves,  he  discovers 
the  only  way  that  he  can  ever  see  her 
again  is  to  switch  places  with  his  sol¬ 
dier  buddy  Weaver  (Sylvester 
Stallone),  which  sets  him  out  on  his 


bizarre  adventure. 

"Antz"  has  got  a  lot  going  for  it, 
from  its  creative  casting  (Gene 
Hackman  and  Christopher  Walken 
voice  villanous  ants)  to  its  skewed 
sense  of  humor  (one  of  the  funniest 
scenes  presents  a  pair  of  WASPish 
wasps). 

The  film  is  oddly  mature  for  an 
animated  film  meant  for  children, 
which  could  mean  that  adults  may 
have  more  fun  with  it. 

Although  the  animation  isn’t  as 
great  as  that  of  Pixar  Studios  ("Toy 
Story,"  "A  Bug's  Life"),  it  has  a  surre¬ 


al  quality  of  its  own.  A  few  of  the 
ants  even  resemble  the  human  actors 
voicing  them  (especially  Allen  and 
Walken). 

The  script  by  Todd  Alcott  and 
brothers  Chris  and  Paul  Weitz  (both 
responsible  for  the  upcoming 
"American  Pie")  is  extremely  witty 
and  creative,  but  only  boring  when  it 
deals  with  the  film's  actual  plot. 

Other  than  that,  "Antz"  is  unpre¬ 
tentious,  witty  fun  that  is  worth 
checking  out.  B

Game  one  saw  Illinois  Valley  striking  the  first 
blow  on  offense,  racking  up  a  total  of  6  runs  in  the 
first  two  innings  off  COD  starter  Scott  Smith.  Smith 
pitched  3  innings,  allowing  6  runs  on  4  hits,  walk¬ 
ing  4  batters  and  retiring  2  on  strikes. 

John  Federici  came  on  in  relief  in  the  fourth.  He 
also  pitched  three  innings,  striking  out  4  while 
allowing  1  run  on  2  hits  and  2  walks.

In  a  land-slide  victory  of 
346  to  145  votes,  Sid 
Khanvilkar  and  Kevin 
O'Kelly  beat  out  their  oppo¬ 
nents  and  gained  control  of 
the  SGA  president  and  vice- 
president  seats. 

Newly  elected  president, 
Khanvilkar,  said,  "I  wasn't 
sure  what  to  expect.  Kevin 
and  I  campaigned  very  hard 
but  I  didn't  expect  that  we  ” 
would  win  by  such  a  large 
margin."

Students  and  faculty  may 
soon  find  some  Student 
Activities  funded  programs 
cut  in  the  up-coming  fall  quar¬ 
ter  if  the  colleges  Board  of 
Trustees  does  not  approve  the 
two  dollar  tuition  increase 
which  is  up  for  vote  during 
the  May  12,  board  meeting. 

The  money  which  the  cut 
programs  will  free  up  will 
help  pay  for  the  cost  6f  the 
recently  reinstated  football 
program,  which  according  to 
Ralph  Miller,  Athletic  Director, 
is  estimated  to  cost  the  college 
from  $71,000  for  fiscal  year  '99 
to  more  than  $128,000  in  fiscal 
year  '00. 

Ronald  Ally,  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs,  said  $.15  of 
the  proposed  $2.00  increase 
will  go  directly  to  Student 
Activities,  but  it  will  be  their 
(Student  Activities)  decision 
on  which  programs  will 
receive  an  increase. 

Meri  Phillips,  Director  of 
Student  Activities,  explained 
that  the  money  allocated  to 
her  office  not  only  pays  for 
Student  Activities  but  for 
Athletics  as  well  as  the  Art 
Center. 

Out  of  the  current  $30.00 
tuition  fee  a  student  pays, 
only  $1.35  goes  to  Student 
Activities.  That  $1.35  gener¬ 
ates  the  college  around 
$900,000.  The  asked  $.15 
which  a  two  dollar  tuition 
increase  will  generate  is 
around  $105,000. 

Phillips  said  already  this 
year  the  athletics  office  has 
spent  between  $30,000  to 
$35,000  on  the  expenses  of  get¬ 


ting  new  football  equipment 
and  hiring  football  coach, 
Robin  Cooper. 

This  means  that  $.05  of  the 
$.15  which  would  be  generat¬ 
ed  by  a  $2.00  tuition  increase 
is  already  being  planned  to  go 
towards  covering  this  years 
football  costs. 

The  left  over  $.10  will  then 
go  to  the  football  program  in 
hopes  of  funding  Miller's  pro¬ 


jected  first  year  football  cost  of 
$71,000. 

Phillips  went  on  to  say  that 
if  the  $2.00  tuition  increase  is 
passed,  $.10  of  the  $.15 
increase  will  always  be  used 
for  funding  the  football  pro¬ 
gram  while  the  left  over  $.05 
will  be  split  between  Student

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Seminar  sparks  possible  future

With  the  demand  rising  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  able  to  fill  high-tech 
jobs  in  the  work  force,  the  college's 
Muslim  Student  Association  spon¬ 
sored  a  Seminar  called  "Computers  in 
the  next  century"  this  past  Sunday, 
April  25. 

Mohammed  Masood,  SGA  senator 
and  event  coordinator,  said  that  the 
goal  of  the  seminar  was,  "to  reach  out 
to  the  college  students  and  spread 
information  about  Y2K." 

Among  discussion  on  Y2K  ,  other 
topics  such  as  "The  future  of  comput¬ 
ers"  and  "Careers  in  Computers" 
were  also  addressed. 

There  were  three  key  note  speak¬ 
ers  at  the  event: 

•Andrew  Pincon,  Chairman  of 
Strategic  Planning,  Chicago  computer 
society  member  of  government  of 
Illinois  Y2K  committee. 

•John  Partacz,  Instructor  in 
Computer  Information  Systems. 

•Mohammed  Saeed,  CEO  of  Infi-net 
Microsolutions. 

Partacz,  a  college  instructor, 
addressed  the  audience  on  the  issue 
of  the  changing  technology  industry 
for  the  year  2000  and  beyond. 

Partacz  explained  that  in  the  past 
when  computers  were  first  developed 
in  the  50's,  the  idea  was  to  have  one 
computer  for  many  people. 

In  the  80's  the  idea  shifted  from 
one  computer  for  one  person. 

Currently  we  are  in  an  era,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Partacz,  were  computers  are 
becoming  many  to  one. 

Partacz  then  painted  a  futuristic 
picture  were  computers  will  be  linked 
in  a  network  and  that  network  will 
then  be  linked  with  a  network  of  peo¬ 
ple.

In  the  past  two  years  Student 
Activities  has  had  a  "fairly  static" 
fund,  according  to  Phillips,  but  she 
mentioned  there  has  been  cuts  in  the 
past. 

Ally  explained  that  some  of  the  cost 
of  funding  programs  in  Student 
Activities  was  built  into  the  long  term 
financial  plan  which  figured  that  the 
office  would  receive  $.05  last  year,  but 
they  did  not  get  the  increase  since  the 
of  trustees  did  not  raise  the 
tuition  a  dollar,  which  was  the  project¬ 
ed  raise. 

"When  the  board  makes  a  decision 
we  have  to  deal  with  it.  If  the  increase 
doesn't  go  through  we  will  have  to  cut 
other  programs  such  as  possibly  phas¬ 
ing  the  Alumni  Association  and  the 
College  Bowl." 

Phillips  continued  by  saying,  "The 
sub-committees  will  have  to  make 
some  decisions  on  what  is  important." 

"I  would  like  to  do  fewer  things 
better  than  a  whole  lot  of  things  half 
way.  We're  going  to  have  to  make 
some  critical  decisions." 


Also  at  the  seminar  were  two 
different  placement  companies  which 
had  booths  for  students  to  view  dif¬ 
ferent  career  finding  tools. 

Shaumburg  based.  Benchmark 
technical  staffing,  is  one  company  in 
which  students  looking  for  jobs  in  a 
technical  field  can  submit  an  applica¬ 
tion  with  hopes  of  finding  work. 

Employers  who  are  looking  for 
technically  trained  employees  go  to 
Benchmark  and  ask  them  to  look  in 
their  data  bases  for  possible  employ¬ 
ees  who  fit  their  needs. 

Rebecca  Nix,  Technical  Recruiter, 
said  that  a  reason  why  students 
should  use  their  firm  is  because  they 


shouldn't  limit  themselves  in  trying 
to  find  a  job.  "Our  company  gets  their 
name  recognized  in  the  system  as 
well  as  in  the  industry." 

Project  Design  Services  was  anoth¬ 
er  company  at  the  seminar  which 
works  in  finding  companies  technical¬ 
ly  trained  employees. 

Syed  Hussain,  General  Manager 
said,  "Our  company  takes  the  hassle 
out  of  searching  for  employees  who 
are  looking  for  contract  or  permanent 
work."  Both  Hussain  and  Nix  were 
expressed  their  willingness  to  help 
find  qualified  students  jobs  and  with 
doing  it  for  free.

The  Student  Government 
Association  elections  occurred  this 
past  week  to  re-elect  or  elect  new  can¬ 
didates,  however,  some  students  did 
not  respond  to  this  activity  as  well  as 
needed  by  SGA. 

The  SGA  encouraged  students  to 
vote  giving  them  rewards  for  their 
participation  at  the  elections  polls 
located  in  SRC,  near  the  cafeteria  and 
upstairs  by  Pubic  Safety- 

One  of  the  allowances  for  student's 
who  chose  to  vote  at  the  elections  was 
a  Milkyway  candy  bar  that  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  SGA  and  Student  Activities. 

There  were  some  students  who 
desired  the  enticement  without  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  voting  process. 

Madeha  Jafri,  a  voting  judge, 
pleaded  with  some  of  the  students  to 
vote  as  they  walked  past  the  voting 
polls.  "It  is  evident  most  students  are 
not  interested  in  the  SGA  or  any  activi¬ 
ty  they  have  to  offer,"  said  Madeha. 

Despite  the  lack  of  participation 
from  some  students,  Sandpi  Pantel, 
another  voting  judge  was  very  pleased 
with  the  outcome  of  how  many  stu¬ 
dents  came  by  the  voting  booths. 

Most  of  the  students  who  did  vote, 
however,  had  to  be  persuaded  by  SGA 
and  Students  Activities  to  partake  in 
the  activity. 

It  was  slow  for  the  voting  judges 
for  a  while,  until  they  presented  a 
reward  for  students  who  join  in  on 
the  election. 

During  the  last  few  hours  of  the 
election,  students  rampaged  poll  2 
located  near  Public  Safety,  to  vote  and 
to  receive  the  candy  bars.  The  voting 
judge  at  poll  2  at  that  time  had  to 
retrieve  candy  bars  a  couple  of  times 


from  poll  1,  which  was  located 
downstairs  near  the  cafeteria 

Another  motive  that  the  students 
received  during  the  elections  was 
extra  credit  from  most  of  the  instruc¬ 
tors.  The  students  who  had  voted  had 
to  obtain  a  receipt  in  order  to  receive 
the  extra  credit.  The  extra  credit 
incentive  was  a  visible  attempt  to  get 
some  students  to  vote  for  Student 
Government. 

Some  students  are  not  aware  of  the 
candidates  in  SGA  election  or  the 
other  members.  These  students  have 
been  associating  with  COD  for  four  or 
five  years.  One  student  said  that,  "it  is 
a  waste  time  to  get  involved  with 
SGA  or  other  activities" 

In  other  words,  some  students  feel 
that  the  only  purpose  of  going  to 
college  is  to  get  an  education.  Kurt 
Junger,  a  therapeutic  recreation  major 
said  that  he  does  not  know  the  SGA 
members  or  any  type  of  activities  they 
have  to  offer. 

Junger  feels  the  only  objective  that 
he  has  at  COD  is  getting  a  degree. 
Therefore,  some  students  at  COD  are 
not  as  involved  with  the  SGA 
or  Student  Activities  as  they  should 
be. 

Rob  Frank,  SGA  advisor,  believes 
the  election  went  smoothly  in  the 
sense  that  all  the  election  judges  were 
trained  before  the  election  took  place, 
but  he  said  the  voter  turn-out  was 
very  small,  "similar  to  the  outside 
elections." 

In  the  future  Frank  believes  that  if 
SGA  can  get  students  to  participate  in 
voter  education  on  a  large  level  there 
will  be  more  of  a  student  voter 
turnout  on  election  day.

I  wondered 
why  a  non  able-bodied  student 
would  have  to  write  a  letter  to  the 
editor  in  the  Courier  asking  able-bod¬ 
ied  students  to  allow  them  to  pass 
through  the  halls. 

As  I  walked  in  my  front  door  I 
said  hello  to  a  group  of  Glenbard 
West  students  glued  to  my  television 
waiting  to  hear  about  a  friend  and 
relative  athlete  at  Columbine  High  in 
Colorado. 

As  the  horror  unfolded,  and 
experts  expounded,  I  began  to  under¬ 
stand  why  students  might  be  reluc¬ 
tant  to  move  their  legs  for  a  wheel¬ 
chair.  Respect. 

Casual  exchanges  in  these  halls  are 
often  sprinkled  with  the  "F"  word, 
sometimes  angrily,  sometimes  affec¬ 
tionately. 

I  have  seen  fender  benders  where 
drivers  jump  out  screaming  and 
swearing,  rather  than  inquiring  about 
the  well  being  of  the  other  driver.  I 
have  been  the  recipient  of  many  mid¬ 
dle-finger  salutes,  no  matter  how  con¬ 
scientiously  I  try  to  drive,  from  stu¬ 
dents  who  could  be  my  own  children. 

Where  have  we  boomers  gone 


wrong?  What  is  missing?  What  has 
destroyed  respect  for  each  other,  for 
the  sanctity  of  life?  Is  it  the  violent 
video  games  like  Doom?  Is  it  the  vio¬ 
lent  cartoons  and  films  where  people 
are  continually  blown  into  more  and 
more  bits  in  16  million  techno-colors? 
Is  it  the  Internet  violence  replete  with 
bomb  recipes? 

Are  the  three  "R's"  still  more 
important  than  teaching  interpersonal 
skills  in  a  time  when  most  children 
have  less  and  less  parental  contact? 
The  students  in  Colorado  clearly  had 
the  three  "R's"  down  to  a  science. 

Can  we  teach  respect,  instill  the 
golden  rule,  in  the  two  or  three  hours 
each  night  our  children  spend  with 
us? 

We  can  no  longer  blame  an 
ambiguous  society,  time,  television,  or 
technology.  Each  one  of  us  here  and 
now  is  responsible  for  our  children's 
inability  to  cope  with  anger,  frustra¬ 
tion,  and  each  other. 

Each  one  of  us  must  begin  here 
and  now  to  ask,  discuss,  and  answer 
these  questions,  and  most  important¬ 
ly  take  corrective  action.  People  often 
ask  me  what  possible  gain  can  be 
obtained  from  a  degree  in  behavioral

Perhaps  the  ripple  effect  of  inter¬ 
personal  skills  like  communication, 
respect,  empathy,  and  compassion 
might  teach  just  one  person  how  to 
cope  without  picking  up  a  gun.

Dear  Editor, 

You  asked  for  opinions  on  the 
recent  events  in  Littleton  Colorado. 
Here  is  mine. 

Violence  in  our  society  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  an  important  factor  in  analyzing 
what  happened  at  Columbine  High 
School.  But  there  is  more  to  look  at. 

Being  a  parent  of  teenagers,  my 
first  reaction  to  the  massacre  at 
Columbine  was  "where  were  the  par¬ 
ents  of  those  boys?"  I  was  trying  to 
make  sense  of  a  senseless  act.  1  could 
not  imagine  how  a  teenager  living  in 
my  home  would  be  able  to  plan  and 
execute  such  a  horrendous  deed  with¬ 
out  my  being  aware  something  wrong 
was  happening. 

Parenting  is  difficult.  Anyone  who 


is  or  recently  has  been  a  parent  of  a 
teenager  knows  this  only  too  well. 
However,  no  license  is  needed  to 
become  a  parent,  no  test  is  given,  no 
requirements  of  any  kind. 
Unfortunately,  for  most  of  us,  parent¬ 
ing  adolescents  and  teenagers  is 
something  for  which  we  are  grossly 
ill-prepared.  How  a  parent  deals  with 
this  is  the  real  issue. 

Parenting  is  active,  not  passive. 
Answers  to  parenting  problems  do 
not  suddenly  appear.  There  is  no 
equation  or  formula  that  will  give  us 
the  answers.  Parents  must  actively 
pursue  parental  eduction. 

I  have  read  numerous  books  on 
dealing  with  adolescents  and 
teenagers,  talked  to  friends  who  have 
"been  there  and  done  that"  and 
attended  parenting  programs,  many 
offered  free  of  charge  by  school  dis¬ 
tricts  and  other  community  organiza¬ 
tions. 

I  recently  attended  an  excellent 
program  featuring  Dr.  Thomas 
Phelean,  renown  Clinical  Psychologist 
and  author,  at  the  Glendale  Heights 
Community  Center. 

The  program  was  sponsored  by  the 
Citizen  Advisory  Councils  from  High 
School  District  87,  which  includes  all 
four  Glenbard  high  schools. 

The  combined  student  population 


at  these  schools  is  over  7000  yet  there 
were  barely  50  people  at  this  presenta¬ 
tion.  Why?  I'm  raising  my  third 
teenager,  and  I  still  need  help. 

In  the  paper  this  morning,  I  read 
statements  from  family  friends  of  the 
boys  who  killed  a  teacher  and  fellow 
classmates  at  Columbine. 

The  picture  these  statements  paint¬ 
ed  was  that  of  loving  families  who 
were  very  normal.  It  was  mentioned 
that  one  of  the  sets  of  parents  went  to 
their  son's  little  league  games  and 
took  their  children  swimming. 

That  is  the  easy  part  of  parenting 
and  certainly  does  not  make  someone 
a  good  parent.  Obviously  their  chil¬ 
dren  were  younger  when  these  events 
took  place.  My  question  to  them 
would  be,  how  much  time  did  you 
spend  with  your  son  in  recent  months 
or  even  years? 

As  children  get  older,  and  in  many 
cases,  less  desirable  to  be  around  (and 
this  is  usually  a  two  way  street),  par¬ 
ents  begin  to  spend  less  time  with 
them.  Unfortunately,  our  "older"  chil¬ 
dren  also  need  attention  and  supervi¬ 
sion  from  their  parents. 

Too  many  parents  merely  "ride  the 
roller  coaster"  during  their  child's 
teenage  years.  In  effect,  they  give  up. 
Setting  limits  (or  more  accurately, 
negotiating  limits)  becomes  a  real  bat¬ 


tle. 

This  is  the  difficult  aspect  of  par¬ 
enting  rearing  its  ugly  hear.  Unless 
their  child  is  a  drug  addict  of  felon 
many  parents  think  they  are  doing  an 
adequate  job  of  parenting.  Parenting 
teenagers  has  become  almost  expo¬ 
nentially  more  difficult  in  recent 
years. 

AIDS  and  the  Internet,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  t.v.  violence,  are  new  variables 
that  have  been  included  in  the  equa¬ 
tion.  It  has  become  to  complicated  for 
many  parents. 

How  can  parents  be  motivated  to 
monitor  what  their  children  are 
doing?  Holding  parents  responsible 
for  their  child's  actions,  I  believe,  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

I  have  certainly  raised  more  ques¬ 
tions  and  offered  fewer  answers.  But  I 
do  have  a  suggestion.  Take  your  child 
or  teen  camping  sometime.  No  phone, 
no  computer,  no  friends,  no  rides  or 
attractions.  Just  you  and  them. 

Get  to  really  know  each  other.  My 
husband  had  to  coerce  me  to  take  our 
family  camping.  We  have  been 
campers  for  over  15  years  and  the 
rewards  have  been  tremendous.

Herrick’s  memory  lives

The  clouds  were  heavily  laden 
with  rain,  just  below  were  eyes  carry¬ 
ing  as  much  and  holding  them  unsec- 
cessfully. 

On  Tuesday,  April  27,  the  college 
mourned  the  loss  of  Dorothy  Herrick 
at  her  funeral  service  in  Downers 
Grove  in  which  the  pastor  described 
Herrick  in  two  words:  "grace  and 
great." 

Herrick  was  78  and  spent  almost 
20  years  with  COD  as  anadmistrative 
assitant  in  the  Naperville  center 
which  she  acted  "primarily  as  a 
receptionist,  and  almost  anything  as 
long  as  it  didn't  involve  a  lot  of  tech¬ 
nology,"  according  to  Naperville  cen¬ 
ter  Associate  Dean,  Sadie  Flucas. 

She  passed  away  on  Wednesday 
night  in  her  sleep  from  wha^  is 
believed  to  be  from  heart  failure. 

Herrick's  medical  condition  made 
it  harder  and  harder  for  the  dedicated 
worker  to  remain  at  COD,  and  soon 
retired  from  her  position  approxi¬ 
mately  one  year  from  her  death. 

"She  did  well  at  COD  because  of 
all  the  activity  around  her,  she  made 
everyone  around  her  do  well  because 
of  her  example,"  says  son  Jim 
Herrick,  40,  of  his  mother's  job. 

Herrick  was  happy  at  COD,  she 
stayed  for  longer  than  she  first  antici¬ 
pated  because  of  the  interaction  with 
"young  students  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers." 

It  was  after  Dorothy's  husband, 
Bart,  retired  from  a  successful  career 
as  a  florist  in  1980,  in  which  she  ran 
her  husband's  florist  company,  that 
she  became  part  of  the  COD  staff. 

Jim  Herrick  recalls  his  father's 
florist  business  that  opened  the  year 
of  his  parent's  marriage  in  1947,  and 
Dorothy's  contributions  were  "taking 
care  of  all  the  bookeeping  and 
money." 

Upon  her  arrival  at  the  college, 
Herrick's  knack  for  people  was 
immediately  recognized. 

"I  was  the  one  v  ho  hired  her  ini¬ 
tially,"  says  Duane  Koss,  professor  of 
Humanities,  "and  u  on  first  meeting 
her  I  knew  she  was  not  your  oridi- 
nary  person—  she  was  an  outstanding 
person." 

When  she  arrived  at  the  college, 
however,  the  majority  of  her  medical 
problems  were  overcome,  one  sub¬ 
stantial  accomplishment  was  a  battle 
with  breast  cancer. 

"Later  in  life  she  developed  heart 
problems,  and  that's  what  we  believe 
took  her  life,"  says  Jim  Herrick. 

Herrick  helped  make  the 
Naperville  center  what  it  is  today 
when  it  was  relocated  in  its  current 
location  on  Ricket  Drive  in  1985.  She 
helped  organize  and  setup  the  office 
with  her  skill  of  being  meticulous 


about  every  detail. 

"Not  only  was  she  great  wiuth 
people  but  she  was  very  detail  orien¬ 
tated,"  says  Adaire  Bullen,  Associate 
Dean  of  the  Westmont  center  and 
close  friend. 

Sadie  Flucas  worked  with  Herrick 
the  majority  of  her  own  career  at  the 
college,  "She  was  a  very  thorough 
individual  and  had  an  eye  for  detail," 
says  Flucas,  "if  you  gave  her  any¬ 
thing  relating  to  numbers  she  was 
great  at  it. 

Concerning  her  ways  of  working 
she  would  do  everything  by  paper 
and  never  liked  using  technology, 
such  as  computers  or  machines. 

"I  don't  know  if  it  was  a  matter  of 
trusting  technology,  but  she  preferred 
having  her  work  done  by  her  own 
hands,"  says  Flucas. 

Herrick's  joy  for  working  at  COD 
shined  like  a  blaring  light,  not  only 
with  her  warm  smile  and  great  work¬ 
ing  habits,  but  her  overall  image  was 
presented  in  a  very  professional  fash¬ 
ion. 

"She  really  enjoyed  coming  into 
work  dressed  nicely,"  says  Duane 
Ross,  "she  looked  like  it  was  an 
honor  to  be  a  part  of  COD.  She  truly 
took  this  on  as  something  she  was 
devoted  to—  she  was  the  ultimate 
professional." 

Apart  from  everything  that 
Herrick  brought  to  the  school,  she 
worked  well  with  students  that 
would  come  to  her  for  help  and  prob¬ 
lems. 

"She  just  loved  people  and  could 
carry  conversations  with  people,  she 
was  willing  to  go  beyond  the  call  of 
duty  to  help,"  says  Dvonna  Sullivan, 
Administrative  assistent  to  Adaire 
Bullen  and  supervisor  of  Herrick  for 
16  years. 

It  was  Herrick's  optimistic  views 
on  life  that  brought  everyone  around 
her  to  life.  Even  when  her  husband 
died  on  her  75  birthday  from  cancer, 
"she  handled  it  very  well,  and  was 
still  as  optimistic  as  ever,"  according 
to  Sullivan. 

Herrick's  affect  on  her  co-workers 
woulc  become  instantly  apparent  to 
anyone  who  mentions  her  name. 

"Dorothy  for  me  was  an  excellent 
example,"  says  Adair  Bullen  of 
Herrick,  "she  had  such  an  optimistic 
outlook  on  everything  and  set  an 
excellent  example  for  me  to  aspire  to. 
She  affected  everyone  around  her 
with  this  optimistic  outlook." 

It  was  with  this  outlook  that  made 
Duane  Ross  feel  "almost  like  1  was 
one  of  her  adopted  nephews." 

Our  life  is  affected  by  everyone, 
but  it's  only  a  select  few  that  can 
actually  change  people  for  the  better. 

Bullen  speaks  for  a  lot  of  people 
that  knew  Herrick  when  she  says: 
"I've  known  a  lot  of  people,  but 
dorothy  was  one  of  the  best.  "

Technologist  (ISSRT),"  says  Sue 
Bertellotti,  Rad  Tech  team  member. 

The  Chicagoland  Tourney  takes 
place  at  COD,  prior  to  the  state  tour¬ 
nament  located  in  Decatur. 

This  year  at  the  state  tournament 
they  had  12  teams  competing  for  the 
top  spot. 

The  COD  team  went  head  to  head 
with  eight  other  schools  in  the  state 
and  went  undefeated  in  every  round.

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Intranet:  the  new 
path  to  learning

The  school  will  soon  be  entering  a 
new  level  of  high  tech  academics  -- 
the  Intranet.  Students  and  instructors 
will  switch  from  traditional  teaching 
and  learning  methods,  to  this  new 
course  management  program,  being 
introduced  by  ASI. 

Several  schools,  such  as: 
Georgetown,  University  of  Houston 
and  Texas  A&M,  to  name  a  few  who 
have  already  entered  into  this  new 
realm  of  technology. 

For  students,  the  intranet  will  be  as 
easy  to  access  with  few  pushes  of  a 
button  and  one's  social  security  num¬ 
ber,  or  specified  student  identification 
number. 

This  program  can  be  used  to  view 
instructor's  course  criteria  and  objec¬ 
tives  before  actually  registering  for  a 
class. 

Registering  for  classes  will  now 
become  a  cinch,  no  more  waiting  in 
lines,  signing  up  for  classes  on  the 
Intranet  takes  around  two  minutes. 

While  taking  a  class,  the  class  will 
have  a  designated  site  where  students 
have  access  to  the  syllabus,  course 
handouts,  a  class  activity  board  and 
course  material. 

In  addition,  students  may  take 
quizes  and  exams  via  computer.  After 
finishing  assignments,  students  can 
track  their  class  progress  by  viewing 
their  grade  sheets. 

Students  also  will  have  the  unique 
opportunity  to  take  part  in  discus¬ 
sions  with  their  instructor  and/or 
class  mates  in  their  classroom  chat 
room  and  may  also  recieve  email. 

With  this  new  program,  everything 
is  simply  laid  out  for  students,  no 
more  messing  with  papers  or  forget¬ 
ting  to  bring  assighments  to  turn  in. 

The  down  side,  there  will  need  to 
be  whole  new  genre  of  excuses  to  give 
for  slacking. 

Within  this  program  is  a  student 
activity  report,  a  tracking  and  record¬ 
ing  device  that  informs  instructors 
exactly  when  a  student  has  looked 
through  class  material,  time,  date  and 
amount  of  time  spent  is  all  calculated. 

Instructors  lives  are  meant  to 
become  easier,  or  so  is  the  goal  of  the 
Intranet;  more  time  will  be  freed  up, 
so  more  time  can  be  spent  interacting 
with  people. 

Grades  are  automatically  entered 
after  a  student  completes  an  assign¬ 
ment,  quiz  or  exam.  Checking  on  the 
effort  a  student  is  putting  in  to  the 
material  and  their  grades  will  be  easy; 
the  whole  point  of  the  program  for 
being  at  base  level.  Exams  and  quizes 
are  also  automatically  graded,  com¬ 
pletely  objectively. 

President  of  ASI,  John  Weir,  point¬ 
ed  out  a  few  safety  precautions  dur¬ 
ing  a  seminar  for  instructors  at  COD. 

To  hack  into  this  program,  one 
would  have  to  have  at  least  a  Ph.D.  in 
mathematics,  no  one  has  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  hacking.  Unlike  the  internet, 
this  program  is  insulated  and  only  ID 
users  mar  gain  access  from  home  or 
specified  browsers. 

The  first  realistic  step  towards  this 
computerized  interaction  will  be  to 
start  training  and  there  will  be  many 
phases  of  this.  Sometime  in  May  the 
Intranet  courses  will  begin.  The  initial 
phase  of  Intranet  being  used  along 
side  classes  will  begin  in  the  fall. 
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Belushi  bids  Weiseman  farewell

A  COD  legend  winds  down  his 
career  on  May  1,  and  another  legend 
will  be  there  to  see  him  off.  Arts 
Center  director  Jack  Weiseman  brings 
to  an  end  a  distinguished  career  that 
has  spanned  some  25  years  with  a 
concert  by  COD  alum  Jim  Belushi  and 
his  famed  Sacred  Hearts  Band. 

As  Belushi  says,  Weiseman  has 
been  an  instrumental  part  of  his 
career,  serving  as  both  instructor  and 
friend,  and  this  concert  serves  as  a 
way  of  showing  his  appreciation. 

For  his  part,  Weiseman  has  noth¬ 
ing  but  praise  for  the  famous  per¬ 
former,  brother  of  deceased  comic 
John  Belushi.  The  proceeds  from  the 
concert  will  benefit  the  John  Belushi 
Scholarship  established  in  1983.  Both 
Belushis  attended  the  college,  but  it 
was  with  Jim  that  Weiseman  formed  a 
special  bond. 

Both  Weiseman  and  Belushi  began 
their  association  with  the  school  at 
roughly  the  same  time,  with  both 
auditioning  for  the  same  play. 
Weiseman  was  a  faculty  member  at 
the  time,  while  Belushi  was  in  high 
school.  Even  then,  he  saw  Belushi  to 
be  "very  talented  and  very  funny." 

Remembering  his  experiences  with 
the  comedian,  Weiseman  says  that 
Belushi  starred  in  the  first  play  he 
directed,  "The  Dumbwaiter." 

He  also  recalls  humorous  anec¬ 
dotes  of  Christmases  when  Belushi 
would  dress  up  as  Santa  to  say  hello 
to  children.  Weiseman  chuckles  as  he 
remembers  faculty  members  offering 
the  faux-Santa  eggnog,  resulting  in 
"Santa  &  Frosty  the  Elf  being  in  quite 
a  jolly  mood." 

For  Belushi,  Weiseman  served  as  a 
tremendous  influence  as  well.  As  a 
COD  student,  Belushi  was  thrilled 
when  the  late  "Twilight  Zone"  creator

Rod  Serling  and  musician  Leo  Kottke 
came  to  the  college  at  various  times  to 
speak.  Seeing  these  icons  so  close,  he 
remembers  thinking,  "Wow!  He's  a 
professional!" 

Now,  occupying  much  the  same 
spot  as  these  heroes  of  his  youth,  the 
actor  realizes  that  it  is  a  responsibility 
of  his  to  come  to  the  college  and 
speak  whenever  possible. 

Following  in  his  brother's  foot¬ 


steps,  Belushi  went  on  to  Second  City 
after  College  of  DuPage.  That  experi¬ 
ence  was,  in  Weiseman'^  words,  "Not 
a  lot  of  rriohey?,'T5till,  that  soon  led  to 
a  television  series  called  "Working 
Stiffs,"  in  which  Belushi  co-starred 
with  Michael  Keaton. 

Weiseman  says  it  was  a  "joy  for  us 
to  follow  his  career."  The  Arts  Center 
director  recalls  with  a  smile  that  after 
the  initial  $100,000  deal  for  "Working 


Stiffs,"  Belushi's  price  went  "way 
up."  The  mid  1980s  saw  Belushi  go  on 
to  "Saturday  Night  Live,"  where  he 
appeared  with  a  cast  that  included 
Eddie  Murphy,  Joe  Piscopo,  and  Julia 
Louis-Dreyfuss.  Weiseman  says  this 
was  a  natural  fit  for  the  young  actor. 
He  points  out  that  "Saturday  Night 
Live"  was  "made  for  the  kind  of  tal¬ 
ent  that  both  Belushis  had." 

Since  then,  Belushi  has  gone  on  to 
appear  in  numerous  films,  including 
"Thief,"  directed  by  Michael  Mann, 
which  he  describes  as  a  "wonderful 
experience." 

He  also  starred  alongside  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  in  1986's  "Red 
Heat."  Schwarzenegger  proved  a 
special  influence  on  the  actor,  serving 
as  a  tremendous  "role  model"  who  he 
says,  in  addition  to  being  a  terrific 
"family  man,"  has  also  made  many 
"great  decisions"  over  the  years.  The 
two  remain  friends  to  this  day. 

Looking  over  his  diverse  reper¬ 
toire,  Belushi  is  proud  to  be  able  to 
say  that  no  matter  what  he  does,  he 
has  a  "great  time."  He  says  it  is 
important  above  all  else  to  "have  a 
fun  time  while  working  hard." 

That  working  spirit  and  dedication 
is  something  Weiseman  noticed  from 
the  very  beginning,  saying  that  what 
helped  Belushi  succeed  was  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  "persistence  and  character." 

Belushi  has  several  projects  in  the 
pipeline,  including  a  direct-to-video 
sequel  to  his  1989  theatrical  film  "K- 
9."  Still,  the  concert  in  the  Arts 
Center  offers  him  a  special  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  pay  tribute  to  a  man  who  has 
done  "so  many  great  things  to  build 
the  artistic  community"  of  the  college. 

For  Jim  Belushi,  Jack  Weiseman 
never  stopped  being  a  "great  influ¬ 
ence  and  source  of  support." 

Reflecting  on  their  long-lasting  rela¬ 
tionship,  Belushi  says,  "He's  a  part  of 
me."

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"Pushing  Tin"  is  the  movie  that 
dares  to  answer  the  question:  What's 
it  like  to  be  an  air  traffic  controller? 
Granted  this  isn't  an  enigma  that  was 
at  the  forefront  of  my  mind  going  in, 
but  it  actually  does  an  adequate  job  of 
providing  a  peek  into  the  high-pres¬ 
sure  world  of  "The  Tower." 

The  problem?  About  a  quarter  of 
the  way  in,  "Pushing  Tin"  turns  into 
"Falling  Tin,"  and  gets  caught  in  a 
series  of  sub-par  subplots  that  hope¬ 
lessly  scuttle  the  film,  setting  it  on  a 
crash  course  from  which  it  never  fully 
recovers. 

The  title  refers  to  the  day-to-day 
job  of  the  controllers,  directing  the 
courses  of  planes  landing  and  taking 
off,  guiding  their  every  move  and, 
essentially,  pushing  tin. 

For  air  traffic  controllers,  every 
instant  calls  for  focused  concentration 
and  the  utmost  of  discipline.  The 
slightest  stray  thought  can  lead  to  a 
mid-air  collision. 

The  top  dog  in  this  jet  set  is  Nick 
Falzone  (John  Cusack).  Falzone  is  the 
best,  and  he  knows  it.  All  this 
changes,  however,  when  a  mystery 
man  named  Russell  Bell  (Billy  Bob 
Thornton)  enters  the  scene.  With  Bell 
able  to  handle  even  more  planes  and 
flinch  even  less  than  Falzone,  a  rival-

ry  instantly  ensues. 

"Pushing  Tin"  is  directed  by  Mike 
Newell,  the  Englishman  who  brought 
us  "Four  Weddings  and  a  Funeral." 
Unfortunately,  it  lacks  the  wit  and 


polish  that  made  that  film  so  memo¬ 
rable.  Comparisons  have  been  made 
to  Robert  Altman's  "M.A.S.H."  but  a 
fatal  mistake  is  made  when  "Pushing 
Tin"  diverts  itself  from  the  air  traffic 


controller  scene  and  gets  caught  up  in 
a  plot  involving  infidelity  between 
Falzone  and  Bell's  wife  (the  sleep¬ 
walking  Angelina  Jolie,  who  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  so  much  more). 

If  Jolie's  presence  makes  for  a 
missed  opportunity,  then  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  Cate  Blanchett  in  the  film  as 
Falzone's  wife  is  a  flat-out  waste. 

Both  Jolie  and  Blanchett,  attractive 
women  in  their  own  right,  never 
serve  as  much  more  than  eye  candy. 
This  is  a  sad  state  of  affairs  for  a 
Golden  Globe  winner  and  two  time 
Academy  Award  nominee,  respective- 

Jy- 

"Pushing  Tin"  is  powered  by 
dynamic  turns  from  both  leads. 
Cusack  is  back  doing  what  he  does 
best,  playing  the  cocky  man-child 
with  the  boyish  grin  (proven  effec¬ 
tively  in  "Grosse  Pointe  Blank"  and 
the  otherwise  wretched  "Con  Air"). 
Thornton  plays  Bell  as  cowboy- 
meets- Yoda,  and  he  too  is  remarkably 
effective. 

Still,  interesting  characters  can't 
save  a  story  that  never  rises  above  sit¬ 
com-level  insipidity  (no  great  shock, 
considering  the  script  is  by  "Cheers" 
vets  Glen  &  Les  Charles). 

Nothing  is  more  frustrating  than  a 
missed  opportunity,  and  "Pushing 
Tin"  is  testament  to  this.  It  keeps 
offering  tantalizing  hints  of  what  it 
could  have  been,  but  continually  gets 
bogged  down  in  the  excruciating 
minutiae  that  differentiates  the  great 
from  the  merely  okay.  C

Critic  visits  college

A  visit  to  the  college  by  Daily  Herald 
film  critic  Dann  Gire  on  Friday,  May  23, 
proved  an  enlightening  experience  for 
a  gathered  audience  of  high  schoolers 
with  dreams  of  one  day  filling  the  seats 
occupied  by  the  likes  of  Gire,  Roger 
Ebert,  and  the  late  Gene  Siskel. 

Gire's  appearance,  a  part  of  the 
annual  Northern  Illinois  School  Press 
Association  conference  held  at  COD, 
proved  a  treat  for  the  numerous  high 
school  journalists  in  attendance. 

Gire,  critic  for  the  Herald  for  more 
than  20  years,  gave  valuable  tips  for 
would-be  critics.  As  he  pointed  out, 
film  criticism  is  one  part  editorial  writ¬ 
ing,  and  one  part  cultural  reporting. 
Unlike  news  writing,  however,  the  two 
mandates  for  any  film  critic  is  that  one 
present  good  information  in  a  lively, 
entertaining  fashion. 

Possessed  of  a  dry  with  and  conta¬ 
gious  excitement,  Gire  was  quick  to  say 
that  public's  tastes  aren't  necessarily 
those  of  a  good  critic.  The  public,  he 
asserts,  often  has  "crappy  tastes."  A 
consumer's  review,  in  his  words,  offers 
"no  criticism." 

Gire  warns  that  a  critic  must  be  able 
to  state  a  case  and  be  able  to  back  it  up. 
As  he  says,  one  must  be  able  to  say, 
"This  film  is  excellent  because.. .Or,  this 
movie  sucks  the  big  one  because..." 

He  went  on  to  go  through  an  elabo¬ 
rate  outline  of  the  parts  that  comprise  a 
well-written  review,  with  equal  parts 
reportage,  critical  response,  narrative 
criteria,  and  the  writer's  own  thoughts. 

For  Gire,  the  job  of  film  critic  fell 
into  his  lap  after  the  Herald  started  it's 
Sunday  section,  Gire  used  his  experi¬ 
ences  making  and  analyzing  student 
films  to  great  effect. 

Since  then,  he  has  gone  on  to 
become  president  of  the  Chicago  Film 
Critics'  Association,  which  he  helped 
found  in  1988.  Gire  states  emphatically 
that  one  should  never  do  something 
they  don't  want  to  be  doing,  and  right 
now  he's  doing  exactly  what  he  wants.

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Chaparrals  sweep  doubleheader  against  Elgin

Springtime  is  a  season  of  renewal. 
A  time  of  year  when  new  life  springs 
from  up  from  every  aspect  of  our  sur¬ 
roundings.  Like  warm  weather, 
leaves  on  trees,  and  Chaparral  base¬ 
ball  bats. 

The  Chaparral  baseball  team 
swept  Elgin  in  a  doubleheader  17-9 
and  11-1  at  Chaparral  Field  Monday 
afternoon. 

"I  don't  know  if  the  reason  for  the 
win  was  that  we  caught  them  at  a 
bad  time  or  that  we  are  playing 
great,"  said  Head  Coach  Dan 
Kusinski  with  a  grin,  "either  way  I 
dont  care." 

Evidence  points  to  the  latter.  After 
being  ambushed  by  Lake  County  in  a 
road  doubleheader  on  April  14th,  18- 
1  and  11-1,  the  Chaps  have  won  six  of 
thier  last  nine  games.  "I  call  it  the 
thirty-five  game  theory,"  said  Coach 
Kusinski,  "In  the  high  school  level, 
thirty-five  games  is  pretty  much  the 
most  a  team  plays.  Since  we've 
passed  the  thirty  five  game  mark  it 
seems  that  alot  of  guys  on  the  team 
have  stepped  up  and  become  a  year 
older  and  a  year  wiser." 

In  Game  One  of  Monday's  double- 
header,  COD  sent  starter  Gary 
Higham  to  face  the  Elgin  offense.  It 
was  Elgin  who  grabbed  the  early 
edge.  After  surrendering  a  base  hit  to 
lead  off  batter  Kenny  Jones,  who 
advanced  to  second  on  a  wild  pitch, 
Higham  faced  centerfielder  Brian 
Flannagan.  Flannagan  smacked  a 
base  hit  to  centerfield  scoring  Jones 
from  second.  The  next  batter,  catcher 
Jim  Richardson,  was  hit  by  a  pitch. 
With  runners  at  first  and  second, 
Elgin  clean-up  hitter  Mike  Butler 


looped  a  single  into  left  field  scoring 
Flannagan  from  second.

While  NATO  bombs  fall 
on  the  former  Yugoslavia, 
Luldita  Rukovci,  a  22  year 
Kosovar  Albanian  and  COD 
student,  protests  in  support 
of  NATO's  campaign  in 
hopes  of  seeing  her  home¬ 
land  liberated  from  Serbian 
rule. 

Rukovci  came  to  America 
in  1994  to  visit  two  of  her 
six  siblings  which  are  still 
curently  living  here.  Since 
then,  the  conflict  which  has 
broken  out  in  Kosovo  has 
caused  her  family  to  be 
ripped  apart  and  scattered 
all  of  the  Balkans,  many  of 
which  are  in  Refugee  camps. 

Of  the  nine  members  of 
her  immediate  family,  three 
of  them  are  in  America,  four 
are  in  refugee  camps  in 
Macedonia  and  Bosnia,  one 
is  seeking  refuge  in  Turkey 
and  one  sister  has  not  been 
heard  from  since  the  con- 
flicet  started.  All  of  them 
were  from  Prishtina,  the 
Kosovo  capital. 

Rukovci  explains  that 
war  has  been  ravaging  the 
former  Yugoslavia  for  years. 
She  said  all  of  the  problems 
can  be  contributed  to  the 
conduct  of  Serbian 
President,  Slobodan 
Milosevic. 

Milosevic,  according  to 
Rukovci,  first  began  the 
troubles  in  the  former 
Yugoslavia  by  invading 
Slovania,  with  intentions  of 
stopping  the  Slovanian  peo¬ 
ple  from  becoming  a  free

In  recent  weeks  SGA,  Student 
Affairs  and  Career  Services  have 
combined  their  efforts  with  the 
goal  of  constructing  new  plans 
for  the  redecoration  of  the  old 
fishbowl  lounge.

nation.  Milosevic's  army 
then  turned  its  guns  on 
Croatia.  Soon  after  the  con¬ 
flict  with  Croatia,  Serbia 
invaded  Bosnia. 

Even  though  Rukovci 
moved  here  in  1994,  she  can 


still  recall  many  memories 
of  what  it  was  like  to  live  in 
the  troubled  country. 

One  memory  Rukovci 
can  recall  from  her  past  is 
the  segregated  school  sys¬ 
tem  in  Kosovo.  During  the 


entire  time  she  attended 
classes  in  elementary  school, 
Albanians  and  Serbs  were 
always  separated.  Even 
though  they  went  to  the

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Students  ideas  help  better  the  lives  of  others

Two  Occupational  Therapy  stu¬ 
dents,  Susan  Hartill  and  Susan 
Kaczmarek,  were  recently  acknowl¬ 
edged  at  the  American  Occupational 
Therapy  Association  Conference  for 
their  inventions  which  were  aimed  at 
satisfying  the  needs  of  those  who  are 
physically  challenged. 

Hartill  received  second  place  in 
the  conference  for  her  design  and 
construction  of  the  Lootensil  or  loop- 
handled  utensil. 

Hartill  said  that  she  decided  to 
invent  something  that  was  more  aes¬ 
thetically  pleasing.  She  came  up  with 
the  idea  for  the  spoon  because  it  was 
something  which  someone  with 
arthritis  could  use.  "It  is  designed  for 
students  with  weakened  cylindrical 
grasp,  limited  range  of  motion 
and/ or  painful  three  point  palmer 
prehension  pattern  in  intrinsic  hand 
muscles" 

Hartill  received  $250  for  her  sec¬ 
ond  place  finishing  but  said  that  she 
has  no  plans  of  marketing  or  selling 
her  invention  for  profit. 


Kacsmarek's  invention  was  a  dual¬ 
handed  knife  which  would  be  benefi¬ 
cial  for  people  because  it  would, 
"increase  independence  for  those  cut¬ 
ting  or  slicing  meal  items  such  as 
watermelon,  honeydew,  cantaloupe, 
acorn  squash,  cabbage,  onions,  carrots 
and  possibly  more  substantial  main 
dishes  such  as  meatloaf." 

The  benefit  of  Kacsmarek's  inven¬ 
tion  is  obtained  by  using  the  strength 
of  two  hands  instead  of  just  one. 

Both  students  started  the  inven¬ 
tions  because  it  was  an  Activities  of 
Daily  Living  (ADL)  assignment. 

The  assignment  was  designed  for 
the  students  to  be  able  to: 

•recognize  a  need  for  adaptation  to 
a  task,  tool,  or  environment. 

•problem-solve  the  situation 
through  task  analysis. 

•develop/create  skills  to  produce 
the  solution. 

•develop  an  understanding  of  all 
the  factors  involved  in  the  solution. 

Both  students  were  able  to  con¬ 
struct  their  ideas  in  a  short  amount  of 
time  and  the  finished  product  for 
each  would  cost  the  consumer  under 
$30.

hand,  SGA  did  not  have  to  bargain 
with  the  school  for  the  lounge  space. 

Under  normal  circumstances,  stu¬ 
dent  lounges  would  have  to  be 
secured  by  Nielsen,  who  would  then 
address  the  issue  to  her  Vice 
President,  Walt  Packard. 

The  request  for  lounge  space  will 
then  go  through  the  Facilities  com¬ 
mittee.  The  committee  will  review 
the  request  for  lounge  space,  despite 


the  fact  that  they  have  to  review 
other  request  for  space. 

The  Facilities  committee  oversees 
every  lounge  space  request  and  they 
have  to  prioritize  each  request. 

Another  adjustment  to  the  old 
fishbowl  lounge  space  is  that  at  the 
end  of  the  month  the  Financial  Aid 
office  is  moving  downstairs  tempo¬ 
rally  for  new  modifications. 
According  to  Nielsen  Financial  Aid  is 
going  to  expand  and  take  over  some 
of  the  area  in  Admissions. 

The  Financial  Aid  office  will  be 


located  in  SRC  1024  for  three  or  four 
months  according  Nielsen.  During 
that  time,  the  Counseling  Center, 
located  in  the  IC  building,  will  be 
moved  to  the  Career  Counseling 
Center. 

Also,  tutoring  services  will  be 
relocated  up  stairs  with  math  assis¬ 
tance. 

They  will  have  a  Center  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  need  tutoring  in  math  and 
writing  on  the  third  floor  of  the  IC 
building. 

"Funding  will  come  from  the 


Kira  Foundation  which  the  school 
will  try  to  equal  the  amount  they  will 
give."  Nielsen  predicts. 

According  to  Joseph  Buri,  College 
Director,  the  Career  Counseling  cen¬ 
ter  will  receive  funding  from  United 
Parcel  Services.  However,  in  return 
the  Counseling  Center  will  set  up 
conference  rooms  for  United  Parcel 
services  or  any  other  business  who 
want  to  recruit  students.  Buri  promis¬ 
es  there  will  be  no  interruptions  for 
students  and  faculty  when  the  con¬ 
struction  begins  in  late  fall.

banning  book

The  Student  Government 
Association  had  its  two  week 
meeting  this  past  Tuesday 
during  which  a  movement 
to  ban  a  book  was  shot 
down. 

The  topic  was  originally 
brought  to  the  senates  atten¬ 
tion  by  a  concerned  student 
who  noticed  a  controversial 
book  in  the  college's  library. 

Mohammed  Masood,  the 
chairperson  of  the  Student 


Concerns  and  Problem 
Solving  committee  and  com¬ 
mittee  member,  Jacqueline 
Kozisek,  want  to  start  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  ban  the  book  which  is 
titled  Anarchist  Cook  Book. 

They  feel  that  the  book  is 
very  harmful  to  the  students 
because  it  demonstrates  how 
to  create  bombs. 

Masood  and  Kozisek  also 
feel  that  since  the  book  is  in 
COD'S  library,  it  may  appear 
to  other  people  that  the 
school  is  condoning  this 


activity. 

Other  senate  members 
disagreed  with  Masood  and 
Kozisek  because  they  feel 
that  students  have  the  right 
to  obtain  that  type  of  materi¬ 
al. 

Many  senate  members 
feel  the  students  at  this 
school  are  mature  enough 
not  to  be  influenced  by  this 
type  of  material. 

Vice  President,  Vito 
Brancato  stated,  "The  SGA 
does  not  sensor  anything, 


therefore,  students  rights 
should  not  be  taken  away 
from  their  government. 

Some  students  may  need  to 
use  that  book  as  a  reference 
for  their  Criminal  Justice 
major  or  other  classes." 

SGA  Advisor,  Robb  Frank, 
feels  that  a  more  appropriate 
SGA  response  would  be  to 
try  and  make  the  school 
more  aware  of  the  violence 
that  occurred  in  Colorado 
instead  of  removing  the 
book  from  the  library.

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same  school  they  never  got  to  see 
each  other. 

Rukovci  said  the  highschool  her 
family  members  had  attended  closed 
down  to  Albanians  because  they  did 
not  study  in  the  Serbian  language. 
"We  were  all  supposed  to  learn  in  the 
Serbian  language  and  not  our  own.  I 
now  speak  Serbian  as  a  second  lan¬ 
guage." 

In  1992  the  University  in  Prishtina 
banned  all  Albanians  from  attending. 
Rukovci's  sister  explained  that  once 
she  was  kicked  out  of  the  University, 
Serbian  students  from  Belgrade 
moved  into  their  dorms  and  took 
their  place  at  the  college. 

Rukovci  remembers  the  movement 
for  Kosovo's  liberation  as  well  as  vio¬ 
lence  between  Serbs  and  Albanians 
taking  place  even  as  a  child. 

"My  father's  friend  had  a  son  who 
went  off  to  the  army.  He  came  back 
for  a  few  days  to  visit  and  said  that 
he  had  to  go  back  for  only  three  days, 
then  he  would  be  home.  He  came 
home  a  week  later  in  a  coffin." 

Rukovci  stated  that  the  military 
told  the  boy's  father  that  he  shot  him¬ 
self  in  the  head  and  the  family  should 
keep  the  coffin  closed  because  the 
body  was  in  bad  condition. 

The  family  did  not  listen  to  the 
military  and  they  opened  the  coffin. 


They  were  horrified  to  find  that  the 
military  had  lied  to  the  family  and 
the  boy  had  been  shot  in  the  chest 
numerous  times.  "How  can  someone 
commit  suicide  by  shooting  them¬ 
selves  in  the  chest  many  times,"  said 
Rukovci. 

Rukovci  had  an  even  closer  con¬ 
tact  with  tragedy  when  her  uncle  was 
killed  in  the  streets  and  there  was  no 
explanation. 

"There  was  nothing  done  by  the 
police.  All  the  police  and  anyone  in 
power  was  Serbian.  If  they  don't  care 
then  nobody  cares." 

When  Rukovci  first  came  to 
America  the  violence  in  her  home¬ 
land  was  increasing.  Because  of  this 
she  decided  to  apply  for  citizenship 
and  was  soon  granted  political  asy¬ 
lum. 

Horror  recently  struck  in 
Rukovci's  heart  when  she  heard 
reports  of  Albanian  families  being 
forced  from  their  homes  and  in  some 
cases  being  killed. 

Rukovci  got  a  first  hand  account 
of  the  Serb  atrocities  when  she 
received  a  phone  call  from  her  par¬ 
ents  on  Easter  Sunday  and  was  told 
they  had  just  entered  Macedonia  after 
her  father  had  to  pay  off  the  boarder 
guards  to  let  his  family  into  the  coun- 
try. 

Rukovci's  parents,  along  with  her 
15  year  old  brother,  were  forced  from 
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National-Louis  University  is  a  nonprofit  institution  accredited  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.

their  home  early  one  morning  by 
armed  Serbian  police.  Her  parents 
siad  that  they  traveled  to  some  of 
their  relatives  homes  in  hopes  of  stay¬ 
ing  in  Prishtina. 

Every  time  the  family  went  to  a 
relatives  home  it  was  only  a  matter  of 
time  before  the  Serbian  police  reached 
them  and  forced  them  to  leave  again. 
In  the  last  home  that  they  were  in  the 
Serbian  police  beat  Rukovci's  parents 
and  one  of  her  uncles. 

After  being  forced  to  leave  for  a 
third  time,  the  family,  along  with 
other  ethnic  Albanians,  were  rounded 
up  to  train  cars  and  sent  to  the 
Macedonian  border. 

Rukovci's  family  waited  at  the 
boarder  for  six  days  and  then  was 
allowed  to  come  into  Macedonia. 
Currently,  the  family  is  in  a  refugee 
camp  waiting  to  gain  the  papers 
which  would  allow  them  to  come  to 
America. 

Since  Rukovci  is  halfway  around 
the  world  all  she  can  try  and  do  is 
publically  express  her  opinion  on  the 
situation  in  hopes  of  gaining  support 
for  the  cause. 

"The  only  dream  for  me  is  the 
independence  for  Kosovo,"  said 
Rukovci. 

Rukovci  spent  last  Tuesday  at  a 
protest  outside  of  the  Daily  Center  in 
Chicago.  The  protest  was  held  in 
hopes  of  gaining  support  to  send  in 


ground  troops,  arm  the  Kosovars  and 
stop  the  "butcher  in  the  Balkans." 

When  asked  why  the  Kosovars 
should  receive  their  independence 
she  said,  "The  only  solution  for 
Albanians  to  live  an  independent  life 
would  be  to  be  free  of  Serbian  con¬ 
trol.  You  see  what  the  Serbs  are  doing 
to  us  now,  what  is  to  say  if  the 
Albanians  go  back  to  Kosovo  they 
won't  do  it  again." 

"In  America  nobody  is  greater 
then  another.  Why  in  Kosovo  should 
things  be  different." 

When  asked  if  Rukovci  believes 
Albanians  and  Serbs  will  be  able  to 
live  with  each  other  she  responded, 
"After  all  the  torture,  killing  and  eth¬ 
nic  cleansing  why  would  Albanians 
want  to  live  with  the  Serbs." 

Rukovci  expressed  her  want  of 
possibly  starting  a  fund  raiser  at  the 
college  in  hopes  of  raising  money  for 
refugees,  but  she  is  not  sure  if  she 
will  be  able  to  follow  through. 

Unfortunately,  Rukovci  said  that 
she  probably  won't  ever  go  back  to 
her  home  land  if  it  is  not  liberated. 
She  also  doesn't  believe  that 
Albanians  and  Serbs  will  be  able  to 
agree  on  anything.  "If  a  person  killed 
or  raped  your  family  member,  could 
you  get  along  with  that  person?  It 
will  take  a  long  time  before  a  friend¬ 
ship  can  exist  between  Serbs  and 
Kosovars."

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Please  raise  tuition,  it  is  for  our  benefit 


On  May  12,  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees  will  sit  down  and  decide  if  they 
should  raise  tuition  by  two  dollars  a  credit 
hour. 

This  decision  would  change  the  amount 
of  money  students  pay  per  credit  hour  from 
the  current  $30  to  a  proposed  $32. 

When  ever  the  subject  of  a  tuition  raise 
arises  everyone  starts  screaming  that  they 
want  to  keep  the  tuition  as  low  as  possible 
and  what  is  wrong  with  the  school  they're 
just  trying  to  cheat  us  students,  etc. 

What  is  unique  about  our  college  is  that 
decisions  are  made  and  decided  by  a  board 
of  elected  officials  who  do  not  really  always 
understand  the  "ins  and  outs"  of  how  the 
college  runs. 

Were  not  saying  that  the  board  members 
don't  do  their  job  correctly,  all  were  trying 
to  say  is  that  there  are  many  experts  that 
know  how  to  run  the  school,  working  right 
here  in  the  school 

The  reason  this  is  mentioned  is  because 
the  $2  increase  was  proposed  by  the  college 
and  it  is  up  to  the  board  to  decide  if  it  will 
pass  or  not. 

There  must  be  a  few  good  reasons  why 
$2  dollars  was  asked  for.  Some  board  mem¬ 
bers  don't  agree  and  have  mentioned  in  the 
past  that  tuition,  if  raised  at  all,  should  be 
raised  according  to  the  standard  of  living. 

We  would  now  like  to  express  some  of 
the  reasons  why  a  $2  increase  will  be  good. 

It  seems  to  us  at  the  Courier  that  many 
of  the  problems  are  because  budgets  that 
were  projected  for  the  year  $2000  have  been 


made  with  the  assumption  that  there  will  be 
a  $2  dollar  increase. 

Since  the  board  did  not  generously  raise 
tuition  last  year  money  needs  to  be  raised 
for  this  year.  Technology  is  one  major  factor. 

If  the  college  wants  to  stay  as  an  excel¬ 
lent  school  offering  one  of  the  best  educa¬ 
tions  in  the  state,  we  are  going  to  have  to 
have  the  most  recent  technology  available 
for  our  students  to  use. 

The  problem  is  that  technology  costs  rise 
every  year  due  to  the  fact  that  a  computer 
can  become  obsolete  overnight. 

The  real  big  issue  is  that  the  board  could¬ 
n't  just  have  an  increase  which  rises  by  the 
cost  of  living,  because  the  cost  of  technology 
sky  rockets  past  the  cost  of  living. 

Another  reason  the  board  needs  to  raise 
tuition  is  partly  because  of  their  recent  rein¬ 
statement  of  the  football  program. 

The  football  program  costs  a  lot  of 
money,  not  only  to  maintain  but  to  initially 
bring  back. 

Right  now  Student  Activities,  the  group 
that  budgets  money  for  Athletics  and  the 
Art  Center,  has  talks  about  cutting  certain 
programs  for  students  if  the  $2  tuition 
increase  doesn't  pass  because  they  will  need 
the  money  to  get  football  rolling. 

Now  I  know  $2  may  seem  like  a  large 
number  for  an  increase,  but  don't  we  all 
want  the  same  thing.  That  is  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  this  college  to  receive  the  best  edu¬ 
cation  possible.  If  this  means  that  the  board 
must  raise  the  tuition  by  a  small  amount, 
the  Courier  gladly  welcomes  them  to  do  so.

This  recent  inci¬ 
dent  sparked  me  to  reflect  upon 
something  I  had  noticed  while  I 
attended  College  of  Dupage  in  the 
past  few  years. 

What  I  had  noticed  was  that  the 
Public  Safety  officers  in  our  school 
did  not  carry  a  service  weapon,  (hand 
gun)  while  on  duty.  Coming  from  an 
employee  of  a  police  department  in 
Cook  County,  this  shocked  me.  I 
thought  to  myself,  that  is  down  right 
dangerous. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  officers 
which  protect  our  school  are  state 
licensed  and  sworn  police  officers.  It 
boggles  my  mind  to  think  that  a 
patrolman,  who  deals  with  the  same 
people  and  issues  any  normal  police 
officer  would,  does  not  carry  a  side 
arm. 

In  Colorado,  the  gunman  walked 
into  the  school  and  began  a  rampage 
of  violence.  When  I  heard  the  news 
on  t,v.  I  instantly  wondered  how 
these  kids,  and  I  emphasize  kids, 
acquired  these  weapons. 

Living  only  miles  from  one  of  the 
largest  cities  in  the  United  States,  it  is 
scary  to  think  what  a  teenager  could 
get  their  hands  on  here  in  Chicago.  If 
this  could  happen  in  a  small  commu¬ 
nity  in  Colorado,  then  you're  darn 
right  it  could  happen  here. 

The  people  who  will  have  to 
defend  the  innocent  from  an  incident 


similar  to  Columbine  (or  not  similar 
for  that  matter)  have  relatively  no 
means  of  protection. 

Although  the  situation  in  which  a 
police  officer  will  have  to  draw  their 
weapon,  or  use  their  weapon,  proba¬ 
bly  won't  happen  here  at  C.O.D.,  1 
ask  everyone  reading  this — what  if  it 
does? 

Not  allowing  our  Public  Safety 
officers  to  carry  a  fire  arm  may  be  a 
bad  decision  that  someone  decided 
"once  upon  a  time."  I  think  that  the 
recent  school  shooting  should  open 
the  eyes  of  the  decision  makers  and 
show  them  how  important  a 
topic  like  this  really  is. 

I  don't  know  anyone  on  this  plan¬ 
et  who  wants  to  bear  the  burden 
knowing  that  someone's  father,  moth¬ 
er,  son,  daughter,  did  not  come  home 
tonight  because  they  couldn't  defend 
themselves  in  a  profession  that 
REQUIRES  them  to  do  so.  Its  their 
job. 

I'm  not  sure  why  the  Public  Safety 
officers  do  not  carry  weapons.  I  am 
certain  that  our  Public  Safety  officers 
can  be  trusted.  They  have  earned  the 
right  to  be  trusted.  And  they  have 
earned  the  right  to  protect  themselves 
and  others.

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Chasing  the  dreams

in  storms

Meteorology  professor  Paul  Sirvatka  made  a 
national  appearence  on  CNBC  and  Fox  Tuesday 
afternoon  concerning  the  tornado  that  raptured 
through  the  town  of  Moore  in  Oklahoma  on 
Monday  night. 

This  was  not  the  first  time  that  the  national 
public  was  exposed  to  Sirvatka's  insight  however. 
Last  year  Sirvatka's  meterology  class  on  storm 
chasing  was  the  subject  of  NBC's  Nightline  with 
Tom  Brokaw,  highlighting  the  class  iteslf  and  the 
activities  involved. 

So  why  was  COD's  own  Sirvatka  asked  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  NBC  Nightline's  special  and  not  another 
professor  of  a  more  prestigous  four  year  school? 

It's  in  this  community  college  that  Sirvatka  is 
known  as  "  a  severe  weather  expert  and  being  a 
well-known  storm  chaser,"  he  says  in  his  own 
words. 

Sirvatka  has  been  at  COD  for  11  years  and  has 
made  the  Meteorology  program  what  it  is  today, 
the  leader  in  meteorlogy  among  community  col¬ 
leges. 

“I've  put  together  the  leading  institute  in 
undergraduate  education  on  weather,"  says 
Sirvatca  of  his  class,  "we  offer  more  classes  on 
Meteorology  than  anyone  in  the  country  for  fresh¬ 
man  and  sophmore  students." 

Sirvatka's  classes  are  designed  to  give  a  real 
hands  on  analysis  that  operational  forecasters  see 
everyday. 

It's  unique  from  other  four  year  universities 
because  not  many  offer  the  type  of  class  that  is  on 
Sirvatka's  level  to  freshman  to  junior  level  stu¬ 
dents. 

"I  could  have  gone  to  a  four  year  college,  but 
everyone  in  weather  that  I  talked  to  said  to  start  at 
COD  first  before  anything  else,"  says  Meteorology 
student  Henry  Van  Bogaert.  "They  said  that  I'll 
learn  more  here  in  two  years  than  in  four  years  in 
most  places  and  Paul's  program  is  a  great  basis  to 
start  with." 

The  most  surprising  aspect  about  Sirvatka's 
classes  is  the  loose  atmosphere  and  the  close  unity 
that  surround  the  class  rooms.  The  students  seem 
more  like  good  friends  rather  than  mere  partners 
in  class. 

"We're  a  big  unit,  we  have  the  same  weather 
classes  together  everyday,  we're  very  close  in 
working  together  with  Paul,"  reflects  fellow 
Meteorology  student,  John  Marquarbt. 

There  is  a  slight  concern  from  Sirvatka  however 
about  the  future  of  the  class.  Some  of  his  fellow 
workers  are  expected  to  leave  as  of  June  30. 

"I'm  counting  on  the  school  on  coming  through 
in  this  matter,"  says  Sirvatka  about  saving  his  pro¬ 
gram.  "We're  leading  the  way  in  education  in  com¬ 
munity  college  on  meteorology.  I'm  optimistic 
about  keeping  this  type  of  program  here." 

The  optimism  from  Sirvatka  is  grown  from  the 
college  immense  support  in  helping  him  start  the 
program  up  11  years  ago  and  help  make  it  what  it 
is  today—  an  inspiration  to  students  interested  in 
weather  and  its  many  wonders. 

"Paul's  probably  the  best  teacher  i've  ever  had, 
and  I  think  I  speak  for  most  of  us  here,"  says  Eric 
Ehn  surrounded  by  Sirvatka's  faithful.  "I've  never 
had  a  teacher  that  makes  you  think  like  him.  Paul 
catches  you  so  you  have  to  figure  it  out  before  you 
actually  learn  it,  making  it  fresher  in  your  mind.  " 

The  students  surrounding  Ehn  nod  in  agree¬ 
ment,  and  Lindsay  Hanson  finishes:  "I  think  paul 
has  opened  a  lot  of  doors  for  us."

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Recognizing  student  lounges

"Our  focus  is  on  lounge  spaces," 
says  Jacqueline  Kozisek,  SGA 
Senator,  "the  objective  is  to  find  dead 
areas  in  the  school  and  put  furniture 
in  there  for  the  students." 

The  types  of  furniture  will  be  dis¬ 
played  sometime  next  week  so  stu¬ 
dents  can  try  out  the  new  furniture 
and  vote  their  opinions  on  a  ballet.

Family  and 
Religion,  more 
important  than  Sex

The  importance  of  family  is  not 
lost  among  students  at  COD  as  well  as 
across  the  nation,  ranking  it  higher 
than  sexual  satisfaction,  job  satisfac¬ 
tion,  financial  stability,  and  religious 
and  spiritual  beliefs. 

Taken  from  a  survey  concluding 
with  these  results  by  Columbia 
University  and  the  National  Institute 
of  Health  the  Courier  decided  to  put 
their  survey  to  a  local  level,  this  time 
reporting  different  reactions  to  the 
survey. 

Their  survey  concluded  that  loving 
family  relations  is  most  important  for 
the  500  adults  surveyed,  followed 
closely  by  financial  security,  then  reli¬ 
gion  and  spiritual  life,  then  sexual  sat¬ 
isfaction,  and  job  security. 

The  Courier's  mock  survey  con¬ 
cluded  with  very  much  the  same 
results  taken  from  35  students  from 
the  college,  diverse  in  age,  culture, 
and  gender. 

The  results  of  the  survey  say  that 
students  do  value  family  relations 
highest  with  religious  and  spiritual 
life  followed  extremely  close  behind. 

"Both  family  and  religion  are  pret¬ 
ty  mainstream  and  consvervative  val¬ 
ues,"  says  Harlan  Mueller,  professor 
of  sociology,  on  the  survey.  "I  think 
people  may  have  the  wrong  idea 
about  college  student  stereotypes." 

It  is  this  mentality  that  is  even 
engrained  in  the  minds  of  students, 
acting  surprised  at  the  results  of  a  lov¬ 
ing  family  having  higher  ranking  than 
anything  else. 

"It  surprises  me,"  says  student 
Chris  Dammacco,  18,  "I  would  think 
that  family  would  rank  lower." 

"I  think  money  should  be  higher 
than  family  among  college  students," 
says  another  student  Alison  Brengal, 
20. 

COD  students  may  be  conserva¬ 
tives  regarding  the  top  2  rankings,  yet 
right  behind  relgious  life  is  sexual  sat¬ 
isfaction,  ranking  higher  than  both  job 
satisfaction  and  financial  security 
which  rated  last. 

"It  surprises  me  that  sexual  satis¬ 
faction  was  rated  higher  than  one's 
life  work,"  says  Barbara  Lemme,  psy¬ 
chology  professor. 

The  conclusion  of  the  two  surveys 
gather  that  even  a  stage  in  students 
lives  where  one  might  think  indepen- 
dance  is  most  important,  family  is 
vital. 

"Family  is  always  there  for  you— 
through  everything, "finishes  student 
Mariebel  De  La  Cruz.

‘split-habit’  walks  road  to  fame

It  must  be  a  singularly  unsettling 
experience  to  morph  virtually 
overnight  from  unknown  to  superstar, 
but  that  is  the  transformation  that  has 
been  undergone  by  a  group  of  former 
and  present  COD  students  function¬ 
ing  under  the  collective  name  of  split- 
habit. 

With  a  string  of  successful  club 
appearances  behind  them,  an  enor¬ 
mously  popular  debut  CD  release 
under  their  wing,  and  a  cross-country 
tour  around  the  corner,  the  road  to 
fame  has  been  fast  and  furious  for  a 
band  that  came  into  being  a  mere  two 
years  ago,  in  1997. 

Fronted  by  Travis  "Dickie"  Brown, 
split-habit  also  features  the  talents  of 


John  Stone-n-berg  on  the  guitar,  and 
Chris  Michaels  on  drums.  The  three 
musicians  met  while  attending 
Lemont  High  School,  and  found 
themselves  continually  coming  into 
contact  with  one  another  through  var¬ 
ious  band  experiences. 

Brown,  who  had  previously 
played  with  Michaels  in  a  band  called 
Surface  66  and  Stone-n-berg  with  The 
Secret  Agents,  says  that  the  three 
maintained  a  healthy  competition 
with  one  another,  and  when  the 
opportunity  arose  for  them  to  work 
together,  split-habit  was  the  result. 

The  band's  name,  a  combination 
"Split  50"  and  "bad  habit,"  has 
become  synonymous  with  a  cutting 
edge  pop-punk  sensibility.  Within  a 
short  while  of  their  formation,  the 
band  found  themselves  having  a  sin¬ 


gle,  "She's  the  One,"  named  Demo  of 
the  Week  on  the  Q101  Local  Music 
Showcase.  This  soon  led  to  the  band 
putting  together  their  debut  record,  a 
CD  entitled  "Rockstar  101." 

It  was  a  risky  venture,  with  the 
three  of  them  sinking  more  than 
$3,000  of  their  own  money  to  produce 
the  disc,  but  it  was  a  risk  that  proved 
itself  to  be  worth  taking  soon  enough. 
Within  a  month  of  the  CD's  release, 
the  single  "No  Vacancy"  ended  up 
getting  airplay  on  Q101. 

Asked  how  they  respond  to  the 
sudden  shoot  to  stardom,  Brown  says 
that  it's  a  good  feeling  to  know  that 
there  are  people  out  there  who  like 
you.  He  says  they  are  often  forced  to 
be  on  their  best  behavior,  serving  as 
"poster  children"  for  their  album.  As 
he  points  out,  "We're  selling  an  image 


as  well  as  our  music." 

Asked  if  they  have  had  to  deal 
with  that  other  pitfall  of  stardom:  the 
obsessed  fan.  Brown  remains  coy,  but 
concedes  that  some  of  the  more  mili¬ 
tant  fans  can  get  "annoying." 

Still,  they  try  to  take  it  in  stride, 
saying  that  although  they  "can't  help" 
but  have  their  egos  boosted,  their  pri¬ 
mary  aim  is  to  keep  their  feet  on  the 
ground  and  remember  that  they're 
still  regular  folks. 

The  band's  profile  only  increased 
when  they  signed  with  J.  Frances 
Associates,  a  booking  agency,  becom¬ 
ing  one  of  the  youngest  Chicago 
based  groups  to  sign  with  an  agency. 
This  in  turn  had  some  pleasant  side 
effects,  with  Brown  being  chosen  by

There's  a  curious  trend  afoot  in 
Hollywood.  The  action  heroes  keep 
getting  older,  but  their  various  lead¬ 
ing  ladies  stay  the  same  age. 

We  saw  it  earlier  this  year  with 
Clint  Eastwood  (looking  more 
Cryptkeeper  than  Dirty  Harry)  lock¬ 
ing  lips  with  a  vast  coterie  of  decades- 
younger  cuties  in  "True  Crime,"  and 
now  history  repeats  itself  with  Sean 
Connery's  turn  in  "Entrapment." 

This  time  the  "Bond-girl"  is 
Catherine  Zeta-Jones,  who  managed 
to  swashbuckle  her  way  into  more 
than  a  few  hearts  with  last  summer's 
"The  Mask  of  Zorro." 

As  initially  conceived  under  origi¬ 
nal  director  Antoine  Fuqua  ("The 
Replacement  Killer"),  "Entrapment" 
was  to  be  less  about  the  relationship 
between  Connery,  a  gentleman  thief 
named  MacDougal,  and  Zeta-Jones, 
the  insurance  agent  trying  to  capture 
him,  and  more  a  madcap  action- 
adventure  of  the  Bruckheimer  mold. 

When  Connery,  doubling  as  pro¬ 
ducer,  stepped  in  at  the  eleventh  hour 
and  tossed  Fuqua  in  favor  of 
"Sommersby"  director  Jon  Amiel,  he 
actually  ended  up  doing  the  film  a 
favor.  Connery  and  Zeta-Jones  try 
valiantly  to  bring  hints  of  the  all- 
important  "sexual  tension"  to  their

roles,  but  it  never  totally  washes. 
Much  of  the  charisma  on  screen  can 
beattributed  to  Connery,  who  has 
been  breaking  hearts  for  much  of  his 
fortysome  years  on  the  screen. 

Zeta-Jones,  playing  Virginia  "Gin" 
Baker,  proves  adequate  but  none-too 


spectacular.  She  does  herself  a  disser¬ 
vice  by  replacing  her  native  Welsh 
accent  with  a  poorly-fitting  American 
number.  For  some  reason,  she  always 
comes  across  as  British-playing- 
American. 

Still,  the  script  by  "Rain  Man" 


scribe  Ron  Bass  does  a  respectable  job 
of  heightening  the  omnipresent  ten¬ 
sion  and  playing  up  the  two  perform¬ 
ers'  strengths. 

Bass  also  does  a  good  job  in 
adding  the  twists  and  turns  that  are  a 
requisite  for  any  good  crime  caper. 
Much  of  the  plot  hinges  on  not  know¬ 
ing  who's  loyalties  lie  with  whom. 

Indeed,  the  added  presence  of 
Baker's  boss  Hector  Cruz  (Will 
Patton),  and  a  mystery  man  with  ties 
to  Connery’s  MacDougal  named 
Thibadeaux  (the  always  engaging 
Ving  Rhames)  only  adds  to  the  cat- 
and-mouse  aspect  that  the  former 
Bond  wisely  chose  to  emphasize. 

As  it  turns  out,  this  was  definitely 
the  right  decision  to  make.  As  an 
action  film,  "Entrapment"  is  hit  or 
miss.  Many  of  the  set  pieces,  though 
visually  stunning,  seem  hollow  and 
lifeless,  almost  by-the-numbers. 

In  fact,  the  film's  climactic  high- 
tech  heist  atop  a  skyscraper  isn't  quite 
as  interesting  as  the  numerous  train¬ 
ing  montages  showing  the  planning 
that  leads  up  to  it. 

It's  never  a  good  thing  to  root  for 
the  bad  buy,  but  Connery  makes 
MacDougal  seem  so  darn  respectable 
that  one  would  be  hard  pressed  not  to 
find  the  old  scoundrel  kind  of  lov¬ 
able.  Besides,  with  most  of  the  drug- 
addled  hitmen  that  Hollywood  asks 
us  to  sympathize  with  these  days, 
thievery  seems  almost  quaint  by  com¬ 
parison.  After  all,  it's  only  grand  lar¬ 
ceny.  B-

•Omar  Husain  dropped  the  first  set 
of  the  number  four  seed  championship 
to  Harper  College's  Matt  Leavitt  by  the 
score  of  3-6. 

•Brent  Timkang  had  his  back  to  the  wall 
against  Rock  Valley’s  Jim  Graves  0-4  in 
the  second  set  of  the  number  five  seed 
championship. 

•Casey  Peter  was  down  0-2  in  the 
second  set  against  Harper  College's 
Andy  Hofman  in  the  number  six  seed 
championship. 

All  six  COD  players  rallied  to  win 
thier  matches.

Pepsi  gains 
exclusive 
sales  rights

On  May  12,  the  board  of  trustees 
approved  a  contract  with  Pepsi-Cola 
General  Bottlers  (PCGB)  giving  the 
beverage  company  exclusive  sales 
and  marketing  rights  throughout  the 
campus. 

The  contract  covers  all  beverage 
distribution  through  vending 
machines,  fountain  equipment,  cool¬ 
ers,  special  events  and  retail  sales.  It 
also  allows  PCGB  to  reserve  the  nght 
to  control  the  vending  pricing. 

The  deal  works  out  financially 
benefiting  the  college  by  dropping  the 
current  $1.20  price  for  20  ounce  bot¬ 
tles  to  $1  and  cutting  the  current  12 
ounce  can  price  from  70  cents  to  65 
cents. 

According  to  Scott  Engel,  Director 
of  Business  Affairs,  The  contract  will 
also  allow  the  college  to  gain  a  total 
of  around  $70,000. 

The  only  drawback  from  the  con¬ 
tract  is  that  only  PCGB  products  will 
be  sold  on  the  campus.  This  limits  the 
beverage  choices  in  which  college

The  long  awaited  con¬ 
troversial  decision  to 
increase  tuition  by  $2  a 
credit  hour  was  settled 
with  the  boards  4  to  3  vote 
in  favor  of  the  increase 
during  the  recent  May 
board  meeting. 

The  decision  comes  a 
month  after  the  board 
decided  to  postpone  the 
vote  so  they  could  have 
time  to  gather  additional 
information  to  assist  with 
their  decision. 

During  the  May  12, 
meeting  President  Dr. 
Michael  Murphy  started 
off  the  conversation 
explaining  a  few  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  why  the  tuition 
should  be  increased. 

Murphy  stated  the 
increase  was  necessary 
because  the  college  is  dou¬ 
bling  the  space  in  the 
regional  centers,  it  is 
starting  many  new  pro¬ 
grams  which  are  ready  to 
come  on  line  and  the  col¬ 
lege  needs  more  money 
because  it  has  to  absorb 
some  of  the  cost  of  tutor¬ 
ing  services  which  recently 
had  funding  cuts. 

In  responding  to  a  ques¬ 
tion  by  trustee  Micheal 
Mckinnon,  Dr.  Ken  Kolbet, 
Vice  President  of 
Administrative  Affairs, 
said  the  main  reason  why 
there  is  a  push  to  raise  the 
tuition  is  because  of  the 
projected  technology  plan 
costs  in  the  future.

gram,  Kolbet  answered  no. 
Trustee  Carol  Payette 


spoke  up  and  said  that 
another  reason  why  the 
college  needed  to  raise 
tuition  was  because  the 
funding  from  sources 
which  the  college  has  got¬ 
ten  money  from  in  the  past 
has  dwindled. 

One  such  source  is  state 
funding  which  in  the  past 
has  given  the  college  4% 
and  6%  increases  while  this 
year  it  has  only  given  the 
college  a  2%  increase. 

Trustee  Mary  Sue 
Brown  expressed  her  opin¬ 
ion  on  why  she  thought  it 
was  a  bad  idea  to  raise  the 
tuition  by  $2  per  credit 
hour.  "If  we  start  loading 
the  cost  of  the  college  on 
the  tuition  we  will  become 


a  tuition  based  college  and 
not  a  tax  based  one." 

Brown  suggested  that 
instead  of  raising  the 
tuition  there  should  be  a 
referendum  held  through¬ 
out  CODs  tax  district  in 
order  to  gain  revenue  for 
the  college. 

Trustees  Mary  Sue 
Brown,  Mary  Wuttke 
Kranz  and  William  Bunge 
all  voted  against  the 
increase  while  trustees  Jane 
Herron,  Joseph  Morrissey, 
Carol  Payette  and  Micheal 
Mckinnon  all  voted  for  the 
increase. 

After  the  vote  Morrissey 
said,  "The  board  showed  a

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The  Student  Government 
Associations  furniture  com¬ 
mittee  discussed  future  plans 
to  have  a  model  student 
lounge  for  the  purpose  of  let¬ 
ting  students  voice  their 
opinions  on  the  new  location 
and  the  new  furniture. 

in  order  to  receive  stu¬ 
dents  opinion  on  the  new 
furniture,  the  committee 
will  request  two  furniture 
companies  to  come  and  deco¬ 
rate  two  fake  student 
lounges. 

One  located  across  from 
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the  SGA  office  where  the  new 
TV  lounge  will  be  arranged, 
and  one  will  be  located 
upstairs  in  the  I.S.C.R.C  area. 

This  will  be  done  to 
provide  students  with  an 
opportunity  to  clearly  exam¬ 
ine  and  try  out  the  samples 
of  the  furniture  which  the 
committee  has  recommend¬ 
ed. 

Jacqueline  Kozisek,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  furniture  commit¬ 
tee,  will  make  it  a  priority  to 
invite  the  Adden  furniture 
company  to  bring  samples  of 
their  furniture  to  the  college. 

Adden  is  going  to  bring  in 
several  different  styles  of  fur¬ 


niture  that  consist  of  couches 
and  chairs. 

The  company  will  also 
bring  two-position  chairs  for 
1C  study  lounges  so  that  stu¬ 
dents  can  be  comfortable 
while  they  are  studying  for 
their  classes.  They  can  set  up 
coffee  tables  or  regular  tables 
to  make  the  staged  lounge 
seem  realistic  to  the  students. 

Kozisek  will  also  invite 
the  Flexsteel  furniture  com¬ 
pany  to  show  students  sam¬ 
ples  of  their  mission  style 
furniture. 

Before  the  furniture  com¬ 
mittee  can  proceed  with  the 
plan  to  have  a  mock 


student  lounge,  they  must 
notify  Theresa  Triplet, 
Director  of  Operations  so  her 
staff  can  clean  up  the  lounge 
spaces. 

The  furniture  committee 
will  also  have  to  send  a 
memo  out  to  Public  Safety  to 
inform  them  that  there  will 
be  two  furniture  companies 
coming  to  set  up  mock  stu¬ 
dent  lounges. 

When  the  furniture  com¬ 
mittee  receives  permission  to 
proceed  with  the  plan  to 
have  the  mock  lounge,  they 
will  notify  the  students  about 
it  by  having  signs  around  the 
campus,  and  placing  an  ad  in 


the  Courier. 

SGA  Advisor,  Robb  Frank 
will  make  up  a  questionnaire 
for  the  students  to  fill  out 
when  the  furniture  arrives  so 
the  furniture  committee  can 
have  feedback  from  students 
about  the  new  furniture. 

The  furniture  committee 
wants  the  students  to  be 
involved  in  all  of  the 
decisions  to  have  the  perfect 
furniture  in  the  student 
lounges  at  the  college.  .

The  list  of  drinks  which  will  be 
controlled  by  Pepsi  and  are  named  in 
the  contract  are  all  carbonated  and 
non-carbonated  soft  drinks,  iced  teas 
juice,  isotonics,  water  and  iced  coffee. 

The  contract  also  states,  "No  prod¬ 
uct  distributed  by  Coca-Cola  or  any 
other  competitive  vendor  will  be 
allowed  to  be  sold,  vended  or  sam¬ 
pled  at  COD  facilities."

strawberry  drink  and  a  beverage 
which  is  similar  to  Dr.  Pepper  and 
Mr.  Pibb. 

Engel  told  the  Courier  that  if  Pepsi 
couldn't  provide  students  with  a 
drink  which  is  equivalent  to  a  bever¬ 
age  of  their  choice,  an  agreement 
would  be  made  between  the  school 
and  Pepsi  which  would  bring  in  out¬ 
side  products. 

Engel's  statement  was  then  contra¬ 
dicted  by  Malcolm  Chester,  Pepsi 
Vice  President  of  Public  Affairs,  when 
he  told  the  Courier  that  even  though 
he  hadn't  seen  the  contract,  outside 
product  sales  other  than  Pepsi  would 
probably  not  be  allowed  at  the  col¬ 
lege. 

The  contract  gives  Pepsi  the 
exclusive  beverage  rights  for  all  ath¬ 
letic  events  occurring  at  the  college  as 
well  as  providing  advertising  space 
on  all  scoreboards  and  scorers  tables 
for  Pepsi  and  Mountain  Dew  logos. 

Engel  said  that  the  contract  first 
came  about  after  the  board  of  trustees 


asked  the  Dinning  Services  Advisory 
Committee  to  look  into  the  chances 
of  gaining  an  exclusive  beverage  con¬ 
tract  for  the  college. 

The  committee  sent  out  requests 
for  proposals  on  the  matter  in  which 
Pepsi  and  Coke  both  bid  on. 

According  to  David  Yorke,  SGA 
President  and  member  of  the  adviso¬ 
ry  committee,  Pepsi  was  chosen  over 
Coke  because  their  offer  fit  best  with 
the  committees  objectives. 

Yorke  explained  that  the  objectives 
were  to  make  a  decision  without 
completely  disregarding  the  students 
choice  as  well  as  finding  a  way  in 
which  the  contract  would  benefit  the 
consumer  and  the  institution. 

Yorke  explained  that  one  of  the 
biggest  reasons  why  Pepsi  was  cho¬ 
sen  over  Coke  was  because  they 
offered  to  drop  their  prices  on  both  20 
ounce  bottles  as  well  as  12  ounce 
cans.  The  bid  which  Coke  presented 
to  the  committee  only  showed  a 
decrease  in  the  price  of  the  20  ounce 


bottles  and  not  the  12  ounce  cans. 

One  reason  Pepsi  was  able  to  drop 
their  prices  was  because  they  got  rid 
of  the  middle  man  and  are  going  to 
deal  directly  with  the  college. 

Since  Pepsi  is  going  to  drop  their 
drink  prices  Yorke  believes  they  will 
be  able  to  make  more  money  off  of 
sales.  This  possible  increase  of  sales  is 
the  reason  why  Pepsi  stated  that  it 
will  be  able  to  give  the  college  a  boost 
in  commission. 

Yorke  said  that  the  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  was  interested  in  hearing  the 
concerns  of  the  students  dealing  with 
the  matter.  "I'm  sure  people  won't  be 
at  a  loss  to  find  a  beverage  they  like. 
These  companies  have  made  it  a 
point  to  diversify  their  products  to 
meet  the  consumer  needs." 

The  recently  signed  contract  will 
start  as  of  July  1, 1999  and  continue 
for  five  years.  After  the  contract  ends 
in  2004  both  the  college  and  Pepsi 
have  the  option  of  extending  the  con¬ 
tract  for  another  five  years.

However,  other  students  sit  outside 
to  talk  to  friends  and  faculty  in  a 
relaxed  atmosphere.

great  deal  of  concern  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  well  fair  and  overall,  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  education  was  the  predomi¬ 
nant  factor  in  our  decision." 

Alice  Liang,  Student  Trustee, 
said,  "I  feel  that  the  decision  to  raise 
tuition  is  the  right  thing  to  do.  Our 
future  budget  is  based  on  $32  and  if 
we  didn't  get  the  raise  the  college 
would  be  damaged." 

Even  though  the  raise  in  tuition 
is  for  the  good  of  the  students, 
Murphy  explained  that  raising  the 
tuition  is  not  something  the  college 
wants,  but  is  necessary.  "It's  (raising 
tuition)  something  I  wish  we  didn't 
have  to  do.  We're  trying  to  create  an 
affordable  education  at  a  low  cost  as 
well  as  trying  to  maintain  a  high 
quality  of  education  through  all  the 
programs  we  provide." 

The  $2  increase  per  credit  hour 
will  become  effective  during  the  fall 
1999  quarter.  Even  though  the 
tuition  was  raised  Kolbet  stated  that 
the  college  will  still  be  short  of  cash 
in  the  future  due  to  the  rising  cost  of 
technology.

The  May  7,  issue  of  the  Courier 
reported  that  two  members  of  the 
Student  Concerns  and  Problem 
Solving  Committee  proposed  starting 
a  petition  to  remove  "The  Anarchist 
Cook  Book"  from  the  Library  of  the 
College.  It  is  refreshing  to  note  that 
the  Student  Senate  rejected  the 
motion.  Readers  may  be  interested  to 
learn  that  our  Library  does  not  own 
the  book. 

However,  the  WorldCat  electronic 
database,  which  is  available  in  the 
Library,  indicates  William  Powell's 
"The  Anarchist  Cook  Book"  was  first 
published  in  1971  with  reprints  in 
1979  and  1989.  The  book  is  part  of  the 
collection  of  a  number  of  local  public 
libraries. 

Several  prestigious  Illinois  univer¬ 
sity  libraries  shelve  the  book. 
Information  and  titles  that  may  be 
controversial  of  offensive  to  segments 
of  society  appear  in  all  library  collec¬ 
tions,  including  our  collection. 

The  role  of  libraries  in  providing 
free  and  unfettered  access  to  informa¬ 
tion  and  ideas  is  a  long  established 
responsibility  of  libraries  and  acade¬ 
mic  institutions  in  a  free  and  democ¬ 
ratic  society. 

Preserving  access  to  books  and 
other  forms  of  information,  and 
thereby  supporting  intellectual  free¬ 
dom,  is  a  core  purpose  of  all  libraries. 


The  horrible  tragedy  in  Littleton, 

Colorado,  has  heightened  national 
concern  relating  to  the  intersection  of 
violence,  the  media  and  the  Internet. 

Although  these  issues  loom  large 
in  our  society  and  merit  additional 
study,  we  don  not  solve  problems  by 
banning  or  denying  access  to  infor¬ 
mation.  We  hope  this  message  contin¬ 
ues  to  be  supported  in  our  communi¬ 
ty.  Banning  books  and  censorship 
own  no  place  in  a  free  society. 

Although  we  don  not  own  the 
book  in  question,  if  it  supported  the 
development  of  our  program  in 
response  to  the  College  mission  state¬ 
ment,  we  would  not  hesitate  to  con¬ 
sider  acquisition  of  the  book. 

I  believe  I  speak  for  the  entire 
library  staff  in  reaffirming  our  com¬ 
mitment  to  freedom  of  access  to 
books  and  information. 

I  am  heartened  by  the  strong  posi¬ 
tion  taken  by  student  government 
senate.  Student  Government 
Association  Vice  President  Vito 
Brancato,  and  advisor  Robb  Frank  in 
refusing  to  join  the  book  burners  and 
censors.  Bravo! 

The  responsible  and  courageous 
action  taken  by  the  Student 
Government  Association  on  this  mat¬ 
ter  adds  another  glorious  page  to  the 
dedication  of  College  of  DuPage  to 
the  finest  tenets  of  academic  freedom.

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Gene  Hallongren’s  departure  from  the  college  leaves  a  lasting  impression  on  his  three  decades  of  helping  the  college  become  what  it  is  today,  with  his  leader¬ 


ship,  dedication,  and  responsibility. 

Three  decades  of  memories

The  school  from  a  distance  looks 
like  a  highly  impressive,  modern 
structure,  filled  with  resources  and 
education  hungry  for  minds  to  delve 
into.  Gene  Hallongren  sees  something 
different,  for  he  was  here  at  its  most 
infant  stages. 

He  sees  an  amazing  institution,  for 
sure,  yet  his  eyes  see  the  growth,  the 
sweat  that  has  made  COD  what  it  is 
today. 

The  college  will  bid  this  vital 
member  of  the  COD  family  farewell 
with  Hallongren' s  retiring  on  June  30. 

After  30  years  with  the  college, 
seeing  it  grow  from  "8,000  feet"  to 
what  it  is  today,  Hallongren  will  leave 
COD  and  head  to  Devry  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Chicago  as  President  of 
the  institution. 

"In  a  sense  I'm  not  technically 
'retiring'  in  the  sense  of  working,  but 
leaving  the  college  for  brighter 
oppurtunity,"  says  Hallongren. 


COD'S  loss  is  great  in  Hallongren's 
departure,  his  position  title  is  rather 
lengthy  yet  highly  important:  the 
Associate  Vice  President  of 
Community  Education  and  Economic 
Development.  What  that  means  to 
our  ears  is  that  overall  he  oversees 
eight  administrators  of  the  major 
areas  of  the  institution  and  makes 
sure  that  they  are  on  track  with  the 
overall  plan  of  the  college. 

Hallongren's  decision  to  retire 
from  the  college  was  originally 
planned  for  the  next  year,  yet  the 
E)evry  offer  "came  up,  and  it  was 
something  I  could  not  refuse." 

"A  search  firm  called  me  and  gave 
me  information  and  asked  me  to  look 
at  the  position,"  says  Hallongren  on 
the  initial  stages  of  the  Devry  presi¬ 
dency,  "the  process  of  following 
through  and  sending  them  my 
resume." 

20  hours  of  interviews  with  their 
corporate  heads  and  faculty  followed 
and  eventually  the  job  was  offered  to 


COD's  own  Hallongren. 

So  what  will  Hallongren  bring  to 
Devry  that  he  had  learned  from  his 
three  decades  at  the  COD? 

"The  main  focus  I  had  here  was  to 
help  COD  continue  to  grow  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  centered  institution,"  recalls 
Hallongren.  "I  have  found  that 
Devry  is  very  much  a  student  cen¬ 
tered  institute  like  COD." 

It  is  this  focus  that  has  made  the 
college  soar  and  become  what  it  is 
today,  one  of  the  leaders  in  communi¬ 
ty  colleges  across  the  nation. 

"I  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  to 
enhance  the  student  centeredness  at 
Devry." 

Hallongren  has  been  in  six  differ¬ 
ent  positions  at  the  college  in  his  30 
years,  and  everyone  of  those  positions 
will  carry  Hallongren's  efforts  to  bet¬ 
ter  Devry  and  their  program. 

Devry  originally  pushed  for 
Hallongren  to  come  immediately  to 
their  institute  back  in  the  winter  quar¬ 
ter  ,  yet  Hallongren  persisted  to  stay 


at  COD  until  the  end  of  the  Spring 
Quarter. 

"The  college  was  very  good  to  me, 
and  it  has  provided  me  with  a  very 
enriching  experience,"  says 
Hallongren  of  his  reasonings  for  fin¬ 
ishing  out  the  Spring  Quarter. 

"Also  when  you  have  30  years  of

Meet  Kristen  Chipollini,  24,  he  fell  victim  to  her 
diabedis  two  years  ago  with  the  detatchment  of 
both  retinas. 

Surgery  soon  followed,  and  the  left  eye  was 
abled  to  be  saved  partially,  yet  the  right  had  to  be 
replaced  with  a  fake  eye. 

This  set-back  did  not  deter  the  young 
Chipollini,  who  is  now  graduating  this  Spring  from 
COD  with  a  3.72  GPA  and  a  major  field  of  study  in 
psychology. 

It  is  through  the  help  of  COD's  Special  Student 
Services  that  Chipollini  was  able  to  achieve  her 
short  term  goals. 

"It's  a  great  advantage  for  me,"  says  Chipollini, 
"the  equipment  they  have  here  I  could  never  afford 
myself." 

A  screen  reader  that  reads  the  information  to 
students  automatically  or  a  large  monitor  for  visual 
impaired  students  to  see,  all  of  these  aid  the  dis¬ 
abled  students  at  COD  into  achieving  their  goals 
and  with  proper  help.

"If  anyone  comes  in  and  they  need  accomida- 
tions  to  be  successful  in  class,  then  this  is  the  place 
where  they  need  to  come,"  says  Jackie  Rueland  of 
Special  Services,  who's  been  involved  for  12  1/2 
years  after  recieving  the  job  because  of  her  specialty 
in  deafness.

Marco  Benassi  remembers  sitting 
in  darkened  theaters  as  a  child  and 
thrilling  to  films  like  "The  Exorcist" 
and  "Jaws"  and  "The  Godfather,"  and 
he  remembers  the  profound  affect 
these  classic  movies  had  on  the  way 
he  viewed  things. 

It  was  this  same  love  of  cinema 
that  prompted  Benassi,  a  speech  pro¬ 
fessor  at  COD,  to  pursue  a  career  in 
film,  and  also  to  begin  a  film  class  at 
the  college  geared  towards  bringing 
out  that  same  sense  of  wonder  in  its 
students  that  he  had. 

Experiencing  Movie  Magic,  a  class 
that  began  in  the  spring  of  '97,  has 
been  offered  every  quarter  since,  and 
has  proven  wiidly  popular  with  stu¬ 
dents.  Benassi  developed  the 
course  with  the  intention  of  helping 
others  understand  the  basics  of  film- 
making. 

After  test  marketing  it  with  vari¬ 
ous  students  to  almost  unanimous 
approval,  the  course  began  in  earnest. 
Promotion  has  never  been  a  problem, 
as  the  class  has  been  a  "huge  hit  from 
the  beginning." 

Benassi,  who  has  been  finishing  up 
his  Masters  of  Fine  Arts  over  the  past 
few  years,  says  he  started  the  class 
because  he  wishes  "I  would've  taken 
it  before  I  went  to  film  school." 

When  a  groundswell  of  students 
began  to  register,  the  course  was  soon 
extended  into  another  section,  with 
fellow  speech  professor  Frank 
Tourangeau  at  the  helm.  Tourangeau, 
another  longtime  film  buff,  has 
learned  from  such  luminaries  as 
Roger  Ebert, 

The  class  combines  regular  atten¬ 
dance  of  films  at  local  cinemas  with 
video  exercises  constructed  to  bring 
out  the  students'  own  creativity,  and 
was  created  with  the  goal  of  provid¬ 
ing  a  "creative  outlet"  for  students  to 
use  film  and  video  for  personal 
expression. 

Film  has  been  a  lifelong  love  for 
Benassi,  who  calls  it  "the  most  com¬ 
plete  art  form."  He  points  out  that  it 
combines  other  techniques,  notably 
visual,  audio,  and  music  to  represent 
the  best  of  many  worlds. 

As  Movie  Magic  student  Lisa 
Foertsch  says,  Benassi  "knows  so 
much"  and  has  "a  passion  for  the 
craft  that's  easy  to  pick  up  on." 

Although  the  instructor  has  had 
extensive  experience  in  the  theater 
field,  Benassi  is  partial  to  film  because 
of  the  fact  that  it  represents  a  "direc¬ 
tor's  medium,"  providing  the  rare 
opportunity  to  "tell  a  story  from  one's 
own  point  of  view  and  affect  people." 

The  course  is  Benassi's  way  of  con¬ 
veying  this  to  his  students.  As  he 
says,  it's  important  for  students  to  use 
their  creativity  because  so  much  edu¬ 
cation  is  really  "regurgitation."  In  a 
world  of  students  "busy  filling 
requirements,"  many  gloss  over  art 
classes  because  they  fail  to  see  how 
they  "fit  into  their  degree  programs." 

Benassi  is  continually  astounded 
by  students  who  have  no  experience 
in  performing  or  writing,  yet  their 
film  projects  prove  to  be  astounding 
in  their  creativity. 

This  shows  him  that  much  of  their 
creative  spirit  has  been  repressed,  and 


indeed,  many  of  the  in-class  filmmak¬ 
ing  activities  have  proven  more  popu¬ 
lar  than  the  filmgoing  experiences. 

Still,  the  trips  are  also  a  valuable 
tool  in  helping  students  overcome 
"prejudices  and  stereotypes"  regard¬ 
ing  the  types  of  films  they  watch. 
Benassi  has  been  amazed  at  the 
amount  of  times  the  highest  rated 
films  in  classes  have  been  foreign  or 
documentary  films,  rather  than  "the 


big  Hollywood  blockbusters." 

A  trip  to  the  Music  Box  theater 
downtown,  a  course  staple,  exposes 
students  to  Chicago's  independent 
film  culture. 

The  course  is  capped  with  a 
screening  of  final  projects  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  that  Benassi  never  fails  to  find 
"inspiring."  For  the  would-be 
auteurs,  it  can  be  a  rewarding  experi¬ 
ence  to  have  others  react  to  their 


handiwork. 

Benassi  is  currently  in  the  midst  of 
finishing  up  his  thesis  film,  a  thirty 
minute  short  that  was  shot  last  year 
in  Italy.  He  hopes  to  have  it  ready  for 
competition  in  film  festivals  soon. 
While  work  proceeds  apace  on  his 
own  personal  project.  Experiencing 
Movie  Magic  will  continue  to  be 
offered  at  COD,  for  the  summer  quar- 
ter-and  beyond.

The  1930s  and  '40s  were  something 
of  a  golden  age  for  horror  movies  in 
general,  and  Universal  Pictures'  hor¬ 
ror  movies  in  particular.  With  light¬ 
ning  rapidity,  the  studio  pumped  out 
a  vast  coterie  of  unforgettable  mon¬ 
sters  ranging  from  Lugosi's  Dracula 
to  Chaney's  Wolf  Man  to  Karloff's 
Frankenstein  monster. 

Occupying  the  lower  tier  of 
Universal's  horror  boom  was  the 
Mummy.  Never  quite  as  overtly  terri¬ 
fying  as  his  creature  kin,  The 
Mummy  brought  to  life  by  Boris 
Karloff  in  the  1932  film  of  the  same 
name,  obviously  left  enough  of  an 
impression  on  director  Stephen 
Sommers  (the  underrated  "Deep 
Rising")  for  him  to  mount  a  stylish 
remake  cast  in  the  '90s  mold. 

Actually  it's  somewhat  of  a  mis¬ 
nomer  to  say  Universal's  new  version 
of  "The  Mummy"  is  cast  in  the  '90s 
mold,  since  it's  very  much  a  period 
piece  (set  as  it  is  in  the  1920s).  It's 
also  a  mistake  to  think  of  it  as  a 
remake,  as  it  can  more  accurately  be 
called  a  rethinking.  In  fact,  aside 
from  the  title  and  a  few  assorted  plot 
points,  "The  Mummy,"  scripted  and 
directed  by  Sommers,  owes  far  more 
to  Indiana  Jones  than  Boris  Karloff. 

In  these  self-aware  days  of 
"Scream"  and  its  ilk,  it's  doubtful  a 
revival  of  "The  Mummy"  could  have 
worked  any  other  way  As  it  stands, 
the  film  emerges  as  a  rousing  adven¬ 
ture  piece,  a  thrilling  romp  that  brings 
to  mind  "20,000  Leagues  Under  the 
Sea"  and  "King  Kong."  Brendan 
Fraser  stars  as  rock-'em-sock-'em  mer¬ 
cenary  Rick  O'Connell,  the  only  man 
who  knows  the  location  of 
Hamunaptra,  the  famed  Egyptian  city

of  the  dead.  An  expedition  to  the  city 
with  a  flighty  librarian  and  her  ne'er- 
do-well  brother  (Rachel  Weisz  and 
John  Hannah)  leads  them  to  the  tomb 
of  the  mummified  Imhotep  (Karloff  in 
the  original.  South  African  muscle¬ 
man  Arnold  Vosloo  in  this  version). 

As  in  any  movie  of  this  sort,  the 
inevitable  tampering  with  "forces 
man  was  never  meant  to  control" 
leads  to  the  waking  of  the  dead,  and 
soon  enough,  the  Mummy  is  back 
with  a  vengeance,  absorbing  the  bod¬ 
ies  of  others  and  reconstituting  his 
own. 

Naturally  it  falls  to  O’Connell  and 
company  to  halt  the  creature's 
advance  before  he  sets  in  motion  a 


plan  that  will  destroy  all  life  on  Earth. 
It's  mindless  stuff,  to  be  sure.  Most  of 
the  characters  hit  their  marks  like 
well-oiled  machines,  going  through 
the  motions  that  keep  the  story  chug¬ 
ging  right  along  and,  in  Fraser's  case, 
spouting  sardonic  one-liners  along 
the  way. 

It  works,  though.  From  the  pro¬ 
logue  in  Ancient  Egypt  detailing 
Imhotep's  treachery  against  the 
Pharaoh  that  led  to  his  mummifica¬ 
tion  right  on  through  to  the  effects- 
laden  finale  depicting  Fraser's 
O'Connell  facing  off,  sword  in  hand, 
against  an  army  of  skeletons  (shades 
of  "Jason  and  the  Argonauts"),  "The 
Mummy"  never  fails  to  engage. 


With  the  creature  unleashing 
plagues,  locusts,  and  scarabs  that  bur¬ 
row  into  people’s  skins,  it's  often 
chilling,  but  never  grisly,  and  never 
excessive.  Every  frame  bespeaks  a 
love  of  the  adventure  genre,  and  in 
many  ways  "The  Mummy"  is  a  valen¬ 
tine  to  all  the  Errol  Flynn  action  yarns 
of  old. 

I've  always  had  a  soft  spot  for 
period  adventure  films,  and  although 
"The  Mummy"  misses  the  high  mark 
achieved  by  last  summer's  "The  Mask 
of  Zorro,"  it  surely  surpasses  any 
number  of  recent  by-the-numbers 
creature  features  based  solely  on  its 
spirit  of  old  fashioned  heroics  and 
derring-do.  B+

"Bulworth" 

Starring  Warren  Beatty,  Halle 
Berry,  Oliver  Platt 

This  week's  video  pick  is 
Warren  Beatty's  "Bulworth,"  a 
political  satire  that  was  one  of  last 
year's  most  critically  acclaimed 
films. 

While  the  film  is  extremely 
entertaining,  you  just  wonder  how 
writer/director /actor  Beatty  let  the 
film  end  up  becoming  such  a  mess. 
Some  of  the  film  is  so  sloppily  put 
together  that  you  almost  feel  like 
that  they  let  the  film’s  mentally 
unstable  title  character  do  the  cut¬ 
ting  in  the  editing  room, 

Beatty  plays  Democratic  Senator 
jay  Bulworth,  who  at  his  time  of  re- 
election  Is  hit  with  a  crisis  of 
morals.  He’s  absolutely  disgusted 
with  himself,  for  selling  out  and 
giving  into  Conservative  values. 

After  several  days  without  food 


or  sleep,  Bulworth  hires  a  hitman 
to  kill  him  and  then  goes  on  the 
campaign  trail.  It  is  at  his  public 
appearances  that  Bulworth  sudden¬ 
ly  finds  himself  revitalized;  with 
nothing  else  to  live  for,  he  begins  to 
tell  the  politically  incorrect  truths, 
which  both  offend  and  please 
many. 

After  spending  a  night  in  an 
inner  city  dub,  Bulworth  also 
begins  to  rap  his  speeches,  only 
sending  his  right  hand  man 
Murphy  (a  brilliant  Oliver  Piatt) 
into  even  more  of  a  panic.  The  rest 
of  the  film  follows  Bulworth  to  the 
peliminaries  and  what  happens 
afterwards,  giving  us  a  fairly  sur¬ 
prising  ending,  which  may  satisfy 
some  and  infuriate  others.

It  is  probably  the  most  appro¬ 
priate  name  for  a  sporting  event 
in  terms  of  "statement  of  pur¬ 
pose."  The  Last  Chance.  "It  is  a 
meet  for  anyone  who  has  yet  to 
qualify  for  nationals,  pure  and 
simple,"  said  assistant  track 
coach  Stacey  Karwowski. 

This  years  'Last  Chance'  was 
held  at  Carthage,  Wisconsin  on 
May  12th.  The  Courier  sports 
department  will  have  complete 
coverage  of  the  results  in  the 
May  21st  edition. 

On  the  men's  team,  Ermel 
Manuel  hopes  to  qualify  in  the 
400  meters.  At  this  point 
Manuel  missed  qualification  by 
one  second,  running  the  400M  in 
53.7  seconds.  To  qualify  he  must 
clock  in  at  52.6.  "At  practice  I 
would  run  a  37  second  300 
meter.  To  qualify  I  have  to  finish 
it  in  52.6.  So  to  run  a  52  flat  with 
my  37  second  300  meter,  I  only 
got  15  seconds  on  the  last  100 
meters,  which  alot  of  these  peo¬ 
ple  can  run  in  10  seconds,"  said 
Manuel.  "That's  five  extra  sec¬ 
onds.  It's  a  mental  kick  with 
me.  Right  when  I  hit  the  300 
meter  mark,  I  start  to  die.  I  feel 
like  I'm  almost  walking,  that's 
how  slow  1  am  running  the  last 
100  meters." 

"I'm  confident  I  can  make  it. 
I'm  not  saying  I  will  but  I  know 
I  can.  I  have  to  get  the  mental 
game  going  in  my  direction," 
said  Manuel.

Tenured  business  Professor  John 
Beem  may  be  disbarred  for  official 
misconduct  and  failing  to  make  resti¬ 
tution  stemming  from  his  legal  han¬ 
dling  of  a  property  sale  during  the 
1993  divorce  of  a  client,  according  to  a 
Chicago  Sun-Tunes  report  Thursday. 

Beem  was  found  guilty  in  a  civil 
lawsuit  for  misappropriating 
$96,429.75  from  the  sale  of  a  clients 
property. 

Although  students  said  they  saw 
Beem  Thursday  at  COD,  he  apparent¬ 
ly  did  not  meet  his  11  a.m.  Business 
Law  class.  Several  faculty  and  staff 
said  they  knew  of  the  incident  by 
reading  Thursday's  Sun-Times. 

College  representatives  said  they 
could  not  make  any  decisions  about 
Beem's  continued  employment  or  any 
punitive  actions  until  the  Illinois 
Supreme  Court  decides  whether  Beem 
should  be  disbarred. 

In  a  news  release  issued 
Wednesday,  the  college  stated  that  it 
will  continue  to  conduct  an  internal 
review  of  the  charges  brought  against 
Beem  but  will  wait  to  make  any  final 
decisions  on  the  matter  until  there  is  a 
decision  on  the  state  level. 

English  Professor  Freyda  Libman 
said,  "In  my  experience  with  him  he 
has  always  been  very  forthright  and 
honest. 

"I'm  very  shocked  and  surprised. 
He  helped  me  with  some  legal  docu¬ 
ments  when  my  parents  were  very  ill. 
He  never  charged  me  anything." 

Beem  has  taught  at  the  college 
since  1979  as  a  professor  of  business 
law,  business  management  and  mar¬ 
keting. 

Beem  received  his  law  degree  from 
Northern  Illinois  University  College 
of  Law.  He  received  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  Illinois  Wesleyan 
University  and  he  received  a  MBA 
from  Illinois  State  University. 

According  to  the  faculty  contract 
section  DIO  (Tenure),  paragraph  B, 
'Not  withstanding  tenure,  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  may  be  either  sus¬ 
pended,  removed,  dismissed  or 
refused  appointment  renewal  in  cases 
of  incompetence,  cruelty,  negligence, 
immorality,  or  other  sufficient  cause 
whenever  the  Faculty  Member,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  President  and  the 
Board,  is  not  qualified  to  perform  the 
assigned  duties  and  whenever,  in 
their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the 
College  require  it. 

"In  such  cases,  the  Faculty  Member 
will  be  granted  a  hearing  on  causal 
dismissal  and  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  of  the  cause  for  the  action.... 


Handicap  students 
concerned  with 
lack  of  courtesy

Question: 

Do  you  think  the 
college  community 
is  mindful  of  the 
needs  of  handicap 
students? 


"Yes,  so  far  as  I  know." 


"I  haven't  seen  to  many  handicap  stu¬ 
dents  but  I  would  like  to  think  that 
students  are  helpful  and  considerate" 


Some  disabled  students 
who  are  wheelchair  bound 
are  disturbed  by  the  lack 
of  common  courtesy  they 
receive  from  some  non-dis¬ 
abled  students. 

The  disabled  students 
feel  that  they  are  mistreated 
by  some  of  the 
non-disabled  students, 
when  they  are  on  the  cam¬ 
pus.  They  have  difficulty 
moving  through  the  hall¬ 
ways  with  their  wheel¬ 
chairs  and  scooters. 

Sometimes  non-disabled 
students  block  the  halls  by 
grouping  together  which 
will  cause  wheelchairs  to  be 
unable  to  move  through 
them. 

These  disabled  individ¬ 
uals  feel  that  they  should 
receive  mutual  respect 
from  other  students.  Rosa 
Lee,  a  data  entry  program¬ 
ming  major  from  Carol 
Streams  said,  "Sometimes 
non-disabled  students  dis¬ 
criminate  against  wheel¬ 
chair  bound  students.  They 
will  not  move  out  of  the 
way  even  if  we  say  excuse 
me." 

"Most  students  are  not 
aware  when  someone 
needs  to  pass  through  the 
halls.  They  are  consumed 
with  their  activities  instead 
of  watching  out  for  other

people.  Therefore  students 
are  not  trying  to  discrimi¬ 
nate  against  people  in 
wheelchairs.  Some  students 
are  not  aware  of  what  sur¬ 
rounds  them,"  said 
Jacqueline  Reuland, 
Coordinator  of  Special 
Student  Services. 

Lee  feels  that  most  non¬ 
disabled  students  are  igno¬ 
rant  when  it  comes 
to  people  with  physical  dis¬ 
abilities,  therefore  this  may 
cause  people  to  use  handi¬ 
capped  equipment  uncon¬ 
sciously. 

"The  rest-rooms  are 
filled  with  women  who 
use  the  handicapped  stalls 
while  disabled  women  are

In  accordance  with  the 
colleges  month  long  sympo¬ 
sium  entitled,  "Faces  of 
Oppression,"  five  ESL 
(English  as  a  Second 
Language)  students,  spoke  at 
a  workshop  entitled,  "The 
Fractured  American  Dream," 
in  which  they  discussed  their 
negative  and  positive  experi¬ 
ences  while  living  in 
America. 

The  five  speakers  were 
Ezra  Nieto  (19)  from 
Venezuela,  Mario  Flenao  (21) 
from  Columbia,  Maria  Roa 
(36)  from  the  Dominican 
Republic,  Halina  Zielinska 
from  Poland  and  Teferra 
Molla  Fenta  from  Ethiopia. 

Throughout  the  discussion 
feelings  were  mixed  on 
whether  or  not  the  students 
had  enjoyable  experiences 
while  living  in  America. 

The  most  positive  of  the 
group  was  Nieto  who 
expressed  that  his  time  in 
America  has  been  "great." 

Nieto  said  that  one  of  the 
best  things  about  America  is 
that  people  here  have  so 
many  different  opportunities. 
"If  I  want,  I  can  get  a  job  at 
McDonalds,  buy  a  car  and 
move  into  an  apartment.  You 
don't  have  those  type  of 
opportunities  in  Venezuela." 

"I'm  open  minded.  When 
I  first  came  here  (America)  I 
wanted  to  adapt  as  best  as  I 
could,"  said  Nieto.  He  does¬ 
n't  believe  that  when  people 
come  here  they  should  expect 
America  to  change  for  them 
he  thinks  they  should  adapt 
to  America. 

One  of  the  panel  members 
expressed  that  she  tried  fit¬ 


ting  in  with  American  society 
but  that  she  had  problems 
doing  so. 

Roa  said,  "I  can't  feel  the 
soul  in  people  here.  I  opened 
my  heart  and  my  mind  but  I 
don't  feel  like  I  fit  in  society." 
She  continued  by  saying, 
"When  you  are  here  you 
can't  get  close  to  people.  We 
are  really  warm  in  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  I 
feel  like  a  part  of  me  is  dying, 
but  you  can't  see  that  from 
my  outside." 

This  seemed  to  be  the 
shared  sentiment  by  all  of  the 
panel.  Fenta  expressed  to  the 
crowd  his  amazement  at  the 
fact  that  people  lock  their 
doors  even  when  they  are 
home.  Zielinska  and  Roa  also 
spoke  that  they  couldn't 
believe  people  have  to  make 
time  to  talk  or  chat  with 
friends. 

Roa  said,  "In  my  country 
we  cook  dinner  for  one  extra 
always,  just  in  case  anyone 
stops  by  unexpectedly." 

There  was  also  much  talk 
about  the  experiences  some 
of  the  panel  members  had 
while  working  in  America's 
work  force. 

Fenta  told  the  audience  of 
the  difficulties  he  had  when 
he  first  came  to  this  country 
and  was  trying  to  get  an 
apartment  as  well  as  a  job. 

"When  I  came  here 
(America)  I  came  with  money 
but  no  place  to  live."  Fenta 
went  to  an  apartment  com¬ 
plex  and  was  turned  away 
because  he  didn't  have  a  job. 
"The  women  told  me  that  the 
money  I  had  could  have  been 
from  drugs.  I  didn't  even 
know  about  drugs." 

This  forced  Fenta  to  go 
out  and  get  a  job  even 


though  he  had  five  thousand 
dollars  which  he  brought 
with  him  from  Ethiopia. 

"It  took  me  six  months  to 
get  a  job.  When  I  finally  got  a 
job  it  was  working  with 
boxes.  I  went  from  a  broker 
in  Africa  to  a  box  boy  in 
America." 

Zielinska  told  the  audi¬ 
ence  about  her  experiences 
with  trying  to  get  a  job  in  this 
country.  Her  story  starts  out  a 
little  different  then  most 
because  when  she  first  came 
from  Poland  she  believed  she 
would  only  be  here  tem¬ 
porarily. 

Zielinska  said  that  while 
she  stayed  in  this  country  for 
the  first  three  years  all  her 
family  did  was  travel  and 


have  fun.  She  said  she  really 
did  not  have  a  desire  to  start 
a  job  here  because  she  a  job 
already  waiting  for  her  back 
in  Poland. 

After  the  three  years  her 
family  went  back  to  Poland. 
When  she  arrived  it  was  in 
the  early  1990's  and  her 
country  was  in  political  tur¬ 
moil. 

Her  family  decided  to 
move  back  to  America.  Once 
here,  Zielinska  wanted  to  try 
and  continue  the  teaching 
career  she  had  in  Poland. 
Zielinska  found  it  extremely 
difficult  to  get  a  teachers  cer¬ 
tificate. 

It  took  many  hours  of  fig¬ 
uring  out  how  to  get  through 
all  the  red-tape  just  to  gain 


the  teaching  certificate. 

Zielinska  expressed  that 
from  the  experience  she  got 
an  understanding  of  the 
bureaucracy  which  runs 
much  of  the  country. 

"Getting  a  teaching  job  was  a 
wonderful  embarrassing 
problem,"  said  Zielinska. 

Many  of  the  panel  mem¬ 
bers  also  expressed  the  diffi¬ 
culties  they  had  with  lan¬ 
guage  when  they  first  came 
here. 

Roa  recalls  being  made 
fun  of  by  the  people  she 
worked  with  and  she  also 
recalled  getting  locked  in  a 
refrigerator. 

Zielinska  said  that  one  of

the  misconceptions  that  Americans 
have  is  that  all  people  speak  an 
American  dialect  of  English.  Zielinska 
explained  that  in  many  parts  of 
Europe  a  British  style  of  English  is 
taught. 

Before  the  conclusion  of  the  work¬ 
shop  a  question  was  posed  to  the 
panel  that  if  they  could  turn  back  time 
would  they  come  to  America  again. 
Surprisingly  three  out  of  the  five  panel 
members  said  they  would  not  have 
come  to  America  if  they  knew  then 
what  they  no  know. 

After  the  workshop  the  Courier  was 
able  to  speak  with  Sadie  Flucas, 
Associate  Dean  of  Community 
Education-Naperville  Center,  on  the 
importance  of  having  workshops  on 
this  topic. 

"The  concerns  of  diversity  really 
have  issues  which  deal  in  oppression. 
We  try  to  get  people  to  talk  about  it 
and  find  out  what  people  need  to  help 
solve  some  of  the  problems."  Flucas 
continued,  "These  workshops  deepen 
our  understanding  of  each  other. 

When  we  can  gain  a  greater  under¬ 
standing  then  we  can  gain  mutual 
respect  for  each  other." 

The  "Faces  of  Oppression"  sympo¬ 
sium  will  continue  throughout  the  rest 
of  May  and  into  the  month  of  June 
with  "Urban  Female  Prostitution  in 
Nigeria"  held  on  Thursday,  May  27, 
Poetry  Reading:  "Voices  of  Oppression 
in  Poetry"  held  on  Tuesday,  June  1, 
"Experiences  of  a  Black  Female 
Russian"  held  on  Thursday,  June  17 
and  "Busting  the  Stereotypes  of 
Aging"  held  on  Wednesday,  June  30.

while  disabled  women  are  waiting  in 
line  to  use  it."  according  to  Lee. 

Lieutenant  Michael  Alsup  of  Public 
Safety  said,  "There  is  no  law  against 
people  using  handicapped  stalls.  It  is 
a  issue  of  common  courtesy  among 
students." 

Reuland  said,  "all  of  the  handi¬ 
capped  stalls  on  each  floor  have  been 
recently  remodeled  and  they  are 
wider  now.  Students  are  welcome  to 
use  the  rest-room  in  the  Health 
Center,  if  the  other  rest-rooms  are 
occupied." 

Some  students  agree  that  other 
students  are  very  inconsiderate  of 
people  who  are  in  wheelchairs.  Vickey 
Wiley,  an  undeclared  major  who  is 
wheelchair  bound  stated,  "Some  stu¬ 
dents  pass  by  when  we  need  assis¬ 
tance.  They  will  not  open  doors  or 
commit  to  anything  in  that  nature." 

In  other  words,  most  students  feel 
uncomfortable  around  people  in 
wheelchairs  because  they  are  not  edu¬ 
cated  about  individuals  who  have 
disabilities. 

The  Psi  Sigma  Chi  club  is  a  club 
that  helps  the  students  who  are  dis¬ 
abled  to  cope  with  issues  that  concern 
their  disabilities.  Kendra  Aulich, 
President  of  the  Psi  Sigma  Chi  club 
said,  "Disabled  students  in  wheel¬ 
chairs  want  to  be  acknowledged  for 
the  people  they  are  and  not  for  their 
disabilities.  We  are  as  normal  as  other 
students,  therefore  we  should  be  treat¬ 
ed  equally." 

Aulich  feels  that  students  who 
stand  in  the  way  of  wheelchairs  are 
very  uneducated  towards  people  with 
disabilities.  Some  non-disabled  stu¬ 
dents  should  consider  other  people's 
feelings  or  handicaps  when  they  block 
the  hall  or  use  things  that  are  for  dis¬ 
abled  people. 

Reuland  feels  that  some  students 
are  not  aware  of  people  in  wheel¬ 
chairs,  therefore,  they  do  not  know  to 
move  to  the  side  when  wheelchairs 
are  approaching  them.  She  also  feels 
that  it  is  a  lack  of  common  courtesy 
among  the  whole  student  body.  This 
indicates  that  it  does  not  offend  just 
the  disabled  population  it  hinders 
everyone  else  too.

Dear  Editor, 

I'm  writing  this  letter  as  a 
response  to  Mr.  Mohammed  R.

Masood  wrote  his  letter  to  express  his 
concern  on  the  survey  results  of  the 
Kosovo  crisis  that  was  published  in 
the  May  7,  Courier  issue. 

Clearly,.  Had  anyone  known  about 
the  consequences  of  the  Holocaust 
millions  of  lives  would  have  been 
saved.  However,  if  you  can  go  back 
into  time  just  a  little  bit  further,  had 
the  Versailles  treaty  not  taken  away 
the  wealth  and  dignity  of  the 
Germans  and  had  the  West  taken 
more  concrete  action  against  the 
Japanese  invasion  of  Manchuria  in 
1931,  World  War  II  would  have  never 
taken  place. 

Nonetheless,  I  personally  don't 
think  that  anyone  at  the  time  had 
enough  information  to  predict  the 
future.  Granted,  they  might  have 
parts  and  pieces  of  the  puzzle,  but 
not  enough  to  see  what  was  going  to 
happen. 

Someone  had  to  know  that  Hitler 
was  watching  the  response  from  the 
League  of  Nations  on  the  Japanese 
invasion  in  China  and  someone  had 
to  know  about  German  troops  being 


trained  on  Russian  grounds  even 
though  they  weren't  supposed  to. 

Likewise,  before  the  NATO 
airstrike,  although  the  Serbs  were 
already  killing  and  oppressing  the 
Ethnic  Albanians,  but  that  wasn't 
even  close  to  the  scale  that  they  are 
using  today.  Had  we  knew  that  our 
airstrike  is  going  to  send  thousands 
of  families  to  the  refugee  camps, 
would  we  have  chosen  some  other 
alternatives? 

I  believe  that  we,  at  least  the  most 
of  us,  Americans,  have  not  been  very 
well  informed  about  the  crisis. 

Notice  how  our  news  agencies, 
being  our  main  source  of  information 
about  the  crisis,  only  have  access  to 
make  reports  in  the  refugee  camps. 
Thus,  our  reporters  often  give  reports 
that  side  with  the  refugees. 

However,  that  is  not  to  say  that 
the  Serbs  are  innocent,  for  that  it  is 
them  who  slammed  the  door  on  our 
reporters  and  thus  they  have  forfeited 
their  chance  to  let  us,  people  of  the 
free  world,  to  hear  their  side  of  the 
story. 

For  the  most  of  us,  especially  the 
folks  here  at  COD,  we  live  a  rather 
luxurious  life  in  comparison  to  those 
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who  are  suffering  in  this  crisis.  While 
you  are  reading  this  article  with  your 
legs  kicked  up  on  another  chair,  some 
Ethnic  Albanians  are  running  and 
dodging  bullets  in  between  the  hills 
of  the  Balkans. 

They  are  crawling  under  the 
barbed  wire  to  seek  for  their  family 
and  freedom.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
NATO  bombs  are  cutting  down  Serb 
soldiers,  many  of  them  are  in  their 
early  twenties,  just  like  many  of  us 
here  at  COD. 

To  their  knowledge,  with  the 
pieces  of  the  puzzle  that  they  are 
holding,  they  believe  they  are  fight¬ 
ing  for  the  right  cause  because  the 
land  used  to  belong  to  them  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years  ago. 

Thus,  I  believe,  the  least  that  we 
can  do,  besides  pointing  fingers  and 
shaking  heads,  is  that  we  should  edu¬ 
cate  ourselves  and  become  more 
aware  of  the  crisis  in  depth. 

Moreover,  instead  of  bombs,  if  we 
can  let  everyone,  Serbs  and  non- 
Serbs,  realize  that  it  doesn't  matter 
whether  they  are  civilians  or  soldiers, 
Muslims  or  Christians,  but  what's 
important  is  that  they  are  human, 
they  were  all  once  a  child,  brought  up 
and  nurtured  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  each  of  them  had  ups  and 
downs  in  life,  each  of  them  has  a 
story  to  tell.  If  we  can  Accomplish 
this,  we  can  stop  the  history  from 
repeating  itself  again.

Dear  Editor, 

It's  funny  how  a  few  words  can 
hurt,  can  bring  back  old  hurts  and 
still  wound  again  even  after  you 
would  think  you'd  be  long  past  any 
vulnerabilities. 

The  May  14, 1999  Courier  carried 
a  feature  on  Kristen  Cipollini  in 
which  Features  Editor,  Tim  Yandel 
used  the  term  "fake  eye." 

The  correct  and  preferred  term  is 
"prosthesis"  or  even  the  more  mun¬ 
dane  term  of  "artificial  eye." 

When  I  read  "fake  eye"  it  was  like 
a  kick  in  the  gut.  You  have  no  idea 
the  power  of  words  to  hurt  unless 
you  have  had  them  hurled  at  you  as 
taunts. 

On  the  first  day  of  first  grade, 
other  kids  followed  me  around  dur¬ 
ing  recess  asking  probing  questions. 
"How  come  you  have  a  fake  eye?"  "Is 
it  glass?"  (Artificial  eyes  are  almost 
always  plastic-then  and  now.)  "Are 
you  cross-eyed  ?"  (Prosthetic  eyes 
weren't  well-fitted  or  look  'normal' 
back  in  the  '50's  and  '60's.) 

"How  did  you  'lose'  your  eye?"  (I 
didn't  mislay  it;  I  had  a  brain  tumor 
on  the  optic  nerve  that  was  removed 
when  I  was  three.)  "Take  it  out  and 
show  us  what's  behind  your  fake 
eye."  Or,  my  personal  all-time 
favorite  taunt,  "You're  a  one-eyed 
witch.  Fake  eye!  Fake  eye!" 

On  the  first  day  of  first  grade, 

Mrs.  Eason  said,  "Sharon,  you  sit 
over  there  in  the  corner  with  Beth 
and  Simon."  (Beth  had  epilepsy  and 
experienced  frequent  episodes  of 
seizures.  Simon  had  one  of  his  arms 
missing  from  the  elbow  down.) 

Whether  the  message  was  meant 
for  us  or  for  the  'normal'  (??)  children 
doesn't  matter.  The  message  was  that 
being  different  gets  you  targeted. 

And  haven't  we  heard  lately  about 
the  consequences  of  marginalizing 
students? 

While  I  was  not  beaten  down  by 
my  experiences,  certainly  1  wished 
other  people  could  know  even  for  a 
moment  what  it's  like  to  be  blind, 
even  if  'just'  in  one  eye.  So  bear  with 
me  and  do  this  little  exercise.  Put  one 
hand  behind  you  back.  Now  take  the 
other  hand  and  cover  one  eye. 
Imagine  you  have  an  eye  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  your  hand  that's  behind  your 
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back. 

Try  to  look  through  it.  THAT's 
what  it's  like  to  be  completely  blind 
(in  one  eye).  With  monocular  vision, 
you  lose  about  one  third  of  your 
range  of  vision.  You  do  not  have  3- 
dimensional  vision  at  all. 

Try  playing  tennis  or  badminton 
with  one  eye  closed!  Stairs  are  like 
land  mines;  without  3-D  you  might 
think  you're  at  the  bottom,  misstep 
and  take  a  nasty  fall.  I  count  the  steps 
and  try  to  memorize  them  in  the 
places  I  frequent  often.  Parallel  park¬ 
ing  is  a  #@$*#.  And  1  cannot  do  aeri¬ 
al-photo  interpretation  or  get  a  pilot's 
license,  since  those  require  3-D  vision. 
Not  a  loss,  trust  me! 

On  the  technical  side.. .The  process 
of  making  an  artificial  eye  is  time- 
consuming  and  fascinating  art.  The 
person  who  makes  prosthetic  eyes  is 
an  'oculist'.  I  still  go  to  Mager  & 
Gougelman  in  St.  Louis,  where  they 
have  been  making  eyes  for  me  since  I 
was  14.  It  takes  an  entire  day  of 
meticulous  fitting;  matching  the 
color  of  the  eye  perfectly,  even  in  the 
size  of  the  pupils  and  the  yellows, 
reds,  purples  and  greens  found  in  the 
whites  of  the  eye;  getting  the  shape 
perfect  so  that  the  spot  where  light 
reflects  off  the  eye  matches  the  real 
eye;  making  sure  the  eye  feels  com¬ 
fortable;  making  the  eye  appear  so 
real  that  many  people  never  realize  it 
is  an  human-made  artifact. 

Today's  prosthetics  are  art-master¬ 
pieces  and  cost  about  $1200.  They 
need  replacing  every  year  during 
childhood  and  about  every  seven 
years  for  adults.  Since  the  eye  has  no 
living  tissue,  tears  rapidly  evaporate 
from  the  surface,  creating  a  source  of 
irritation  on  the  inside  of  the  eyelids. 
Most  patients  use  artificial  tears  to 
help  the  dryness.  Loose  eyelashes 
behind  the  prosthesis  feel  like  boul¬ 
ders  and  cause  excruciating  pain  and 
must  be  removed  immediately,  pri¬ 
vately  and  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Most  people  can't  tell  which  eye  it 
is,  or  even  notice  anything  different 
besides  what  they  may  think  is  a 
'lazy  eyelid'.  It's  a  reality  you  live 
with.  For  me,  being  visually  impaired 
isn't  a  handicap,  though  it  can  be 
annoying. 

My  mom  taught  me  that  all  of  us 
have  something  about  us  that  serves 
as  a  handicap.  For  some,  it's  their 
personality!  If  an  artificial  eye  is  a 
'fake  eye',  than  a  personality  deficien¬ 
cy,  is  ...?  I'd  rather  have  the  'fake' — er, 
artificial  eye. 

The  power  of  words  is  enormous. 
Sometimes  they  quite  unexpectedly 
bring  back  memories  better  left  in  the 
past,  even  when  those  incidences 
helped  shaped  us  into  the  empathetic 
people  we  are  today.  Nothing  about 
me  is  'fake' — tho'  I  do  plead  guilty  to 
some  artistic  meddling  with  nature 
(hair  color!)  Does  that  count  ?

1  just  needed  a  place  that 
would  give  me  the  opportunity  to 
build  confidence  and  get  some  pre¬ 


dental  requirements  fulfilled. 

I  consulted  with  many  dental  aca¬ 
demic  advisors  as  to  what  I  needed  to 
do.  1  still  needed  several  science 
requirements  to  complete  my  pre-req¬ 
uisites  for  dental  school.  I  looked  at 
several  four-year  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  throughout  the  area.  I  attended 
a  Big  10  university  for  my  undergrad¬ 
uate  degree. 

Back  then  I  took  several  pre-med 
science  courses  and  was  not 
impressed  by  their  way  of  teaching. 
Many  of  the  instructors  seemed  to 
place  research  as  their  top  priority 
and  teaching  students  was  secondary. 

This  experience  led  me  to  believe 
that  most  schools  may  have  this  same 
philosophy.  After  attending  the 
College  of  DuPage  I  now  have  a  dif¬ 
ferent  outlook. 

Initially  attending  a  2-year  com¬ 
munity  college  concerned  me.  How 
would  a  dental  school  look  at  a  junior 
college?  But  it  was  evident  that  1 
made  the  right  choice.  Not  only  was  I 
able  to  fulfill  all  my  pre-dental 
requirements  at  COD,  but  it  changed 
my  outlook  of  education.

This 
environment  coupled  with  a  wonder¬ 
ful  facility  allowed  me  to  appreciate 
my  education  and  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  pursue  my  new  career. 

I  was  accepted  to  dental  school 
and  after  four  years  of  intense  cur¬ 
riculum  and  training  I  am  now  a  den¬ 
tist.  I  felt  compelled  to  write  to  thank 
the  College  of  DuPage  for  giving  me 
the  start  I  needed,  and  also  to  remind 
students,  whether  they  have  a  similar 
situation  as  mine,  just  out  of  high 
school,  or  just  taking  courses  for  fun, 
that  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  is  a 
virtue. 

Your  education  is  one  thing  that 
no  one  can  take  away  from  you.  The 
College  of  DuPage  is  a  great  institu¬ 
tion  of  learning,  and  I  was  privileged 
and  honored  to  say  it  was  part  of  my 
life.

According  to  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention, 

AIDS  is  the  leading  cause  of  death 
among  African-Americans  and  the 
American  people  need  the  media  to 
pass  along  this  fact  in  order  to  rectify 
the  problem,  at  lest  to  some  extent. 

AIDS,  once  associated  with  the 
homosexual  Caucasian  male  commu¬ 
nity  in  America,  is  now  making  its 
home  in  the  African-American  com¬ 
munity.  Although  African-Americans 
comprise  only  12  percent  of  the  popu¬ 
lation,  they  make  up  57  percent  of  the 
AIDS  cases  here  in  America.  And  the 
numbers  and  increasing  rapidly. 

According  to  recent  studies  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Harvard  AIDS 
Institute,  one  in  33  African-American 
males  are  HIV  positive.  Some 
observers  cite  institutionalized  racism 
as  the  reason  why. 

Research  suggests  that  one  in  four 
black  males  will  spend  all  or  part  of 
their  lives  in  prison,  where  AIDS  is 
seven  times  greater  than  that  of  the 
outside  population.

The  vast  majority  of  African- 
American  prisoners  living  with 
HIV /AIDS  survive  their  prison 
terms,  carrying  the  infectious  disease 
back  to  the  outside  world  and,  tragi¬ 
cally,  passing  it  along  via  promiscu¬ 
ous  heterosexual  intercourse,  homo¬ 
sexual  intercourse  and  by  injecting 
drugs. 

Certainly  this  problem  is  serious 
enough  to  deserve  the  attention  of  all 
Americans.  Cooperation  form  the 
media,  your  newspapers  included,  is 
absolutely  essential  in  this  regard.

Today’s  problems,  tomorrow’s  tragedy

Inside  a  stark  plastic  barrel  outside  the  main 
cafeteria  lies  what  we  may  think  as  trash  or  rub¬ 
bish,  but  through  these  unwanted  and  unused 
items  a  child's  parent-less  life  will  be  brightened. 

These  toys,  clothes,  school  supplies  and  other 
donations  will  be  shipped  to  the  orphans  of 
Zimbabwe  to  give  them  better  opportunities  in  the 
future  courtesy  of  the  Endowment  for  Future 
Generations  (EFG)  and  the  Health  Committee. 

Through  Maureen  Dunne,  COD  1995 
Outstanding  Student  Graduate  Award  and  the  first 
COD  student  to  receive  1999  Rhodes  Scholarship 
to  Oxford  University,  and  her  time  spent  in  three 
orphanages  in  Zimbabwe  that  the  EFG's  donation 
efforts  have  been  carried  forth. 

What  Dunne  saw  was  the  way  of  life  in 
Zimbabwe,  and  it  was  exactly  that  that  prompted 
her  to  take  action  and  educate  the  EFG  about  what 
was  happening  overseas  in  Zimbabwe. 

Overwhelmed  with  the  disparities  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  orphans,  EFG  member  and  COD  student 
Melissa  Jorgensen  carried  forth  the  decision  to 
have  a  program  to  help  the  orphans  of  Zimbabwe. 

The  orphanage  problem  in  Zimbabwe  stems 
from  the  vast  infection  of  AIDS  throughout  the 
country.  Fifty  percent  of  adults  in  Zimbabwe  are 
diagnosed  with  AIDS,  and  in  some  places  through 
Dunne's  research  more  than  eighty  percent  of 
adults  had  contracted  AIDS. 

According  to  Duane,  in  some  towns  a  van 
would  pull  up  to  swarms  of  people  and  sell  them 
coffins  for  their  dead  or  their  sick. 

"That's  just  an  idea  of  the  tragedy  that's  going 
on  over  there,"  says  Professor  Richard  Voss,  super¬ 
visor  of  the  Endowment. 

According  to  Voss,  the  Endowments  role  in  the 
Zimbabwe  crisis  is  a  perfect  fit  for  their  entire 
focus  and  cause. 

The  endowments  hope  is  to  create  a  gift  that 
will  grow  larger  and  more  meaningful  with  each 
generation  that  receives  that  gift. 

This  gift  is  created  through  money  from  dona¬ 
tions  that  are  pooled  together  and  invested  for  25 
years.  Ten  percent  of  the  accumulated  total  is  then 


spent  to  address  current  "critical  challenges"  fac¬ 
ing  society  like  the  Zimbabwe  program,  the 
remaining  90  percent  is  kept  in  the  endowment  for 
future  generations. 

To  be  a  part  of  EFG,  members  must  pay  $15 
which  are  put  into  the  endowment.  Over  a  period 
of  time  that  $15  grows  for  the  future  generations  to 
deal  with  problems  that  they  are  faced. 

"For  example,  for  every  $15  donation  made  by 
members  in  200  years  time  that  $15  turns  into  over 
a  half  a  million  dollars  after  inflation  adjustment," 
says  Voss,  "it's  such  a  big  impact  from  such  a 
small  sacrifice." 

There  are  three  main  goals  EFG  focuses  on 


helping: 

1)  Sound  mental  &  physical  health 

2)  Peace  within  and  among  nations 

3)  Healthy  global  Ecosystem 

Their  cause  can  clearly  be  seen  through  their 
current  programs  helping  the  orphans  in 
Zimbabwe  and  the  Long-Horn  Beetle  problem  that 
destroyed  many  trees  in  the  Chicago  area. 

Building  a  better  tomorrow  is  a  hard  task,  yet  a 
task  that  must  be  addressed,  the  Endowment  is 
addressing  that  and  the  problems  presently.

When  the  word  'wellness'  is  spoken 
most  would  think  of  physical  health 
and  fitness,  yet  this  past  week's 
employee  Wellness  Week  empha¬ 
sized  that  'wellness'  is  much  more.

It  was  in  this  session  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  Healthy  DuPage  was  dis¬ 
cussed  as  making  a  good  communi¬ 
ty  better. 

Healthy  DuPage  is  a  grassroots, 
regional-planning  initiative  that  has 
the  goal  of  enhancing  the  health  and 
well-being  of  people  in  DuPage 
County. 

COD's  role  is  mostly  "education¬ 
al,  with  the  Arts  Center,  PE  center 
and  the  library  all  feeding  into  that," 
says  Executive  Director  of  Healthy 
DuPage  Donell  Bullock. 

CODs  role  is  also  of  creating  a 
coordinating  council  to  convene  the 
300  individuals  and  organizations 
who  have  a  stake  in  improving  the 
quality  of  life  in  DuPage  that  are 
coming  together  to  consider  DuPage 
County's  unfinished  agenda. 

"I  see  the  college  as  the  players 
on  a  very  significant  team,"  says  col¬ 
lege  president  Mike  Murphy. 

Funding  for  the  program  has 
come  from  seven  local  hospitals  that 
silently  help  the  cause  because  of  the 
potential  confusion  that  the  program 
is  just  about  health  and  fitness. 

The  initiative  of  the  program  will 
seek  to  link  the  community's  assets 
with  the  community's  future  visions. 

"I  think  it  can  do  great  things  for 
a  great  community,"  says  Murphy.

Is  ‘Phantom’  worth  the  wait? 


This  much  is  certain;  "Star  Wars: 
Episode  1-The  Phantom  Menace"  is  a 
visual  feast.  One  has  to  admire  the 
sheer  volume  of  fantastic  elements  in 
writer/ director  George  Lucas'  vision. 
What's  surprising  and  even  disap¬ 
pointing  is  how  routine  and,  yes,  dull 
it  all  seems. 

"Phantom  Menace"  lacks  much  of 
the  necessary  emotional  investment 
that  made  the  original  "Star  Wars" 
and  its  sequels  such  cultural  touch¬ 
stones. 

Despite  the  fact  that  we're  present¬ 
ed  with  a  cadre  of  supremely  talented 
actors  to  carry  the  story  along,  they're 
given  little  else  to  do  than  stand  in 
front  of  Lucas'  carefully  conceived 
computer  landscapes,  with  cutesy 
'droids  and  creatures  twittering  and 
fluttering  about. 

Obviously  the  original  trilogy  has 
a  two  decade  head  start  on  the  pre¬ 
quel  (and  its  two  planned  follow-ups) 
giving  us  plenty  of  time  to  gain  an 
almost  familial  attachment  to  Luke 
Skywalker,  Han  Solo,  and  company. 

With  this  in  mind,  it  seems  for¬ 
givable  that  the  new  Star  Warriors, 
led  by  Liam  Neeson  as  Jedi  Knight 
Qui-Gon  Jinn,  and  Ewan  MacGregor 
as  the  young  Obi-Wan  Kenobi,  take  a 
bit  of  getting  used  to. 

That  job  isn't  made  any  easier 
the  unnecessary  addition  of  a  Gungan 
named  Jar  Jar  Binks.  Yes,  the  horror 
stories  are  true.  If  Jar  Jar  does  any¬ 
thing  for  the  film  other  than  being 
annoying  and  detracting  from  other¬ 
wise  serious  situations,  it's  lost  on  me. 
Chewbacca,  he's  not. 

Our  familiarity  with  the  "Star 
Wars"  universe  ends  up  being  both 
benefit  and  debit.  While  the  original 
"Star  Wars"  (a.k.a.  "A  New  Hope") 
offered  a  fairly  straightforward  story¬ 
line  about  "a  time  of  galactic  civil 
war,"  we're  now  given  a  lengthy  and 
complicated  opening  crawl  filling  us 
in  on  the  machinations  of  a  Trade 
Federation  and  its  embargo  against 
the  peaceful  world  of  Naboo,  home  of 
the  beautiful  Queen  Amidala  (the 
equally  beautiful  Natalie  Portman). 
One  has  to  wonder  why,  even  in 
"Episode  1,"  we're  made  to  feel  like 
we're  walking  into  the  middle  of  a 
story  that's  already  in  progress. 

A  good  bit  of  the  film  is  spent 
expanding  on  the  Jedi  mythology  of 
the  first  (second?)  trilogy,  first  with 
the  teacher-mentor  relationship 
between  Qui-Gon  and  Obi-Wan  (the 
elder  Jedi's  "Padewan"  learner),  and 
later  with  the  introduction  of  Anakin 
Skywalker  (10-year  old  Jake  Lloyd). 

As  any  good  "Star  Wars"  geek 
worth  his  salt  is  well  aware,  Anakin's 
eventual  fate  will  lead  him  to  become 
the  galaxy's  number  one  baddie, 
Darth  Vader. 

There's  little  of  that  malevolent 
future  to  be  seen  in  Lloyd's  "gee 
whiz"  performance.  Indeed,  aside 
from  the  hushed  warnings  of  the  Jedi 
Council  (led  by  Samuel  L.  Jackson 
and  a  more-spry  Yoda)  and  Obi-Wan 
that  "the  boy  is  dangerous,"  no  hints 


are  offered  as  to  where  he's  destined 
to  end  up. 

Without  the  black-masked  menace 
of  Vader  for  the  film  (and  merchan¬ 
disers)  to  fall  back  on,  "Phantom 
Menace"  turns  instead  to  Darth  Maul 
(Ray  Park).  The  devilish  Maul,  with 
horned  head  and  black-and-red  face 
paint  (not  to  mention  a  snazzy  dou¬ 
ble-sided  lightsaber),  is  a  villain  who 
is  all  presence  but  no  character. 

His  scant  screen  time  and  fewer 
actual  lines  of  dialogue  make  for 
probably  the  single  biggest  disap¬ 
pointment  in  "Phantom  Menace." 
Still,  that  all-too  brief  screen  time 
does  include  a  brutal  duel  with 
Neeson  and  MacGregor  that  has  a 
scope  and  absolute  freneticism  that 


puts  to  shame  the  numerous  duels  of 
the  original  trilogy. 

Much  of  "Episode  1"  hinges  on  the 
audience  realizing  that  the  plot  points 
introduced  in  the  film  will  come  to 
fruition  in  the  later  installments.  Why 
do  we  care  about  this  punk  kid 
Anakin?  Because  we  know  he'll 
eventually  become  Darth  Vader. 
What's  our  interest  in  the  Queen? 
Well,  aside  from  the  knowledge  that 
she'll  eventually  be  the  mother  of 
Luke  and  Leia,  not  a  heck  of  a  lot. 

The  same  goes  for  many  of  the 
other  characters,  including  the  sinister 
Senator  Palpatine  (bearing  a  striking 
resemblance  to  the  Emperor  of 
"Return  of  the  Jedi."  Hmm...),  and  the 
half-constructed  C-3PO,  not  yet  the 


robotic  pain-in-the-butt  of  later  films. 

"Phantom  Menace"  is  really 
designed  to  set  us  up  for  the  latter 
two  installments,  with  the  promise  of 
things  to  come  bringing  us  along  for 
the  ride.  It  serves  this  purpose  well, 
but  standing  on  its  own  merits,  the 
film  seems  curiously  in  search  of  a 
reason  for  being. 

There  are  numerous  "moments" 
that  bring  to  mind  the  same  magic 
that's  immortalized  the  original  films, 
but  the  self-indulgent  computer  gen¬ 
erated  digressions  that  sabotaged  the 
much-ballyhooed  "Special  Editions" 
have  the  same  effect  here.  "Episode 
1"  is  good,  but  it's  not  great.  For  a 
"Star  Wars"  movie,  that  can't  help  but 
be  disappointing.'  B+

It  was  a  "whim"  that 
brought  speech  instructor 
Steve  Schroeder  to  the 
College  of  DuPage.  The 
instructor  had  been  a  suc¬ 
cessful  speech  coach  at  Irvine 
Valley,  California,  his  alma 
mater,  when  a  trip  to  COD 
seven  years  ago  resulted  in 
him  falling  "in  love  with  the 
college  and  Chicago." 

Schroeder  minored  in  the¬ 
ater  in  college,  and  has  been 
involved  in  the  craft  since  his 
high  school  davs.  He  decided 
to  pursue  a  career  in  the 
speech  field  because  of  the 
creative  outlet  it  provides 
him. 

Schroeder  was  realistic 
enough  to  realize  early  on 
that  while  he  loved  theater, 
the  possibilities  were  slim-to- 
none  that  he  would  gain  any 
financial  stability  from  it.  As 
he  puts  it,  "Ask  any  actor. 
Can  you  make  a  living  in  the¬ 
ater  these  days?  No." 

Speech  provided  him  with 
a  "creative  outlet,"  as  well  as 
"opportunities  for  advance¬ 
ment."  Schroeder  has  taken 
great  care  not  to  forget  his 
theater  roots,  however.  Not 
only  has  he  brought  much  of 
his  theatrical  training  to  both 


his  teaching  position  and  as 
Speech  Team  coach,  but  he 
has  maintained  a  solid  foot¬ 
ing  in  Wheaton's  community 
theater  scene. 

Schroeder  has  not  only 
starred  in  numerous  produc¬ 
tions,  but  he  has  also  direct¬ 
ed.  Asked  to  reflect  on  his 
experiences,  Schroeder  let  fly 
a  volley  of  adjectives  demon¬ 
strating  to  great  effect  his  flair 
for  the  dramatic.  He 
describes  it  as,  "Wonderful, 
exhilarating,  rewarding,  frus¬ 
trating,  painful,  and  down¬ 
right  depressing." 

One  of  his  biggest  pet 
peeves  is  performers  who 
consider  it  a  badge  of  honor 
to  be  professional,  as  opposed 
to  community  theater  plavers. 
Schroeder  says,  "Theater  is 
theater."  He  is  in  a  position 
to  judge,  having  been  on  both 
sides  of  the  proverbial  fence 
and  "tasted  both." 

Schroeder  has,  in  addition 
to  his  community  work,  also 
been  a  part  of  such  "profes¬ 
sional"  companies  as  the 
Professional  Fiesta  Theatre 
Company,  Short  Story 
Theatre,  and  WMC 
Productions. 

Schroeder's  previous  the¬ 
ater  work,  the  musical 
"Assassins,"  in  which  he 
played  Lincoln  assassin  John 
Wilkes  Booth,  yielded  "Best

Musical"  and  "Best  Actor" 
ovations  from  the  Pioneer 
Press.  Currently,  the  instruc¬ 
tor  is  doing  "The  Fantasticks" 
at  Wheaton  Drama  beginning 
June  4,  playing  the  lead.  He 
says  the  show  has  performers 
both  professional  and  com¬ 
munity,  and  he  finds  "the  tal¬ 


ent  on-stage  amazing." 

For  Schroeder,  much  of 
the  appeal  of  community  the¬ 
ater  is  the  fact  that  it  allows 
him  to  continue  his  teaching. 
Professional  theater  can  be  a 
risky  venture,  providing  "an 
infinitesimal  chance  of  being 
successful." 


Currently,  Schroeder  is 
able  to  go  wherever  he  wants, 
with  the  luxury  of  audition¬ 
ing  for  whichever  plays  he 
wishes.  It's  an  arrangement 
the  instructor  finds  perfectly 
acceptable,  and  welcomes  the 
freedom  it  offers.

New  coach  asseses  the  early  stages  of  the  football  program 's  revival  at  COD

With  the  first  game  of  the  rejuvinated  football 
program  only  months  away,  head  coach  Robin 
Cooper  has  been  busy  prepairing  for  its  return. 

Thus  far  the  recruting  aspect  of  the  building  has 
been  successful. 

"We've  got  about  seventy-five  guys  that  have 
come  in,"  said  Cooper.  "When  I  took  the  job  I 
thought  seventy-five  would  be  a  real  good  number 
to  start  with.  We  are  going  to  be  a  little  higher  than 
that.  We  are  probably  going  to  be  closer  to  one- 
hundred.  There  is  a  combination  of  freshmen,  kids 
that  are  already  here  and  transfers.  Most  of  the 
kids  are  in  this  district.  Out  of  the  seventy-five  peo¬ 
ple,  I  would  say  that  fifty-five  or  sixty  of  them  are 
right  out  of  DuPage  County." 

In  addition  to  the  recruiting  of  players,  there  is 
also  the  issue  of  equipment  and  the  condition  of  the 
field.  On  this  aspect  Cooper  is  pleased.  "They  kept 
alot  of  the  old  equipment  so  we're  in  really  good 
shape.  It's  kind  of  a  misnomer  around  here  that 
football  costs  alot  to  get  restarted.  That's  not  the 
case  because  alot  of  the  equipment  was  kept. We  are 
getting  new  uniforms,  which  was  needed,  but  the 
helmets  and  the  shoulder  pads  were  kept.  The 
upkeep  of  the  field  has  been  done  and  the  upkeep 
of  the  equipment  has  been  done." 


The  direction  of  the  football  program,  according 
to  Coach  Cooper  will  have  a  heavy  emphasis  on 
academics.

In  that 
order."  said  Cooper.

The  goal  of  the  program  is 
to  graduate  guys  and  give  guys  an  opportunity  to 
play  after  high  school  that  would  not  have  been 
given  an  opportunity  to  play,  other  than  at  private 
schools."

The  outdoor  track  team  clos¬ 
es  the  door  on  the  season  this 
weekend  at  the  national  meet, 
which  will  be  held  at  Erie 
Community  College  in  Buffalo, 
New  York. 

"All  the  work  has  been  done 
and  now  it's  time  to  go,"  said 
coach  Scott  Kellar.  "I  just  want 
to  make  it  a  good  experiance  for 
the  team,  especially  the  sopho¬ 
mores.  We're  just  going  to  go 
out  on  the  track,  lay  everything 
on  the  line  and  let  the  chips  fall 
where  they  may." 

The  throwers  are  represented 
on  the  men's  side  by  the  team  of 
Romelle  Taylor  and  Anthony 
Schommer.  Both  men  qualified 
in  the  hammer  throw,  the  discus 
and  the  shotput.  "I  would  like 
to  see  Romelle  in  the  top  three  in 
the  hammer,  the  discus  and  the 
shot  put.  I  think  he  is  capable  of 
doing  that,"  said  coach  Scott 
Kellar.  "I  think  Anthony  can  fall 
in  the  top  ten  in  the  hammer  and 
the  shot  put  as  well." 

On  the  women's  side,  the 
lone  thrower  is  Raven  Roth,  who 
qualified  for  the  javelin,  the  shot 


put,  the  hammer  throw  and  the 
discus. 

"Raven  can  do  well  in  the 
hammer  and  the  discus  for  us. 
She'll  also  do  well  in  the  javelin. 

I  think  shot  put  is  her  weakest 
event.  She's  done  well  but  com- 
paritively  the  field  is  very 
strong.  Her  best  is  probably  31.5 
and  the  number  one  ranked  in 
the  country  is  at  39  or  40." 

In  the  sprinters  department 
the  biggest  story  is  the  medical 
condition  of  Brianne  Snyder. 
After  suffering  a  concussion  in 
an  accident  a  few  weeks  ago, 
Snyder  was  ruled  unavailable 
for  competition  at  nationals. 

This  changed  last  week  as  she 
was  given  the  medical  'go 
ahead'  to  participate.  "He  (the 
doctor)  said  that  if  I  went  a  week 
without  any  symptoms,  like 
headaches  or  dizziness,  then  I 
could  go  back  to  running,"  said 
Snyder.  "I've  had  no  long  last¬ 
ing  effects  so  it  (the  concussion) 
must've  been  minor."  Snyder 
has  qualified  nationally  in  the 
100M,  200M,  4X100M,  4X400M 
and  the  long  jump. 

The  rest  of  the  spriting 
department  should  look  good  at 
nationals  individually.  "I  look  at 
Dan  Tesfaye."  said  Kellar.  "I 


think  he  can  go  under  50  in  his 
open  400.  I  also  look  for  Mark 
Karwowski  to  really  do  well  in 
the  800." 

The  long  distance  department 
is,  in  the  words  of  coach  Kellar, 
"one  of  our  strong  points." 

"I  think  Paul  Launius  in  the 
3,000  steeplechase  should  do 
very  well  and  I  think  he'll  do 
well  in  the  5,000M,"  said  Kellar. 
"Shane  Gillespie  should  also  do 
an  excellent  job  for  us  in  dis¬ 
tance.  He  will  compete  very 
well  in  the  1,500M." 

Other  distance  runners  who 
should  play  a  factor  in  nationals 
will  be  Chris  Racay,  who  will 
compete  in  the  5,000M  and  the 
10,000M,  Sue  Rowe  in  the 
3,000M  and  5,000M,  Barb 
Rudolph  in  the  2,000  steeple¬ 
chase  and  the  10,000M  and 
Jessica  Pancoska  who  qualified 
for,  among  other  things,  the 
1,500M  and  the  2,000  steeple¬ 
chase. 

"The  team  is  very  anxious  and 
excited.  They  are  ready  to  go," 
said  Kellar.  "The  wait  has  been 
long.  They've  competed  well 
over  the  year  and  I  can't  com¬ 
plain.  They've  given  100  percent 
effort  throught  the  whole  year."

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Illinois  Supreme  Court 
to  decide  professor’s  fate 


Decision  not 
expected  until 
September

In  a  press  release  issued 
by  the  college  on  May  17, 
officials  implied  they  were 
waiting  for  an  Illinois 
Supreme  Court  decision 
before  they  would  take 
action  on  matters  dealing 
with  tenured  business 
Professor  John  Beem. 

The  college's  decision 
to  evaluate  Beem's  career 
at  the  college  comes  after  a 
panel  of  the  Illinois 
Attorney  Registration  and 
Disciplinary  Commission 
(ARDC)  recommended 
that  Beem  be  disbarred 
from  practicing  law  to  the 
Illinois  Supreme  Court. 

The  ARDC  made  the 
recommendation  after 
Beem  was  found  guilty  in 
a  civil  lawsuit  of  misap¬ 
propriating  $96,429.75 
from  one  of  his  clients. 

Illinois  Supreme  Court 
Deputy  Clerk  Celeste 
Bailey  told  the  Courier  that 
Beem's  case  missed  the 
May  term  of  hearings  in 
the  Supreme  Court  and 
will  now  most  likely  be 
up  for  review  during  the 
September  term. 

Since  the  decision  to 
disbar  Beem  will  not  be 
made  until  the  upcoming 


fall  quarter  the  college  had 
to  make  some  short  term 
decisions  dealing  with 
Beem's  classes. 

When  the  story  about 
Beem's  situation  first 
appeared  in  the  Chicago 
Sun-Times  May  20,  edition 
the  professor  was  still 
teaching  his  three  classes

at  the  college.  Since  then 
Associate  Dean  of  Business 
Susan  Erzen  said  Beem 
will  not  finish  the  quarter 
teaching  at  the  college  and 
substitute  teachers  will 
come  in  and  take  over  his 
classes. 

Beem  was  teaching  two 
Business  100  classes  and 
one  Business  Law  class. 
Dean  of  Business  Vince 
Pelletier  said  he  feels  very 
comfortable  with  the  three 
teachers  which  have  been 
chosen  to  take  over  Beem's 
classes. 


According  to  Pelletier, 
business  Professor  Mary 
Lou  Lockerby  spoke  with 
the  substitute  professors 
and  Beem's  students  on 
Monday  in  efforts  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  transition  for  the 
students  and  instructors  as 
"smooth  as  possible." 

When  asked  why  Beem 
was  not  going  to  finish 
teaching  thru  the  rest  of 
the  quarter  Pelletier  told 
the  Courier  that  he  could 
not  discuss  questions  of 
personnel  with  the  public. 

Philip  Salamone  (20)  a 
student  in  Beem's  Business 
law  class  said  that  the  new 
instructor  said  nothing 
about  what  had  happened 
to  Beem.  "We  were  all  in 
shock.  He  (Beem)  was  a 
polite  and  generous 
teacher." 

Salamone  calls  the 
change  of  instructors  an 
inconvenience  because 
there  are  only  a  couple  of 
weeks  left  in  the  quarter. 
"We're  skeptical  that  we're 
going  to  get  burned 
because  the  new  teacher 
doesn't  have  our  grades." 

Another  one  of  Beem's 
Business  Law  students, 
Izidora  Angel,  said,  "I'm 
going  to  stay  in  the  class 
for  a  few  days  but  I  think  I 
might  ask  for  my  money 
back." 

Even  though  Angel 
mentioned  that  she  might 
want  a  refund  Erzen  said 
she  had  not  heard  of  any

During  a  May  18,  meeting  the 
Student  Government  Association  dis¬ 
cussed  that  an  unfortunate  delay  has 
occurred  in  the  arrival  of  the  new  stu¬ 
dent  lounge.

pass  at  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
in  July. 

According  to  SGA  Advisor,  Robb 
Frank,  the  recommendations  for  the 
proposal  for  the  new  furniture  has  to 
be  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee  before  going  to  the  board. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  com¬ 
posed  of  a  few  board  members  that 
will  review  any  agenda  that  needs  to 
be  approved  by  the  board.

Frank  feels  that  the  proposal  for 
the  new  furniture  will  not  be  ready  to 
pass  until  the  next  board  meeting  in 
August.  He  predicts  that  the  new 
student  lounge  will  be  completed  by 
late  fall  quarter  so  that  students  can 
start  taking  advantage  of  it. 

In  the  meantime,  the  furniture 
committee  will  work  hard  to  have  the 
new  student  lounge  completed.

plans  for  students  to  receive  a  refund. 
If  the  students  in  Beem's  class  want  a 
refund  Erzen  said  their  situation  will 
be  decided  on  an  individual  case 
basis  and  not  as  an  entire  class. 

ARDC  Chief  Council  James 
Grogan  said  that  in  most  cases  when 
the  commission  recommends  an  attor¬ 
ney  to  be  disbarred  the  Supreme 
Court  agrees. 

If  disbarred  Beem  has  the  chance 
to  reapply  for  his  law  license  five 
years  after  the  Supreme  Courts  deci¬ 
sion.  Grogan  said,  "The  process  for 
Beem  to  resubmit  would  take  an 
additional  two  years  and  only  five 
percent  of  those  attorneys  disbarred 
ever  return  to  practice  law."

After  officers  approached  the  vehicle  one  of 
the  defendants  gave  them  a  PE  identification 
card  which  did  not  belong  to  him.

While  questioning  the  defendants  the  officers 
noticed  a  container  sitting  in  the  lap  of  the  dri- 


ver  which  appeared  to  be  filled  with  liquid.  The 
officers  searched  the  vehicle  and  found  two

The  driver  was  arrested  and  issued  an  Illinois 
Vehicle  Code  citation  for  violation  of  the  Illinois 
compiled  statues.

All  three 
students  were  referred  to  Associate  Vice 
President  for  Student  Affairs  Kay  Nielsen. 

Public  Safety  officers  were  dispatched  to  a 
mens  bathroom  where  a  student  was  seen  lay¬ 
ing  on  the  ground.  On  arrival  the  officer  noticed 
the  student  stand  up  and  walk  out  of  the  stall. 
The  student  told  the  officer  he  had  been  vomit¬ 
ing  from  a  bad  sausage  he  had  eaten  for  break¬ 
fast.  The  officer  noticed  that  the  student  was 
weaving  back  and  forth  and  was  having  troubles 
focusing.  He  also  noticed  that  the  student  had  a 
strong  smell  of  alcohol  emitting  from  him. 

Officers  asked  the  student  how  much  he  had 
to  drink  and  the  student  said  that  he  had  noth¬ 
ing  to  drink.  The  officers  then  found  out  that  the 
student  was  one  of  three  people  who  were 
caught  earlier  in  the  day  drinking  in  the  schools 
parking  lot.  The  student  told  officers  that  he 
only  had  a  small  bottle  of  brandy  to  drink  and 
that  it  wasn't  enough  to  make  him  sick. 

A  nurse  from  Health  and  Special  Services 
escorted  the  student  to  their  office  were  he  wait¬ 
ed  to  sober  up.  Afterwards  arrangements  were 
made  for  a  student  worker  to  drive  him  home. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  Associate  Vice 
President  for  Student  Affairs  Kay  Nielsen.

A  journey  to  the  galaxies  that  lie  far,  far  inside 

Creativity:  the  unknoWn  realm  oPthe  mind

It  surrounds  us.  Everything  is  a  product  of  some 
type  of  it.  It  lives,  breathes,  pulses  through  every¬ 
one  of  us.  It  is  creativity,  and  famed  physician  and 
writer  Oliver  Sacks  is  one  of  the  many  to  find  out 
what  exactly  this  it  we  call  creativity  is. 

During  a  lecture  Wednesday,  May  26,  Sacks 
spoke  to  a  sold  out  crowd  about  "Creativity  and 
the  Brain." 

According  to  Sacks  creativity  is  unknown  at  this 
point  in  time,  "We  may  never  be  able  to  under¬ 
stand  consciousness  and  creativity,"  says  Sacks  in 
his  british  accent,  "but  we  know  they  both  exist." 

Sacks  lightened  the  audience  almost  immediate¬ 
ly  upon  stepping  to  the  podium,  loosening  and 
relaxing  the  hungry  audience. 

Maybe  part  of  his  quick  wit  was  learned  from 
the  energetic  comedian  Robin  Williams,  spending  a 
long  period  of  time  together  one  year  before 
Williams  starred  as  Sacks  in  the  amazing  movie 
"Awakenings." 

"After  a  long  period  of  time  being  with 
Williams  I  notice  that  he  became  like  my  younger 
twin,"  says  Sacks  about  his  travels  with  Williams, 
"he  demonstrated  the  two  stages  of  reproduction 


and  mimic." 

The  two  stages  that  Sacks  refers  to  is  first  the 
importance  of  spending  time  with  the  person  that 
is  being  mimicked,  and  then  a  step  back  mimic, 
where  the  actor  can  paint  a  portrait  of  the  person 
being  mimicked,  creatively. 

"Awakenings"  came  from  his  experience  in 
1966  in  a  chronic  hospital  in  the  Bronx  where  he 
encountered  an  extraordinary  group  of  patients, 
many  of  whom  had  spent  decades  in  strange, 
frozen  states,  unable  to  initiate 
movement,  like  human  statues. 

They  were  survivors  of  the  great  epidemic  of 
sleepy  sickness  that  had  swept  the  world  from 
1916-1927.  They  became  the 
subjects  of  his  book  released  in  1973  by  the  same 
title  "Awakenings." 

His  work  was  also  with  patients  of  Tourette's 
syndrome,  and  the  Idiot  Savants  that  always 
amaze  everyone  with  their  amazing  ability  to  excel 
to  genius  levels  in  some  areas  and  have  a  complete 
lack  of  other  abilities  of  intelligence. 

One  by  the  name  of  William  had  "the  most 
amazing  powers  of  visual  reproductions,"  says 
Sacks  of  his  time  spent  with  one  particular 
Tourettes  patient,  "he  could  rearrange  pieces  fanci- 
ly,  but  not  imaginatively." 


What  Sacks  means  about  fancies  are  abilities  to 
recreate  what's  given,  rearrange,  sort,  and  con¬ 
struct  it  in  a  different  way,  yet  no  imagination  is 
involved. 

"Imagination  is  able  to  create  ideas,  feelings, 
compositions  that  are  radically  new,"  explains 
Sacks. 

Sacks  pulled  many  quotes  from  amazingly  cre¬ 
ative  people  and  the  people  who  study  creativity 
throughout  the  lecture.  One  such  quote  was  attrib¬ 
uted  to  the  great  Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart  when 
he  described  the  creative  process  that  he  experi¬ 
enced  all  the  time: 

"When  I  feel  well  thoughts  flow  to  my  mind 
and  I  don't  think  I  have  anything  to  do  with  it. 
When  I  have  an  idea,  others  say  I  hum,  and  this 
work  grows—  more  themes  emerge.  Conceiving  it 
more  and  more  clearly  until  I  have  it  completely  in 
my  head." 

The  exciting  aspect  of  creativity  is  that  "we  are 
just  breaking  the  surface,"  says  Sacks,  "and  this  is 
something  that  relates  to  all  of  us." 

The  interest  in  the  subject  of  creativity  is  wide¬ 
spread,  and  many  are  unsure  on  what  physical 
aspect  of  the  human  brain  relies  solely  on. 

"I  am  uncertain  whether  anyone  will  be  able  to 
correlate  what  goes  on  in  the  brain  with  the  mind." 
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Most  influential  teacher  at  COD: 

Proffessor  Horton  (accounting)  and 
Barszcz  (economics),  they  know  what 
they’re  doing  and  I  like  the  way  they 
teach.

The  ‘Dog’  takes  ‘Everything’

The  hot  lights  were  sweltering  down  upon  the 
warriors  that  battled  atop  the  arena,  staged  in 
front  of  many  spectators  that  cheered  their  favorite 
heroes  to  prevail.  Emerging  in  the  aftermath  of  this 
great  battle  as  victors  was  "The  Dog  and 
Everything,"  yellow  knit  cap  and  all. 

This  was  not  the  bloody  battle  of  weapons  and 
supposed  "glory"  that  seems  to  have  infected  our 
modem  society's  way  of  politics,  this  was  a  battle 
of  creativity,  musicianship,  and  performance--  this 
was  Band  Jam  VIII. 

"We  just  love  to  play,"  says  Dan  Monahan,  the 
bushy  red  haired  singer  and  songwriter  of  "The 
Dog  and  Everything"  that  battled  with  his  red 
Fender  guitar,  "to  have  people  who  really  like 
what  they  hear  in  us  is  great  and  it  fuels  us  for¬ 
ward." 

It  was  Band  Jam's  most  successful  outing  yet, 
with  over  350  people  involved  in  the  event, 
including  band  members  and  volunteers.  Since 
moving  from  the  K  building  two  years  ago  to  SRC 
2800,  the  crowd  has  been  increasing. 

Out  of  the  14  bands  that  entered  to  participate 
in  Band  Jam  only  six  were  chosen.  From  that  six 
the  bands  were  stripped  to  two,  facing  off  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  stage  for  the  final  prize  being 
$300. 

"The  Dog  and  Everything"'s  opponent  was  the 
intense  "Downfall,"  that  ended  the  night  with  a 
$200  second  place  prize.  During  the  selection  of 
the  final  winner  of  Band  Jam,  a  chant  of  "Dog" 
was  heard  throughout  the  crowd. 

"Our  fans  are  very  supportive  and  it  seems  the 
list  is  growing  with  every  performance,"  informs 
the  energetic  bassist  of  "The  Dog  and  Everything," 
Augie  Schmidt. 

After  hearing  "Downfall"  exude  their  best 
works  on  stage,  "The  Dog  and  Everything"  were 
set  to  give  their  best  to  the  excited  crowd  that 
gathered  in  front  of  them.  Monahan  preferred 
playing  last,  to  feel  like  they  already  knew  what 


they  were  playing  against  instead  of  playing  to  an 
unknown  opponent. 

"I  knew  we'd  make  it  to  the  finals,"  says 
Schmidt,  "but  the  other  band  ('Downfall')  had  a 
good  sound—  the  competition  was  amazing  over¬ 
all." 

The  other  four  respected  bands  that  did  not 
make  it  to  the  finals  were:  "All  Else  Fails," 
"Where's  Dave,"  "Hydro  Static  Union,"  and 
"Smak."

The  most  innovative  band  there  according  to 
Schmidt  was  "Hydro  Static  Union,"  with  there 
electronica  rock  that  made  them  sound  "complete¬ 
ly  different  than  the  other  bands  playing." 


Yet  the  votes  were  cast,  and  "The  Dog  and 
Everything"  were  named  winners  after  their  sec¬ 
ond  set  containing  their  hit  "Luck  Alone"  and 
their  version  of  the  80s  "Dance  All  Days"  by  Wang 
Chung  that  lifted  the  roof  with  laughter  and 
excitement. 

Schmidt  and  Monahan  have  been  "band-hop¬ 
ping"  for  nearly  ten  years  until  finally  settling  on 
their  own  music  with  Monahan  singing  lead 
vocals  about  four  years  ago.  Their  journey  took  a 
turn  with  the  addition  of  drummer  Rob  Kristner 
seven  months  ago. 

"We  won  band  jam  two  years  ago  under  a  dif¬ 
ferent  name  and  basically  a  different  set  of  reper¬ 
toire,"  Monahan  explains,  "yet  this  year  is  much 
better  because  Rob  is  here  with  us,  and  we  feel  our 
material  is  much  tighter." 

The  band  went  under  the  former  name  of 
Adcaelum,  which  means  "to  the  sky"  in  latin,  but 
decided  to  switch  the  name  when  people  couldn't 
remember  or  pronounce  the  name  clearly. 

"We  were  at  a  gig  at  a  club  called  Synergy  and 
the  other  bands  there  kept  saying  our  name 
wrong,"  says  Monahan,  "we  chose  'The  Dog  and 
Everything'  when  the  person  introducing  us  asked 
who  we  were  because  it  was  a  song  of  ours 
already,  it's  simple  and  it  has  a  great  hook  in 
itself." 

And  that's  just  what  "The  Dog  and  Everything" 
is  all  about,  a  simple  band  that  will  hook  you  with 
their  melodies  and  their  optimistic  attitudes  about 
music. 

The  band  plans  on  getting  a  ten  song  cd  out  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  hope  to  land  a  major 
record  deal  in  the  next  few  years. 

"The  band  is  becoming  our  full-time  job,"  says 
Rob  Kristner. 

So  much  a  full-time  activity  that  school  is  going 
to  be  put  on  the  back-burner  for  a  period  of  time 
so  "The  Dog  and  Everything"  can  make  their  stake 
in  the  world-wide  music  world. 

"In  the  next  five  years  we  hope  to  be  globally 
known,"  says  Monahan,  "underwater  and  on 
land!"

Teacher  answers  call  of  comedy

Earlier  this  year,  Tim  Clue 
put  the  cap  on  ten  years 
teaching  speech  at  the  college 
to  pursue  new  opportunities 
in  his  other  field  of  interest; 
comedy. 

Though  he  gained  a 
tremendous  insight  into  not 
only  the  minds  of  his  stu¬ 
dents  but  himself  over  the 
course  of  his  many  years  as  a 
teacher,  Clue  feels  he  has 
done  his  stint.  He  is  now  in 
the  process  of  taking  his 
career  as  a  stand-up  comic, 
thriving  for  eight  years,  to  the 
next  level. 

Clue  began  his  love  of 
comedy  at  a  young  age,  com¬ 
menting  that  there  are  two 
types  of  comics:  the  quiet, 
introverted  sorts,  and  the 
"cut-ups  right  out  of  the 
box." 

Clue  believes  he  had  more 
of  the  characteristics  of  the 
latter.  He  fondly  remembers 
his  grade  school  days  "tortur¬ 
ing  my  teachers,"  and  knew 
even  then  that  he  wanted  to 
be  some  sort  of  performer. 

Having  grown  up  in  a 
small  town.  Clue  had  no  con¬ 
ception  of  the  art  of  stand-up 
comedy,  but  maintained  a 
steady  diet  of  Bill  Cosby, 
George  Carlin,  and  Richard 
Pryor  records. 

Though  he  began  teaching 
at  the  college  to  maintain  a 
"reasonable  life,"  he  gravitat¬ 
ed  towards  stand-up  in  the 
'80s  when  "everyone  was  get¬ 
ting  a  chance"  and  the  come¬ 
dy  scene  was  "easily  accessi¬ 
ble." 

When  the  market  for  com¬ 
edy  thinned  at  the  tail  end  of 
the  decade.  Clue  went  back 
to  teaching,  making  sure  all 
the  while  to  keep  roots  in 
comedy.  Though  times  were 
harsh  monetarily  at  this 
point.  Clue  recalls,  "I  was 
willing  to  do  any  comedy  for 
any  amount  of  money.  I  just 
really  wanted  to  keep  doing 
it." 

Of  his  time  at  the  school. 
Clue  is  reflective.  He  is  the 
first  to  admit  that  there  were 
just  as  many  good  times  as 
bad,  but  he  remains  positive 
about  his  experiences. 

Of  his  teaching,  Clue  says, 
"We  teach  what  we  most 
need  to  learn,  and  I  learned  a 
great  deal  from  my  students." 
He  gained  a  new  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  profession,  calling 
it  a  "pure  art  form." 

Asked  whether  he  brought 
any  of  his  stage-trained  man¬ 
nerisms  to  bear  at  the  front  of 
the  classroom.  Clue  says  that 
the  two  are  very  different 
mechanisms. 

He  says  that  when  teach¬ 
ing,  he  is  a  "very  different 
person."  He  makes  sure  to

point  out,  however,  that 
while  he  was  strict  as  a 
teacher,  he  "wasn't  mean." 

He  says  that  teaching  gave 
him  roots,  commenting  on 
the  lives  of  many  stand-ups 
who  would  journey  from  city 
to  city,  an  existence  Clue  calls 
"soulless."  Through  teaching 
he  was  able  to  learn  about 
people's  "thoughts,  dreams. 


and  hopes." 

What  he  most  enjoyed 
was  "the  closure"  of  teaching. 
In  many  ways  the  experience 
reminded  him  of  a  play,  with 
each  quarter  presenting  its 
own  beginning,  middle,  and 
end.  This  makes  for  a  stark 
contrast  with  comedy,  which 
he  describes  as  a  "never-end¬ 
ing  helix." 


Another  benefit  of  his  time 
at  the  college  was  Clue's  resi¬ 
dence  in  Chicago,  which  he 
calls  "a  terrific  springboard" 
for  his  comedy  career.  Unlike 
Los  Angeles  (a  "miserable 
place  with  miserable  people," 
according  to  Clue),  Chicago  is 
the  "meat-and-potatoes"  of 
the  entertainment  world.  He 
describes  trying  to  do  come¬ 


dy  in  Chicago  as  comparable 
studying  for  a  big  test  and 
flunking.  He  says  one  can 
move  to  other  major  markets 
if  they  can  prove  themselves 
in  the  Windy

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"The  Love  Letter" 

Starring  Kate  Capshaw, 

Tom  Selleck,  Ellen 
DeGeneres 

When  the  history  of  cine¬ 
ma  is  put  to  press,  it  seems 
likely  that  "The  Love  Letter" 
will  be  remembered  as  the 
movie  that  dared  to  go  toe-to- 
toe  with  George  Lucas'  "Star 
Wars"  juggernaut.  When  all 
is  said  and  done,  there's  not 
much  else  about  "The  Love 
Letter"  that's  particularly 
worthy  of  merit. 

Based  on  a  novel  by  Cathy 
Schine,  the  film  stars  Kate 
Capshaw  as  Helen,  a  love- 
starved  small  town  denizen 
who  receives  a  sappy  love 
poem  that  sets  her  pulse  rac¬ 
ing  as  she  tries  to  figure  out 
who  could  have  sent  it. 

The  foremost  candidates 
are  George,  the  "aw  shucks" 
fireman  (Tom  Selleck),  and 
Johnny,  the  "aw  shucks"  col¬ 
lege  student  (Tom  Everett 
Scott,  his  winning  grin  intact). 

That's  pretty  much  par  for 
the  course  in  "The  Love 
Letter."  We've  got  characters 
who  aren't  much  more  than 


the  sum  of  their  cute,  easily 
pigeonholed  traits. 

There's  Janet,  the  sex-hun¬ 
gry  manager  of  Helen's  book¬ 
store  (Ellen  DeGeneres.  Did 
the  producers  realize  the  iron¬ 
ic  subtext  of  this  curious  bit  of 
casting?).  There's  Jennifer,  the 
proto-feminist  tomboy 
(Juliane  Nicholson),  and  the 
list  continues. 

Also  making  appearances 
are  Helen's  mother  (Blythe 
Danner,  a  mere  ten  years 
Capshaw's  senior),  and 
Helen's  mother's  mother 
(Gloria  Stuart,  in  her  first 
post-"Titanic"  role). 

They're  all  quirky  charac¬ 
ters  going  about  their  quirky 
business.  The  funny  thing 
about  these  cinematic  small 
towns  is  that  they're  either 
"quirky"  (comedies)  or 
"strange"  (dramas). 

"The  Love  Letter"  doesn't 


exactly  buck  the  trend.  It's 
like  "Waking  Ned  Devine" 
minus  anything  that  even 
remotely  made  that  far-supe¬ 
rior  film  memorable. 

Things  aren't  helped  by 
the  filmmakers  exercising  a 
degree  of  contrivance  that 
puts  "Three's  Company"  to 
shame.  The  identities  of  the 
titular  communique's  sender 
and  recipient  are  revealed  in  a 
payoff  that  is  so  immensely 
unsatisfying  it  defies  all 
description. 

More  than  anything,  "The 
Love  Letter."  is  a  vanity  pro¬ 
ject  for  Capshaw,  making  her 
producing  debut.  Helen  is 
one  of  those  characters  actors 
salivate  over  playing. 

Love-starved  and  lonely, 
she's  still  not  possessed  of 
any  noticeable  flaws  other 
than  your  standard-issue  neu¬ 
roses.  When  she  embarks  on 
a  steamy  affair  with  the  game 
Johnny,  there's  never  any  real 
passion  there  because  these 
characters  are  all  ciphers. 

Therein  lies  the  major  fail¬ 
ing  of  "The  Love  Letter."  It 
tries  to  be  a  romantic  comedy 
of  the  mold  that  Tom  Hanks 
and  Meg  Ryan  have  immor¬ 
talized,  but  with  its  cardboard 
characters  rendering  the  film 
toothless,  it  just  seems  to  be 
going  through  the  motions.

Still,  one 
carit  help  but  be  amused  by 
such  hardcore  Trekkies  as 
Barbara  Adams,  an  Arkansas 
native  who  came  to  promi¬ 
nence  a  few  years  ago. 

When  she  was  chosen  to 
serve  on  the  Whitewater 
jury,  Adams  came  to  the  trial 
every  day  wearing  her  "Star 
Trek"  uniform.  According  to 


Adams,  it's  her  duty  as  a 
member  of  the  “United 
Federation  of  Planets"  to 
uphold  her  civic  duty.  In 
uniform. 

Adams  goes  to  work 
everyday  wearing  her 
makeshift  "Star  Trek"  mem¬ 
orabilia  (phaser  gun,  tri- 
corder  scanner,  rank  pips, 
etc.),  and  requests  that  she 
be  referred  to  by  her  rank; 
Commander. 

The  film,  hosted  by 
"Trek"  actress  Denise 
Crosby,  spends  much  of  its 
length  on  similar  profiles  of 
such  fans.  Another  group  of 
fans  visit  children's  hospitals 
in  full  Klngon  regalia.  What 
effect  this  is  supposed  to 
have,  I  don't  know.

Beyond  the  scatological 
humor,  it's  got  a  sweet  side  to  it 

Besides,  it's  a  love  story:  the  film 
follows  likeable  loser  Ted  (Ben 
Stiller)  as  he  attempts  to  track  down 
and  woo  his  high  school  prom  date 
Mary  (Cameron  Diaz)  thirteen  years 
later. 

To  find  her,  he  hires  sleazeball 
detective  PafHeaiy  (shockingly 
hilarious  Matt  Dillon)  to  track  her 
down.  Unforunately  for  Ted,  Heafy 
falls  for  her,  as  have  many  others, 
who  are  stalking  her. 

The  film  also  features  comic  tal¬ 
ents  Lee  Evans  and  Chris  Elliott  in 
priceless  roles,  as  well  as  Harlan 
Williams  in  a  small  role  as  a  myste¬ 
rious  hitchhiker  Ted  picks  up.  in 
terms  of  material,  the  film  repre¬ 
sents  a  step  forward  for  the 
Farrellys,  though  it  isn’t  as  funny  in 
repeat  viewings  as  their  earlier 
films  have  been.  I  do  recommend 
"Mary"  highly,  even  if  it  hasn't 
earned  its  much  hyped  reputation 
as  a  triumph  of  sophomoric  humor.

City. 

Clue  reiterates  that  while  he  has  no 
love  of  Los  Angeles,  that  is  where  the 
chances  of  success  are  greatest.  Still, 
he  is  wary  of  losing  his  creative  edge 
in  a  town  where  "ideas  are  tossed 
around  like  used  cars." 

Though  he  has  no  desire  to  pursue 
the  sitcom  trail  blazed  by  the  likes  of 
Jerry  Seinfeld,  Tim  Allen,  and 
Roseanne,  he  is  very  much  interested 
in  comedic  writing,  and  can  see  him¬ 
self  writing  for  a  sitcom. 

There  are  numerous  projects  that 
the  comedian  is  currently  working  on, 
foremost  among  them  a  comedy  pilot 
that  he  is  writing  and  directing. 

Functioning  under  the  working 
title  "Backstage,"  it  chronicles  the  lives 
of  an  ensemble  of  actors  waiting  in  the 
wings  to  perform  a  children's  play. 

Asked  for  the  inspiration  behind 
this  decidedly  offbeat  concept,  Clue 
says  it  derives  just  as  much  from 
"Seinfeld,"  "The  Larry  Sanders  Show," 
and  "Taxi."  He  refers  to  this  project 
with  obvious  affection,  terming  it  "a 
proletariat  look  at  nobodies." 

With  plans  to  pitch  the  finished 
film  to  such  specialized  networks  as 
Bravo,  Lifetime,  and  others.  Clue  has 
very  clearly  decided  to  bypass  the 
standard  interference  offered  by  most 
of  the  major  networks.  He  says  that 
the  series  "isn't  written  for  a 
plumber,"  and  if  iL s  presented  as 
such,  "it's  doomed." 

While  "Backstage"  is  scheduled  to 
shoot  in  October,  Clue's  stand-up 
work  continues.  Having  performed  in 
such  prestigious  locales  as  Seattle  and 
New  York,  the  comedian  will  appear 
at  Pheasant  Run  in  West  Chicago  on 
June  10, 11, 12,  and  he  will  make  his 
first  "big  hometown  appearance"  at 
Zanies,  in  Chicago. 

Despite  the  success  he  has  found 
in  other  fields,  Tim  Clue  remains  opti¬ 
mistic  about  his  chances  of  one  day 
returning  to  the  field  of  teaching. 
Appraising  the  prospects  of  his  even¬ 
tual  return.  Clue  chuckles,  saying,  "I'll 
come  back  one  day-when  I'm  an  old 
fart.

While  the  end  of  the  mil¬ 
lennium  may  be  near,  not  all 
is  drawing  to  a  close.  In  fact, 
for  the  approximately  2,500 
students  who  plan  to  gradu¬ 
ate  from  the  College  this  year, 
life  is  just  beginning  to  get 
interesting. 

Of  the  2,500  students  who 
are  graduating,  550  of  them 
will  participate  in  the  col¬ 
lege's  commencement  cere¬ 
mony  which  will  be  held  on 
June  11. 

During  the  ceremony, 
between  the  the  welcoming 
remarks  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  speech,  the 
college's  outstanding  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  '99  graduating 
class  will  address  their  col¬ 
lege  community. 

The  two  students,  Barbara 
Ann  Ahlgrim  and  Robert  A. 
Jannusch,  were  chosen  as  the 
outstanding  graduates  after 
they  were  selected  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  made  up  of  faculty, 
administrators  and  students 
from  a  group  of  five  male 
and  five  female  graduates. 

The  process  for  choosing 
the  outstanding  graduates 
began  with  a  letter  which 
was  sent  by  the  college  to  all 
students  who  had  a  3.8  grade 
point  average  or  above. 

Along  with  the  letter  was 
a  detailed  questionnaire  in 
which  the  students  had  to 
answer.

Monday,  May  24, 

Officers  responded  to  the  library  for  a  possi¬ 
ble  book  theft  by  a  female  student.  Upon  arrival 
a  library  assistant  pointed  out  the  defendant  and 
said  that  she  had  attempted  to  leave  the  library 
with  a  book  in  her  bag.  The  library  assistant  told 
the  officers  the  the  books  bar  code  was  partially 
ripped  off  and  the  inside  pouch  had  been  torn 
off. 

The  defendant  first  told  the  officer  that  she 
must  have  forgotten  that  the  book  was  in  her 
notebook.  She  then  told  the  officer  that  she 
would  not  steal  the  book  because  she  has  a 
library  card  and  she  would  have  just  checked 
the  book  out  if  she  wanted  to. 

The  book  entitled  Photosynthesis  was  given  to 
the  officers.  Upon  looking  at  the  book  officers 
placed  the  defendant  under  arrest  for  library 
theft  and  library  vandalism. 

After  the  defendant  was  arrested  she  told 
officers  that  she  did  steal  the  book  because  she 
needed  it  for  a  class  and  that  she  left  her  library 
card  at  home. 

The  officers  later  found  that  the  defendant 
had  an  active  warrant  from  the  Cook  County 
Sheriffs  department.  The  warrant  was  for 
obstructing  a  court  order,  retail  theft,  violation  of 
probation  and  violation  of  supervision. 

The  warrant  was  confirmed  and  the  defen¬ 
dants  bond  was  set  for  $25,000.

The  case  was  recommended  to  Kay  Nielsen, 
Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs  for  the  library 
theft  and  library  vandalism. 


Tuesday,  May  25, 

An  instructor  advised  Public  Safety  officers 
that  three  female  students  were  blocking  a  walk 
way  and  when  they  were  asked  to  move  they 
responded  with  obscenities.  Upon  arrival  offi¬ 
cers  spoke  with  the  students  who  stated  they 
were  defending  themselves  from  a  rude  person 
who  was  in  the  hall. 

Officers  towed  a  1993  Nissan  Passenger  car 
for  unpaid  parking  citations.  The  cars  owner  had 
six  outstanding  parking  citations  for  illegally 
parking.  The  citations  together  totaled  $60.  The 
vehicle  was  placed  in  the  tow  log  and  was 
towed  by  Toms  Towing.  The  vehicle  was  also 
entered  into  the  Law  Enforcement  Agency  Data 
System  (LEADS).  Later  in  the  day  an  officer 
transported  the  cars  owner  to  pick  up  her  vehi¬ 
cle.  During  this  time  the  officer  found  out  that 
the  vehicle  had  been  towed  un-necessary. 

An  instructor  contacted  Public  Safety  officer 
that  he  was  passing  a  classroom  and  observed  a 
wallet  on  the  floor  near  the  door.  The  instructor 
also  stated  that  the  room  appeared  to  be  ran¬ 
sacked.

needs  to  have  a  higher  interest  in  the 
program  so  that  more  students  will 
know  they  have  the  option  to  engage 
in  more  activities  that  are  offered  to 
them." 

While  Saenz  and  Brancato  both 
expressed  their  point  why  SGA 
should  be  involved  with  the  Service 
Learning  program,  President  Yorke 
disagreed. 

Yorke  said,  "The  SGA  does  not 
become  involved  in  this  type  of  pro¬ 
gram  that  often.  Service  Learning  is 
more  of  an  educational  program  than 
a  social  one.  We  do  not  have 
that  much  responsibility  in  educa¬ 
tional  programs.  However,  we  will 
promote  it  by  going  to  the  Service 
Learning  conference  this  summer 
and  learn  more  about  it." 

Vice  President  Elect,  Kevin 
O' Kelly  said,  "SGA  is  suppose  to 
support  and  have  a  great  amount  of 
influence  on  all  of  the  programs.

In  a  flame,  carried  by  the  people 
who  enforce  the  law,  lie  the  dreams  of 
many  challenged  children  with  the 
torch  run  for  the  state  special 
Olympics. 

Beginning  in  Carol  Stream  and 
handing  it  off  to  the  next  runners  in 
the  DuPage  County  Government 
Center,  the  DuPage  County  Law 
Enforcement  team  will  contribute  to 
the  torch  run  on  June  6. 

The  college  department  of  Public 
Safety  hopes  to  raise  $1,500  this  year 
for  the  special  Olympics,  yet  still  have 
a  little  ways  to  go. 

"What  a  difference  a  year  makes," 
says  Mike  Alsup,  head  of  Operation 
Division  of  Public  Safety  referring  to 
the  high  numbers  raised  so  far  this 
year  surpassing  the  total  of  last  year's. 

Fundraisers  for  the  cause  are  done 
in  many  forms;  one  being  the  sale  of 
T-shirts,  caps,  and  pins  of  the  Torch 
Run,  another  being  the  Polar  Bear 
Plunge  benefit,  and  lastly  the  Cops 
and  Lobsters  benefit. 

Last  year  DuPage  County  as  a 
whole  through  these  programs  raised 
$70,847  for  Special  Olympics  through 
programs  like  those. 

"I  think  this  is  wonderful,"  says 
Liason  officer  at  the  college  Laurie 
Hermesdorf,  "there' re  a  lot  of  things 
you  can  spend  your  money  on—  this 
one  is  for  a  good  purpose." 

The  event  will  take  place  begin¬ 
ning  on  June  18  when  the  last  Torch 
Run  is  made  into  the  Hancock 
Stadium  in  Normal,  Illinois.

going  to  wind  up  together  and  every¬ 
thing  leading  up  to  it  is  a  formality, 
"Notting  Hill"  makes  you  want  to  see 
them  together. 

Much  of  this  can  no  doubt  be 
attributed  to  writer  Richard  Curtis, 
who  earlier  brought  his  pen  to  bear 
on  "Four  Weddings."  Grant  seems 
particularly  comfortable  with  the 
writer's  words,  with  his  patented 
halting  speech  pattern  a  perfect  fit  for 
the  beguiling  William. 

Roberts,  an  actress  who  I  tend  to 
go  back-and-forth  on  (loved  her  in 
"My  Best  Friend's  Wedding,"  hated 
her  in  just  about  everything  after 
"Pretty  Woman"),  also  shows  a  new¬ 
found  maturity  and  poise.  Curtis, 
along  with  director  Roger  Mitchell 
("Persuasion"),  manages  to  make 
them  fully  formed  characters  who 


live  and  breathe  as  well  as  love. 

Just  as  "Four  Weddings"  was 
helped  by  its  supporting  players 
(notably  Rowan  Atkinson  as  a  mala- 
prop-prone  priest),  "Notting  Hill"  has 
an  engaging  cast  of  background  play¬ 
ers  who  add  color  and  liveliness  to 
the  proceedings.  They  don't  come 
much  more  colorful  than  Welsh  actor 
Rhys  Ifans  as  Spike,  William's  room¬ 
mate  (or  flatmate,  if  one  wishes  to  use 
the  correct  phraseology). 

Think  of  Michael  Richards' 
"Seinfeld"  character  Kramer,  adding 
on  heaping  helpings  of  that  trade¬ 
mark  British-style  eccentricity,  and 
you  can  get  a  pretty  good  picture  of 
the  character's  role  in  the  film. 

There  were  times  where  I  was  on 
the  verge  of  being  nauseated  by  Ifans' 
antics  (his  prancing  in  far- too-reveal¬ 


ing  briefs  foremost  among  them),  but 
I'll  admit,  I  was  soon  enough  won 
over.  He  might  be  a  slovenly  cock¬ 
roach,  but  it's  hard  not  to  find  the  old 
slob  endearing. 

Sometimes  humorous,  sometimes 
frustrating,  but  always  heartwarming, 
"Notting  Hill"  puts  the  to  lie  the 
notion  that  the  tried-and-true  roman¬ 
tic  comedy  genre  is  running  out  of 
steam  (a  proclamation  I  was  about 
ready  to  issue  with  last  week's  DOA 
"The  Love  Letter").  As  far  as  date 
fare  goes,  things  don't  look  much 
rosier  than  this.  A-

Hugh  Grant  first  rose  to  promi¬ 
nence  with  "Four  Weddings  &  A 
Funeral"  a  few  years  back,  but  since 
then,  his  personal  life  has  drawn 
more  interest  than  his  film  career. 

It  seems  that  more  people  remem¬ 
bered  him  for  his  tumultuous  rela¬ 
tionship  with  Elizabeth  Hurley  and 
his  divine  encounters  with  prostitutes 
than  for  the  charming  eccentrics  he's 
made  a  career  of  playing.  "Notting 
Hill"  will  turn  things  around. 

With  "Notting  Hill,"  Grant  teams 
with  Julia  Roberts,  making  for  one  of 
the  most  engaging  screen  pairings  in 
a  great  while.  The  easy  chemistry 
they  display  is  only  the  cherry  on  a 
virtual  sundae  of  the  film's  charms. 

From  its  comedic  situations  right 
on  through  to  its  delightfully  well 
drawn  characters,  "Notting  Hill"  is  a 
romantic  comedy  that  hits  almost 
every  mark. 

Grant  plays  William  Thacker,  an 
average  schlub  from  London's 
Notting  Hill  who  owns  a  bookstore 
(selling  travel  books,  none-too-suc- 
cessfully,  mind  you).  Things  are  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  relative  normalcy  when 
in  walks  Anna  Scott  (Roberts),  a 
glamorous  movie  star  not  too  differ¬ 
ent  from,  well,  Julia  Roberts. 

As  the  two  characters  meet  and 
continue  to  meet  through  various  cir¬ 
cumstances  that  could  only  be  con¬ 
trived  in  the  mind  of  a  screenwriter, 
they  find  themselves  having  to  deal 
with  the  side  effects  of  their  relation¬ 
ship.  Foremost  among  these  is  the 
intruding  press,  but  also  at  issue  is 
Grant's  coming-to-terms  with  his  feel¬ 
ings  for  this  screen  goddess. 

"Notting  Hill"  touches  a  nerve, 
portraying  these  feelings  with  as 
much  purity  as  it  can  muster.  Unlike 
most  such  films,  where  it's  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  the  two  players  are
